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. Great part of theſe Papers were Printed eight years 


ſince, and ſome of them have ſeen the light no leſs 


than twelve : But fince that the C optes have been 
diſpoſed of , and the Impreſſions ſold, the Bookſeller hath 
thought fit to Reprint them together. In order to which, 
whilſt he 'gave me the Opportunity to read them over, * I 
could not omit the making of divers Additions, and adjoyn- 
ing another fourney through the delightful Country of « 
Lombardy : Calling to mind the Magnificence of ſome 
Roman Antiquities, and the Remarkable Afions of great 
Men in thoſe Quarters. Whereby I might give a ſhort Ac- 
count of the ſtrange Fate and various Revolutions of divers 
of their ancient Cities. As to the natural Curioſities and 
Obſervations in the firſt parts, it would be unneceſſary to 
make any Introduflion, they having now run through ſo ma- 
ny hands. I can only ſay, that what you had in ſcattered © 
parts before, are here compacted together in one intire Vo- 
lume , and hope for the ſame kind Acceptance. The num- 
ber of the Cuts are increaſed, and the Figures of divers 
Habits, Medals and Antiquities, added : The Particular 
Deſcription of which, in this Pretace would prevent the ſa- 
tisfaftion of conſidering them in their proper places ; to 
which I jhall refer you, wiſhing you the ſame pleaſure in 
viewing them there, that I have had formerly in beholding 
them in their due Situations, and in the Contemplation and 
Defcription of them afterwards. |

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General Deſcription 


HUNGARY 


OW far HUNGART 4 exceeds other Countries of 
Europe in Mines, Baths and Mineral-waters ; becauſe I 
have elſewhere given a particular account of fuch Sub- 
jedts, I ſhall at preſent omit their repetitions, and at 
this time add ſome other Confiderables; and in the 

| firſt place ſay, That it aboundeth not only in thoſe, 

but is alſo the beſt Rivered Country in Earope : nor doth any Region 
thereof afford ſo many noble and uſeful Streams. 

On the Eaſt ſide it is waſhed with that Noble and Navigable River 
Tibiſcas, or the 7eiſſe, ariſing in the Country of Maremoras, at the foot 
of the high Carpathian Hills: which, having received the Mariſcus or 
Mariſa, and many Rivers into it, runneth into the Danube, between 
Varadine, St. Peter and Belgrade. By this River comes down the 
great quantity of natural Stone-ſfalt, brought from many Salt-mines 
in Hungary and Tranſylvania ; whereof a great part 1s brought up the 
Danube to all Places, as far as Presburg ; ( it being prohibited to be car- 
ried any higher ) leaſt it ſhould hinder the fale of the 4«57riax Salt, 
upon which the Emperor hath an Impoſt, and no ſmall quantity alfo 
down the Danube, and afterwards up the River Morava into Servza and 
neighbouring Countries. 

On the Weſt fide runs the River Araho or Rab, riſing in Styria, and 
running: into the Danube by Javrinum or Rab. A confiderable River 
receiving the Lauffuitz, Pinca, Guncz, and other Rivers into it. And 
now l:tely more tamous for the defeat of the Zurks, under Achmet the 
Grand YVi/ter , by the Imperial Forces, at St. Gothard, nigh this River. 
The diſcourſe hereof was freſh, when I was at the City of Rad: and ma- 
ny I found, who faw the Corps of Men and. Horſes floating in that 
Stream. 

Upon the Southern Parts are conſiderable, the River Dravas or Draw, 
which ariſing-in the Territory of Saltzbarg/and, a part of old Noricum, 
runs a long courſe through Carinthia ana Hungary, and falls into 
the Danube near Erdoed, or old Teutoburginm; after it hath paſſed from 
its head about three hundred Miles, About its entrance into #/urga- 
ry, it receiveth into it the long River Mar ; and, far above this, nearer 
its orizinal I found it a conſiderable Stream : having paſſed rhe ſame 
by a good Bridg, as high as Yi#ach or YVillaco, and between Clagenfort 
and Mount Leabe/ in Carinthia, I paſled the fame alſo by two long 
Wooden Bridges, and an ifland in the middle between them. =

2 The General Deſcription of Hungary. 
On the ſame ſide is alſo the noble River Savas, or the Sau ; which a- 
riſing in Carinthia, entreth the Danube at Belgrade ; continuing a long 
courſe of about three hundred Miles, and ſwelling by the acceſſion of 
many good Rivers. - Being at Carnodunum or Crainburr, an handſom 
Town, not far diſtant from the Head, it appeared a conſiderable Stream: 
which is afterwards fo enlarged, as to have remarkable Iſlands in it, as 
that of Metubaris, to the Weſt of old Sirmium, and that of Segeftica or 
Sifſeck, by Zagrabia, containing of old a ſtrong and famous Town ; 
unto which the old. R-maxs brought their Commodities from Aquileza, 
and fo by Land to Labach or Nauportus ; from thence unto Sege#fica, 
and forwards, for the ſupply of thoſe Provinces and their Garriſons 
and Forces in them. Between theſe two noble Currents of the Dravss 
and the Savas, lyeth a fair and long [»ter-amnian Country, wherein 
Solyman the Magnificent choſe a fate retreat, until he came to- Bel- 
grade: when, with about four hundred thouſand Men, which he 
brought to take Yzerna, he dared not to meet the Forces of Charles the 
Fiſth, then encamped before that City. 

Upon the North part of ZZ«»gary, are the. Rivers ariſing from the 
Carpathian Mountains, which divide Poland and Hungary ; more parti- 
cularly the River Gran, which runs into the Danube, over againſt 
Strigonium or Gran; and alſo the River Waag or Yagus, which-comes 
in above Comara: Which Stuckivs, an ocular Witneſs, conceiveth to c- 
qual the Po in 7taly. - T am ſure, at Freiſtat, above fifty Miles, before 
x difchargeth into the Danube, it is a very large Stream, and hath 
a long Bridge over it; part whereof was broken down by the Ice, the 
fame year: when I was there. And far above it, nearer the head, there 
is alſo a conſiderable Bridge at 7rezſchin,a fair Town, which gives the 
name unto that Country, and much reſorted unto for its hot Baths and 
Mineral Waters; having no leſs than thirty two plentiful Springs. 

The great Dan«bius or Thoxau continucs its Stream quite through 
Hungary ; and no one Province hath a larger ſhare of it ; for account- 
ing from the City of 7lme in Swabenland or Suevia, where it begin- 
neth to be Navigable, it continues a long courſe, paſſing by Ingo//tad, 
Ratisbone, Straubing, Paſſau, Lintz and Vienna unto Presburg ; trom 
whence through Zungary it makes a courſe of above three hundred 
Miles, before it paſſes by Be/grade : To omit the long Stream thereof 
in its farther progreſs, when having waſhed the Shoars of Servia, Bul- | 
garia, Wallachia and Moldavia, with many mouths it entreth the Fu- n 
xine or Bla:k-Sea : having in this long paſſage drank in above fixty con- q 
ſiderable Rivers ; and in ſober account performed a courſe of above 
fifteen hundred Miles. Whereby it may tolerably admit the double 
name oo Danubius and 1feer , properly applyed/ unto diſtin&t Parts 
thereof. | 

So that, altho I have ſeen the Danubius, for about ſeven hundred 
Miles ; yet cannot tell, whether I may certainly fay, that I have ſeen a» 
ny part of /##er. For S$trabo aſcribes that name unto it , below its 
Cataraft, or great fall, which happenes about Axopolis, in Mejia in- 
ferior, or Bulgaria. But Appianus, and later Account, define it to be- 


f gin at its concurrence with the Savus at Belgrade : and if fo, yet we : 
had but a ſhort ſight of the fer ; which travelling more up into Ser- , 
wia, we were fain to leave at Hifſargich. Arid of this {fer or lower k 


part of the River, many things are ſpoken and related by the Ancients, 
which are not ſo plainly verifiable of Danunbius. © 
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Beſides theſe large Rivers above named, there are ſome others, taken 
notice of alſo by Pliny ; and eſteemed Fluvii now ignobiles, The Sar- 
vizza or Orpanss, ariſing near YVeſprinium, and paſling by 41ba Regalzs, 
runs into the Danube, which I paſſed over at Fex;, or nova Palan- 
ka. The River Walpo or Yulpanus, ariſing above the Town of IWWa{po, 
which was taken by Solyman, in his march to 41ba Regalis, or Stull- 
WWeifſenlurg. We palled over it by Wakovar, and the River Boſneth or 
Bacun'hus, which runs into the Savus, not far from old Sirmi- 
un. 

As this Country excels in Rivers, ſo has it alſo many conſidera- 
ble and long Bridges, There 1s a long Bridge of Boats over the Danube, 
between S7r;gonmm and Barchan, which is the firſt Bridge on this Ri- 
ver, which we meet with from the great Wooden Bridge at Vienna, 
which takes above two thouſand Trees to plancher it. Upon the ſhoar 
of St. 4ndrew's 1ſland by Virouichitz, I tcok notice of a ruine of Stones, 
where the Zurks told us, there had been formerly a Stone Bridge : but 
the 7urks in theſe Parts, think it beſt ro make Bridges of Boats; which 


_ they ſo handſomly contrive, as to open a paſſage for Boats and Veſſels 


of burthen to paſs; ſo that he that beholds thoſe in theſe Parts, will 
not wonder at the Bridges of Boats at Rexes, and Grenoble in France. 
Between Buda and Pe#?, there is a Bridge of Boats over the Danube, 
where it runs all in one Streamy-of above half a Mile long, the beft 
] have ſeen of this kind; and if Szgiſmund had lived to effe&t his De- 


gn; of making a notable Stone Bridge in this Place, there had proba- 
bly been no Bridge in Eur.pe to compare with it. There is alfo a 


Bridge at Calocza, formerly an Archbiſhop's Sea, and a handſome and 


well-contrived Bridge, by Walcovar over the River Walpo. But that 


of Eſſeck, or Murſa of old, is ſcarce to te -parallel'd with any other ; 
built partly over the Dravas, andpartly oyer the Fenvs,which are often 
overflowed. The Bridge is five Miles at leaſt in length, having Towers 
built upon it at the diſtance of every quarter of a Mile : It is hand- 
ſomly railed on each tide, and ſupported by great Trees, erected under 
it ; ninz or ten ina rank, unto each Arch, That part of the Bridge, 
which was built over the Drav«s, was burnt down by Count Nicholas 
Serin, in the late /«ur&iſh Wars between Leopoldas the Firſt, Emperor 
of Germatry, and Sultan Mahomet the Fourth : and is now ſupplyed 
by a Bridge of Boats, ſomewhat b: low the former ; which I paſſed o- 
ver in September, 1669. The Zurks did not rebuild it in the fame 
place, becauſe the Supporters below the Water, when the fire ccaſed, 
were fo ſtrongly faſtned and hard, that it would have coſt them too 
great a Jabour to get them up, By this Bridge the 7urki/þ Forces paſs 
into Hungary: and at this place the unfortunate King Ludovicus 
thought to have ſtopped the 7urkiſh Army which marched under So- 
lymax. © And lately Count Serini undertook a long March to burn the 
ſame, to prevent Supplies from coming to the Yifier, who was with his 
Army .in other parts of Hungary. 

| And as there are ſtill many Bridges over the upper Danbe, ſo have 
there alſo been in Old time upon the lower, 'or /rian part thereof, 
Darius King of Perfia made a Bridge of Boats over that Mouth of the 
[jter called V/tium Sacrum. Nicephorus relates, that Conſtantine built 
a Stone Bridge over it. But the moſt remarkable and admirable Bridge, 
was that, built by the Emperor 4dr:an, and deſcribed by Dien the Hi- 
ſtorian : whereof there are ſtill ſome Ruines, not far from Severin, a- 
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bout twenty Hungarian Miles from Belgrade. This Bridge confiſted 
of twemty Piles of ſquare Stone of an hundred foot high, beſides the 
Foundation : of ſixty foot in breadth, and the diftance between each of 
them one hundred and ſeventy foot ; and conjoyned by Arches, upon 
the which was this Inſcription, 


PROVIDENTIA AUG. 
VERE PONTIFICIS VIRTUS ROMANA 
QUID NON DOMAT2> SUB JUGUM ECCE 
RAPITUR ET DANUBIUS. 


And, 2s a Memorial hereof, many Roman Coins were ſtamped, and 
ſome in Silver, not yet rare among us, with this Inſcription, D ANU- 
VIUS. 

No River affordes fo large and peopled Iſlands. Between Yicegrad 
and YVacia, there is a fair and large Iſland, called St. Andrew's Iſland. 
Another a little below B«da, againſt the Weſt ſide of which ſtands 
Adom, extending forty Miles ; and exceeds that of the Iſle of Mar, 
containing many Villages in it ; upon part whereof the 7xrki/h For- 
ces encamped, when they came to raiſe the Chri/t:an Siege at. Buda, 
and was the great omiſſion and errorvf the Chriſtians, that they for- 
tified not in that Iſland. Another againſt Mohatch: another about the 
entrance of the Draves: and a new one hard by Belgrade, made by 
the ſettling of the Silt or O#ſe brought down by the Savus and the 
Danube ; where thirty five years ago there was no face of an Iſland, 
but is now fall of Trees ; how this may advantage or diſadvantage 


 Helerade, future times may ſhew. But the 7urks are fo ſecure and 


fearleſs of any Forces, that may eves hurt them in theſe Parts, that 
they have no conſideration of fuch things. And allowing the River 
Leyta to be the boundary of AuFria, rhe Iſland of Schur, or Inſula Ci- 
tuorum, Will prove moſt conſiderable of any ; containing many good 
Towns, as Comra, Samarien z, beſides very many Villages. And paſ- 
ſing through it, I found it well peopled and ordered againſt Incurſi- 
ons ; wherein there have been divers, formerly made by Tarks, Tar- 
tars, and rebellious Forces. 
No River whatſoever, fo far from its diſcharge into the Sea, af- 
fordes more Naval Vellels of ſtrength and ſufficiency forFight ; nor hath 
any afforded the like ſignal Engagements and Encounters, at this di- 
ſtance from the Sea. The Emperor hath ſome Veſſels of War handſom- 
ly built, like Gallies at Yiewsa, Presburg and Comora ; and an Arſenal 
for proviſion of many upon occaſion. The 7ark at Strigonium, Buda, 
Belgrade, and other places below. 

Ar the Siege of Belgrade, Mahomet the great brought two hundred 
Ships and Gallies, well appointed, up the Stream. And the Z/nngarians 


Turkiſh Hiftory. ſent. ſo many down the Stream, from Buda, that after a ſharp encoun- 


ter, they took twenty of the 7urkifh Veſlels, and forced the reſt on 
Shoar near the Camp ; fo that, to prevent falling into the Enemies 


hand, Mahowet was fain to cauſe them to be ſet on fire, The Chrifti- * 


ans had a great Fleet at the Siepe of Buda, when all mifcarried under 


Turkiſh Hiſtory Count Regen/dorff. For the Hiſtory delivers, that the Chri/tian Fleet 


conſiſted of four and twenty Galliots, about fourſcore ſmall Pinnaces, 
and little lefs than an hundred Ships of Burthen, and other great Boats. 
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By the help of fuch Naval Veffels Wolfgandus Fodder did a pood 
piece of Service, when Sofyman beſieged Vienna ; for he came out of 
Presturg with armed Veſſels, and ſank the Veſſels 'fetit from Buels 
with the great Ordnance; to batter the'Walls of /7enua. 

And as this Country aboundeth in Rivers, ſo is it not without ſeme 
notabie Lakes, as the Lake Balaton or Platfee,or Polcea of old, extend- 
wg 4 great: length between Yeſpriniam and the Draws, with fome 
ſtrong Forts upon it | This Lake put a ſtop unto the cruelty of Sofy- 


_ man's Souldiers, who defiroyed all from 8ada unto the Lake 


Balxton. And fince it tyeth on the Faft of the River Zezta, we 
may allo recken in the Newfidler Sea, a pteaſant Take, ſeven 
Germay Miles long , and three broad: ſo called from Newfde/, 
a {mall Town, of one ftreet and ſome backward Honſes, with a ſinall 
ſquare Caſtle upon an Hill by it, from whence I had a good profpeCt 0- 
ver all the Lake.. In'the Commotions of 8orſcay, fourteen Villages 4- 
bout this Lake were burnt by Turks, Tartars and rebellious Heydwehs. 
The :Z7ungarians call it Tertex and Pliny, Peiſo. Wis in the middle 
way between Vienma 2nd Sabaria, the birth-place of Saint Martiy. 
The long extended plam of Pampus, in Paraguay in America; exceeds 
all others, as bzing two thouſand Miles in length. And 1 have 
heard thar famous Navigator, Captain Nar4orongh, ſay, who not long 
ſince, was Commander of the Sweeptates, and made a Voyage in her 
into the Soz7h-Sea, thar there is all low Land from the River of P/ate, 
unto the middle of the Straights of MageZan. Moſcovia and Poland have 
long Plains, bur many of them Woody, and obſcured by Trees; bur 
none more open and clear Plains than this Country. The greateſt 
Plains I have obſerved in Evgland, are thoſe of Salisbury, Lincoln and 
New-Market. But theſe are but long Walks, compared with thoſe of 
Hungary; and are exceeded bythe Plains of Auſtria, from Yiew»a unto 
Mount Simmeren, unto the Borders of Styria. And though the T/pper- 
Hungary be hilly and plentiful in Wood ; yet are there large Plains 
below. I travelled from Yiewa to Belgrade ,about four hundred Miles, 
upon continued and not interrupted Plains ; which often app: ared like 
the Sea, without any viſible Eminencies, only a ſhort and/plain Wood, 
by Bacna, and $hilberg, beyond Dotis ; and if we reckon the full of 
this Plain, it will prove much longer, extending from Mount Xalenber 
or Cetius, two German Miles Weſt-ward of Vienna, and ſo beyond Bel- 
gra”e, till along the North ſide of the Danwbe, unto the Borders of 
Walichia ; which will make a larger extent, than the famous long 
Walk from A4gra to Lahor 'n India. - This plainneſs of the Country, 
affords an handſome way of 'Travelling in open Chariots, carrying, 
one or two Men with a Charioter, drawn by. two or rhree, ſometimes 
four Horſes a Breaſt; and room enough to lye down. In this man- 
ner I travelled from Buda to Belgrade, over fair large Plains; and ma- 
ny Miles upon Green-Swarthe and unworn Wayes; eſpecially in the 
County of Sirmium or Schremnia, as they now call it. 


No Country hath ſo large a ſhare of Capital Cities upon the Da- , 
/ u«be ; for whereas from the courſe thereof, from 7/me unto Belgrade, 


there are reckoned Ten. very contliderable ones,theteare no lefsthan four 

thereof, that is '/Presburg, Strigonium, Buda and Bel:rade, accounted 

unto Hungary ; and Bugs with the addition of Peſt, on the otherſide 

the Water, ſeems to be the largeſt of them all ; and I believe the lar- 

geſt alſo of any upon that Stream | ; 
| An 
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And as this Country excels in Rivers, fo is it very abundant in 
Fiſhes. The Tibiſcus or Teiſſe, is eſtcemed the moſt Fiſhy River in 
Eurepe, if not in the World ; infomuch, that they have a common ſay- 
ing, That it conſiſts of two parts of Water, and one of Fiſh. And the 
River Bodrack which runs into the 7 7biſcas, not far from 7okay, is fo re- 
pleniſhed with Fi/#,that in the Summer when the River is low,the Peo- 
ple ſay the Water ſmells of Fiſh. And this is no ſmall River, but as 1 had 
the account from a Commander who purpoſely made it for 
me when he paſſed it, was thirty Fathoms broad, and 
eight and an halt deep, but being of this Figure it could 
not be well Fiſhed with Nets. Which exceeding fertility, 
if any will aſcribe unto Saline Tin&ures, both of its own Stream, and 
others acceſſionary into it, which lick the many natural Salt-Mines un- 
der ground, and ſo may carry with them, or at leaſt promote ſome 
Principles of fecundity, may admit of conſideration. The Danube 
aboundeth in many good Fiſhes; as Trouts, Perches, large and delici- 
ous' Carpes, excceding any I have ſeen; and beſides many others, a' 
Fiſh called Copper, a kind of Capzro; a Biſcurne, or kind of Lamprey , 
a Grundel, or ſpotted kind of Cobites, with ſix Beards, two ſhort, and 
four longer ; a large Fiſh much exceeding a Pike, called Scheyden, a 
Silurus Geſneri: and above all, there is at ſome Seaſons great ſtore of 
Hyſanes, called by them Fa»ſons : whereof ſome are twenty foot long ; 
eſteemed a very good diſh, and ſomewhat like Sz#rgeon. There are 
ſet Fiſhing-places and Store-houſes upon the ſide of the Danube ; where- 
of the higheſt is above Como a, upon Schut-Iſland, but the greateſt 
Fiſhing. is about Xi/ia in Walachia z where they falt them, and fend 
them into other Parts : they comeout of the Exxine Sea. 

As the Rivers are full of Fiſh, ſo are they covered with Fowl, in the 
Winter 3” Swaxs I obſerved none in the Danube, but many other Fowls ; 
and ſome Pelicays, not far from Bel;rade. 

As the Waters are alfo fruitful in Fiſh, fo, the Land aboundeth in 0- 
ther Proviſions; and very eminently in the _two ſupporters of Life, 
Bread and Wine: their Bread is hardly exceeded by any in Europe ; 
worked up and kneaded with long continued labour ; and ſo made 
light, wholſome, and well taſted ; and at ſo cheap a rate, that for two 
pence as much is afforded there, as twelve pence with us in England. 
And indeed in all the ZTurki/h Dominions, where T travelled, I met with 
ſo good and well taſted Bread, that with Wine, it was a Feaſt ; and 
with Water a ſufficient Repaſt. Grapes they have very delicious and 
large ; thoſe at Virouichitz by Yacia, are of eminent Note; Wines alſo 
of a generous and noble ſort; the Wines of 7okay are highly eſteem- 
ed ; the Sirmian Wines are very-rich and pleaſant, in the South part 
of Hungary , in which Province the Emperor Protus is ſaid to have 
planted Vines, about Moynt A4lmw or ns. In many other pla- 
ces the Wines are very noble; and ſome brought unto Yienna, where 
there are above thirty ſorts of Wines to be fold, brought from ſeveral 
Parts. | | 

And as the ground is not unſruitful in its own Nature, ſo they are 
not without the praCtiſe of Good-ZZusbandry, both in their Arable and 
P.ſture Grounds : eſpecially in @pper-ZHurgary, and Parts not ſubje- 
&ed to the Turks. I being there, about the end of February, ſaw eve- 
ry night all the Country about us on fire, occaſioned, by burning the 
Stubble and Graſs and Herbs ; which afterwards, aroſe with plenty 
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Spe etiam flerileis incendere profuit agros, 
Atque levem ſtipulam crepitantibas arere flammis. 


To ſet their Fields on fire, and Stubble burn 
With crackling Flames, does to their profit turn. 


They uſe not Barnes or Stackes of Corn; but have many deep and 
large Caves under Ground, wherein they lay it up fafe, both from Rob- 
bers and ſudden incurſion of Enemies. At Cleſch near Toopolchar, 
when the Zarks and Zartars made their Inroads in the laſt Wars, 
the People retired, and hid themſelves in ſuch Cavities; but ſome Tarks, 
ſpeaking Schlavonian, told them that the Coaſt was clear, and the Ene- 
ny gone; and ſo tempting them out of their Holes, they were unfor- 
tunately deceived into Captivity, and carried away into remote Coun- 
treys never to be heard of again. 

There is alſo great plenty of Deer, ares, all ſorts.of Poultrey, Par 
tridees and Pheaſants ; great ſtore of Sheep, which in divers places, 
have long Spiral Horns, and very long curled Wooll. And Oxen in 
great numbers, whereof 'tis thought they ſend an hundred thouſand 
yearly into 7taly, Germany, .and other Parts; and it is commonly faid, 
they have enough to ſerve a great part of Europe. "They are ofa kind 
of Mouſe-colour 3 and the Eaſtern Company at Vienna hath the privilege 
to bring ri:cm, to ſurniſh that City. There are alſo Bufelos, where- 
of they inake no ſmall advantage, in ploughing of their Lands, eſpe- 
Ciaily in ſome ſtiff Grounds, where they muſt elſe uſe five Yoaks of 
Oxen to a Plough ; and one in my company told me that he had been 
fain to make uſe of fix Buffelo's to draw a light Ca/eche, or Chariot 
through ſome Grounds. Not far from Bozeſech, there are Horſes alfo 
in very great number, ſome large, many but ſmall, yet ſwift. I faw a 
thouſand of them belonging to the Peaſants at Seve, Sexe or Senia,- 4 
Village upon the Danube, in the Contribution Country, nor far from 
Comara, 

As they exceed in many things, ſo they are peculiar in ſome others ; 
particularly in their Langzage, which is proper to themſelves, and dit- 
ferent from any other. I went to a Church at Bitchka, where the 
Miniſter Prayed and Preached ; and though there were a very good 


- Linguiſt with me, who ſpake Schlavonian, German, Turkiſh, Vulcat 


Greek and /talian ; yet could he make nothing ot it, or* find affinity 
in it, with any other Language he knew. A Specimen hereof is ſet 
down by Megiſerus, of the Lords Prayer, in that Language. Mz At- 
tyanck Ky vagy az meniegbe, m'gh Szentel Teſſeck az te newed, &c. In 
the like manner we were confounded by the Language of 4/baxia, on 
the Northward part of Epirus, and Weſt of Macedonia, We made uſe 
of ſome of that Countrey in paſling the Mountains, who were able to 
ſpeak ſome Schlavonian: But as for Albaneſe, or their own Language, 
wherein they were delighted to fing Day and Night, as they travelled 
with us,our beſt Linguiſts,both Zarks and Chriſtzans,underſtood nothing 
of it. | | 

In ſome-parts of 77unzary, many ſpeak Schlavonian, at Freiflaty which 
the Hungartaniicall Colgotz, I obſerved, that at the Church, the Ser-" 
mon was in Schlavonian ; but at the Franciſcans. Church, in Hungarian. 
This incommunication in Speech, makes them to learn other Languas

atin, which very great numbers ſpeak, eſpeci- 
ally the Gentry and Souldiers,and I ſcarce met with any elſewhere, who 
ſpake it more ready,than the Noble Graff Sacchy,Goverrtour of Dozis,and 
his Licutenant Elvedy. I have alſo met with Coachmen, Watermen, 
and mean Perſons, who could make themſelves underſtood thereby. 

The Latin-Tongue is very ſerviceable in Hungaria and 7 ranſylvania : 
but below Belgrade of little help unto a Traveller,where that far extend- 
ing Language,the Schlavonian,prevails. And indeed, with the help of rwo 
Languages, German and Schlavonian, a Man may make a ſhift to Tra- 
vel from Hamburg to the Boders of Tartary, and to Conſtantineple. 
And I have heard that the Schl/avonian alone is underſtood from Mock- 
elberg in Germany to the Caſp:an Sea. And before we come to Belgrade, 
the Schlavonian enters again; which is alfo ſpoken in Servia, Bulgaria, 
Komania, and a great part of Macedoxia; and in ſo many other Coun- 
trys, that with this Language a Man may make a ſhitt to be under- 
ſtood from the Adriarick-Shore of Dalmatia, unto the Zartarian Ocean. 
For we read in P«rchas, that when the Ho/anders returned from Nova 
Zembla ; the Inhabitants not very far oft could fay, Dobre, and Nich 
Pobre ; that is, Good, and not Good ; which are expreſſions of approv- 
ing or diſapproving, in the Schlavonian Language. 

_ The Zurkiſh Power ſo much prevailing or threatning in theſe Parts ; 
it is 1n vain, to expect any great 7niver/ity beyond YVienva. Nor dol 
find that there hath been any very conſiderable ones in this Countrey ; 
and though they have had many Biſhops wn yen Men; yet they 
have, had their Education many of them ont of Z«»gary. As had alſo 
of. old $t. Ferom:and St. Martin. And the preſent Hungarians, which 
2ddift themſelves unto Learning, eſpecially thoſe of Quality. do com- 
monly Study at Fiexna, Prague or Brefiaw-; a ſmall Univerſity, or pub- 
lick, Study there is at preſent at Schemnitz. 

- But the. A/angarians may juſtly boaſt of early helps unto learning, 
and a very noble Library erected at Buda, by their King Matthias Cor- 
vinus, Son of the famous ZHunniades, about two hundred years ago ; 
conſiſtin: of ſome thouſands of Books, eſpecially Greek and Latine Ma- 
nuſcripts, not to be met with or Purchaſed elſcwhere ; part whereof 
was diſperſed into the 7urkiſh Dominions, when Solymarx ſurprized that 
City ; and a choice part thereof procured afterwards, for the Imperial 
Library at Vienua, when Cuſpinianus was Keeper,ghereof, divers where- 

f are marked with the Armes of Corvinus, a Crow bearing a Gold Ring 
in his Beak ; which with many ſucceeding additions, made by Busbe- 
quius, Wolfgangus, Lazius, Fugger, and cthers; together with the 
choiceſt Manuſcripts, brought from the Ambraftan Library near 
Inſpruch, bythe Learned Petrus Lambecius, the preſent Library 
Keeper, make up the fourſcore thouſand Volumes, now contained in 
the Emperors Library at Vienna, by the eſpecial Favour of which wor- 
thy Perſon, I had the honour, not only to ſee many of the choiceſt 
and moit ſpecious thereof, together with many Noble Rarities in that 
Place ; but to have any uſeful Book unto my private Lodgings. And 
at my coming away, he gave me a Catalogue of ſome hundreds of 41- 


chymical Manaſcripts, which are in that Library, which I preſented to. 


the Royal Society, from him ; with leave to have any of them brought 


into England, or to be Tranſcribed at Yiewra, if they pleaſed. And if 


the three moſt admirable Braſs Stazua's of Hercules, Apollo and Diana, 
which were placed at the entrance of Corvinus his Palace in = 
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had not been carried away by So/yman, and caſt into Ordnance at Con- 

| fantinople ; 1t is not improbable, they had been by this time at Yiewa. 
About four hundred Books, the Reliques and refuſe of the Librarv at 
Buda,were lately remaining there ; where it was no caſie matter to have 
a ſight of them ; yer fo careleſly kept by the 7er#s, that Worms, Mice 
and Rats were like to have the Spoil thercot. Burt the Fire 2t Bud. 
1669, hath now conſumed them all. 

And as their Language is peculiar, fo is the Opinion of their Crown ; 
of which they have the greateſt eſteem of any other Nation. This 
they commonly believe to have been brought by an Angel from Hea- 
ven unto St. S7epher, their King - and have ſohigh an eſtimat there- 
of, that they think, the Right and Fate of the Kingdom goeth with 
the poſſeſſion thereof, Which makes them very wary in the Cuſtody 
of it, and in all Adverſities to ſecure it. And the 7urt hath been al- 
ways induſtrious to obtain it. It was formerly kept in the Caſtle of 
Vicegrad ; but at preſent in that of Presburg. 

And this opinion is probably tounded upon the Tradition or Story, Pincd: ove cf 
how they came unto it; which is thus delivered. King Srephen inten- © 
ding to fettle the Chriſtian Government in his Kingdom, appointed two 
Arch-Biſhops Sees ; Strigonium, Which was the place of his Nativity, 
and Colocza ; and ſent 4ftricus,Biſhop of Colecza, to the Pope,to confirn 
the ſame, together with his Kingdom, and to ſend him a Crown, and 
other Royal Ornaments. At the fame time it fell out, that /iſca, King 

of Polonia, ſent about the ſame Errant: and a Crown was providing 
for him. But Pope Benedif the Eight, im the mean time was warned 
by an Angelical Apparzitzon, to fend the Crown unto King Szephen ; 
which accordingly he did, which probably begot rhat great Venerati- 
on and high Opinion, they have ever fince had of ir. 

The Crown it {elf is alfo ſingular in its Faſhion and Figure ; for it is _ 
a low Crown, with a Croſs upon it, with four Leaves or Turnings up 
about it ; one whereof is as large as the other three, at leaft as rwo 
thereof. Ir is no eaſie Favour:to obtain'a view of this Crown at Pres- 

; burg, but I faw a Model of it in the Treaſure of the preſent Emperor 
;  Leopoldus; which was a Crown of Gold, adorned with many precious 
Stones, exaCtly made aſter the-faſhion of the /2ungarian Crown, and 
; perhaps richer than the exemplar. 

[* Though the Zungarians want not Ingenuity, Induſtry, and ſufficient. 
4 parts for Learning and liberal Arts; yet have they been more addicted 
. unto Martial affairs, than unto deep Learning : Even the Bz/hops and 


X Clergy-men proving, ſtout Soldiers ; and no leſs than ſix Bi/bops were 
f ſlain, with their-King L«dovices, in that fatal Battel of MHohatch. 

4 Some report, and.othersbeheve , that the famous Poet, Ovid died, 
; and was buried in Hungary at Sabarza, ſeated at the confluence of the 
| Rivers 'Guntz and Regnitz before they run into the-Rab. Where it 15 
reported, that he having 'been 'bantſhed unto 7emo;, near the Eux/ne

Sea, was at laſt recalled, and inthis return-towards 7zaly died at Sadarza.

{ C y Before 
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Beforc I came into ZZungary, I oblerved no ſhadow or ſhew of the 
old Pyrrhical Saltation, or Warlike way of Dancing , which the Zey- 
ducks praftice in this Country. They dance with naked Swords in 
their hands, advancing, brandiſhing and claſking the fame ; turning, 
winding, elevating, and depreſſing their bodies with ſtrong and aQtive 
motions ; ſinging withal unto their meaſures, atter the manner of the 
Greeks. 

The mighty AQts of Atrila , King of this Country , together with 
the numerous Forces he brought out of theſe and the neighbouring 
parts, are very remarkable z whereby he over-ran a conſiderable part 
of Gerpy, and a great part of Italy : Sacked and Burnt Aquileia ; 
and fought that memorable Battel with #r:w, the Roman General, in 
Campis Catalonicis, near Tholouſe ; wherein tis ſaid were ten Xings pre- 
ſent, and about two hundred thouſand ſlain: and , which is alfo ob- 
ſervable, the Generals on both ſides were of theſe Parts; for Aztila 
was a Hunne , and Atius a Mafian, or Servian, of the neighbour 


Country. And in ſucceeding Ages, how far and widely the Kings of /_ 
Hungary enlarged their Dominions, beſides many Hiſtorical Accounts, 


is teltified at their Coronation , by ten Banxers carried by Great Per- 
ſons ; wherein were repreſented ten Provinces of that Kingdom : that 
is, Hungaria, Dalmatia, Croatia , Schlavonia, Galifia , Raſcia, Servia, 
Bulgaria, Boſnia, and Ludomiria. 

This Country has given the longeſt ſtop unto the Turkiſh Conqueſls, 
and farther intruſion into the Weſtern Parts of Europe. For moſt, 
which they have already obtained, has been upon the advantape of the 


. Hungarian Diviſions, and their own ſubtilty and falſe practiſes; and | 


Solyman, by ſuch falſe and low dealings, ſurprized the Capital City of 
Buda. And although the Turk has now obtained the beſt part of the 
Country , yet almoſt a third part- remains out of his Power, and in 
obedience to the Emperor, as King of Hungaria : as almoſt all 2pper 
Hungary, from Presburg unto Tokay, and Zatmar. And there are yet 
out of their hands the three notableſt Bulwarks of Chriſtendom ; Rab, 
Fomara, and Leopoldſtadt ; all which I had the advantage to ſee. This 
laſt has been ereCted ſince the loſs of Newheuſe/ ; and made much after 
the ſame manner ; conſiſting of Six regular Baſtions reveſtues, It is 
ſeated on the Weſt ſide of the River Waag, over againſt Freiſtadt , not 
far from the place where the 7artars paſſed over in the laſt War, and 
deſtroyed'a great part of the Country, and carried away many Cap- 
tives from thoſe Parts, and out of Moravia. This Fortification was be- 
gun in the year 1665, and was well advanced , biit not finiſhed when 
I was there, 1669. Count Souches the younger. was then Governor 
thereof ; from whom I received great Civility in that place; and a 
Guard of Foot Soldiers,to convoy me through the Contribution Coun- 
try, towards Schemnitz, Cremnitz, and the other Mine-Towns. 
Many Roman Emperors have honoured theſe Quarters with their Pre- 
ſence, Birth, Death, or great Actions. For (to omit Trajan, Caraca/a, 
Galienus, Conſtantius, and many more) the Emperors Aurelianus,Probus, 
Gratianus, Maximianus, had their Nativitles at Sirmium ; and Claudius 
Gothicus died in it, or near it. Fovianus, and Yalentinianus were Born 
in Pannonia, Ingenuus, Governor of Pannonia, was laluted Emperor by 
the Me/ran Legions. Yetraniolikewiſe, in the fame Country. And at 
Sirmium was held a General Council, when Photinus was Biſhop of that 
place. : The 
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The Roman Armies being much in thts Country, 5no wonder it 1s, 
that ſo many Coins of Copper, Gold, and Silver are ta be found in it : 
Whereof I obtained no ſmall number at: Petrone4/, or. Old Carnuntan, 
which was a Part of Pannopra. And at Sene , or Sexig, ſituated near 
the Danube, 1 mer with very many. They are alſo to. be found at Old 
Buda,or Sicambria , at Old Sirmium in the Country,now called Schrem- 
ia; at Murſa, or Fſſ:ck, and many other Parts. An Armenian Mer- 
chant, in whoſe Houſe 1 lodged at Belgrade, undertook to provide me 
with Rowan Coins againſt my return: which he might well do about 
thoſe Parts, as at Sirmium, Samandria, and other places. And not far 
from thence Ly/imachus, King of Macedon and Thrace , is conceived to 
have kept his abode, at a Caſtle or Palace near Deva; where that un- 
paralle'd maſs of Go/d Meaals was tound, as is particularly delivered by 
Monſieur Fumee, in his Account of the Wars of Hungary. 

Nzar the Town of Deva or Devas, was found great ſtore of Treaſure, 
by rhe Peaſants of the Country, under an Ancient Caſtle or Palace, all 
ruined and decayed. The Rain continuing a long time, and the Wa- 
ter running with a forcible current, there was diſcovered an infinite 
company of Golden Medals : upon one fide of which was Coined the 
Image of Lyſimachus, on the other ſidea Victory ; every one weighing 
two or three Crowns. The.,Storm and rape of water being paſt, and 
the Sun ſhining on theſe, made a marvellous glittering ; which per- 
ceived-by the Peaſants , they remained raviſhed with joy ;+and taking 
them up, they alſo found a: Golden Serpiyt : which atterwards Gene- 
ral Caſtalde ſent unto Ferdinand, with a gart of theſe Ancient Medals. 
This being an ancient Cuſtom with theſe who buried their Treaſure, 
to place Scrpents there, in token of a Faithful keeper. After the Pea- 
fants had taken, no man knew what , tthers took from thence more 
than Twenty thouſand Ducats.. And the report was, that they might 
have taken an hundred Thouſand. For that had ſometimes been che 
abode of King Ly/imachus. , Whereof Ferdinand had a Thouſand, and 
Caſtald? three Hundred. ,Which Coin ,xemained in this place from 
Lyfimachus's time. Among other notable Antiquities, there werealto 
found two Medals of Gold, the one of Ninus , the other of Semirami, 
which were ſent to the Emperor Charles the Fifth. And there 
was not any Man in all that Provinee; of what Authority or repu- 
tation ſocver, who had not ſome of theſe Medals : ſo infinite was

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- Fare to ſee any one in Black ; the Prieſts themſelves being habited in 
long Purple Garments. The Z7ungarians uſually carry in their hands, 
a Club, or Iron Mace, of which they have two forts, a Car- 
ſhan, and a Delta, or Balta as they.. pranounce it. The Cat/han 
hath a globular Iron head with furrows im” it, and ſpaces cut away 
to render it more light, and caſie to be handled ; this'is expreſſed 
in the Figure of the Hangariar Habit : the Delta hath a head ſome- 
what like a Hammer, but broader, and at the end makes tie ſhape

VIENNA, I took a Journey into ZZungary , to view 

the Copper , Silver , and Gold Mines in thoſe Parts. 

And not long after, although I had already had a fair 

ſght of /raly,l made a Journey unto VEN7CE, paſſing 
"through aaftria, Styria; Carinthia, Carniola;and Frints ; 
and ſoon after my return to Yienna, I met with an opportunity, which 
carried me unto the Ortoman Court, which then , and a long time be- 
fore, reſided at the famous Old City of LARISSA in Theſſaly. You 
are not to expect the Names of all Places , which I pafſed ; yet divers 
you will find mentioned, which are not to be found in Mapps; except 
you have ſome more exaCt, than any I have met with. 

Between Yienna and Presburg , above the confluence of the River 
Marck with the Danube, I could not but take notice of the Town of 
Pgtronell,and Flaymburg Hill and Caſtle. Pezrone/ is conceived to have 
been Old Carnaxtam , a ſtrong Hold of the Pannonians, in vain at- 
t-mpted by the Romans,an Hundred and ſeventy years before the Incar- 
nation ; but was afterwards ſubdued, in the time of Auguſtus, made a 
Roman CO ; and the Station of the Legio decima quarta geming, 


and the Claſs Irica; and in proceſs of time ſo enlarged , that it be-" 


came the chief City of Pannonia Superior , and comprehended that 
tract on the South Bank of the Danube, wherein now ſtand Zaymwburg, 
Dutch Altenburg, and St. Petrone//. 

E had been formerly at Petrevel/, to inform my elf in the noblc 
Ruines and Antiquities thereof ; where I met with variety of Medals, 
Tuſcriptions, remainders of a noble 4queduf , and the Remains of a 


goodly Fabrick, which I thought might be the ruine of a Temple.

_ that Worthy Perſon ſhall pleaſe to Publiſh his Carnuntum re- 
ivivum, 
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In this place, the Emperor Antoninus Philoſophus , in order to his 
Wars with the Marcomanni, now Moravians, reſided the ſpace of Three 
years, and died at Yindobona , now Yienna : and here Severus was 
eleted Emperor by the German Legions. But this Noble and Ancient 
City was ruined, in after-times, by Attila the Zune, in his Incur- 
ſions into theſe Parts : Yet there are ſtill remaining many marks of 
its Ancient Greatneſs. And though Graſs now grows where Old 
Carnantum ſtood ; yet by an obſerving Eye, the Foundations of their 
Houſes, and their Streets are ſtill diſcoverable': and ſuch great quan- 
tities of Roman Coins have been of a long time, and are fiill found 
there, that the Boors are commonly well furniſhed with them ; of 
whom I purchaſed a great number : and Mr. Doze/an, an 1riſh Gen- 
tleman, who then travelled with me, and was walking in my Com- 

pany, 
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pany, view ing theſe'Old Remains of former Greatneſs, by chance ſtrook 


with his foot a S:Zver Coin out of the Earth. | 

Presburg, Poſoninm, Piſoninm, and by ſome thought to be Flexum, 
is a pleaſant City ſeated on the North ſide of the Danzbe, ten German 
miles Eaſtward trom Yiexra , the chick City of Zungaria in the Impe- 
perial Dominions thereof ; ſince the loſs of Buda, the place of Conven- 
cion for the Eſtates ; and ſince the loſs of Strigonium , the Metropoli- 
tan City. The City is pleaſant , the Ca//e is ſtately ,' keautiful, and 
well ſituated on the top of a Hill, and built of White Stone ; herein is 
kept the ſo highly eſteemed Crown of Fangary, commonly believed 
ro have been brought by an Angel from Heaven, unto St, Stephen their 
King ; and 1s of a difterent figure from other Crowns. The Garden 
of the Arck-Biſhop is very fair; the Walks , the Grotte's, the figure of 
Feronimo, the Latirynth, Fiſh-ponds, and Fountains are Noble. In the 
Dome, or Cathedral Church , licth the Body of St. Johannes Eleemoſyna- 
rius, Biſhop of A/exandria. The Jeſuits have a part of the fame Church, 
and a noble Apothecaries Shop, full of Rarities. The Lutherans have 
alſo a fair Church here. 

Rab, or Javrinum, a City ſeated at the confluence of the Rivers Rad, 
Rabnitz, and the Danube : and a ſtrong Frontier Bulwark againſt the 
Turk, It hath two Bridges, one over a double Ditch, leading towards 
Auftria; and another towards Aba Regals , or Stullweiſſenturg. It 
hath ſeven large Baſtzons, and four Cavalliers, or high Mounts, which 
over-look them. The firſt is the Caſtle Baſtion, upon which ſtands 
the Caſtle or Palace of the Governour. The ſecond is the Water Ba- 
/tion, lying towards the Danube. The third is the Baſtion of the holy 
Hill, under which when the 7urks ſprang a Mine, a Horſeman was 
blown off from the top of it into the Danube, without any hurt to him- 
ſelt or his Horſe. The fourth is the middle Baſtion, towards the Land 
Eattward. The fifth is the new Baſtion. The ſixth is the Imperial, or 
Empreſs Baſtion. And the ſeventh is the ZZungarian Baſtion, lying next 
the River Rab, where the Turkiſh Governor was killed when the own 
was ſurpriſed in the Night by the Chriſtians. The Country is all plain 
about, and there is nothing which ſeems to command it, but a ſmall 
Hill at ſome diſtance, which is undermined, and may be blown up 
upon any occaſion ; beyond which there is alſo a Tower or Spy int! e 
open Fields, to diſcover the approach of the Enemy. It was Beſieged 
by Sinax Baſſa, in the Reign of Sultan Amurab the Third ; where he 
loſt many Men, and at one aſſault Twelve thouſand ; but at laſt was 
Surrendred , by the Treachery of 'Count Hardeck , the Governor ; 
which coft him his Head at Yiewna; where, upon a Scaffold covered 
with black Velvet, kneeling by the ſide of a Table covered with a 
black Velvet Carpet, he laid his Hand upon the Table, and the Execu- 
tioners at the ſame inftant ſtruck off both his Head and his Hand. In 
a few years after, it was recovered; by a notable ſurpriſe, ated by 
Count Swartzendurg , and Count Palf, with a great ſlaughter of the 
Turks. T'ſaw a part of the Gate, which was then broken by a Petard, 
the ſame being ftill kept for a Memorial, ina part of the Cathedral 
Church. Whule this place was in the Zurks Poſſeſſion , they made a 
Dungeon for Chriſtian Priſoners, wherein there is no lghc , but what 

enters by a Grate upon the ground in the Marketplace. But this is 
now dom empty of 7vris,begging the Charity of Paſfers-by;and ſelling 
neat Whips which they make in this their ſad reſtraint. He 
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He that would take a view of warlike Engines and Inſtruments, is 
not like to ha. e better ſatisfaction any where, than at Rab and Koma- 
ra, Where he ray take notice of one, called a morning Star, uſed by 
the Sentinels, and at. an aſſault, defence of a breach, or entrance into a 
Town ; of earthen Pots to throw amongſt the Enemies, filled with 
ſticking and burning materials. There he may alfo ſee a Lehn Bradcr, 
or plank fet with hooks , to be placed on the out-fide of the works, 
covered lightly with earth ; whereby thoſe, who ſtorm are wounded, 
and intangled. A werf Kugel, or inſtrument filled with wild- fire, and 
combuſtible matter, to be thrown by the hand, it ſticketh faſt and 
burneth. A Spanniſche Ritter or Cheval de Friſe, to be laid in the 
way, to keep out the Horſe ; divers forts of Chain-ſhot, and the 
like. 

General Montecuculi was the Governour of Raab, whoſe Paſs I had 
the advantage of in the former year, to travel by theſe parts unto the 
Mine-Towns. The Emperour being wearied with Chiauſes, and ordi- 


nary Envoys, which ſo often came to Yierna from the Viſier of Buda, 


and expected preſents at their return ; hath taken order, that, without 


eſpecial Licence, they ſhall come no further than Kaas, but there re- 


cclve their diſpatches. | 

Komora, Gomora, Crumenum or Comaronium, a large and ſtrong Town 
at the Eaſt-end of the Iſland of Schut, looking over the Danube and 
WVaag, ſtrongly fortified, and well mann'd. Colonel Heffkircher was 
then Governour : the ſtrongeſt place js the 7orto;ſe Fort ; fo called,from 
ſome reſemblance it hath to a 7ortozſe. This Town, after the taking of 
Raab, was beſieged by Sinan Baſſa, with ſixty Ships, and a great num- 
ber of Turks and Tartars ; but in vain, and to the great ſlaughter of the 
Tartars. Although the &aſſa omitted nothing towards the paining it, 
but employed treachery as well as force, and under colour of a Parley, 
ſent five Turks to the Governour, Baron Brown,who had then received a 
great wound upon his right Knee, to try it he could by any means be 
wrought upon to deliver up the City. And the Governour gave them 
the hearing, till they had declared their whole treachery ; but then pre- 
ſently commanded four of their Heads to be ſtruck off, and to be ſet 
upon long Pikes upon one of the Bulwarks, for the Baſſa to look upon ; 
and ſent the Fifth back to the Baſſa to tell him that although he found 
one in Rab to ſerve his turn he was much deceived, if in him he thought 
to find Count Hardeck, and to aſſure him that he would never betray 
a City committed to his charge, but rather wiſhed to dye the Empe- 
rors true and faithful Servant imbrewed in the Blood ot the Zarks. 

In the inward Caſtle 1 obſerved three old Tombs, which had been 
formerly brought thither from Sexe or Sena, a place of Antiquity, not 
farr off Some in the Caſtle obſerving me to write out their Inſerip- 
tions, were very inquiſitive, and obliged me to leave a copy of them in 
the Caſtle ; and if, upon after-conſideration, I ſhould find them to be 
of importance, required a promiſe of me, to fend them an account 
thereof ; The Inſcriptions were theſe. 
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The third Tomb was of the fame Figure, but without any TInſcrip- 
tion. I cquld-hot omit to ſet down thefe, becauſe they are not to be 
met with, in that great Volume of Inſcriptions of Grater. 

Gomora hath been of late more ſtrongly fortified, and a greater com- 
paſs of ground is taken in, by a line drawn from the Waag to the Da- 
«be, and fortified with four new Baſtiong. 

Of ſome other places, near unto theſe already named, and whereof 
I took notice the year before, I ſhall make but ſhort mention ; as parti- 
cularly of Newhewſe/, by the Hungarians called Yywar, ſeated by the 
River Neatra, not far from Nizria, a ſtrong place, and Biſhops See, taken 
by Count de Soxches in the laſt wars. Newhasſl is a ſtrong Hold, re- 
oularly fortified. with fix large Baſtions, which makes it lie in the form 
of a Star, it was ſurrendred after ſix ſtorms unto the grand Yijer ; 
who preſently beſieged/ it, after that Count Forchatz, the Governour, 
had raſhly loſt a great'part of his men at the Battel of Barchax ; where 
the bones of the Slain he yet in the Field. The Zarki/þ Baſſa lives in 
the Palace, which belonged to the Arch-biſhop of Pres4w1g, and has 
converted the Church into a Moſchea. The Baſſa growing too fami- 
liar with the neighbour Governour of Xomara, was jealouſly looked on 
by the Grand Seignior, who ſent one to take of his head, and put ano- 
ther intothis Government. 'This place commands contribution from 
a good part of the Country between the River Waag and the Newtra, 
and between the Neatra and the River Gran: and in places, where we 
lodged in thoſe parts, the Maſter of the houſe told us, he was obliged to 
give nutice unto the Zaris, who, and how many were in his houſe ; 
whereof we were not unwilling, refolving to be gone, betore the ac- 
count thereof could come unto them, It the Yer had not ſpent time 

about 
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about the ſiege of New, hewſel,, but but marched mo Auſtria, when the 
Emperour was yet unprovided, the Aixiliary: forces farr oft, and Yiema, 
and all the Country about 11 great tear, he might have ptobably lett 
ſad eftes in thoſe parts ; but atrempting ſome time after} to break into 
Auſtria by. Saint Godard, when'the Imperial torces were in readineſs, 
and the great bodies of Auxiliceds of Germans and French came up, he 
was repulſed with great loſs of his beſt Soldiers, and readily clapt up a 
peace, which kept thefe parts in-quict for many'years. 

Sene, Sone Of Senia, a Village near the Daxube, and remarkable ho 
for variety of Antiquities, where, by the help of the Byro'or - Judee of 
the Town, 1 met with divers Coitis, and ſome of Gold, fome 7ntaglia's, 
and as they called it, a Heathen or R: man. Key. Whereof i prefented 
ſome unto Petrus L. mbecias,'who thewed. them unto the: Emperor: 
This place, being in the contribution Country to the Tarks, hath been 
little enquired into ; and therefore the Antiquities thereof were the 
more welcome. Amongſt all the Inſcriptions of Grazer, I find but one 
or two of Senia. The People tay, this Place was formerly called 4po/o- 
2ia, but without any good ground. 

Paſſing from Raab to Dotis, St. Al, wtinsberg, offers i it ſelf to view; an 
handſome Town, and ſtrong Hold, upon the:op of a high Hill, over- 
looking all the Country. This is flill in the'@lrifthons hands, though it 
hath tormerly been taken by the Zurts, onte: in Amurath the third's 
time. Londh f 

Dotis, Tata, or 7heodata, about twelve'# ngliſh miles from Gomora, 
where there } isa Caſtle with a Ditch about 1it;-and alſo ſome Natural 
Baths near it. It hath been often takeniand rretaken : Graff Zack?, a 
Noble Hungarian, was then Governor, + whoſe ſingulat Civilities 1 
muſt always acknowledge ; and indeed in'thele parts,] was at beſt con- 
tent in the company of Souldicrs, tor 'they commanded all, and were 
generous and free hearted Perſons, and could” commonly ſpeak either 
Latine, High-Dutch. or {talian ;- my compaby. was the more accepta- 
ble to them, becauſe I had ſeen many parts of re betore, which they 
would much enquire after. | 

Bur to return into the road again ; we oanned from Comora, being 
towed by a Saick of twenty four oars. "The Zangarians rowing up- 
on one fide, and the Germans on the other, they ſaluted the Fortreſs 
with two ſmall Guns, which they carricd at the head of the Saick, and 
ſo we paſled' by Scxe, Neſwil, Rodwar, and came to Motch, the exact 
place of the Frontiers. Here we expected a Turkiſh Convoy ; which 


_ coming, betimes in the morning, we made ready for them ; their Offt- 


cers went firſt on thoar, then pur /eyda or YVeywod with the Interpre- 
ter, and chiefeit of the company, both parties walking ſlowly, and at 
meeting gave hands to one another, then we delivered our Boat unto 
the Zurks, which they ſaſlned to their! Saick , and ſent one tato our Boat 
to fleer it : and turning about, ſaluted the Chriſtians with one Gun, 
and then with cightecn Oars rowed down the Danube, we carrying 
the | Zag/e in our Fg, they the Doutle Sword, Star , and #alf- 
Moon, 

The 7urkiſh Saick convoyed us'to Strigonium of Gran, and fect our 
Boat on thoar in the Town, and fo left us; the Governor allo took no 
notice of us, either in hopes of a preſent, 'or ſome private intereſt ; but 
an Aga, who came with four troops of. Horſe from Newhew/ell, being 
1D +z Coma 
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come into the Caſtle, asked the Governor ( as we were informed by a 
Turk, that came unto us ) what he meaned to have ſo little care of his 
head, to deal with us after this manner 2 who were not ſent to him, 
or to a Baſſa, or a Vifter, but to the S»/tan, and no doubt had a Pre- 
ſent for him : whereupon we were foon diſpatched. 

This City of Gran, Strigoninam or Oftrogon, is ſeated on the South» 
ſide of the Davube near the Confluence with the River Gran, divided 

- into the upper and lower, and both walled ; the lower Wall doth well 
command the Danube. St. Thomas Hſill,hard by the Town,is alſo walled, 
becauſe it commandeth the Town : There are in this place Natural 
Baths of a moderate heat. This hath been the Metropolitan City of 
Hungary, where St. Stephen, the firſk Chriſtian King of Zangary, 
was born ; and King Szephes the third buried. 

Scarce any place has ſuffered more ſtrong and notable Sieges ; be- 
ſieped in vain by Jehn, King of Hungary, taken by Solymay, recover- 
ed by Count Mavxsfe/t for Matthias, the Arch-Duke ; beſieged again in 
vain, but taken in the time of Sz/tan Achmet, by the mutinous baſe» 
neſs of the Chriſtian Defendants, who ſhutting up Count Dampier, the 
Governor, delivered the place unto Aly-Beg the 7arkiſh General ; bur 
after many years it was taken again by the Chriſtians under the Duke 
of Lorraine, 1n the year x683. Over y_ Strigontum lieth Barchan ; 
between theſe two places there is a Bridge of Boats. 

From Strigonium we paſled to Yicegrade or Yizzegrade : 'The upper 
Caſtle of this place is ſeated upon a very high Rock, where the Crown 
of Hungary hath been formerly kept : the lower Caſtle hath been fair ; 
there is alſo a handſome Fabrick of ſquare Stones, and Arches, the ruines 
whereof do ſtiff remain : this place was retaken from the 7arks by the 
Forces of the Arch-Duke Matthias, in the time of Mahomet the Third, 
but betrayed, and delivered up by the Treachery of the Zeyducks in 
the Reign of Sultan Achmet. Charles King of Naples, and fworn King 
of Huxgery, Was wounded on the head by Forchatz ; and being carried 
into-the Caſtle, under pretence of laying a Plaſter on his head, was 
ſtrangled. This place yielded to the Duke of Lorraine, 1684. 

Over againſt #7zzegrade licth Maroz, where there is a large Church ; 
and the place having voluntarily fubmitted unto the 7urks, the Chri- 
ſtians paying a ſmall Tribute, lived under no great oppreſſion. Be- 
low this Town, the Danube divides, and makes a fair large Iſland, 
called St. Andrews Iſland, ſtill rowing down, by which we paſled by 
Virovichitz, a noted place for pleaſant Vineyards and good Grapes, and 
an old ruine of Stane,upon the ſhoar of St. Andrews Iſle, where the Turks 
told us, there was formerly a Stone Bridge, we came to Yacia, in for- 
mer times a Biſhop See,which hath now two Me/ches,and one Chriſtian 
Church without the Wall, This place was ſeized upon, ſacked and 
burat by the Zerks, x5 41. but taken by the Emperors Forces, under 
the Command of the Duke of Lorraine, in the Year 1684. after he 
had overthrown the 7wrks in Battel near the Town, but was quitted 
again at the latter end of the Autumn, there being a ridge of Hills near 
it which over-look the Town, and render it not eaſie to be defended. 

Here we changed our Convoy again, and palſked unto Buds, the 
Capital City, and Royal Seat of the Kings of wmgaria, and the reſi» 
dence of a 7arkiſh YVifter, who hath divers Baſſas under him. It is a 
large Gity, and of « pkrefant ſituation ; divided into the _—_ and 

ower 
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lower Town, wherein are ſome ruines, and reliques of Magnificent 
Structures, raisd by the Zuxgarian Kings, eſpecially Matthias Corvi- 
»#s, Whoſe Palace the Yifer poſſeſſed. But much abating of its anci- 
ent glory. There are alſo ſome fair Moſches, Caravasſara's, and very 
Magnificent Baths. There is alſo a high Hill called St. Gerard's Mount, 
which hath s Fort on the top, and over-looks the Town and Coun: 
try. 

"The natural Baths of Buda are eſteemed the nobleſt of Zurope, not 
only in reſpedt of the large and hot Springs, but the Magnificence of 
their Buildings. For the 7arks bathe very much, and though little cu- 
rious in moſt of their private houſes, yet are they very ſumptuous in 
their publick Buildings, as their Chars or Caravasſara's, Moſches, 
Bridges, and Baths declare. ; | 

There are eight Baths, whereof I had opportunity to take ngtice 
during my ſtay at Buda, three toward the Ea/# and South-Eaſt part of 
the City, in the way leading towards Conſtantinople, and five towards 


the Weft end of the Town, in the way towards old Ofex, and Srr> 


Onnun, 

The firft is a large open Bath at the foot of s high rocky Hill, cal- 

led Purgatory, whereof the People have fome odd and ſcrupulous Ap- 
prehenſions. PN 0Y \ 

The ſecond is covered with a Cupola, and ſtands nigh the fame Hill, 
but more into the Town, and near a place where they uſe Tanning. 

The third is called the Bath of the green Pillars, though at preſent 
they be of a red colour, it ſtands over againſt a Caravaxſara. ''The 
Water is hot but tolerable without the Addition of cold water, it is 
impregnated with a petrefiing Juyce, which diſcovers it ſelf on the fides 
of the Bath, upon the Spouts, and other-places, and makes a grey 
Stone : The Exhalation from the Bath reverberated by the Cupola, b 
the Irons extended from one Column to another, and by the Capita 
hb the Pillars forms long Stones like /ficles, which hang to all theſe 
Places. Fs He 

The Water is let out at night, when the Women have done bathing, 
who often ſtay late. The Bath is round, fet about with large Pillars 
ſupporting a Cupola, which hath openings to let out the Steam, and 
yet the whole Room continues to be a hot Stove. | 

The Baths of the Weſt end of the Town are firſt, Tafte//}, or the 
Bath of the Table, a fmail Bath covered : the Water white, and of a 
Sulphureous ſmell ; they drink of thus as well as bathe in it; what they 
drink they receive from a Spout, bringing the Water into this place. 
I delivered a five-Sols piece toa 7xrk, who was tathing in it, to gild for 
me, which he did in half a Minute, by rubbing it between his fingers, 
while the hot Water fell from the Spout upon it. 

The ſecond is Barat Degrimene, or the Bath of the Powder-Mill, it 
riſes in an open Pond near the High-way, and mixes with the freſh 
Springs, which makes the Pond of a whitiſh colour in one part, and 
clear in the other ; as alſo cold and hot in ſeveral parts. This convey- 
ed croſs the High-way into a Powder Mill, becomes ulctal in making 
of Gun-powder. 

The third is C#z2oca/ege, the little Bath, or the Bath of the Sar, 
for which name the Tarks give a ſaperflitions reafon : It is kept by 
Zarkiſh Monks, The Bath where the Springs aride, w 10 het us ſcarce 
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to be endured ; butbeing let out into another 'bathing place 'at ſome 
diſtance, it becomes tolerable:and fir for uſe. This Water hath neither 
colour, ſmell, nor taſte diflerent from common Water, and'depoſeth no 


ſediment, only the ſides of the Bath are green, and have a fungous ſub- 
ſtance all over. + ( 


The fourth is Caplia,a very:noble Bath, nal of the Buildings was 


contumed this year, 1669. by a great Fire that\ happened in Bud, but 
is fince repaired by the Zurks.: The Water is [very hot, not without a 
petrefying Juyce in it. The. Puilding about is eight ſquare, with a 
noble:Bath in the middle, with-a Circle of a Trench of Water about 
ad”? it. for the -better 'Ornament, . to bathe the. fect in ; on every ſide it 
hath a Niche, wherein is a Fountain ; in the middle of the Anti-Chamber, 
where they leave their Cloths, there is alio a fair Stone Baſon and a_ 
Fountain. 2 77 7 Df 1 , 
--, The fifth is the Bath of @e/bey, which hath a ſtrong ſulphureous 
ſmell; and a petrcfying Juyce in it,and 15 ſo hot,that to make it tolerable 
4#xrequires the, addition of cold Water z this is the nobleſt of all. The 
Anti-Chamber is ve y large,the Bath-Room capacious, and high-Arch- 
ed; AHdorned with: five Cupola's ; one a very fair one over the great 
round Bath in the middle ;:apd one 1cfſer over each of the four corners, 
where are either, Baths, or Bath-ſtoves for private uſe : in theſe the 
Tarks take off the.hair of: their Bodies by. a-P/tlotbrum mixt with Soap - 
it being not their Cuſtom. to have :any hair, except their Beards. 
-'Ewelve Pillars-;ſupport the: great Czpola,. between . eight whereof are 
Fauntains of hot. Water, and between the others are places to ſit down, 
where the Barbers and Bath-men attend ; and each of theſe places has 
tw6 Cifterns of: Zree-Ffavehto which are let in hot Bath-water, and al- 
ſo cold-Water,' to; be. mixed-ahd tempered as every one pleaſeth. 
| +» { Men bathe in the Morning, and Women in the Afternoon.. When 
any man intends to bathe; having entred:the firſt Rooms, he. finds 
there divers Servants attending, who furniſh him with a Cloth: and 
Apron. Then he puts off his Cloths and having put on the Apron, 
he enters the ſecond Room,-wherein is the great Bath, and ſits on the 
ſide of: the Bath, or between the Pillars near a Fountain, where'the 
Barber ſtrongly rubs him with his hand opened, ſtretching out his 
Armes, and lifting them up ; after which the Party bathes. Then if 
-he be a Subje&tof the grand Seignior's, or it be the Cuſtom of his 
Country, he hath his head ſhaved, and if.a young man, his beard, ex- 
cept the upper Lip ; next the Barber rubs his Breait,Back, Armes, and 
Legs, with an hair Cloth, while he either ſitteth, or lieth with his face 
downward, then waſhes tus head with Soap, and after throws cold Wa- 
ter upon him, all over his Body, and then he walks in the ſteam of 
the Bath for a time. 
The Germans call this City Offez, and ſome will have it founded 
by Buda, the Brother of Attila, the Famous King of the /Zunnes. 
And to ſpeak the truth among all the numerous Countries, and Places 
Conquered by that Warlike Nation, they could not chooſe out indeed 
a-nobler Seat to build a City in, where, beſides the advantage of their 
natural Baths and Stoves, this being placed upon the Banks of the 
greateſt River'in Exrape, where it runs. in one entire Stream, and the 
(City riſing.up. by degrees to:the top of Hills, 1ffording from moſt Streets 
-of the Towng a Proſpect of twenty Miles or more, on the other ſide of 
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the Danube, as far as ones eye can reach, with the view of Peft, and 
the long Bridge of Boats, an4'the beautiful fruitfiil Country about it, 
renders it moſt exquiſitely pleaſant ant delightful, and was the Royal 
Scat of the /ſungarian Kings and Queens, till that Solyman the Mag- 
nificent, entered it with his Sons Selimns and Bajazer, on the Thir- 
teenth of August, in the Year One Thouſand Five Hundred Forty One, 
and made a Decree that Buda ſhould be from that day kept by a Gar- 
rifon of 7erks, and the Kingdom converted ihto a Province of the Zur- 
+#//- Empire and the Queen and her young Son; be ſefit into the Coun- 
ity of Lippa, bei ond the River 7 ibiſcas, at a little diſtance from Buda 
or Offen : there is another Place called old Offer, conceived to be $1- 
cambria of old, where the Sicambrian Souldiers quartered, in the 
time of the fomavs : and ſome Antiquities and Inſcriptions have been 
taken notice of in that place. 

Over againſt Bzda, upon the Faster-(hoar of Danubins, ſtands 
the City Peſt, berg Quadrangular and] feated upon a Plain : "and by 
rcafon of it> Wall, and the Towers of the Moſches, makes a handſom 
thow from Buda. It gives the name unto the' County or Comz- 
tatus Peſthienſts : Tſunzaria being divided into Counties, like England ; 
between this place and Bud, :, the handſom Bridge of Boats, is above 
halt a Mile long. 

The habit of the 7wr ki/þ Women ſeemed new and ſtrange to me : 
Breeches almoſt to their teet, a kind of Smock over them, and then 
a long Gown with their Head- dreſs, which fetches about, covering 
their face, except their eyes, and mikes them look like Penitents : 
but it was not unpleaſant unto me, as taking away the occaſion of 
Pride and Folly : though otherwiſe it can have no good grace in a ſtran- 
ocr's fancy. 

During our Stay at Buda, we went into a Turkiſh Convent, where 
the Prior or Superior called 7#/papa, or Father of the Rofe, with ſome 
of his Brethren brought us into a large Room like a Chappel, and en- 
rertained us with Melons and | ruit: at parting, We gratificd thenr 
with foine pieces of Silver, which were kindly accepted. The Ju/papa 
had his Girdle or Ceinture emboſſed before with a whitiſh Stone, big- 
ger than the palm of my hand, which was Galattizes or Milk tone; . 
whereot they have a great opinion, becauſe in their belief, Mahomer 
rurned a whole River in Arabza into this kind of Szore. 

We lodged at an old Kaſcians houſe, where we were well accom- 
modated ; having from it a fair Profpe&t over the Danube, the lonp 
Bridze and / et, and a good part of the Country. - Divers 7arks and 
fom6Chiauſes reſorted unto us, where they were treated to their con- 
tenr The Maſter of the Houſe was thought to hold ſecret corre- 
ſpondence with 2 Franc:'ſc n Friar of Peſt, and to give intelligence of 
Occurrences wnto rhe Miniſters of State at Gomora, Kab,and Vienna ; he 
preva.led with me. to pen a Letrer in Latin and 7ratian; wherein | 
was not una 1ling to gratifke him, brcaute it contained nothing, be- 
{tdes ai account of tome Priſoners, and the encroachment of the Ar- 
mentan Mercivanes upon the Trade. 

As we were riding in the City, divers of the common 7vrks murmu- 
red, thar we ſhould ride, where rhey went on foot. But 1 was pleaſed 
to lee many /zr{, to 1alute Seiginor Gabriet, the Emperors Courrier, ut 


ar Company, and to take Jus hand, and put it to their forcheads, 
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but was much moredelighted with the courteous entertainment of Mor- 
tizan Ephendi, perſon of note, and who had been an Envoy extraordi- 
nary at Yienna.He received us in an handſom large Room,and treated us 
with great kindneſs ; ſaying, that he deſired our company, not to any 
Feaſt, but to a Treat of Aﬀection and Reſpect ; ſuch as might declare, 
that we had converſed like friends, and eat and drunk together ; he 
called for a ſtool, that 1 might fit down, it being then uneafie. to me 
to ſit croſs-legged , and asked me, whether I would learn the 7urkiſh 
Language, or whether I would go to the Port , and how I liked Buda, 
and among other queſtions, asked, what was the King of Poland's 
name 2 and when I tola him, Michael Wiſnewitski ; his reply was 
ſ.,mewhat ſtrange unto me; faying, Michael, that's a good name, 
that's the name of the greateſt Saint in Heaven, except Mary ; and fo 
having entertained us,he diſmifled us with good wiſhes. At our return 
to this place, after two days ſtay, the Governor ſent us with four and 
twenty Horſe Souldiers into Chriſtendom again, theſe guarded us with 
great care, a day and a night, till they ſaw us ſafe at Dot1s. 

But now leaving Buda, we travelled by Land Eaſtward; and 
paſling by the ruines of the King of Zungarys Mint-houſe, by am 
Zabbi Palanka, and by  Erzin, we came to Adom, in Turkiſh, 7zan 
Kurteran, or axima liberata, fo named by Solyman the Magnificent ; 
becauſe, in his haſty retreat from Yzienna, he firſt made a quiet ſtop 
at this place, and there could think himſelf ſecure from any purſuit of 
the Imperial Forces. This place was afterwards taken by Graff Pal}, 
from thence we came to Pextole or Pentolen Palauka. This or Adom 
is conceived to be the old Potentiana,where the Zunnes, invading thoſe 
parts, fought a bloody Battel with the Romans, under the conduct of 
Macrinus and Tetricus, but were overthrown. — 

From hence to Fodwar, in fight of Colocza, ſeated on the other 

de of the Danube, in the road to Temeſwar, formerly an Arch-Biſhops 
See ; whereof 7Tomoreus was Biſhop, whoſe raſhneſs conferred much 
unto the loſs of Hungary, at the Battel of Mohatz. 'Then by Pax or 
, Paxi unto Tolna, formerly Altinum or Altinium, where the Hunnes 
| being recruited, fought a ſecond Battel , obtained the Victory, and 
expulſed the Romans, though not without the loſs of forty thouſand 
of their own men. This hath been a very great place, but burnt by 
the Chriſtians. The Z«»garians and Raſcians, who inhabit here, li- 
ving in no good agreement. 

Thence to Jeni Palanka,where we paſled the River Sarvizza,former- 
ly @rpanus, a handſom River, ariſing near Yeſprinium, and paſling 
Alba Regalis, or Stullweiſſenburg, the ancient place of Sepulture of the 
Hungarian Kings, which makes a triangle with Buda and Strigonium, 
and running into the Danube below. From thence by Serzwar to Bo: 
toſeck, where we travelled by night, and had a Horſe-guard of Spahzes, 
till we came to Sezz, a large Town ; where I obſerved the ruines of an 
old Caſtle, and a round Paleſado upon the Hill. | 

Here 1s alſo a new Chan or Caravanſara ; then to Mohatz. Before 
we came to this place, we paſſed by a ſmall Bridge over the Brook Cu- 
raſſe , which, upon great rains, over-flows the Neighbour parts ; 
near which Ludovicus the unfortunate King of Zungary periſhed, be- 
ing ſtifled in a muddy place, where his Horſe plunged, after the Battel 
fought with the Forces of Solyman, on the other ſide of the Town.

We went to ſee the place, where fo noble a Prince loſt his life, and an 
inconſiderate Battel loſt the. Crown of Hungary. This Battel was 
fought the 29th day of Ottoter, in the Year 1526. Cotriſcus, who 
was near the King's Perſon when he was drowned, related the manner 
of it to the ZZngarians, and ſhewed them the place where he fell in, 
trom whence the King's Body was afterwards taken up entire, and 
carried to A/5a Regalis, where with great Solemnity it was buried 
among the Sepulchres of the other Kings of Zurgary, his Prede- 
ceflors. 

Herealy uts we met with a Caravan of two or three hundred Per- 
ſons, foine going to a place of Devotion, and having Farizaries with 
rhem, to guard them : others intending, by permiſſion, to ſeat them- 
ſelves in other parts of Zngary. And in divers places I met with 
numerous droves of Oxen, driven towards Yzenna, upon the account 
of the Eaſtern Company of that City, who furniſh that place and 
Country about,and are permitted to pals free by the Grand Seignior.This 
day we left (uuingae Feclefie, and Zigeth on the right hand, this laſt 
1s a ſtrong place ſeated by the fide of a Fenn, in which there is an 
Iſland and beyond that a Caſtle. Count Serexi defended this Place 
againſt the Zarks, with unparalleled Bravery, and when he had loſt 
the Town, retired into the Ifland, and laſt of all into the Caſtle, and 
when there were but four and twenty of them left alive, they all Sallied 

. out together,chooſing rather to die every man,than to give So/yman the 
Magnificent, who befieged them, any pretence to the Town, by their 
Surrender ; and Solyman himſelf died likewiſe in the Camp, and hath 
a Sword hanging by his Tomb in Conſtantinople, as a peculiar honour 
to himy in regard that he did rot only ſpend a great part of his life, 
but aH#o died in War. 

rom hence by Barinowar Darda or Draza unto Eſſeck or Offeck, 

conceived to be old Murſa, or not far from it. It is ſeated low, and 
the Streets are planked with Trees. Upon one fide of the Gate 

is part of a Roman Inſcription. M. ALIAN, &c. on the other ſide, a 

Maids head in a Stone ; there is alſo a Dyal, which is not ordinary, 

brought from Serimwar ; and the greateſt piece of Ordnance, which 

I faw in all thoſe parts, not lying upon a Carriage, but upon Bodies of 

Trees. But that which is moſt remarkable here, 1s the well contrived 

Bridge of Wood, made partly over the River Dravss, and partly over 

the Fenns adjoyning, being five Miles long : being rayled, and having 

Towers at every quarter of a Mile : that part over the River Draves, 

was burnt down by Count Nicolas Serini, in the laſt Wars, and ano- 
ther built ſince. He that beholds this Bridge, the Towers of Wood 
upon it, the ſtrong rayles and floar, and the numerous ſupporters of it, 
cannot but wonder, how they ſhould be ſupplied with Wood to build 
it, or maintain it. But hereof I ſpeak elſewhere, this 1s the greateſt 

Paſſage in /7u»gary, from Servia, and the Turkiſh Dominions. Had 
this been well detended, when Solyman invaded Hunzary, he had not 
probably obtained ſo eaſie a March unto Buda. And to hinder the 
Supply of the Grand Yiſers Army from other parts of 7urky, Count 

S-riniburne | down that part, which was built over the Dravas ; and 

in his return burnt Quingze Fccle/iz or the City of five Churches, * 
which lieth Weftward from F/feck. 
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| From thence we came to YValcovar, where there is a handſom wood- 
en Bride over the River Walpo or Yalpanus, plentiful of Fiſh ; and upen 
which, tothe Weſtward, ſtands the Town of Walpo, taken by the 
Turks in the Year 1545. by the Treachery of the Dependants, after 
that it held out three Months under the Command of Perennus's Lady 
and Friends, and the Garriſon was notwithſtanding put to the Sword. 
Then by Sotziu Palanka, and Towarnick or Tabornick, to Metronitza a 
large Town, and a great place for a Fair, ſtrengthned by the adjacent 
Lake, Soto Simonovitz, leaving at a good diſtance on the right hand 
the famous old Sirmiam, now an inconſiderable place, whereof I have 
alſo faid ſomewhat ellewhere. They call this Country Schremnia ; and 
that, more near the Dravus, Boſſega. 

In this Country many Families, and the Inhabitants of divers little 
Towns, live all under ground. I had formerly read of 7roglodytes and 
ſubterraneous Nations, about /Zgypt ; but I was much ſurprized to {ce 
the like in this place, and could not but fay unto my felf : 


Now T believe the Troglodytes of old, 
IWhercof Herodotus and Strabo told ; 

Since every where, about theſe parts, in holes, 
Cunicular men I find, and humane Moles. 


Near theſe Habitations are Wells, to ſupply them with Water ; which 
they draw up, like Dyers and Brewers: and Dogs come out upon 
Strangers. As we travelled by them, the poor Chriſtians would be- 
take themſelves to their holes, ike Conies. So that to ſatisfie our cvris 
olities, we were fain to alight, and enter their houſes, which we found 
better than we expected, divided into partitions, with Wooden Chim- 
nevs, and a Window at the farther end , a little above the ground : 
and all things as neatly diſpoſed, as in other poor houſes at ove ground ; 
although þut mean'y, after the faſhion of thoſe parts. Their Speech 
15 a Dialect of the Schlavonian. Then travelling on between the Daxu- 
bius and the Sapys,we came to Zemlin upon the Danu/e ; from whence 
Wwe had a fair Proſpe&t of Belzrade, into the Caſtle of Zemlin, Ste- 
phen, the uſurping King, retired, and died. From hence we paſſed by 
Water unto Belgrade, Belgrade,1aurunum, Alba Greca,Greek-Weiſdenburg, 
or Nandor Aiba, as the Hungarians call it, it is a large, ſtrong, popu- 
lous, and great Trading City, in Servia, or Mezfia Superior, ſeated at 


the Confluence of the River Savas, and Danubus : having the firſt 


on the Weſt, the other on the North. The Danatias 15 here very 
broad, runs furiouſly, and ſeems to cut off the Savus, as the Rhoſue 
dorh the Soaxe, by Lyon in France. | 

The Water of the Danube ſeems more white and yellow, troubled, 


' and more confuſed. 


Turbidus & wolvens flaventers Iſter arenas. 
Thit of the Saves, darker, greeniſh and clear ; at the entrance of the 
Savus, there is an Ifland, on which there is now much Wood, although 
it be not older than five and thirty years ; about which time, ſince the 
ſilt of both ſtreams ſo ſettled, as to appear firſt above Water.

| Arriving at Belgrade, I paſſed by the Water Caſtle, and afterwards 
by the upper Caltle, both 'large, and having many Towers : Fhe 
Streets, where the greateſt Trade is driven, are covered over wit! 
Wood, as in divers other Trading Places ; fo that they are not offended 
with the Sun, or -Rain. They con{iſt commonly of SiopsS, Which, 
are but ſmall ; and no other, than a Taylors Shop-board, placed low ; 
upon which, after the fame manner, the Shop-keeper ſits, and (eller, 
his wares to his Chapman. without, ſew or none entring in. - I faw allo 
two large placcs built of ſtone, like unto the Exchanoe, with two 
rows of I'illars over one another ; but they were ſo tull of Merchants 
Goods, that they loſt much of their beauty, There are alto two larpe 
Bezeſtens, or places, where the richelt Commodities are fold. The 
are built in the form of a Cathedral Church, and within arc like to 
the old Exchange, above ſtairs. The Grand Yrfrer hath built a noble 
Caravanſara in this City, with a Fountain in the Court, and near unto 
it a Moſchea, with a Fountain before it : which was the fir(t Moſchea, 
which I had the opportunity to ſec within-ſide. He hath alfo built a 
Metreſeck or College tor Students, I ſaw a Stu 'ent habited in green, 
and wearing a Turbant with four Corners , different from others, 
which is a peculiar diftinftion. Although near to moſt Towns there 
be Sepulchres to be ſcen, yet I obſerved them to be moſt numerous at 
Belzrade,as being very populous,and the Plague having been lately in ir. 

We lodyed at an Armenian Merchant's houſe, where we were hand- 
ſomly accommodated. And we viſited divers others, who had built 
' them fair houles ; one, in which there was a Fountain and handſom 
Bath, and Stoves, where we wanted not Coffee, Sherber, and excellent 
Wines ? ſuci1 as the Neighbour Country aftords. Theſe -lrmenians 
are diſperſed into all Trading Places,and havea Church here at Belgrade, 
and ſeem to be more plain dealing, and reatonable men to buy any 
thing cf than either Jews or Greets. 

The Countrics about have a great Tradeunto this place : the Raguſe« 
ans Trade here, and the Eaſtern Merchants of /V:enna have a Factory in 
this City. And ſurely Be/grade is as well ſeated tor 'Crade, asany in-land 
place in Furope,for being ſituated upon the Confluence of the Danubins, 
and the Savas, having the great River 7 z4i/cus running into the Danule 
near it ; the Dravus not very far from it, and the River Morava not tar 
below it ; the Danube alſo flowing forward unto the Eaxine Sea,it may 
hold no uneaſie Commerce with many remote parts. And Serv4a being 
2 fruitſul and pleaſant Country conſiſting of Plains, Woods, and Hills, 
which might afford good Metals, not without ſtout Men, good Horſes, 
Wines and Rivers,f it were in the Chriſtians hands oftie temper of thoſe 
in the eſtern part of Exrope,it might make a very flouriſhing Country. 

This place hath formerly been the Bulwark of 7/ugary, in vain Le- 
ſheged by Amurarh the ſecond, and again by Mahom-t the Great, who 
was repulſed by the valour of //unniades, and the Auxiharies, raiſed by 
Friar Capiftranus : when H{unniades iſſuing forth, and encamping our of 
the City, beat away the Zurki/h Forces with great ſlaughter : where 
Mahomet himſelt was wounded in the breaſt, loſt his Ordnance, and 
two hundred Ships were overthrown, by a Fleet, witch came from 
Buda ; but, being unprovided, it was ſince taken by Se/yman the Mag- 
nificent, in the ſecond Year of his Reign,in the Year of our Lord 1521.

Leaving Belgrade, we proceeded in Servia, and paſſed by a very 
high Hill, called Z7avi/leck, on the South or right hand, where are ſtill 
the ruines of an old Monaſtery, and came unto #ifſargick, nigh the 
Danule; which, in Maps, is commonly placed too far from it. Here 
we took leave of that noble River, which by this time hath run a long 
courſe ; and from 7lme, in Schwabenlandt, where it begins to be navi- 
gable, about nine hundred Miles: but more from its firſt ſource and 
orignal ; and hath a long ſpace yet to run, before it enters the Eux- 
ine. Next to Collar, not far from Samandria, an old habitation and Ro- 
man Colony, but now a place of no great remark. |t fell into the hands 
of the Turks in the time of Amurath the firſt, and was given to the 
Chriſtians again by his Son Sultan Bajazet, for Lazarus Deſpot of Ser- 
via þeing ſlain in Battel, left a mournful Widow. Sfepher his Eldeſt 
Son, and a fair Daughtcr, and their Family being then in great diſtreſs, 
they ſent Ambaſſadors to S«/ran Bajazer, with rich Preſents and 
great Offers which pleaſed him well, but above all he was marvellouſly 

taken with the incomparable beauty of the fair Deſpoina, at the ſame 
time preſented to him by her Mother the Deſpotin, who had formerly 
promiſed her to him, upon which he not only granted them peace tor 
the preſent, but in return thereof beſtowed upon them the pleaſant 
City of Semandria. The beautiful Deſpoina after this when Bajazet 
was overthrown, and ſhut up in an Iron Cage, was ſuddenly taken 
Priſoner in the City of Pruſa in Afra Minor by Axalla, one of the Gene- 
rals to Tamer/ane, and carried far away, into the Eaſtern Parts of the 
World, but however it came to paſs She was afterwards brought back 
apain, and now lies buried by the Tomb of Sultan Bajazet at Brufta:: 
From hence to Haſſan Baſſa Palanka, about forty Engliſh miles from 
Belgrade : perhaps ſo called from Haſſan Baſſa a famous Tarkiſh Gene« 
ral. Here I could not but take notice of an bandfome Antiquity in 
Stons, of a Lyon worrying a Wolf. 

From thence to Badztz»a, where the Womens dreſs began to change, 
and was ſomewhat odd unto me. They wear a kind of Canopy on 
their heads; which is ſet about, as alſo their forcheads, with all forts of 
mony, which they can get of Strangers. We left ſome ſmall pieces a- 
mong them, to add unto that curioſity : in this kind of Ornament I 
have feen ſome Gracian Women very rich,and ſomewhat after this faſhi- 
on, but their head-dreſs not raiſed ſo high, having their forcheads co- 

vercd with Ducats of Gold, and Pearl. 
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We paſſed on: to Jagodna pleafantly ſeated, and in a BY Conrtry, 
whence ſetting forwards, after a few hours'we turned Southward, and 
ſoon after, upon the fide of an Hill, upon the right hand, I faw the 
Tomb of a 7Z«rkiſþ Saint, about four yards long, and a ſquare covered 
place by it : here our Chzaus alighted, and performed his devotions in 
prayer, then we travelled on, through great Woads, 'dangerous for 
Wolves and Thieves, by Chifflick, where there is a Caravasſargh, but 
not always fafe; ſo as we refreſhed our ſelves in a large Farmhouſe, 
not far from thence, belonging to a rich Wing-Merchant of Belgrade. 
From hence we travelled by Night to the noted River Morava or ae 
chius, ' the chief River of this Country ; which ariſing above in the 
Mountains in two ſtreams, the one named Morava di Bulgaria, the 0- 
ther Morava di Servia, after uniting, runs into the Danube, at Zen- 
derin or Singiduuum, oppoſite to the Rafcian ſhoar : we paſſed this 
River at a place which was broad, ſomewhat deep, and rapid, and 
therefore not without ſome fear, and the continued layd ' prayer of the 
Chiaus in Turkiſh, and of the Couriers Ora. pro nobis. This paſſage put 

me 
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me in mind of the ſwift River Yaras, in the Contincs of Provence and 
Italy, which I paſſed on Horfe-back, with two men going by me, on 
the lowcr ſide ſhoving up my Horſe leſt the current ſhould bear Im 

down. By this River Morava, the commodities of Servza, and part ot 
Bulzaria, are brought into the Danube, and ſo diſperſed ; and up thc 

current of the ſame River are brought Saſt and other commoditics, 

from Hungary, Auſtria, and the neighbour Countreys. Not far from 

this River, was that great ſlaughter of the 7arks by /{unniades ; who, 

with ten thouſand Horſe, ſet upon the Zarkiſh Camp by Moon-light, 

ſlew thirty thouſand, and took four thouſand Priſoners victoriouſly re- 

turning unto his Camp. Where he leſt 7/adi/laus and George Deſpot of 
Servia. We arrived at length at //all; Fahiſar, or Cruſhovatz in Bulz:- 

rian ; 2 conſiderable place, where there 1s an handlom Church, with 
two fair Towers. Then travelling the whole day through Hills and 
Woods, we came to Procupie, which ſome will have to be YVilla Proco- 
piana, in Turkiſh called 7rchup. Here we ſtayed till the next day, be- 
ing lodged in a Ragyſean Merchants houſe, where we were well enter- 
tained. The Prieſt, being of the Roman Church, ſpake Latine, which is 
a Language not ordinary in theſe parts; and enquiring of me aſter La- 
tine Books, I preſented him with one, called Manuduitio ad cwelum, 
which he kindly accepted, and gave me a wrought-coloured Handker- 
chief, and ſome little things of thoſe Frts. They had alſo a Phy ſician, 
who had ſome knowledge of Simples and ordinary Compoſitions. His 
manner was to go into the Market-place every morning, and invite all 
perſons, who ſtood in necd of his afliſtance; to reſort unto him 

From hence-we came to Leſcoa, 'or Leſcovia, Where I could obſerve 

little, beſides a large Tower, which ſcemed to be ancient, but without 
Inſcription. We paſſed much of our time at .a great Fair, which hap- 
pened to be at that rime kept in a large encloſed place, with great reſort 
of People ; where I thought it ſeaſonable, to preſent the Chiaus with a 
Feather ; he having loſt his the day before, and -we found ſome want 
thereof, for hereby we travelled with more Authority through all 
places. This Town 1s ſeated upon the -remarkable River Lyperitza, 
which may well be called the Mzander of Mzfia; for it runs ſo 
winding and crankling between the Hills, that in t e ſpace of lefs than 
welve hours, we paſled it ninety times. This called to my mind the 
River Zaro in 4aly, which, 'parting from the Pominions of Parma, I 
paſleg-forty- times, before 1 came to, Forniyo. , * 
; .. The next day we travelled over the Mountain C/iſara, one of the 
Spurs or Excurſions of Mount ' F/zmus. We were much furpriſed at 
the gallant appearance thereof, for the Rocks and Stones of this Moun- 
tain ſhine like: Sjlver,and by the light of Sun and Moon,(for I paſſed'it 
once. by day and. another time by night) affordeda pleafant glittering

ſhow, as conſiſting of Myſcovia glaſs, whereof T brought ſome home 


with me. This Mountain'ſurely cannot be much unlike that mention- 
ed by Olcarius 10 his Travels into Perfia, between Permeras and 'Sea- 
machia, where he relates that he faw a Mountain of Lapis Specularis, 


which when the Sun ſhined upon it, looked like a heap of Diamonds.We 


deſcended in a narrow rocky way by the ſtrong Caſtle of Xclombotz, 
or Golobotz, and came unto Vranta, ſeated at the bottom of the Moun- 
tain Cliſſura, this is a ſtrong, Paſs, which the Caſtle commands, and 
locks up the paſſage. 
Ths 
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The Hills between Serwia and Macedonia, are a part of Mount /7@- 
mus ; which, under ſeveral names,is thought to extend from the 4dr a- 
tick to the Eux:ne Sea ; admitting of ſeveral pallages, which Pits, 
King of Macedon took a ſpecial” carc to ſhut up againſt the Neighbour: 
ing Nations. Which when he had done, he thought himtelt fecure : 
and that from thence no Enemics could come at him, except they drop- 
ped out of the Clouds. Some have thought, that from the mick le 
Peaks of /{am:is a man might tee both the Euxine and Adriatick Seas; 
and King Philzp made tryal of it : but we find not, that he fatished 
his curioſity therein ; nor do I think any hath done it. Being upon 
Iigh Mountains, and more inclining to the A4driatich Sea, 1 viewed all 
about ; but found, that the hiph A4/hanzas Hills did cut off all long 
Proſpect. : 

From Drania we paſled to Ccmonata,near which there is {lll a Greet 
Monaſlery, upon the fide of the Hills. From thence to Aalunlth or 
Tigres Town ; but why fo called, 1 could not Jeain. Then to Aupru- 
{th or Bridge-Town, where there 1s a conſideral le River named Pjinia, 
ang a good Bridge built over it. This Town was caſually fct on fire, 
while we were in it, and a great part of it Lunt down ; the fire enctea- 
ſing much bctore we got out of it. Here we met with many perſons, 
who brought the Tribute, and a Preſent of Hawks out of Wa//achia unto 
the Grand Sezgner,then reſiding at Lara 

t rom hence, by 1/har, we came to Pyrlipe, firſt patling the high 
Mountains of Pyr/ipe in Macedonia Which ſhine like Silver, as thoſe of 
Cliſtura; and, beſtde Moſcovia Glaſs, may contain good Minerals in 
their bowels. The Rocks of this Mountain are the moſt craggy rhat [ 
have ſeen ; and malſly Stones lye upon ſtones, without any Earth about 
them, and upon a ridge of a Mountain, many Steeples high, ſtands 
the ſtrong Cattle of Marco Cro/owitz, a man lormerly famous 1n thete 
Parts. 

Then through a Plain Country we came to Monaſter or Toli, a great 
Place, well peopled, and pleaſantly Seated. Here the Su/tana, who was 
great with Child at Larifa, was ; Foy to Le delivered," and lye 1n, 
All accommodations being ordered to that purpoſe, where I afterwards 
heard ſhe was delivered of a Daughter, who lived not Jong atter. The 
Turks, who have a high opinion of Alexander the Great, would have 
been glad to have had a Son of the Empire born in Macedonta, 

From hence to Filurina, and Feciffo Verbeni, where there are Aci- 
dul;zz of good elleem, the Springs large, and plentiful. Before we de- 
ſcended the Hill, which leads to this Tqwn, we had a fight betore us 
of the famous Mount Olympus, about Seventy miles oft ; and on the left 
hand we faw the Lakes of Petriskr, and C/trova ; they have a Traditic rt, 
that one of theſe Lakes was made, by taking great ſlones out ot rhe f.de 
of the Hills, whereby the Subterrancous water, finding vent, over-ftlowed 
the Neighbour Plaines. 

We came afterwards to Fgribugia, where we again left the Plains, 
and travelled over high rocky Hills to Sar/gg/o/e. V hence patling 
through the River /zjecora, we came to Sarv/#za, a noted Place, buitr 
partly upon an Hill,and partly in the Plain. The Chrittians live mott 
in the upper part, the Zurks in the lower : there 1s #1fo a Caſtle upon 
a very high Rock : not far trom hence we went through a palſage, cur 
through the Rocks, like to a great Gate, and a ſmall River paſting ale 
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through it , which makes a faſt Paks, and commands the Faſſace 


of this Country,which put me in mind of /a Chiuſa,in the Julian pes, 


between Yenſone and Ponteva; which paſſage the Yenet ians thur up 
every night, we took notice alſo in our Journey, of the firſt Zurki/5 
Moſchea, which - was built in theſe parts, upon that place, where the 
Turks firſt reſted, after they had taken the ſtrong Caſtle and Paſſage of 
Sarvitza, Here we alſo paſl:d by a Hill of a fine red Earth, whereot 
they make Pots and Veſſels, like thoſe of Portugal Earth, which are of 
eſtcem all about theſe Parts. We proceeded over dangerous Rocks, in 
narrow hanging ways ſtill on Horſe-back ; although we had little 
pleaſure to look down the Precipices on one hand, and ſec the Carka\- 
ſes of Horles in ſome places, which had fallen down and broke their 
necks. Afterwards we had the Mount Olywpxs on our leit hand, till 
we came to Aleſſove or Aleſvwn, a conſiderable place ; where there is 
a Greek Monaſtery, and Monks of the Order of St. Ba/i/. Fhe Mo- 
naſtery was of a diflcrent kind of building from any I had then ſeen. 
From hence paſſing, over a River, we entered. into a round Plain,. of 
about five Miles over ; with divers 'Towns pleaſantly ſeated in ir. 
Then over an Hill again, which 1s a Spur of Mount 07, mpus ; upon 
the top whereof an old Man ſtood beating of a Drum, to give notice 
unto Paſſengers on both ſides, that thoſe parts were ftrec '->1m Thieves. 
From this Hill as we deſcended, we had a good Proſpect o! {lic Plains 
of Theſſaly ; and at the foot of it we turned to te lett, and patled over 
2 River, which runs from under a rocky Mountain, not in fmall 
Springs, but the whole body of the River together ; and the: through 
Vineyards, and Cotten Fields, to Zornevo, and from thence to Lari(/a, 
where the 0:toman Court reſided : of which places we ſhall fpeal« more 
hereafter. 

In our return, we left the road, about Xaplanlih, and turned unto 
Skopia, a City of great Trade, and the largeſt in theſe parts. Scopia 
or Scupi of Ptolomy, named ©ſcopia by the Turks, is ſeated in the re- 
moteſt parts of Mzfa Superior, or the Confines of Macedonza, at the 
foot of Mount Orbelus, upon the River YVardar, or Axius, in a plea- 
fant and plentiful Country, ſeated partly on Hills, and partly on Plains. 
It was firſt a Biſhops, afterwards an Arch: Biſhops See ; {till a pleaſant 
and populous place. There are ſeven hundred Tanners in it, and they 
Tann in great, long Troughs of Stone, and make excellent Leather, 
wherewith they furniſh other parts.There are ſome handſom Sepulchral 
Monuments,and many fair Houſes, as that of the Cad/h,and that belong- 
ing to the Emir, or one of Mahomet: Kindred, whoſe Father was of 
great eſteem in theſe parts. In the Court-yard of the Emir's Houle, 
ſtands a remarkable and peculia'ly contrived Fountain, in manner of a 
Caſtle, ſet round with many Towers, out of the tops whereof the 
Water ſprings forth. Their beſt Houſes are furniſhed with rich Car- 
pets to tread upon : and the Roots divided into Triangles, Qu1rangles, 
and other Figures fairly gilded, and painted with ſeveral Coluiu 5, but 
without any Imagery or Repreſentation, either of Aninzal or Vegeta- 
ble. Here 1s alſo a fair Bezeſtan,covered with Le1d ; many Sucets co- 
vered over with Wood; and divers places are fair both within acd 
went the Town , being ſet off by Trees and picatuur Hills = 
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There are a great number of Moſchea's or T«rkiſh Churches. The 
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faireſt is on a Hill, and hath a large Portico before it, ſupported by four 
Marble Pillars; near which is a Tower of Wood with a Clock and a 
Bell in it; from whence I had a good Proſpect of the City. There is 
alſo an Arch, which ſeems to be Ancient, and a rivolet running under 
t. A large Stone alſo which ſeems to be part of a Pillar, wth this 
Inſcription SH ANC. A little way out of the City, there' is a nc- 
ble 4quedudt of Stone, with about two hundred Arches, made from one 
Hill to another, over the lower ground or Valley between, which is a 
handſome Antiquity, and adds to the honour of this place. When 
Mahomet the Firſt conquered this City, he placed a Colony of Afaatichs 
in it, which makes it the more 7urkiſh. Great Aions have been 
performed hereabouts, in the time of the Romans, particularly by Ke- 
gillianus ; as 18 teſtified by Trebe/lius Pollio, that he won fo many Bat- 
tles, and carried on ſuch mighty things at Scxpi, that he deſerved a 
Triumph. Hercabouts alſo ſtood Parwccpolis, and Ipianum. 

The S$2zzack of this Place is under the Beg/erbeg of Rumelia or Grwt- 
cia, A Trade is driven from hence to Be/grade, and to Theſfalonica or 
Salonichi, and many other places. 1 have becn more particular con- 
ccrning this City, becauſe Geographers pals 1t over in a few words; and. 
1 could never meet with any, who had been at it. | 

From hence we travelled to Catſhanich,a Fortreſs that commands the 
p-Tage b. tween the Hills ; and afterwards advanced fo far, as to entcr 
the famous Plains of Coſſovain Bulgaria ; which ſome take tobe Campus 
Alerulz, a Plain not very much exceeding, Lincoln /leath, yet the 
Stage of great Actions. Here the greateſt Chriſtian Army, tl at was 
ever brought into the Field in Europe, conſiſting of five hundred thou- 
fand men, under Lazayas Deſpot of Servia, Puohe with the Forces 
of 4murah the firſt, and loſt the day. In which Battle Lazarus was 
ſhin : and Amurah, viewing the dead bodies, was ſtabbed by Mfichaet 
Cobilovitz, a Chriſtian Souldier, left for dead in the Field. Amurah 
hath in theſe Plains a Memorial Monument unto this day ; and that 
part is called the Field of the Sepulchre : in the ſame Plains was 

allo fought that remarkable Battle between /Zunniades and Mahomer, for 
three days together ; where /7unniades,having very unequal Forces, was 
at Jaſt over-thrown. 

We proceeded forward to Preſtina, a good Town, and where we ex- 
pected good accommodation ; but having entered into a fair Room, 
we found a man lying down in it ſick of the Plague. So we conſulted 
our ſafety, and ſtayed not long ; and having a Gypſte to our Guide, we 
travelled through a Country thinly inhabited, but fruitful and pleafant 
and were much refreſhed with fair Cornelions, which grew plentitully 
in the ways : we paſſed alſo by an hot Bath, a little on the right hand. 
The Bath is an arched Room well built, and very refreſhing unto Tra- 
vellers. It hatha red Sediment, and is impregnated with a ſuccas lapide- 
ſcens, and makes a gray Stone. It is within two hours going of Be/la- 
cherqua or Curſumne, where I obſerved a Convent and an old Church 
with two handſom Towers: From whence paſſing over the Hill Zaſe- 
batz, we came to Eſpelleck,between the two Morava's,and ſo by a Caſtle 
upon a Hill, near unto which is a noted Convent, wherein 1s kept the 
body of Menez Lazarus, and the body of St. Komanus, and fo proceed- 
cd. But I muſt not forget to ſay ſomething of Lariſa.

DESCRIPTION 
LARISSA 


AND 


THESSALLY. 
ARISS 4 is the chief City of Theſoaly, ſeated by the River 
Peneas, the chief River of that Country. Upon the North 
it hath the Famous Mountain Olympss, and on the South a 
Plain Country. It is now inhabited by Chriſtians, Turks and 
Fews ; hath fair Bezeſtens , divers Turkiſh Moſchea's, and Chriſtian 
Churches in it. It is pleaſantly ſeated, and upon a riſing ground : on 
the upper part whereof ſtands the Palace of the Grand Seigrior, which 
he hath made uſe of during his reſidence in this place : it is contrived 
with jetting large Windows, on four ſides, near which he took his re- 
paſt, and paſs-time, according as the Wind ſerved, or afforded the beſt 
ventilation. 

Ic is alſo-an Arch-Biſhop's See, having divers Suffragan Biſhops under 
it. The Reverend Father Dzony/ius was then Arch-biſhop. The Church 
of St. Achilleus is the Cathedral, where I heard Divine Service, the 
Arch-biſhop being preſent, and ſtanding in his Throne in his Epiſcopal 
habit, and his Crofier in his hand ; when three or four of us Strangers 
came into the Church, he ſent one to fume us with Incenſe and iwect 
Odours on 

The Grand Seignior kept his Court in this place for ſome years, in or- 
der to his Aﬀairs in Candia, and for the great convenience of Hunting 
and Hawking, wherein he exceedingly delights. When I came away, 
it was faid, that he would go to Negroponte; but he remained at Za- 
riſſa ſome months after, until he removed to Salonichi, and afterwards 
to Adrianople. 

In the hot and dry Summer 4669, the Grand Seignior paſled above 
two morths of that Seaſon upon the Neighbouring Mount Olympus, 
> partly that he might have a large Proſpect over the Plains, and a part 
of the #gean Sea, and partly to enjoy freſh Air, and be removed from 
the choaking heat of the Valleys ; but this humour proved deſtructive 
to ſame hundreds of thoſe, which attended him ; for it became fo cold 
upon 
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upon the Hill, that many, who reſorted unto him, being over-ltcated 
by aſcending the Mountain, and then pierced by the cold Air above, 
fell ſick, and dyed ; and often in ſuch places, where there was ſcarce 
Earth enough to bury them. The Su/tas himſelt fell alfo into a diſtern- 
per, but it Jaſted but three or four days: of Horſes and Camels. not 1 
few periſhed. The Sultay, who is a deſperate rider, killed one of his 
beſt Horſes; by forcing him up a noted Peak of the Mountain, callet 
Pythagon or KiſSagon, where tew or none could follow him ; he was alſo 
ſo daring, that he would have leaped on Horſeback over a Filſure or 
Cleit in the Rocks 1n a bravery; ard was ſcarce with-held from that 
bokd attempr, by the prayers and importunity of his chi f-ſt followers. 
Many alſo periſhed by drinking of a Spring of a whitiſh colour upon 
the Hill, in their Heats and Thirſt, contracted by aſcending the Moun- 
tain; they complaining of a coldneſs and heavihels at their Stomach tor 
three or four days betore they dyed. | 

The Greeks ( who are forward to magnifie the Concerns of their 
Country, ſpeak highly. of Mount Olympus : and /{omer would have it 
to be the habitation of Jupirer.and th: Gods,and to be without Clouds ; 
but unto me foie part of the A/pes fecm much highcr ; and I have 
ſeen Clouds above it ; and in September there appeared no Snow upon 
zt, which the Igh Peaks in the A4/pes, Pyrencan and Carp. thian Moun- 
tains, beſides many others in Europe, are never without. And Olympus 
alſo was plentifully tupplied with it upon rhe firſt Rain that fell in that 
Country ; it not being unknown to you, I ſuppoſe, that when it rains 
upon the Valleys, at: the ſame time it ſnow; upo1 high Mountains ; 
and this; Hill I mutt contefs to,be viſible at a great diſtance ; tor I be- 
held it from Eccifſo Verbeni in Macedonia, ſeventy miles trot it ; and 
ir conſiſt s not of one riſing Peak, as it is ſometimes deſcribed, but is 
alſo extended a great way 1n length, and makes good the Epithete cf 
Homer, Longum tremere fecit Olympum, If the word be there taken,not 
onely for high, but long. 

This Hill chiefly extending trom Eaſt to Weſt makes the Inhabitants, 
at the foot of the North and South ſides, to have a different remper of 
Air, as if they lived in Climes much diſtant ; which makes the exprel- 
ſion of Lucan very Emphatical : 


Nec metuens imi Borcan habitator Olympi, 
 Lucentem totis ignorat noitibus Aron. 


Paulus Amylins, the Roman Conſul, winding about tliis Hill, by the 
Sea-ſide, overcame King Perſeus, and 1o conquered Macedonia. When 
King Antiochus belieged Larifia, Appius Claudius raiſed the Siege, by 
great fires, made upon part of Mount Olympus ; the King apprehending 
thereby, that the whole: force of the Romans were coming upon him. 
But the Exploit of the Conſul Alartivs upon this Hill was moſt remark- 
able, and unparallel'd by any fince ; who being, ſent againſt King PL1- 
lip, the laſt of that Name, brovght his Souldicrs over Olympus, by paf- 
ſages unknown, and ſuch difficult ways, that his meri were fain to wal- 
low, and inake hard ſhitr down ; and. his Elephants, by ſtrange contri- 
ved Engines, ſomewhat like draw-Bridges, one under another, were 
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let down into the Plains ; as Sir Waiter Rawleigh hath more largely 
deſcrited the ſame. | 

And as the Grand Seignior hath honoured LariſSa by a long aboad in 
it; fo King Philip of Macedo, the laſt of that Name, did the like : for 
we find he paſſed the Summer at Zarifa, the fame Year, when Z71an- 
ibal took Sagwntus in Spain. Whether Xerxes were here, when his 
great Army paſſed through 7heſSaly towards Thermopyle, Hiſtories do 
not declare. But King Philip, Father unto Alexander the Great, after 
he had quieted the /{yrians,and Pannonians, bent his mind upon Greece z 
in order whereto he took the City Larifa upon the River Pexeas, and 
thereby got fo good footing in Theſſaly, that he made great uſe of the 
Theſſalians, in the following Wars with Greece. 

Before the Battle of Pharſalia, as Ceſar delivers, Scipio lay with a 
Legion in this City ; and this was the firſt place, unto which Pompey 
retired, after his Overthrow ; according to that of Zucay. - 


Vidit prima tuz teſt Lariſla reine. 
Nobile, nec victum fatis caput. 


And not ſtaying there, he went along the River ; and taking Boar, 
went out to Sca, and was taken in by a great Ship,then ready to weigh 
Anchor. 

The River Peneas, which runs by Larif6a, is the chiefeſt in 7he/- 
ſaly, and into which moſt of the other Rivers run ; ariſing from Mount 
Pindas ; nnd running into the Sryws Thermaicus, or Gult of Salonichz, 


paſſing by the famous Valley of Tewpe, and running between Mount | 


Olympus and Offa, into the Sca. 

Ia that famous Expedition agamſt the Grmcians, XYerxes would have 
made his entrance by this way : for Aerodo:ns delivers, that he fail- 
ed from 7herme, now Sa/oxichi, unto the mouth of the River Pemexs x 
to obſerve, if there were any paſlage, or any could be made, to enter 
into 7heſſaly ; and finding, upon enquiry, that the River had no other 
paſſage, and that it could not be turned : he ſaid, That the 7heſſa- 


lians had done wiſely to yield, and make their peace with him ; for, 


by ſtopping of the River Pexeus, Theſſaly might have been drowned. 


I found the Epithete of Z/omer very agreeable unto this River, for it 
hath a clear ſtream and bottom, and the Fable of .4po4o, and Daphne, 


the Daughter of Peneas, who was turned intoa Bay-Tree, had a pro- 


per Scene in this place : for on the Banks of the River, Bay-trees grow 
ptentifully unto this day. 


There is an handlome paar. over this River, conſiſting of 


Nine Arches; and peculiarly contrived with holes and paſſages in the 


ſolid parts between the Arches, to afford ſome paſſape unto the water, 
when it is high ; and hinder the bearing down of the Bridge,in high wa- 


ters, and great floods. 


The City being full, many 7urks had their Tents in the Fields, by 
the River ſide, and lower Grounds, which being of various colours, and 
not far from a large Meſchea, and the City, atforded a pleaſant Pro- 


ſpect. The Sails of their Tents were fo ordered, that they came not 


within a yard of the ground: fo that the Aw might freely enter into

them ; where they commonly remained pailing a great part of the day 
in Drinking Sherher and Coffee. 

The neareſt conſiderable Port unto Lariſſa, is that of Yoo, or . old 
Pagaſa, in the Sinus Pagaficus, or Demetriacus, or Gult of Arm1iro : not 
far from whence ſtood old Argos Pelaſpicam; from which place the 
Argonauts firlt ſet fail, in that famous Voyage for Co/ckos,by which way 
the Grand Seignror received intelligence from Canedlza, and his Afav and 
African Dominions. And not far from hence, at the Promontory Se- 
pras,there happened the greateſt Shipwrack we read of ; when Azrxes 
loſt five hundred Sail by a Tempeſt from an Eaſt-wind. 

It was no hard matter to have a ſght of the Grand Seigntor, at this 
place ; for he rode out often, for his recreation of hunting and hawk- 
ing, with great number of Attendants, and Huntſmen, and Falconers, 
in their proper habits : and alſo went frequently to the great Moſchea. 
I had a full view of him, as he came out of his Palace, to go unto his 
devotion. Before he came out, divers brave Horſes richly capariſoned, 
were mounted by divers of his Attendants, nobly attired, and rode 
about the Court-yard;ſo that he looking out of the window,made choice 
of which he liked beſt, and would then make uſe of. 

At his firſt appearance abroad, great acclamations were made, low 
bowings from all, both near :nd at a diſtance ; the Streets were made 
clean, anda Janizary was placed at every corner, to provide,that there 
might be no hinderance in the way. The Chiav/es rode before, the 
Shatters, or great Courtiers, about Twenty four followed on foot ; and 
ammediately, on each ſide of his Horſe, walked two. chiet Jaxizaries, 
with white Feathers, fet in an hoflow Pipe before their Caps, very 
large, and ſpread, and about a fathom high ; which ſhaking as they 
walked, were high enongh, both to ſhade and fan his face as he rode. 
Many brave Horks were led after him, and divers perſons followed,car- 
rying Cuſhions and Pillows to the Moſchea. Before he came out of his 
Palace, I obſerved many gallant Perſons in the Porch,wlch rhe Chiaus, 
who walked with me, told me, were perfons of rhe greareſt quality in 
Turky. | | 

The Grand Scignior was then nnder Thirty yearsof age, well fet,forme- 
what ſhort necked, inclining to fatneſs, his complexion fallow naturally, 
and much heightned by frequent riding about in thoſe hot Countrys. 
He hath a very ſtrong body, and healthful, and is a hard rider ; hath a 
ftern look, and yet would ſpeak kindly unto perfons; and encourage the 

le abroad to appreach him; taking no delight'in the cryes, and 
frights, and flying away of the Inhabitants at the'ſipht of him, or any of 
his Officers. The Grand Yifter carried divers Chriſtian Chyrargeons 
with him to Candiabut 1rheard of no Phyſician of Note about the Grand 
Seignror, The Sultan took great hking to a private Tarki/h Prieft,whom 
he met withal by chance in 7hefſaly, and made him his Chaplain ; bur 
the report was, that a famous Prieſt was coming to hun. 

Achmet, the Prime Yifier, being abfent, the Chaymacham, or Deputy 
Vifier, diſpatched all Aﬀairs of State here, and had the beft Houle in 
tbe City. The Emperour's Refident had rhree Interpreters, who, upon 
all occaſions, were made uſe of in Addreſles uiito him, and by whom we 
were informed of the molt conſiderable Occurrencies ; they being civil 
perſons, and good Linguifts. " 
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The Sultana was alſo at Lariſſa much beloved by the Sulran;by birth 
2 Candiot, little of ſtature, ſomewhat marked with the Small Pox ; ſhe 
was then with child, and was to go to lye-in at Monaſter, a great and 
pleaſant Town in Macedonia ; which being a place we were to paſs, 
proved a great convenience unto us ; for, in order to her better Jour- 
ney, the High-ways were plained, Hills made paſſable, with Broad- 
ways and Bridges over Rivers, to the great labour of the Inhabitants; 
who notwithſtanding were not unready, to make a Bridge for ſuch great 
Ones to paſs out of their Country ; tor at the firſt approach of the Grand 
Seignior,a great number of the Greeks torlook their habitations, for fear 
of him and his Attendants, and left them unto the Zurks; but were re- 
called again by his command. 

The Grand Seignior's Son was alſo with Jum there, about Six years 
old. 

I went with Oſman Chiaus to ſce the Chaymacham's houſe, but eſpecially 
to hear his Muſick, which was accounted the beſt in 7arky. Where I 
heard the loudeſt, yet not unpleaſant Muſick, I ever met with; ten men 
at once playing in an open high Room upon large Wind-Inſtruments, 
which they miſs not to do at certain hours of the day. 

In the Town I alſo heard ſome 7urkiſh Songs, but eſpecially concern- 
ing Sabata Sevi, the famous Jewiſh Impoſtor, who had made a great 
n0iſe in the World, and how Cuſſum Baſha ſo handled him,that he was 
gladto turn Turk. This CuſSum Baſha, is a perſon much honoured by 
the Turks, and crytd up for his great Skill and Practice in Phyſick; an 
Art not much known amongſt them. He is now Vier. of Erzrum in 
Afa; is married to one of the Grand Seignior's Siſters, and lives with 
her; and was formerly Yifter of Buda, and upon that account well 
known to the Germans, Here I mct alſo with a French Book, concern- 
ing Michael Cigala, another Impoſtor, who had deceived the Em- 
perour, and the King of France, and other Chriſtian Princes. Which, 
the Interpreter to the Reſident told me, the Turks very much laugh- 
edat; and that he ws a Grecian born, and. not a Wallachian. Of 
Paddre Ottomanno, who was thought to be the Grand Seignior's Bro- 
ther, now a Dominican Frier, and whom I had ſeen at 7urzno, I could 
hear nothing. 

There were many Thouſand Souldiers, and Horſes, in and about the 
City, and Five thouſand Camels for the Service of the Grand Seignior, 
which being of different magnitudes, ages, and the bunches on their 
backs of Jiferent ſhapes, and in ſome variety of colours, and treading 
ſoft, and with little noiſe, afforded me a pleaſant ſight, when they were 
lcd by my lodging to watering at the River. 

When we read, that Mardonius, the Perfan General of the great Ar- 
my of Xerxes, wintered in 7heſſaly ; It is no ſmall Teſtimony of the 
fruitfulneſs of that Country ; and though the number of men was here 
very great at this time, yet was there no want of proviſion, but all 
very cheap; in a Victualling houſe, I could Dine with roaſt ani] boy- 
led, and Sherbet, for the value of Six pence, and at an caſic rate could 
oblige 7urks and Chri/tians with a meal, which they would rake very 
kindly. 

The Place was alſo extraordinary populous : there being at that time 
ſuch a mixed multitude in it. Yet was the City in very good order, 
| and 
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and quietnefs. An Officer with a Club in his Hand, accompanied 
with about twenty Perſons, walking about the Streets, and puniſhing 
all Perſons drunk, quarelling, clamorous, or acting any thing rs, 
good Manners. 

When I was there in September 1669. it was very hot Weather, and 
many were ſick of Fevers and Apues ; as they were at that time in 
moſt Parts of £wxrope, and at my return into England I tound many 
hnguiſhing under Quartan Agues, who had been taken therewith a- 
bout that time. They were then alſo in their Vintage, and we had 
the opportunity of taſting their Muſt and New Wine ; and the ſtricter 
Turks, who would not be tempted with Wine, would be much dcligh- 
ted, to take a little in the Muſt. G 

During the hot ſweating Seaſon, we went often to the Barber, who 
would handſomely pertorm his Work, and much ro our refreſhment ; 
trimming every Man according to the | aſhion of his Country. 

The Greeks have a place, ot the bredth of a Dollar, Ieft bare upon 
the top of their Crowns ; and then let the Hair grow round it the 
bredth of two Fingers, more or leſs ; aſter which they ſhave all the reſt 
of their Head, and wear it bare. 

The Croatian, hath one fide of his Head ſhorn, and the other ſide is 
neither ſhorn nor cut, but the Hair is let to grow as long as it will. 
The Hungarian flaves his whole Head, except his Fore-top. The 
Polander, wears his Hair ſhort cut, ſo as it comes down to 
the middle of his Fore-head, and the middle of his Ear. The 7urk 
{haves his whole Head, except a Lock upon his Crown. The Francks 
ſhave not their Heads, but wear their Hair long, as with us, only for 
the more amicable converſe, and that nothing about them mi:;ht be of- 
fenſive to thoſe, whom they live amongſt, they often tuck it up undet 
their Caps. The Greek Prieſts, alſo neither ſhave nor cut their Hair, 
but wear it as long as it will grow ; and many of them have thick heads 
of Hair ; but thoſe, that have leaſt, receive moſt refreſhment here. The 
Party to be ſhaved, ſits low; and the Barber has the better advan- 
tage, to ſhave much at one ſtroke, he lays on very much Soap, and 
holds his Raſor as a Knife, and in a few ſtrokes finiſhes his Work. 
There is a Veſſel of Water with a Cock hanging over their Heads, 
which the Barber opens as he pleaſes, and lets fall the 'Watcr on 
them. 

In one of theſe Barbers ſhops in the City of Lariſſa IT faw an ancient 
large Tomb of ſtone of a Jaſpis green colour, a nobleMonument, but ta- 
ken little notice of there,and the Barber had cauſed a hole to be digged 
through the top ſtone, and put Water into it, and made 1t to ſerve 
him for a Ciſtern. 

I was in ſome doubt, how we ſhould be accommodated for the ex- 
change of our Ducats, Dollars, and other money we brought 
with us; but we found ready accommodation therein from Money- 
changers, who ſit in the Market-place for ſuch purpoſes, to change 
them into Medines, Aſpers, and five fols Pieces, whereof there was 
plenty in thoſe Parts. 

The great trading Streets were covercd, as in other great Turkiſh 
Towns; the Shops are ſmall, but well furniſhed ; wherein hang all 
Commodities, which may be had in a larger manner, if deſired. The 
Shop- keeper fits like a Taylor in his Shop, and fo ſells his Commodi- 
F4c? 
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tics unto his Chapman,who commonly ſtands in the Street, | or other 
Commodities,a man riding through rhe Streets cries them, and gives no 
tice where, and at what rate they may be had. 

Though I have been much pleaſed at the ſight of the fine Stables of 
Horſes of many Princes in Chriſtendom, as at that of the Louvre in 
Paris. .The Vice-Roy's of Naples. The Duke of Saxony's noble 
Stable at Dreſden, and Count Walleſteyne's at Prague in the latt of 
which each Horſe hath a Marble Pillar by him, eats his Provender out 
of a Mangcr of poliſhed Marble upon a Pedeital of the fame, placcd in 
a Nicchio, in which hangs alſo his rack of hammered Steel, and over 
his head on one ſide his Picture as big as the life. Yet thoſe gal- 
lant Horſes, I beheld at Lariſſa were ſurprizing unto me, choſen trom 
all parts of the Zurki/b Empire ; which were fo richly equipped with 
Bridles and Saddles ſet with precious Stones,and withal ſo tender mouth- 
ed and tractable, that it was a great delight to behold them. I ſaw 
ſome T7artarian Horſes, which are of ſingular eſteem, for hardincs, 
laſting, and ſwiftneſs, but unſtghtly, and promiſe little, and when C/a 
Gogi Aga, Ambaſſador from the Cham of Tartary, preſented fone of 
them to the Emperor of Germany, at firſt ſight I thought them but a pi- 
tiful preſent. | 

The Greek Merchants ſome of them learn the Jralian Torgue, 
in order to their Commerce: which makes that Language of 
g00d uſe unto a Traveller in theſe parts, where French and Latine are 
in a manner uſeleſs. The Jews fpeak commonly Spaniſh, as they 
do in Macedonia, Servia, and Bulgaria ; and High-Dutch in Hun- 

aria. 

I was in Theſſaly at a very dry ſcaſon, and ſome conſiderable Rivers 
were low, and ſmall ones dry, yct one I obſerved about ſeven Miles on 
this ſide Zornovo, to flow plentifully from under a rocky Mountain ; 
not in ſmall ſprings or ſtreams; but the whole body of the River 
came from under the Hill. The Country however in general was ve- 
ry hot and dry,and I could not but think, what a different face it now 
had, from that, in the time of Deucalion, King of TheſSaly ; when that 
memorable deluge happened in this Country, which ſome affirm, to 
have laſted a whole Winter; occaſioned by ſome ſtopping of the River 
Pexeus, and its current into the Sea ; into which River moſt of the 
others run, and fo an inundation muſt follow in ſuch a Country as 
Theſaly, which is plain, and encompaſſed with Hills. And ſome alli) 
conceive, that in the firſt times all this Country was under water, till 
an Earthquake divided the Mountains of Offa and Olympus, and made 
a free a 2a for Peneus, to paſs by Tempe into the Sea. In Maceo- 
nia, between Comonavaand Filurina, at 2 place called Eccifſo / erbent, 
where | ſaw plentiful Springs of Mineral waters, I had alſo a Proſpect 
of two great Lakes; one whereof the People have a Tradition, that 
it firſt happened by taking great ſtones out of the ſide of a Mountain ; 
whereupon there iſſued out ſuch a flood of water, as to drown the 
Country about, and tocauſe a Lake. 

AsTI travelled in Macedonia, the Chiaus told me, that within two 
days he would ſhow me Frexch men, whereby he meant the Country 
People of Theſſaly, from ſome likeneſs of rheir Caps with tmall brims, 
to the little Hats lately in faſhion.

ple» I heard the 7urks complain of- them, as a ſturdy and deſpe+ 
rate People ; and Men, who, if injured, would find opportunity to be 
revenged : and that divers of the Turks had been ſurprized, and had Joſt 
their lives by them. WT 
The Country of Theſſaly ſeemed the more conſiderable to me, in re- 
ard that it hath formerly been the Seat of great Actions, and produ- 
ced many worthy Perſons ; and PR beeauſe the famous Zdip- 
pocrates, the Father of Phyſicians lived and practiſed heye, as'may be 
colleted from the Oration of his Son Thef/alus, and the Narration of his 
Life by Soranus, annexed to his Works ; wherein it is delrvered That he 
lived in Theſſaly, and was. warned by a Dreain to abide in that Coun- 
try. That the Princes and Rulers of the Barbarous Nations about '{/- 


 dyria and Pzonia, ſent hither to him; as alſo the King of Macedonia. 


That he dyed in, or about Lariſſa. That he was buried between La- 
riſa and Gyrton, and it may be obſerved in the Epidemies or Boaks 
of Hippocrates : wherein he ſets down the Particulars of: the Diſeaſes 
of his Patients, together with their Names and Places, of Habitation. 
That a great number of his Patients were of the City of Lariſſa. 

Many famous Battles have been fought m the Plaias of Theſſaly; and 

2 greater than any there might have been, if the Greciavs had accep- 
el. | of the Challenge of Mardonius, the Perfian General, when he tent 
unto them, to come out of their faſt Places, and fight with them in 
Theſſaly, where there were Plains and open Places enough, wherein to 

ſhow their Valour. ik vie 

The 7heſſalians are an handfom race of People, having black air, 
black Eyes, and their Faces of a freſh and florid ſanguine, much fie 
our freſh Complexions in England : fo that Strangers anuch adnured 
the Women, and ſpoke often of the Zel ſangue de Grecz, 'or fair blood 
of the Gracians. The Macedonians, who live ia hilly. Countries, 'are 


of a coarfer Complexion : and the Moreaxs or Paloponnefians, who live. 


more South-ward, incline unto a ſwarthinels. 
They have always had the name of good Horſe-men, and the (Coun- 


try ſtill abounds tin good Horſes. They have allo great Bufals's, 


eſteemed the largeſt in Greece, except thoſe ' of Sawa Marra im £9y- 
rus. There are alſo large and well-coloured Tortoiſes, of a fine yel- 
low and black; and efteemed very good meat. But the Turks langh- 
cd at the Chriſtians, for feeding on ſuch Food, where they might have 
Mutton, Pullets and Partridges. | 

The Country produces very large, fair, and delicious Figs, Watar- 
melons, the largeſt and moft pleaſant 1 have taſted ; which were very 
refreſhing unto. us ; as alſo fair and delicate Pomegranates, Orainges, 
Limons and Citrons, Vines, which are low, like thoſe about Aowr - 
pellier, and not ſupported ; but the Branches' and Clufftters great, aud 
the Grapes as big as good Damafens, and of a delicious raſke. The Wine 


ofthe Country is rich, but much thereof hath a refinous taſte ar rangot 


the Boracho. 
They plant Tabaco, and eſteem it better, than wihet as brouglit 
from other Parts, as being more ftrong and pungent. "The Ficlds arc 
fpread with Seſamum and Cotton Trees; but the Trecs grow low, yet 
make a fair ſhow. The Country abonnds in Almonds and Qhves ;. and 

the Greeks delight moſt in the ripe Olive pickled, as we in the Do 
(3 Fire 
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Mala inſana, 


The Gourdes in the Hedges, with their large yellow Flowers, and 

wed oy ſorts of green Thorns, and cver green Oaks, make the ways 
nt, 

The lex coccifera, and Chermes-berry, or the Excretion, ſerving for 
dying, and making the Confection of 4/chermes grows plentifully in 
theſe Countries ; and with this Ayeus in old Time tinged the Sails, 
which he preſented to 7heſeus upon his Voyage to Crere ; ordering 
him, if he overcame the Minotaure, and returned fortunatcly, to make 
uſe of theſe Sails beautifully coloured in token of ViAtory. Upon the 
high Hills grow Aſclepzas and He/eborus ; in the ſtony Plains Carduus 

loboſus, Cyſtas, Lavender, Marjoram , Roſemary, and other ſweet 
Tnelling Plants. The Platazus or Plain-tree grows moſt fair, large 
and well ſpread in Macedonia, affording a refreſhing ſhade ; ſo that it 
15 leſs to be wondred at, that Hippocrates found Democritus ſitting un- 
der a Phain-tree at Abdera in Macedonia. Some of the ſeeds and truſts I 
brought with me into England. 

They uſe much Garlick in moſt of their Diſhes, and their Onions are 
extraordinary, as large as two or three fair ones with us, and of a far 
better taſte ; bei rp, quick, and pleaſantly pungent, and without 
any offenſive ſmell. Though I were no lover of Onions before, yet 
I found theſe exceeding pleaſant and comfortable to the Stomach. They 
are uſed at moſt Collations, and eaten with B ead in good quantity. 
I asked a Chiaus, then with us, who had travelled through moſt of the 
Turkiſh Dominions, whether he had any where. met with ſo good O- 
nions, as theſe of Theſſaly ; who anſwered me, that the Onions of 
Egypt were better, which was the firſt time 1 ſenſibly underſtood the 
expreſſion in Scripture, and ceaſed to wonder,why the 1ſraclites lingred 
after the Onions of that Country. 

They have a Fruit which they call Patleja» or Melanzan, between 
a Melon and a Cucumber ;. out of which they make a very pleafant 
Diſh, by taking out the middle or ſeeds of it, and filling it up with the 
meat of Sawſages, and then pare it, and boyl it. 

Of the Agents of foreign Gountries, there attended on the Grand 
Seignior, the Reſident of the Emperor of Germaxy ; the Ambaſſador of 
Ragufi; and another of Wallachia, which are Ambaſſadors of the Con- 


fines ; the Ambaſſadors for Trade, reſiding about Conſtantinople, and 


not obliged to keep cloſe unto. the Su/tan, Lariſſa being ſull and pe- 
ſtered with People, the Emperor's Reſident deſired of the Su/tas leave 
to abide in ſome ___ Town ; who bade him to make choice of 
any Place, or any Houſe he liked ; which conceſſion moved him to 
caſt his Eye upon 7ornove, a large and pleaſant City of Theſſaly, about 
ten Miles Weſt-ward from 'Lariſa, and ſeated near the Hills; 
Where moſt of the Inhabitants are Chriſtians, there being only three 
Meſchea's, but eighteen Churches of the Greeks ; whereof the chiefeft, 
Which I obſerved, were theſe : the Cathedral Church of St. Job», the 
Church of St. Demetrius, of Coſmus and Damianus,of the Nativity of the 
bleſſed Virgin ; of St. Elias ( this is the Habit of their Monks. ) (where 
there is alfo an adjoyning Monaſtery, ſeated on the ſide of the Hill ) 
of St. Anattafius, of the twelve Apoſtles, of St. Nicholas, ( with a Con- 
vent alſo, ) and of St. Anthony the Hermite. The Biſhop hereofis under 
the Arch-biſbop of Lariſa. 
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And I could not but take notice how theſe Eaſtern Parts of Europe 
abounded with Chriſtians of the Greek Church beyond my expetati- 
on, and ſince they are thus to be found in many large Countries. In 
Grecia, and the Greek Iſlands, in the Turkiſh Parts of Dalmatia and 
Croatia, in Raſcia, Boſnia, Servia, Thracia, Sagora, Bulgaria, Sirfa, 
Beſſarabia, Coſſackia, Podolia, Moldavia and Wallachia, and, the vaſt 
Dominions of the Emperor of Ruſia, they muſt needs make, a_ notable 
part of Chriſtendom, and put me more ſenſibly in mind of an Expreſ- 


ſion of a learned Writer. If we ſhould colle and. put together all the gorenoogy 
Chriftians Regjons in Europe, which are of the Greek Communion, and enquirics 


compare them with the Parts-profeſſing the Roman Religion in Europe, we 
ſhould find the Greek far to exceed. 

In the Weſtern Parts of Europe, in many Chyrches the Fonts are 
ſtatcly, raiſed high from the Ground, and to be aſcended unto by di- 
vers Steps; ſometimes covered with ſarge Canoptes, or with, high Pa- 
vilions handfomly carved and adorned. But in the Greek Churches 

G 2 c 
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the Font or Baſon is generally made of plain Stone, and placed low 
upon the Floor of the Church ; and this is more convenient for them, 
in their baptizing of Infants. For they put the Child into the Water, 
and. are not contented with a meer ſprinkling upon the Fore-head of it. 
But the Prieſt, after he hath bleſſed: the Water, and dipped a Ctuci- 
fix into it three times, he takes the naked. Child by one Arm, and ſets 
it into the Font up to the Waſt, and with his other Hand Javes the 
Water thrice over its Head ; and this hath been their Way of bapti- 
zing for many hundred Years. Nor could that otherwiſe have happen- 
ed, which is reported of the Emperor, Conſtantine the ſixth, Conſt :nt- 
nu ſextus, diflus Copronymus, quod Infans dum bapt izaretur aquam ſa- 
cram ventris ſolutione maculaſſet. The dipping of the naked Body in 
Water being apt to move it. I ſaw ſome of their Children baptized bc- 
fore the Navel ſtring was fallen off. 

The Fields about this Place are planted with Yes, Cotton and Se- 
ſamum. The Emperors Reſident 1luſtriſſimo Signore di Caſa nova, was 
well accommodated here with a fair Houſe, and had thirty 7uris and 
Chriſtians in his Family, and two Fanizaries attending, at the Gate, 
good humored and fair conditioned Men,”as could be wiſhed. The Re- 
{ident was a Milaneſe by birth, a grave and ſober Perſon, ſomewhat 
melancholy, much addicted to his Book and reading, but very civil 
and courteous. He diped and fupped alone by himſelf; his Secreta- 
ry, Interpreters, and po of his Family, had another Place of repaſt, 
and were always well provided, and ſerved after the Zurkiſh man- 
ner. , 

The Ambaſſador alſo of Ragaſa made choice of the ſame Town ; and 
their followers oftefi met each other, 'and many courteous ſalutes paſ- 
ſed between them; but they were only by civil Meſſages, for they ne- 
ver met, 'upon a puntilio, which kept them afunder ; the Raguſa 
Ambaſſador pretending a right to take the firſt-place, he being in the 
quality of an Ambaſſadbr, the other but of a Reſident ; although he 
were much deſpiſed for 'it.by the Germans, ang his Maſters looked up- 
on, but as'Gentlemen'of the Serte Bandiere, or. Perſons that were 
and had been Subjects and Tributaries under ſeven Maſters, or Sove- 
rcign Princes. : 

I muſt not forget Demetrius, a Greet Merchant of Tornovo, in whom 
I thought 1 beheld the Humor of the old Greeks, we were divers 
times entettained at his Houſe with much generoſity, and licarty free- 
dom. He gefired us'to epjoy his Houfe freely, "and to be merry after 
the Mode of our own Countries: and, as an efpecial favour, brought 
his rwo Daughters to bid us welcome; and we took the liberty, after 
the Cuſtotn'off France, bard 'and England, to flute them ; they 
wete haridfomiy' attired, after the manner of their Country ; their 
Hair brayded and hanging down their back ; their Shooes or Slip- 
pers pairited, their \Nails coloured of a reddiſh colour with Cxa or 
Alcawna ; the Leaves of which 'Plant, powdred and ſteeped in Water 
and Wine, and layed a Night upon their Naits, leaves this Tindture, 
and is mych.uſed. in Zarkey ; where ſome delight alſo to colour the 
Mains atid "Tails of their Horſes. ,” The Gr@cians of Scio alſo,, who 
wear Gloves (it being a rare thing to ſee any here !) do colour their 
Gtaves ' apon tho e Parts which cover their Nails. Cx4'is a great 
Commuodfty in the 7urtiſh Dominions, brought out of Arabia and 
| Egypt 
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Agypt, and to be bought in every good Town or Fair, I brought 
a Pound of it Home with me, : which loſt not its tin@uring Qua- 
lity. EE 

The Grecian Countries, which I paſſed, are extremely altered from 
that State, whereof we read in ancient Hiſtory : as having ſured 
ſpoiling Incurſions from many Nations, aad a fatal Conqueſt by the 
Furks, who utterly deſtroyed many Towns and famous Places, and 
changed the Names of moſt ; not leaving the old Appellations unto 
Rivers, which moſt laſtingly maintain their ancient Names. I paf- 
ſed moſt of the great Rivers in Macedonia, the Axius, Erigonus and 
Aliacmon, which have now Names of no affinity unto them. The Ri- 
ver Peneus, ſo famous in the old Poets, hath loſt its name, togethe 
with Apidanus, Enipeus, and others, that run into it. - The Turks call 
Lariſſa, Feni-Sahar ;and Theſſaly, Comenolitari.

IN T HIS 


JOURNEY: 


T is no unpleaſant ſight to behold a new Scent of the World, and 
unknown face of things, in Habits, Diet, Manners, Cuſtoms and 
Language. A Man ſeems to take leave of our World, when he 
hath paſſed a Days journey from Rab 6r Comorra : and, before he 

comes to Buda, ſeems to enter upon a new Stage of the World, quite 
different from that of theſe Weſtern Countries : for he then bids adicu 
to Hair on the Head, Bands, Cufls, Hats, Gloves, Beds, Beer : and en- 
ters upon Habits, Manners and courſe of life ; which with no great va- 
rity, but under ſome conformity, extend unto Chia, and the utmoſt 
Parts of Afa. 

Though we were pretty well ſecured by Authority for fafe Trav], 
yet we were not without ſcar of the //uffars, till we came to Fſſeck 
Bridge, over the River Dravus : for they are adtive Perſons; and un- 
derſtanding the Language, will boldly range about for Booty, as far 
as that noted Paſs ; and, knowing all By-ways, will rob and ſpoil whom 
they meet, eſpecially the Turkiſh Subjets. 

Nor were we Without ſcar alſo of Gyp/ies, who are ſtout and bold, 
and ſome of them have been noted Robbers. "There are many of them 
in Fungaria, Servia, Bulgaria, Macedonia ; and ſome I ſaw at Lariſſa, 
and other Parts of Theſſaly. They are in moſt Towns, and live by la- 
bour, and handy-craft Trades ; many of them colour their Hands and 
Feet of a reddiſh colour, with Ca, and think thoſe Parts ſuffer lefs 


from the Cold thereby. Some Gypſy Women colour the erds of their © 


Hair alſo. Though they be remotely diſperſed, yet they are thought 
to have had their beginning about Wallachia, and the adjoining Parts, 
many of them are conceived to be Spies unto the Zurk. A little Le- 
fore I came to Leopold/tadt, by Freiſtadt, a great drove of thera appear- 
ed in thoſe Parts; which the People ſuſpeftcd to be Spies of the YVijier 
of Buda, to take notice of the State of thoſe Parts, and how that Fort 
proceeded. | 
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Travelling from Belgrade into Servia, we were in fome danger of 


being robbed : for we perceived three Horſe-men to ride very faſt af- 
ter us; and, when they had over-taken us, they rode about us, wav- 
ing their Lances, and diſcharged their Piſtols; but the Chians perceiv- 
ing them to be Spahies, ſhowed his Feather, and faid to me, diſcharge 
one of your Piſtols at random, and let them know, we are not unarm-+ 
ed; at which rhey went off, and we faw them no more. 

Caravanſara's, Chan's, or Places of publick Lodgihg, built by Bene- 
factors, we liked not fo well as private Houles; and theretore, being 
but few in Company, ſeldom lodged in them, for they are wide 
Rooms, and we muſt provide for our ſelves therein ; and ſometimes 
they are dangerouſly ſeated, fo that it was not fit toadventure our ſelves 
therein, for fear of being rob! ed ; for thongh Robberies be ſeverely 
puniſhed, yet are they frequently committed;z and Gyp/tes are well vera 
ſed in that Trade ; and therefore, in order to the fafety of Travellers, 
Drummers are appointed in dangerou: Paſſages; and in Macedonia, in 
2 narrow Paſs, I faw an old Man brating a Drum upon the ridge of a 
Hill ; whereby we had notice, that the Paſſage was clear an free from 
Thieves. 

We had the advantage of good Accommodation for "Travel, for par- 
ting from Comora, our Boat was towed by a Saick of rwenty four 
Oars; Fungarians rowing, upon one ſide, and Germans on the other ; 
till we came to AMotch, the Frontier Town, where we had a Turkiſh 
Convoy ; who faſtning our Boat to their Saick with eighteen Oars, 
rowed down the Danube, we carrying the Eagle on our Flag, and the 
Turks the double Sword and Half-moon, and paſled by divers remark- 
able Places to Buda, from whence we had good Accommodation for 
Travel to Belgrade, by open Chariots, with two, three 6r four Horſes 
on breaſt; which with great ſpeed conveyed us through that pleaſant 
plain Country, and from thence through Servia, and other Provinces, 
we were furniſhed with Very good Horſes, which would travel at a 
good rate twenty Miles in a Stage, and were very ſure of foot ; where- 
of I had good experience, when in ſome Parts we travelled over great 
Hills, unequal and crappy Places, and over the bare Rocks. They 
are very ſree, and hens the Owners of the Horſes took acceptions 
at our Spurs, Which are ſeldom ufed by them, and the Zarks had 
none, but what we brought, and gave them. They are very tractable 
and tender mouthed ; and when we mounted or alighted, would hand- 
ſomly apply themſelves to ſuch Places ; and when we walked, ſome 

of them would follow us without leading. They have a lighter and leſ- 
| ſer Shooe than our Horſes ; and when they have ſhod one foot, they 
take up the foot againſt it, and ſetting the other upon a Block of three 
inches high, they pare it. 

They have very good Horſes in moſt of theſe Countrys, and very 
fleet, but they never dock them, but their Tails grow out at length, 
and ſometimes they handſomly make them up : and in their Journeys 
they often alight from them, and ſtrongly pull at their Fore-top or 
forehead-lock, and think that doth much refreſh them, which the 
Strangers who travel here call Croatian Provender. 

The Baſia of 7emeſwar preſented Ragotzi with a Horſe, which Ra- 
gotzi flighting cut off the Horſe's Ears, Main and Tail, and ſent him 
back 
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back again. This perhaps would have been thought an Ornament to 
an Horſe in Eng/and : but the Baſda took it as ſuch an affront to his, 
that he never ceaſed from ſtirring up the S«/tay, and other Princes a- 
gainſt him, and never forgave the Injury, but by the help of the 7urk, 
Tartar, Emperor , Poles and Ragotzis own Country-men alſo, be 
wrought at laſt his Ruine. 

For their feeding, they make no high Mangers or Racks, to pull 
down thir Food; but, obſerving the Rule of Nature, lay their Hay low 
before them, and almoſt even with the Ground ; which in long neck- 
ed Animals, may be the moſt commodious way, they are lodged hard, 
and often with little covering. At Lariſſa, where the Town was pe- 
ſtcred with Horſes and Camels: the Yards of the Houſes were tull 
of them, and Places made at the bottom of the Wall for thar 
Food. 

In Caravanſara's the Horſes arc tyed to a ringle, faſtned unto the 
ſide of a long Place, a little elevated, upon which the Travellers take 
their reſt ; and the Hay was laid a little below our feet, whereon the 
Horſes feed. 

They plow more with Oxen than Horſes, and eſpecially with Buf- 
felo's ; and have great variety of Plouglhs and Carts ; ſome whereof ] 
could not but take notice of in Macedonia, made with Wheels, not 
conſiſting of Spoaks, but of ſolid Wood, in the wholc piece ; whether 
ſo contrived for ſtrength, in thoſe rocky Countries, where they muſt 
ſtrike and force upon ſuch inequalities, I cannot tell. 

We were furniſhed with ſmell things to oblige the People where we 
paſſed : and in Houſes where we entred, many would welcome the 
Emperor's: Qourier, and ask him what he had brought for them. We 
pleaſed them with Sciſſors, Knives; and they would be conteut, if we 
gave a Glove to one, and the fe)low to another. To the Women we 
gave ſmall pieces of European Coines ; and I was much thanked by 
a Bulgarian Woman, for a bright cing ſols piece, which ſhe added to 
the dreſs of her Head, over her Fore-head, with other Coins ſhe had 
there before ; ſome of them wearing Duckets of Gold, and Pearl, and 
Stones of value upon that Part, which make no unhandſom ſhow. 

Being only careful to keep our ſelves from Thieves, we expected 
no ſuch trouble, as we found from Wolves and Dogs, in our Journey 
about the Mountains in Serva ; and - tally in large Woods, we 
were continually alarmed by Wolves, eſpecially jn the Night ; wheg 
they ſeldom ceaſed to howl in great numbers, and not far from us; ſo 
that we were forced to be ſolicitous in our Guard, and to keep cloſe 
together. And as the Wolves were troubleſome, ſo alſo the great 
number of- Dogs in thoſe Parts were very offenſive to us. As ſoon ag 
we came near any Town, or left it, they came out, running at us, 
barking and biting the Horſes _—__ in Houſes would be barking 
and fnarling, ſo that without a gel it was not fafe going into the 
Yard. - And it ſeems impoſiible, that theſe Towns ſhould be ſurprized 
by the moſt ſilent Enemy, without having good notice thereof by 
Dogs: and ſure, they are kept to this jatent. For as ſoon as the Sun 
ſets they begin to bark ſand ceaſe not till the Morning. The Town 
of St. Malo's 1n France isalſo guarded fomewhat after this manner, where 
they turn the Dogs out of the Town at Night, and are as kcure there-

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by, as if they had an army of Watchmen to guard them. Some ſuch 


trouble from Dogs I remembred, that I had met with at the ſtrong 
Town of Komara, when I came into the Town about Midnight, which 
was fo full of Dogs fiercely barking and running upon us, that to ſave 
our {clves, we were fain to take ſhelter in the Corps de gaard, till a lodg- 
ing was provided for us. | 

| could not but pity the poor Chriſtians, ſeeing under what Rear 
they lived in thoſe Parts; when I obſerved them to make a way, as 
ſoon as they perceived us coming towards them. In Macedonia the 
M:n and Women would betake themſelves into the Woods to avoid 
us; and we took the pains ſometimes to ride after them, to undeceive 
them of their tolty and necdle(s Frights. 

Bur that which moved me moſt, was the pitiful Spectacle of Cap- 
tives and 'Slaves, which are often met with in thoſe Countries ; toge- 
ther with the varicty of their hard Fates and Accounts, how they tell 
intv that Condition ; fome by Treachery, ſome by Chance of War ; 
others by Plagiary and Man-ſtcaling 7artars, who plentifully furniſh 
'lic Zurkiſh Dominion ; ſome fixed to one Maſler, others having been 
fold unto many, and at diſtant Places. But their Condition is moſt 
deſperate, who arc Slaves to the Court, and belong to the Grand Sez- 
ienior: for they are never to be redeemed. Ot which kind 1 met with 
one at Feribugia in Macedonia , attending' at the Poſt-houſe ; who 
though he had no hard Office, yet was extremely dejected upon this 
misfortune of Non-rcdemption. 

In 7heſſaly alſo I met with one $:g;ſmund, who had been a Slave to 
ſeveral Perſons, and in ſeveral Countries He was an Hungarian, borht 
at Gran, and taken at the Battle of Barachan, under Count Forchatz, 
i1 the laſt Wars; firſt ſerved a 7ark, then ſold to a Few, who proved a 
hard Maſter, then to an Armenian; under whom he ſo well og gn 
himſelf, that his Maſter pave him his freedom, and he made a ſhift to 
come to Lariſſa, where the Emperor's Reſident entertained him. I was 
very much pleaſed with his Converſation, being a worthy, honeſt and 
pood natured Man ; and had maintained his Chriſtianity in his ſeveral 
Fortunes. He ſpoke //#qgarian, Sclavonian, Turkiſh, Armenian and Lu- 
tin: ſhew'd me the Draughts of many Monaſteries, Abbies, Hoſcheu's, 
and conſiderable Buildings in Armenia, Perfia and Zarkey: and I hope 
by this time he is in his own Country. 

The 7Zurks, who are well acquainted with the Captives of feveral Na- 
tions, make obſervations of them : ſo they fay, a Ruſ/ar is beſt for the 
Oar, a Georg/an makes a good Courtier, and an Albanian, a good Coun- 
ſellor. A 7ark in out cotnpany, obſerving a Georgran Caprive much 
dejectcd at his Condition, encouraged him, and bid him be of good 
checr ; telling him he might come to be a great Man, and one of the 
beſt in Zurky. 

- The firſt rime IT went to have a fight of the Grand Sergyior, Oſminnd 
Chians made no great hafte forward, and when I asked him the reafon, 
he replied, I take no great pleaſure to be too neat him: and afterwards 
when he talked of ſome BeMſa's, who had been ſtrangled, arid I added, 
that in this reſpect he lived mote happily than. any Baſa : he laid , 
ſuch things muſt be patiently put up; all our Lives are in the S*/tan's 
hands: in your petty kingdoms and States, Men are Tryed and — 
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ed, but our great Empire cannot be ſo maintained, and if t}.c Sultar 
ſhould now ſend for my Head I muſt be content to lay it Cw rpati- 
ently, not asking whereforq: and I remember his Words were that in 
this Country we muſt have, patienza fin a perder la telta, e poi pa'ien- 
za, patience even to the loſs of our Heads, and paticnce after 
that. 

We had frequent Memento's of Mortality, by Graves and Sepu!- 
chres, as we paſſed ; eſpecially near Be/grade. For the 7urks are com- 
monly buried by the High-ways: yet their Tombs are not ordinarily 
ſplendid, conſiſting only of a Stone erected at the Head and at the 
Feet : yet ſome ſet up Stones of two, three or four yards high. Some 
have a Turbant carved upon the Stone, at the Head ; and others 
ſet up two Pillars of Stone; ſome proceed farther, and raiſe 
the Sepulchres, as with us, and afterwards place two Pillars upon 
them, one at the Head, and another at the Feet. At Scrprial faw 
fair ones, aſter this manner, and two Sepulchres in one of them : but 
the beſt way I obſerved in theſe Parts, is by building a Pavillion ſup- 
ported by four Pillars. As we travelled to the South from Jagodna in 
Servia, I faw upon the fide of a Hill, a large 7«rki/h Yomb, about 
four yards long, and a ſquare place covered by it, which the Chiaus 
told me was the Tomb of one of their Saints, and accordingly perform- 
ed his Devotions at it, and at other Places: on Thurſday Nights and 
Friday's, I obſerved the Women to viſit the Sepulchres, and pay their 
Devotions at the Tombs of their dead Friends. 

This Gigantick Saint that lay buried here, was certainly a fit Man 
in his time to wield the holy Club, with which the 7ark does propo- 
pate his Religion and Dominion, and if he were as long as his Tomb, 

e Was as formidable a Perſon as any of the Patagontan Gyants painted 
upon the Southern Part of divers Maps of America with long Arrows 
in their Throats. I muſt confeſs it ſeems ſtrange to me that the Sta- 
ture of Man ſhould be extended to that height. Mr. Wood, an ingeni- 
ous Perſon, who hath made very fair and accurate Maps of the Stre:ghts 
of Mage/lan, the Iſlands therein, and the Coaſt from the River of /lare 
to Baldivia, in the South-ſea, told me that he had ſeen divers Graves 
in the Southern Parts of America near four yards long, which ſurpri- 
zed him the more, becauſe he had never ſeen any American that was 
two yards high, and therefore he opened one of theſe long Sepulchres 
from one end to the other, and found in it a Man and a Woman, fo 
placed, that the Womans head-lay at the Mans fect, and ſo might rea- 
ſonably require a Tomb of near that length. | 
' But to return into the rode for our diverſion, we ſometimes met 
with Turkiſh Fairs, which are ordinarily kept in ſome large ground, 
encloſcd and divided into Streets and Paſles, according to the variet 
of Commodities to be fold, where a Man may recreate hunſelt with 
multiplicity of Fripperics, and things different from thoſe of our Parts, 
and cannot want variety of Muſick ; which, though but mean, proved 
ſome diverſion unto us. The firſt Fair we met with, was at Leſcoa or 


© Leſcovia, upon the River Liperizza in Servia. 


It was no ſmall comfort to us, to find the Country ſo free from the 
Plague, which we only met with at Preſtina, a large Town, on part of 
the Plains of Coſſova, when we came into that Place, we were cnter- 
tained in a very good Houſe, and brought into a larpe Room, well ac- 
__ commodate«d 
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commodated with Carpets and other Ornaments ; where we found a 
Turk lying ſick of the Plague. The Chiaw, after the Tarkifh Humor, 
made nothing of it ; but ſome others were not ſo contented ; and there- 
fore we removed and travelled in the Night, till we came to a Gyp- 
at Houſe amongſt the Hills, where we were well acoommoda- 
ted. 

' The Turks were much plcaſed to ſee me write; when I came into n- 
ny Houſe, I pulled out my Paper-book to ſet down what I obſerved ; 
which when they perceived, thev would come. about me, taking no- 
tice of the Paper, and binding of the Book, wondring to ſee me write 
ſo faſt, and with ſuch a Pen, which was made of a Gooſe Quill, they 
uſually writing with a hard Reed,cur like our Pens. Many carry about 
them an handſome braſs Ink-horn, which they hang by their ſides ; 
their Ink is good, Paper ſmooth and poliſhed ; whereon they will write 
very fairly, as I have to ſhow in the Satan's Paſs, which I brought home 
with me. | 

When [ found occaſion, I uſed to look upon ſome Maps, which I 
carried with me: whereat Oſman Chiaxs ſmiled, ſaying, there is no dc- 
—__ upon Maps ; they ſet down only great Towns, and often falſe- 
y. Chiauſes are able to make the beſt Maps, who paſs their Days 

in travelling Countrics ; and take notice of all Places, and know their 
Turkiſh Names; and in many particulars I found ſome truth in his 
Words ; for the Maps of Z/ungary are not exact ; thoſe of Servia, Bul- 
garia, Macedonia and Theſſaly _ imperiet. In upper Zungary, 
many Towns are omitted, many ill-placed ; in the lower allo not a 
few. The Danube ſeems to fetch about too much to the South-weſk, 
before the 7ibiſcus enters into it. In Servia, Hifſargick is placed too 
far from the Danube, which runnes by it. IT find no mention of Pro- 
cupia or Urchoop, of Leſcoa or Leſcovia, .conſiderable Towns ; the lat 
upon the winding River Liperizza: nor of Kaplaniy or 7igres Town, 
in Macedoxia ; nor of Kupruly or Bridge-Town; nor of Vrania, Pyrlipe, 
Comonava, Fcci(ſo Verbeni; nor of the Lake Petrisks and O/trova, not 
far from it ; nor of Egribugia, Sariggiole, Sarvizza ; nor of the River 
Injecora near it ; nor of Aleſſor, mor Tornova in Theſſaly, a handſome 
conſiderable City. And he that travels in Macedonia, will never be a- 
ble to reconcile the Poſitions of Rivers and Towns to their uſual De- 
ſcriptions in Maps, although not long ago there have beer large ones 
publiſhed of Greece. 

I took preat pleaſure to converſe with Chiauſes, eſpecially if they 
were of any years; for they fpeak divers Languages, and have feen 
much of the World ; are commonly good Company, and able to give 
account of many thitigs. Oſman Chiaxs, who travelled with us, was a- 
bout fifty years of Age, ſpake 7urkiſh, Sclavonian and Italiay : a ſtout 
and faithfnl honeſt Perſon, very cleanly anq neat : he told me he hail 
travelled the greateſt part of Turky, and growing old ſeated himſell 
in Buda, as a Chians to the Viſiter ; which place pleaſed Inm betrer 
than any in 7arky: he took a civil farewel of me at Buda, bringing me 
out of the Gares, and with many a Dios wiſhed me a happy returi 
into my Country;and indeed, in allmy Journey I met with fajr carriage, 
and civil uſage; when I came into any Room where the 7arks were 
ſitting,, they would ſalute me, and touching my hand, require mc y 
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ſit down with them, then offer me Coffee, and ſometimes 7ataco, and 
at Meals invite me to eat hcartily ; only in ſome placcs, the Boys, and 
meaner ſort of People would call me Saſh71u gaur, or haired Infidcl, 
And a Jew at Lariſſa, whom I had employed to buy ſome little things 
for me ; and I ſaying, they were too dear, gave me ſome ill Language, 
which ſo diſpleaſed ſome that were by, that if the Grand Seignior had 
not been in perſon in the Town, they wou!d have taught him other 
manners. 

The Zurks took much Tabaco in the Countries which I paſſed, and 
many carried little bags thereof by their fides, which they take in pipes 
of an ell long, made of an hard reed, and an carthen head at the end, 
laying one end on the ground, and holding the other in their mouthes. 
I did ſcldom take any ; but to comply with their kindneſs, I would not 
refuſe it ; and by reaſon of the length of the pipe, it was coo}, and Jeſs 
diſturbing ; they take it alſo oſten in ſnuff. Seigyior Gabriel, the Empe- 
ror's Courier would tell them many ſtorics; and while he was ſpeaking, 
they would come about him, and liſten very attentively : and he would 
pull out his ſnuff-box, and put ſnuft-powder into their noſes, which 


they would take very kindly. They would be always gazing upon 


the Emperor's Armes cut ina Stone, which he wore upon his breaſt ; 


whereupon he would take occaſion to magnifie the Emperor, deſcribe | 


ec multitude of Provinces ſubject unto him ; and any tlung that might 
confer unto his honour, whereof they would take great notice. 

[ liked well the neatneſs and cleanlineſs of the 7urks, which we con- 
verſed with, and their waſhing of their feet, hands, and faces, though 
they had ſome purifying conceit thereok ; while we travelled, the 
Chiau, at the fight of a Spring, or clear water, would often alight, 
and waſh himſelf; and every morning was very curious 1n winding 
up his Turbant, and combing of his bcard ; and would ask me, whe- 
ther it were well done. When they go to the houſe of office, 
they carry a pitcher of water with them; they afle& privacy 
when they make water ; which they perſorm, reſting upon one knee, 
and ſtretching out the other leg. Walking in Lariſſa with the Chiaus, 
the Streets being narrow, and full of,people, and remembring the fad 
fate of Vincent le Blanc, who loſt Jus liberty, beſides other mis{ortunes, 
for piſſing, over a Turkiſh Saints head, who lay interrcd in a place, he 
little fuſpefted ; I asked him, where I might make water without of- 
ſence,who anſwered me grumblingly at firſt,but afterwards direted me 
to a place, and ſtood at a little diffance ta ſecure me from, any, aflront. 
And at another time while I travelled: in an open Ca/eſche or Chariot 
by Moon-light, I made water over-one ſide thereof, to avoid being 
troublcſome to the reſt in ingaging them to ſtay-for me till I alightcd 
and went aſide or retard their journey in the night ; but one who layed 
down by my fcet took notice of it to me witha great deal of regret, and 
and though out of the reſpe&t he profeſſcd to bear me, he was reſolved 
not to divulge it. Yet he wondered 1 would venture the loſs of my 
credit in ſuch a matter. 

Some experience we had in oup return of the Zurkiſh Juſtice, at Z- 
gribugia, in Macedonia ; for travelling from Sariggzole over high Rocks, 
we met with a Turkiſh Aga before our arrival ; who, having a numc- 
rous train, had taken up all the Horſes at &ygribaugia; fo that we could 
not be readily ſupplied ; and theretore intended to ride our om. 
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another Stage, the way laying now in the Plain, and our Horſes ſtrong 
and able , we ſet forward on the fame Horſes ; but before we were 
got out of the Town, we were ſtopped, and carried before the Cad+h, 
by the Poſl-maſter ; who alledged againſt us, that we were injurious 
unto him, in that we paſſed by, without taking Horſes at his Houle ; 
he being allowed by the Grazid Seignior, whoſe Servant he is, fo much 
tor every Horſe he provides ; and that none was to provide Horſes in 
that place, but himſelf ; -ſo that he was dainnified and had no profit 
coming unto him. 

The Cadh therefore conſidering, of the buſineſs, and fitting crols- 
legged upon his Carper, and leaning his elbow upon four or five Folio 
Books, which he had by him ; commanded his Servants to fill every 
one 4'diſh of Coffee. The Chiaus, in our defence, urged, that we had 
buſineſs of concern; that we had the Chaymacham's Letters; and were 
employed from the Gran Sergnior 10 the Emperor « f Germany ; that he 
himſelt was a Chiaus to the Lrfier of Buda, whither he was to conduct 
-us, and that no man cou!d or ought to flop him; whereupon the Ca- 
aih faid, the Chiaus muſt not be hindred in his journey, nor the Poſt- 
maſter be unconſidered ; and fo preſently called for the Poſt-maſlers 
Book, and with Tis pen, made of a reed, fet down a Su/tanine to l« al- 
lowed lim in his accounts to the Zef/erdar, and bade us pood morrow, 
and wiſhed us a good journey. : : 

In the /uropean Turkiſh Dominions, which 1 paſſed, I could not but 
fake notice of the preat number of Chriſtians ; for, excepting, great Ci- 
tics, or where the Souldicry reſide, they are pencrally all Chriſtians ; 
whercot the great body 1s of the Greet Church, who live patiently un- 
der the Zurkiſb toleration. If there ſhould happen any confiderable 
commorion among; the 7arkiſh powers ; it is highly probable, they 
would fit (till, and be Intle active; avd if any Forces of the Latine 
Cliurch ſhould attcmpe the Conqueſls of theſe parts, in all probability 
they would find very little afliftance from them, and I fear they would 
rather adhere unto their /urkiſh Maſters. 

Though Avgytus thought it a point of wiſdom, to put ſome limit: 
unto the Roman Empire, yet 1 do not find the Zurks are of his judp- 
ment, but ſtiJl endeavour to enlarge their Dominions, and when I confi- 
der that people, their hardy education, ſober courſe of ile, and obe- 
dicnce to their Superiors ; that no Baſſa can eaſily intend a revolt, but 
ſome others will diſcover hin, in hope to obt:n his place,or ſome preat 
preſerment ; and that they ſo punctually obſcrve the duty of ther 
Charges ; I am apt to think, or fear, if he, who puts bounds 1o the 
Sea, and faith hither thou ſhalt come and no further, doth not, out of 
his great mercy, put a flop to their further incurſions, they may pro- 
bably obtain and conſerve a far Jarger Empire, and even all /{\urope, un- 
to the Weſlern Occan. 

Certain it 1s that they are unſatisfied with their preſent bounds and 
look Leyond / /angaria, and | have heard them fay, we mull in duc 
time come 10 Beatch, tor fo they call Yreuna, and try our fortuncs 


' again, 


At this day the Star and Halſ-inoon are above the Croſs, upon the 
Steeple of the Cathedral Church of St. Stephen, in the Emperor of Ger- 
many 111% Imperial City of /icuna : and it grieved me to fee in all the 
Contines 4 fort of Croſs which our Heialds do not dream of, which 15 
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2 Crofs Lunated after this manner, whereby the Inhabitants as they tex 
ſifie their Chriſtianity, fo they acknowledge the Twki/ſh power.

The Star and Half-moon upon the Steeple of St. Szepher's Church 
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EING at KXomara, and having fatisfied my curioſity as far that 
way as the Chriſtian Dominions extended. I purſued my in- 
tention of ſeeing the Copper, Silver and Gold Mines in X/ums 
gary ; and being unwilling to return again to Presburg fo far 

about to get mto the road towards them ; I attempted a nearer paſſage; 

although there be few who go that way. And therefore I travelled 
along, the North ſhoar of the Iſland of Schuz, till I came to the Con- 
fluence of the River Waag and Danube, and then paſſed over to a For- 
tification raiſed ſince the faſt War, called Gurta ; it lies inn a Mariſh 
ground between a branch of the Danube, the Waag, and the Swartz, 
within a mile of Newheuſel ; which we plainly faw from the Steeple of 
the Church at Gut/a, and could diſtinguiſh the buildings within it ; as 
the Baſſa's Pala'e formerly belonging to the Arch Biſhop of Preslurg; 

The Church in the middle of the Town; the Tower to the Mos/e,and 

others. But this nearneſs to Newhexſe/ proved not only danperons, 

Lut deſtruttive to it in the beginning of the year 1685. after that the 

Turks had ſent great Recruits from Buda:for the Count of Z abor having 

burnt the Suburbs of Newheuſel and taken ſeveral Priſoners ; the Turks 

to revenge it made an excurſion, and burnt the Town of Gu7ta, and 
put 
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put all rhe Inhabitants to the Sword. Their Boats here are of one piece 
of wood,in which notwithſtanding they venture themſclves,and paſs the 
oreateſt Rivers with them; in this Fort were 130 men commanded 
by Captain Matthias Fruhwurdt. From hence by Forchatz we came 
to Schella, where there is another Fort built to hinder the Zurks from 
paſſing the River Waag, for hereabuts the 7aftars broke over, burned 
and ruincd the whole Country about in the late war, in ſuch manner, 
that it remains ſti]l deſolate ; at half a miles diſtance from this place is 
2 hole in the Earth which burns like Soffaterrs by Naples. From hence 
we went to Schinta a larpe Fort and built long ſince to gommanid the 
River and the Country about. There is & Tower jn the middle, four 
Baſtions and matty. good pieces of Canhon. At the Entrance there 
hanges a great Rib, a Thigh-bone and a Tooth, which I judged to be 
of an Elephant, having, ſeen the $2/zt0n of one : and alſo ſuch bones 
as theſe hang, up before the Emperor's Houſe at Laxambourg ; thoſe 
bearing, the name of the bones of a great Heatheh Vitgin ; and theſe 
ofa Gyanit. We came afterwards to Leopolſtadt ; a floble refular For- 
tification with ſix Baſtions, where the Young Count de Souches com- 
manded, to whom I delivered Letters, and received many favours from 
him. Afterwards I paſſed the River and c2me to Freiſftat, a large fair 
Town but lately burned by the Turk. Count Ferthatz hath a handſome 
Caſtle here, anJ a large Houſe in the Town, whereof I took the 
draught. 

- The Lutherans had alſo a School or Coilege here, but ruined with 
the yeſt of the Buildings. They are Tributaries to the 7urk, paying 
yearly eight //ungariſche, almoſt four penee of our money, for every 
head, whether of Man, Woman, Children, Sheep, Oxen, or Horſes. 
The Children are educated to hardſhip, and the Women ſeldom marry 
twice. They bathe much, and uſe ſweating naked in Stoves, holding 
their feet in warm water. 'They uſe Cupping-glafſes alſo very much 
and ſcarifications. In the Convent of the Franciſcans were onely 
twelve Friars left ; and the Roman Chriſtians in theſe parts have few 
other Prieſts, but Monks. | 

Two Hungarian miles from Frieſtat lies Banca, where in a low 
ground near the River are fifteen Baths ; into three of which the River- 
water is row entred,the River Waag continually wearing out its batiks 
by reaſon of its rapid courſe, Twenty years ſince there ,were alſo hot 
Baths on the other ſide of the River, but are now covered with the 
cold ſlream. Theſe Baths leave a white ſediment in all places, and 
tinge Copper and Silver immediately as black as Ink : Hard by theſe 
Baths is a Quarry of Stone, and ſome Veins of Chalk, which were ve- 
ry pleaſing to behold, the Chalk being of all colours except green, and 
the _ ſo finely maxcd,*as a painting or marble Paper doth not 
equal it, | | 

, We being here upon the 18 of March, and the weather very cold, 
had no thoughts of bathing in ſo open a place ; though in ſome of 
them we ſaw Women and Children; and the Huſar who drove our 
Chariot hither, after we had ſupped, went out, and in a very hard froſt 
pulled off his clothes in the open Meadow at midnight,and bathed him- 
ſelf in one of thoſe Baths. 
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March the 2.1. Graff Souches ſent us German Muſqueteers to convoy 
us through the Contribution Country, and defend us in our travels; we 
paſſed by Ripnich, and a Caſtle at Docarzi, belonging to Baron Berrin;, 
and came at night to 7opo/chan upon the River Nztra, where the Town 
with the Church were burnt in the laſt war, and had not well recover- 
cd it felf again. A mile from hence at Be/tizz are alſo hot Baths. The 
next day by C!eſch, the Inhabitants of which place were all carried a- 
way Captives in the laſt Wars ; and through a great wood: by Foch- 
wiſe, where the Inhabitants were moſt Germars. We came to Serno- 
witz feated upon the River Gray, where is a Caſtle upon a Rock, but 
the Town is Tributary to the 7arks, and they often viſit it. March 2.3. 
We paſſed the River Gran early in the Morning, and came among the 
Hills to //odrytz, by which Town runs a ſwift ſtream very ſervi- 
ccable to them, which helps to move their Engines employed in the 
pounding, waſhing and melting of the Silver-ore. We travelled over 
a Mountain called 7/e!l, and came to Schemnitz, the preateſt of the 
Mine-towns in / /angary: and where great quantity of Silver-ore is eve- 
ry day digged. The Town is well built, hath three fair Churches in 
it, the greateſt part of the Inhabitants are Lutherans. There are alſo 
three Caſtles here ; the old Caſtle in the Town, where there is Wind- 
Muſick at ſix every morning, ant at twelve, and at fix at night. 2. 
The New-Caſtle, built by a Lady, who removed the 'Gibbet trom this 
Hill, and left a fair building in licu of it. The: third is on a high peak, 
where there is a continual watch kept to diſcover the approach of the 
Turks, who immediately give notice of it by the ſhooting off a Culve- 
rin. The Streets lie up and down Hill, the Country hereabouts being 
all very uneven. | | 

There are very many Mines here, and many adventurers are induced 
to try their fortuncs-by the good ſucceſs ſo many have had : for if they 
find a Vein of Ore in any reaſonable time, before they have quite ſpent 
their Stocks in digging, they may probably expect great profit. 

Theſe Mines amongſt others arc very remarkable; the Winelſchacht- 
Mine, the Trinity, that of St. Beneditt, St. John, Matthias, and one 
called the three Kings ; but the chiefeſt and moſt wrought arc thoſe 
of Windſchacht and 7rinity. Trinity-Mine is ſeventy fathoms geep, 
built and kept open with undcr-work at a great expence, much of this 
Mine heing in an cartliy ſoil. The Ore of it 15 much eſteemed, and 
is commonly of a black colour covercd with a white Earth or Clay ; 
fo that the ſtreams where they work it, become milky and whitiſh,and 
is that ſubſtance I ſuppoſe which is called Lac Lung, or the Milk of the 
Moon or Silver. Divers Veins in this Mine lie North, and other rich 


Veins run to the North-Eaſt. When two Veins croſs one another they ' 


eſteem it fortunate ; ſo that all Veins of Ore keep not the fame point 
even in tlie fame Mine, which would be an help to diſcover them; but 
they have no certain way to know cither which way they run,or where 
they arc, till by induſtrious perſcvcring in the labour of the Mines they 
are at laſt found out. They uſe not the Yirgula divina, or forked 
Hazel-ſtick to direct them, having no opinion of it (as I obſerved they 
-had at the Silver Mine at /riburg in Miſnia, where | alſo learned the uſe 
thereof) but dig alwayes as the Adventurers deſire. They ſhew'd me 
one place, which they had digged ſtreight on fix years, when the Ore 
was but two fathoms diſtant from the place where thcy firſt began | 
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and in another place they digged twelve years outright, and at laſt 
found a Vein which in a ſhort time paid their charges. I was in many 
parts of this Mine, and went ſo far, that at length I paſſed quite under a 
Hill, and came out on the other ſide. 

In Windſchacht-Mine wherein 1 alſo deſcended as far as the water 
would then permit me, deſccnding thrice almoſt perpendicularly about 
three hundred large ſteps or ſtairs of a Ladder. I obſerved a large 
Wheel dcep in the Earth, of twelve yards Diametcr ; turned about by 
the fall of ſubterrancous Waters. This Wheel moves Engines which 
pump out the water from the bottom of the Minc, up to tlic cavity 
wherein this Wheel is placed. The water which moves this Wheel 
falls no lower into the Mine, but paſſcs away through a Cuniculus 
made on purpoſe, through whi- h both this and the othcr water pump- 
ed from the deepeſt parts of the Minc, do run out together at the foot 
of an Hill. Beſides this Wheel there is another above ground which 
les Horizontally, drawn about continually by rwwelve Horſes, which 
ſerves alſo to pump out much of the water of this Mine ; about all the 
Works whereof, I was informcd that there were no leſs than two thou- 
ſand men employed. | 

In ſome places of the Mine it is very cold, and in others ſo hot, that 
to refreſh my ſelf I was conflrained to go with my breaft naked ; al- 
though I had only linen Cloths on. Where they work it is always 
hot, ſo that they labour naked tor eight hours if they are able,and then 
reſt eight hours more. 

In this Mine they ſhewed me a place where five men and a Perſon 
of quality were deſtroyed by a Damp, for which reaſon they have now 
placed a Tube there, the like they place over all doors, and over all 
ways where they dig right on for a great ſpace, and have no paſſage 
through ; whereby the air is let in, It out, or carricd round, and the 
Miners undcr-ground ventilated with it. 

The blackiſh Ore is cſtecmed the beſt ; much of jt hath a mixture 
of a ſhining ycllow ſubſtance or Marchaſite, which it it Le not in too 
great a quantity is not unwelcome, by reaſon that it diſpofes the Ore 
to fluidity, or renders it more eaſic toLe melted ; Lut it it Le in too 
great a proportion, they are of opinion, that it prcys upon the Silver in 
the Mine; and in the Furnace carries it away whlule jt melts, by 
over-volatilizing it ; and therefore they term it a Robber, as a ſubſtance 
which ſpoyls and takes away the richneſs of the Ore. 

Therc is oftcn found a red ſubſtance which grows to the Ore called 
Cinnalar of Silver, which being grinded with Gy! makes a Vermilion 
cqual to, if not ay var, the Cmmmabar made by ſublimation. 

There arc alſo found in theſe Mines, Cry/tals, Amethyſls, and Ame- 
thyſtine maxtarcs in the clefts of the Rocks, and ſometimes nigh or 
Jjoyned to the Ore ; as alſo Vitriol naturally cryſtallizd in the Earth in 
divers of theſe Mines ; and particularly in a Mine in Paradiſe Hil; 
wich then belonged to Mr. Jacobus Sabwiboda, an Apothecary, at 
vi_e Houſe I lodged, and who preſented me with many curious Mine- 
rals. 

And as there is great varicty in the Silver-Orc, as to its mixtures with 
Earth, Stones, Marchaſite, Cinnabar, Vitriol, &c, So allo in its richneſs; 
ſome hoſding a great proportion of Silver in reſpe& of others. An hug- 
dred pound weight of Orc ſornetimes yields but half an ounce or an 
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of Silver ; ſometimes two ounces, three, four, five, and unto twenty 
ounces ; what 1s richer 1s very rare, yet ſome hath l ecn found to holy 
half Silver, and I have ſeen of it forich, as to he cut with a knite. 

A Specimen of cach ſort of Ore which they dig out of the Mines is 
carried up -n its firſt being diſcovercd to an Officer called the Probie- 
rer, who 1s to prove and judge of its richneſs; which he doth in this 
manner. Ofall forts of Ores he takes the fame quantity, the Ores 
being firſt dryed, burned, and pounded, he gives an cqual proportion 
of lead to all, melts and purifics them, and then by exact Scales 
takes notice cf the proportion between the Ore and Metal contained in 
it, and reports it to thoſe employed in the great melting Furnaces; who 
accordingly add or diminiſh the quantities of thoſe ſubſtances which 
are to be mixed with the Ores to melt them in the melting Furnace ; 
as for example, to an hundred centen or tcn thouſand pound weight of 
Silver-Ore, which holds above two ounces and an halt of Silver in an 
hundred pounds weight, they add forty centcn of Le/ch, which is Orc 
pounded and waſhed ; two hundred centen of Iron-Stone, which is not 
Iron-Ore, but a Stone found in thoſe Hills, of which the liver colour- 
ed is the beſt. Aq-antity of Xs, or a fort of Pyrites, according as the 
Orc is mixed with Marchaſite, and of Slacken as much as they pleaſe. 
This laſt is the ſcum or cake taken off from the top of the Pan into 
which the Metals run, and is a ſubſtance made out of the former men- 
tioned, by fuſion. 

Whatſoever 15 melted in the melting Furnace, is let out through an 
hole at the bottom thereof into the pan, which 1s placed in the Farth 
beforc it; and thus expoſed, it immediately acquires an hard ſcum, drols, 
loaf or cake, which bcing continually taken away, rhe Metal remain- 
ing, becomes purer ; to which is added lead which carrieth all the Sil- 
ver down to the bottom with it, and after ſome time the melted Metal 
is taken out ; then being again melted in the driving} Furnace, the 
lead or what clſc remains nuxt with the Silver is driven off by the 
blowing of two great bellows; and runs over from the melted Silver 
in form of Litharge. That which firſt comes over, is the white and 
that which comes laſt, being lonper in the fire, is the red, not that it 15 
Litharpe of Gold, both being driven off from the fime Metal. 

Mot of the Schemnitz Silver-Ore holds ſome Gold which they ſepa 
rate by melting the Silver, then granulating it, and afterwards by diſ- 
ſolving it in Aqua ſfortzs made out of a peculiar Vitriol prepared at 
Chremnitz, whereby the Gold is left at the bottom and is afterwards 
melted ; the Agua fortis is diſtilled from the Silver, and ſerves again 
for uſe. But it would be too tedious to deſcribe all the works of theſe 
Mines which do well deſcrve as accurate Deſcriptions as thoſe of Mi/- 
nia, and other parts, of which Agrico/a hath written largely, and very 
well in his Books De re Metallica & de ſoftlibus. Lenys alſo of Mineral 
works is eſteemed, and Lazarus Frker hath handſomely deſcribed the 
principal Orcs and Mineral bodies. But certainly there are few places 
in the World to be compared with this, where Art and Nature ſtrive to 
thow their utmoſt force and riches, | 

They work in this Country much after the manner they did in the 
Emperour Kudo/phus his time ; who was a great undertaker and-cn- 
couraper of Mine-works ; but, many of their Inflruments and Engines 
are much improved, 
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Notwithſtanding the great quantity of Silver made cvery weck at 


Schemnitz and carricd away in Carts, I found ſome difficulty to pro- 


cure the leaſt piece there, and ſcarce any one in the Town could fur- 
niſh me with any that was purc, for the Money of the Country is mix- 
ed with above half Copper; and bcing defirous to fer what alteration 
divers of thoſe Mineral-watcrs in that Country, would make upon 
Metals, for want of other Silver, I was forced to make uſe of ſilver 
Croſles, Crucifixes and Medals, which I borrowcd. | 

Near unto Schemnitz, where old Schemnitz ſtood, 15 an high Perpen- 
dicular Rock, part of which from the bottom to thc top 1s naturally 
tinEtured with ſhining fair blue, ſome green, and ſpots of yellow in it. 
At firſt ſight I was much ſurprized with the beauty of it, and could fan- 
ſy nothing like it, but a whole Rock of poliſhed Lapis Lazuli: and J 
have heard from a Spaniard, who lived Jong in the Wefl-1ndiecs, that 
therc 15 alſo a Rock like this nigh to the Silver Mines in Peru. 

At Glaſs-Flitten, an [lungarian mile, or about ſeven /'ngliſh miles 
from Schemnitz, there was formerly a rich Gold Minc, but it 15 Joſt, 
no man knowing where the entrance was fince the time that Pethlem 
Gabor Prnice of Tranſylvania over-ran that Country, and the Ifnh}abi- 
tants fled away. The Owner notwithſtanding left ſome marks and «dj- 
re&ions whercby they might diſcover it, with the Figures of his In- 
ſtruments upon the Barks of Trecs ; which Inſtruments they have 
already found by digging in the Earth, and thus much js intimated to 
them, that where they find a Stone, on which a bace 15 carved, they 
are at it,and arc onely to remove part of a Rock with which the Owner 
ſtopped up the Mine. | 

This place is much frequented by reaſon of its natural hot Paths, of 
which there are five very convenient , with handſome deſcents into 
them, and covered over with large high Roots. The Springs arc ve- 
ry clear, the Sediment is red and green, the wood and ſeats of the Bat] 
under water#e incruſtatcd with a ſtony ſubſtance, and Silver is gil- 
ded by being left in them : But the moſt remarkable of theſe Baths, 15 
that which 1s called the ſweating Bath, whoſe hot Springs drain through 
an Hill, and fall into a Bath built to reccive them ; at one end of which 
by aſcending I went into a Cave which is made a noble Stove by the 
heat of theſe Therm@, and fo ordered with Scats, that every one whin 
ſits in it, cither by chooſing an higher or a lower ſcat, may regulate [11s 
ſweating, or cnjoy what degree of heat he deſires. Thys Cave, as allo 
the ſides of the Bath arc covered by the continual dropping of thoſe hor 
Springs, with a red, whitc, atid green ſubſtance, very fair and pleaſing, to 
the eye. 

Bathing my ſelf in the largeſt of theſe Baths when there were a great 
many Men and Women in it ; an active man to divert the Company, 
had privately conveyed himſelf to the top of the Houſe which coverct 
the Bath, and on a ſuddain caſt himſelf down into the water, ani! by 
taking hold upon the bottom ef the Seats kept himſelf under water 
for ſome time ; afterwards a Serpent coming into the Bath througly 
a channe which conveyed the water into it, many of the women 
were afrighted at it. He ſtill to continue his ſervice and good will 
to the Company, was the firſt that would encounter it, and deliver 
the Damſels ; which he did in a ſhort time, fo ſuccefs(ully, that lic 
caught the Serpent in both his hands, and holding it ont of the water, 
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put it into his mouth, and bit the head off. Being taken with his good 
humour , 1 aftcrwards ſent for him into the Stove ; and finding 
that he had been employed in the Mines, I asked him among other 
things, whether he had ſcen any natural Vitriol, and where, in the 
Mines, cryſtallized in lumps, pure and ready tor uſe, which he faid he 
had in many places, but in the preateſt quantity, in a Mine now given 
over ; by reafon that in ſome places the Earth was fallen in, which was 
near to Schemnitz : And accordingly two or three days after he came 
to ſce me at Schemnitz, brought me Lamps and Mine-mens habits for 
my felt, and two Friends more ; and we went with him under ground, 
till I came where he ſhew'd me great quantitics of it, much to my fatis- 
faction : the Vitriol there ſhooting upon the Stones and Earth, upon 
the floor and ſides of the paſſages, as it doth by art in the Pans, and 
about the ſticks, not hanging, trom the top, as in many other places 1 
have ſeen it, like to lce-icles. | 

Glaſs-11itten belongs to the Count of Lippey, of whoſe Family was 
thc Learned Polycarpus Frocopius Bocanus,who was ſcent ſome time paſt 
by the Arch-Biſhop of /resburg to give an' account of the rarities of 
theſe Countries ; but Ins death hindred the publiſlyng of his obſerva- 
tions. 

Fiſenbach about four /g/iſh miles from Glaſs-1 ſitter, and five or fix 
from Schemnitz, hath allo hot Baths ; the Scdiment of which is red, 
and turnes into ſtone ; ſo that I. brought away with me picces of it ol 
ſive or ſix inches diameter : I took alloa large piece of this warcr petre- 
ficd as it fell from a ſpout in which the waves of it arc to be ſeen; but 
the ſpout it ſclf, although made of Wood, was not at all changed, as ly- _ 
ing under it. However, thoſe. Trees with which they built the ſides of 
the Bath were ſo pctrefied, that thoſe which Jay next above the water, 
were intircly turned into Stone. And it was not unplcafant to ob- 
ſerve how nature did here afliſt art, and out of the body of a Firr-'Tree 
{ramc a Column of Stonc. Nor 15 it much to be wondred at, that the 
wood under the water ſhould remain unaltered whilſt that above ſuffer- 
ed ſo great a change. Thicſe waters arc hot, and part of whatſoever is 
contained in them is ſuſficiently Volatilized to be carried up with the 
ficam of the Bath, and I remember 1n the Bath of the Green Pillars 
at Buda, I took notice, that the cxhalation from the Bath reverbera- 
ted by the high Capola built over it, and by the Irons extended from 
one Column to another, and by the Capitals of the Pillars was for- 
med into long Stones like /ce-icles, which hang to all the faid places, 
ſuch as may be obſerved in many ſubterrancous Grot/os, and particu- 
larly in /ngland"n Okey-hole 1n Somerſet-ſhire, and Pooles-hole in Dar- 
by-fhire. Sulphur allo which 1s in great quantity in many hot Springs 
flycth away continually, and is not to be found in! thein, it you boyl 
vr evaporate the Bath water: and thorefore to diſcover it , I thought 
it more rational to look out of the watcr than into 1t 3 neither was [ 
more deceived in my conjecture, than he who looked towards the 
Weſt, rather than towards the Eaſt to fee the riſing of the Sun. For 
upon many places which were over. the Baths, ; and reccived the 
ſteams of the hot water, I have ſeen Sw/phur to ſtick ; and to fatisfic 
my curioſity further hercin,I cauſed once a Pipe to be opcned at Baden 
in Auſtria, through which the hot water continually ran, and took with 


my hand from the upper part of the Pipe,divers Boxes full ofa fubRance 
carce 
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ſcarce to be diſtinguiſhed from Flower of Brimſtonc. Walking about 
alſo one day in the Sower Bath at Baden, and leaning over the Batli- 
ſtres to talk with ſome Friends, who were then bathing them{clves, 1 
perceived that my Buttons and whit cle I wore of ſilver, were all 
turned yellow of a fair Gold colour, although 1 were at ſome ditlance 
from the water. Which made me try thus experiment alſo, which 
was to hang money over the Bath at a foot Wſlance, or at 2 greater, 
to ſee what alteration it would make, and How ſoon ; which it co- 
ſoured in a minutes time, and that wiigh was nearer 1n halt a mi- 
nute. : | 

But to return to Eiſenbach,there are two convenient Baths much frec- 
quented, and a third which is made by the water let out of the former, 
called the Snakes-bath, from the number of Snakes coming, into, and 
delighting in it when it is filled with theſe warm waters. 

March the thirticth, I travelled from Schemnitz by Glaſs-/1itten, 
and Apfelsdorff, where there is a Houſe of the Arcli-Biſhop of 7':c - 
burg ; and afterwards paſſed the River Gran and came un Letween 
the Hills; where in one place they have thrown up the Eaith , and 
made a work tromwgne ridge of the Hills to the other , to delend the 
Country ; and hinder the 7Zarkiſh Excurſions towards Qbromnit: : 
Afterwards we proceeded by that Golden River and yelluw Stream 
which waſhes all the Ore above till we came to the Town. 

Chremnitz is a (mall Town, but hath large Suburbs, and lics 
high. St. Johns Church at ſome diſtance from it, 1s thought to {land 
upon the higheſt ground in J/ungary. 'This 15 the oldeſt Mine-Town, 
and the richeſt in Gold of all rhe ſeven in thefte parts, wluch are 
theſe,Schemnitz, Chremnitz, Newſol, Kmmingsberg, Bochantz, Libeten and 
Tiln. 

They have worked in the Gold-Minc at Chremni/tz nine hundred 
and fifty years ; the Mine is about ninc or ten Frgl!/þ miles in lengrit, 
and there is one Cuniculus or Horizontal paſſage which 1s cight lun- 
dred fathoms long, called the FErb#ta/. The depth of it 1s above 
one hundred and ſeventy fathorrs; they do nor uſe Laddcrs ty 
deſcend into this Mine, hut are let down at the end of a Cable, 
unto which is faſtned a ſling, or feat ot Leather ; rhe Leather Leing 
broad, and divided ordinarily into two or three parts, ſo tlat it 1s 
to be ſhifted or changed as you find convenience, and affords no 
uncaſic ſeat, even to ſuch as arc not uſcd to it. And in this manner, 
whoſocver entcrs the' Mine is Iet down. Through ore of the Scha- 
ch1s or perpendicular Pits, of which there arc ſix. 1. That ol /odot- 
phus. 2. Queen Anne. 4. Ferdinand. 4. Matthias. 5. Windſchacht, and 
6. Leopold. 1 went down by the Pit of the Eimperour /todo/phus, 
gently deſcending by the turning about of a large wheel to which the 
Cable is faſtned, one hundred and cight fathoms deep into the Earth ; 
and aſter many hours being in the Mine, was drawn out again by 
Leopoldi Schacht, or Leopolds Pit, or Shaft, fireight up above one 
hundred and fifty fathoms ; a height ſurpaſſing that of the Pyramids 
by a third part. At the bottom of which Schacht 1 was not diſcouraged 
to find my felf ſo deep in the earth, for conſidering that I was yet above 
three thouſand miles from the Center, 1 thought my {If but in a Well, 
It is built on all fides with Firr-Frees, one laying upon another 
on four ſides from the bottom vo the top, and after the ſame man- 
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ner all theſe Mincs arc kept open where they have not 1 Rock on all 
ſides. 

Many Veins of the Ort rum to the Notth, and to the Eaſt ; They 
work alſo towards one, two, or three of the clock, as thicy ſpeak ; toy 
the Miners dire& thetnſtlves under-ground by a Compaſs not of thirty 
two points (ſuch as is uſed at Sea.) but by one of twenty four, which 
they divide as we do the hours of the day into twice twelve. Of the 
Gold-Ore ſome is white, ſome black, ſome of it red, and ſome yellow. 
That with black ſpots in white: is eſteemed the beſt, as alfo the Ore 
which licth next to the black Veins. This Ore is not rich enough ro 
ſuffcr any proof in ſmall parcels, like that of other Mines, whereby to 
know what proportion of Metal is contain'd in it y but they pound a ve- 
ry preat quantity thereot, and waſh it in a little River which runs near 
the Town : The whole River being divided and admitted into «i- 
vers cuts, runs over the Orc continually, and fo wathes away the 
earthy parts from the Mera//in, and from a clear River above the 
Town,by its running through ſo many works,and over ſo much pounded 
Ore,it becomes below the Town a dark yellow Stream, of the colour of 
the Earth of thoſe Hills. Unleſs it be upon fix days of the year ; two 
at Chrii{mas, rwo at Faſter, and two ut Whitſuntide , when the River 
It ſclt as well as the Minc-men cealcth from working, and js permitted 
to flow clear within its own Banks. | 

There have been pieces of pure or virgin Gold found in tlus Minc, 
ſome of which I have ſeen in the Emperour's Treaſury, and in the 
Ele&tor of Saxony's Repoſitory, one picce as broad as the palm of 
my hand, and others lefs ; and upon a white Stone many pieces of 
pure Gold ; but theſe are very rare. 

The common yellow Farth of the Country near Chremntz, cſpeci- 
ally of the Hills towards the Weſt, although it be not eſteemed Orc, 
aſſords ſome Gold. And in one place I faw a great part of an Hill 
digg'd away, which hath bren caſt into the works, waſhed and 
wrought in the ſame manner , as pounded Orc with confiderable pro- 
ſit. 

Matthias Dollinger the chick Officer at Chremnitz ar the Mine-work, 
hath alſo lately invented a Mill to pound the Ore fincr than it wag 
before ; and by this invention hath obtained a conſiderable quantity 
of Gold out of that Ore which otherwiſe would have yickled none ; 
in his Houſe I ſaw many forts of Minerals, and was very kindly c&n- 
tertained by him ; and when I was at the bottom of the Gold-Mine 
he ſent mc down a preſent of excellent Wine to drink the Enperour's 
health. 

Some paſſapes in this Mine cut through the Rock and long diſuſed, 
have grown up again ; and I obſerved rhe fides of fore which had 
been formerly wide enough to carry their Ore through, to 4pproach 
cach other ; ſo as we paſſed with diſtieulry ; this happets moſt it moiſt 
places, the paſſaves unite not from the top to the bortomm, bitt from one 
ſide-to another. 

'They carry their Ore under ground from bne place to another ; or 
to the bottom of the Pit whence it is drawn our, in a Box of Click 
which they call a Hundt or Dog; rhis rans upon four whels, it 1s lugh- 
er behind than before, and hath 4 rongue of Iron at the bfttom., 


which being fitted into a channel of woot] framed in rhe middle of 
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the bottom of each paſſage, it can no ways deviate, but keeps always 
in the middle ; and by this means a little Boy will run full ſpeed with 
three or four hundred pound weight of Ore or Earth before him, 
wherever you command him, without any light, through thoſe dif- 
mal dark paſſages of the Mine : and it was very new to me to hear the 
rattling they make in the Minc, and the alteration of the ſound as 
they are nearer or further from us; and to ſce them come wigh that 
ſwiftneſs out of the Rocks, overturn their little Charriot, where they 
are to leave their Ore, then turn again and enter thoſe dark Caves wit: 
ſuch a force and ſwiftneſs. 

Not much unlike this is another inſtrument they have to bring the 
Ore from the mouth of the Mine, or from the Hills down to the 
Buchworke, where they pound it and waſh it ; but inſtcad of a tongue 
it hath eight wheels or four rowlers and four wheels, and the way 15 
made with Firr in ſuch manner and at ſuch a diſtance that the row- 
lers row] upon the wood of the Firr-trees. And theſe rowlers and 
wheels are {> contrived, that theſe Cheſts can never overturn' nor go 
out of the way, and a child draws them, and ſometimes a dog ſerves 
the turn. To one Buchworke alone, they carry every week three or 
four hundred of theſe Cheſts full, and cach Cheſt holds four hundrcd 
pound weight. | = 

There were two very bad ſtrong damps in this Mine when I was 
there, and divers others that had not the like force to ſuffocate in fo 
ſmall a time. One of theſe Damps was in a Schacht Puteus or Pit, and 
the other in a Stall, or right-on paſſage; no Lamps would burn in either 
of them, yet the Miners would venture into them for ſome ſhort ſpace 
of time: and we let one man down into that Damp which was in the 
Pit five or ſix times ; but pulled him up again as ſoon as cver we ſaw 
his Lamp go out ; this plzce is moſt poyſonous when the water is high, 
the vapour then ariſing more ſtrongly,the other Damp in the Caniculus 
they hope to remedy, by perflation, and making or digging another 
paſſage into it. 

[ was informed that there had been twenty cight men killed at one 
time, by Damps in four Canicali, ſeven in each ; and in the ſinking 
of Leopold's Pit, they were much troubled with Damps, which they 
remedicd in this manner. 

They fixed to the fide of the Schackt.or Pit a Tube from rhic top to 
the bottom ; and that not proving ſufficient they forced down a broad 
flat board which covered or ſtopped the Pit, or couched very ncar 
the ſides of it on all ſides, but where the Tube was : and ſo forced 
out all the Air in the Pit through the Tube ; which work they were 
forced often to repeat. And now they having divers othcr paſſages 
into it, the Air is good and ſufficient, and | was drawn up through it 
without the leaſt trouble in breathing. 

Altermans Fore-ſtall, a Cuniculus five hundred fathoms long, was 
burned in the year 1642. by the carcleſneſs of a Loy wiping the 
ſmuff of a Lamp upon the wood ; and fiſty men ſmothered in it ; 
they were all taken out except one, who was afterwards found to ke 
dilolved by the ſharp waters of the Minc, nothing eſcaping cither of 
fleſh or bones, but only ſome of his cloths. 

There is Vitriol in this Mine, whitc, red, blue and green ; and alſo 
Vitriolat waters. There is a ſubſtance found, which ſticks to the 
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Gold-Ore of ſmall pointed parts like needles, of a purple colour, and 


ſhining, the mother of which is yellow like brimſtone, it is called by 
them Antimony of Gold, There are Cryſtals tound here, and ſome 
tinctured yellow. | | 

There is a Vitriol-Mine in theſe Hills nigh the Gold-Mine, about 
eighty fathoms decp. The Earth or Ore whereof is reddiſh, agd 
ſometimes greeniſh. This Earth is infuſed in water, and aſter three 
days the water is poured off, and boyled ſeven days in a leaden Veſlc, 
rill it comes to a thick granulated whitiſh ſubſtance, which is aſter- 


wards reduced toa Calx-in an Oven, and ſerves in the making of 


Aqua fortis, or the ſeparating, water uſed at Schemnitz. 

Where they pound the Gold: Orc, they lay a foundation three yards 
cleep of wood, upon which they place the Orc, over which there 
are four and twenty Beams armed at the bottom with Iron, which 
break and grind the Ore, it being covercd all the while with water. 
Theſe Beams are moved by faur Wheels, one Wheel to ſix Beams, the 

water which comes out from the pounded Ore, is Ict into little Pits 
or Cheſts commonly ſeven or cight one aftcr another ; and afterwards 
into a large Pit of almoſt half an Aker of ground, and then after fet- 
ling let out. 

The Gold-Ore in powder or pounded 1s called S$lich, of which that 
is the richcſt which 1s neareſt to the Beams where it 15 firſt pounded. 
They work thus day and night continually. The Candles which they 
make uſe of arc of Firr or ſome Reſinous wood. 

They take the $/ich waſhed fo long as perhaps in an hundred pound 
weight, there may be half an ounce or an ounce of Gold and Silver, 
the greateſt part ordinarily Gold, two thirds generally, (for the Chrem- 
vitz Gold-Ore is feldom without ſome mixture of Silver, and the belt 
of the Schemnitz Silver-Ore yickls an cighth part of Gold in pro- 
portion to the Silver;) to this S/ich they add Limeſtone and Slacken, 
and melt them together in the melting Furnace. 

This firſt melting produces a ſubſtance called Lech ; this /.cch 
they burn with Charcoal to make 1t liplitcr, to open its body and 
render it porous, and then it 15 called /ts//. 

To the Ro/t they add Sand as they ſee occaſion, and melt it apain 
in the melting Furnace ; then Jet it out into the Pan, ani] proceed 
25 in the melting of Silver. 

They have divers other ways to get the Gold our of the pounded 
Ore, and I cannot omit to ſet down this one, in which they proceed 
without Lead. | 

They waſh the pounded Ore often, and lay it in powder upon 
Cloths, and by the gentle oblique deſcending of the water over it, 
and their continual ſtirring it, the carthy, clayiſh, and lightcr parts 
are Waſht away, while the hcavicr and mctalline remain in the Cloth: 
not much unlike to this proceeding is that with Sheep-skins and Wooll, 
which tizey place either in the water which comes from the works, or 
n rivulets which have their Heads hid in Hil's and Mountains rich in 
Gold ; ſo that while the water and fluid parts paſs througlt or over 
them, the more ſolid, heavy and metallinc arc inſnared ; and by this 
way ſome have obtained the Golden Fleece. But to continue the man- 

. ner of working, with cloths, they waſh the cloths in which the Ore 


doth ſtick in ſeveral "Tubs, and the water after ſome ſctling is pour'd 
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off from its Sediment ; which Sediment is again waſht and ſtirr'd up 
in ſeveral Veſſels and Troughs, till at length they ſprinkle Quick: (il- 
ver upon it, and knead it well together for an hour or two ; and then 
waſhing it again in a wooden Vellcl, after the _— of much of 
it, which the Quick-ſilver touches not, by ſtriking this Veſſel againſt 
their leg, they bring the Gold and Quick-ſilver together in an Amal- 
gama, to one corner of it. From this Amalgama they ſtrain as much of 
the Quick-ſilver as they can through courſe cloths firſt, and then 
through fine: They put the Maſs remaining upon a pertorated Plate, 
which they ſet over a deep Pan placed in the Earth ; in the bottom of 
which Pan they alſo put Quick-ſilver : This Pan they cover, and lute 
the cover well, and then make a Charcoal fire, upon it, and drive down 
the Quick-filver yet remaining in the Gold to the reſt in the bottom of 
the Pan ; and then taking out the Gold, they caſt it into the fire that 
it may ſtill become purer. 

After ſome few days having ſeen the moſt remarkable curioſities of 
Chremnitz, I went to Newſo/; paſſing thoſe Hills which he on the 
Eaſt-fide of Chremnitz, upon the top of one of which lies a vaſt Stone 
or Rock alone by it ſelf , near the way-ſide ; theſe Hills afford wood 
tor the Service of the Gold-Mine. Paſſing on further we were not far 
from Lzla, a Village, where they find Quick filver ; and after we had 
travelled over the Quick-ſilver Hills, we came again to the River 
Gran, upon which Newſo/ ſtands ; there js a Bridge of wood to paſ; 
the River at this Town, and an handſom building of Piles ſhoring croſs 
the River to ſtop the wood thrown into this River, ten miles higher, 
Where the Country is very full of wood : and by this Artifice with- 
out labour or charpe, it is conveyed to Newſe, to be uſed in the work- 
ing of the Copper-Ore,and in the burning, melting, caſting, hammerinp 
of the Copper. 

Newſolis an handſome Town, and hath a large Pzaz2a, at the upper 
end whereof ſtands a fair Tower. The Caſtle alfo is worth the ſec- 
ing, in Which is the Church covered over with Copper ; within tl:: 
Church there are many Figures of carved Wood, and ſome Reliquecs : 
but being in the poſſeſſion of the Latherans they arc not much re- 
garded, though carciully preſerved. As I alſo obſerved in ſome / «- 
theran Churches in Germany, as at Nuremberg, and Magdeburg, where 
ſome Reliques had bccn left; which they have not parted with, but ſtill 
keep as rarities. 

At this Town, and near unto it, are the greateſt Copper-works in 
Flungary, the body of the Copper being very ſtrongly united to its 
Stone, Bed, or Ore, the ſeparation of it is effected with great 1a- 
bour and difficulty ; for the Copper-Orc taken out of the Mine js 
burned and melted fourteen times before that it becomes fit for uſe : 
and firſt it is melted with a Stone which they call £/«ſs-/tein, and it; 
own drofs, and with Xis or a fort of Pyrites. It is afterwards carri- 


ed to the Roſt-hearth, where it is laid upon great ſtacks or heaps 
of Billets, and thoſe ſet on fire under it ; by which means it is bur- 
ned into a ſubſtance called Ro/, and this is repeated ſeven or eight 
times; afterwards jt is melted again in the melting Furnace, and at 
two Furnaces more at Miſmills, and twice at the Hammer. 

Here they alſo melt Xis which is brought hither from Jefina, whicl1 
ſubſtance melted is ſerviceable in the melting of Silver. 
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At Miſmills not far from hence they get Silver out of Copper, 
which they ſeperate thus: They add Lead to the Copper when it is 
melted, and take out the Metals melted together in Spoons or Iron 
- Diſhes. When it is cold they give it a ſtrong fire apain as it lies 
upon croſs Bars, untill the Silver and Lead melts and falls through. 
When the Copper hath paſſed its laſt melting and is fit for uſe, they 
Cut it in pieces, with great Hammers which are ſharp, to move every 
one of which there is a Mill on purpoſe, which with great force lift- 
eth up the Hammer : and to ſhape and form it into Veſſels or Plates, 
they have other Hammers, which are flat or round according as they 
intend to frame the Copper. EI 

The Governor of theſe Works at Newſol was highly obliging, and 
beſides the giving us opportunity of ſeeing every thing we defircd; he 
ſent me a handſom preſent of Wine and Fowls, and wrote a Letter to 
the Przfect of the Copper-Mine at errn-grundt to ſhew me every 
thing that was curious and obſervable in that Mine. 

Herrn-Grundt 1s a little Town ſeated very high between two Hills, 
upon a part of Land of the ſame name, an /{ungarian mile diſtant from 
Newſol. The Country about was then all covered with Snow after we 
came to ſuch a heighth, but in the Valleys, and in our journey from 
Newſol hither we met with none ; ſo that we found the Air very 
piercing as we paſſed towards the entrance of the Mine in Miners ha« 
bits ; which habit conſiſts of a Linen Coat and Drawers, a ſtiff round 
Cap, like the crown of a Hat, a leather Apron turned behind, and two 
pieces of Leather tyed to the Knees, to defend thoſe parts againſt any 
fudden ſtriking againſt the Rocks,'or the fall of Earth upon them. ' In 
the Mine we were warm enough. 

I went into this Mine through a Cuniculus called Tachſtohr, and con- 
tinued divers hours in the Mine, and viſited many of 'the moſt remar- 
kable places in it. The ſtecp deſcents in this Mine arc made by 'Lad- 
ders or Trees ſet upright, with deep notches or-ſtayers cut' in them to 
ſtay the foot upon : They are not troubled with water, the Mine lying 
high in the Hill, fo that the water may drain 'away ; but they arc mo- 
leſted with duſt, which is choaking and fretting, and alſo with pernici- 
ous damps. | | Fre, EE 

In one place of the Mine they ſhewed me. the manner how the 
had lately. cured a very bad Damp by a great pair of 'Beflows, which 
were blown continually for many days ; and in divers other places the 
Damps were ſo ſtrong as to hinder the Work-men very much in their 
labour, and theſe Damps are not only met with in' places where the 
Earth js full of Clay or the like ſubſtances, but alſo! where it is rocky, 
and one place they ſhewed me where there had' been a pernicious 
Damp, and yet the Rock fo hard, that it could 'nvt/be broken by their 
Inſtruments; but the deſcent was all made by the means of Giin-pow- 
der ramm'd into long holes in the Rock, and fo blown up. 

Much of this Mine lies in the Rocks whete-they have no need of 
Wood-work to keep it open, and ſome paſſages'llie between the Rock 
and the Earth, fo that they are kept open npon one ſide by Firt-Trees, 
and on the other ſide with Stone, 'the paſſages alſo/are not ſo'regular as 
at Chremnitz, for many here are neither horizontal, nornear to a per- 

ndicular, but moderately inclining up and down, and there are many. 

rge Cavities within, In one _ where we deſcended obliquely to 
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$9 to a remarkable part of the Mine, we found that the Earth had fal- 
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en in and ſtopped up the paſſage, but one of our Guides unwilling to 

go about, and the Earth being yet looſe, he made a Burrough into it 
and digged his way through, although the Earth continually fell upon 
him and covered him ; and got at length through and tumbled down 
amongſt the Work-men, below, with a great quantity of Earth after 
him ; with which they fo ſpeedily laded their Barrows and Hundts, of 
which I ſpake before, and the Boys ran away with them with ſuch ſwift- 
neſs, that in a ſhort time he made the paſſage clear again upto the place 
where he had left us. 

The Veins of this Mine are very large, many of them, ſuch as are 
termed cumulate, and the Ore is very rich, in an hundred pounds of 
Ore they ordinaril, find twenty pounds of Copper, ſometimes thirty, 
forty, half Copper, and even to ſixty in the hundred. Much of the 
Ore is joyncd fo faſt to the Rock, that 'tis ſeparated with great difh- 
culty, and in many places the Ore and the Rock are one continued 
Body or Stone, onely with this diflerence that one part of the Rock 
will yicld Copper, the other none ; which is known and diſtinguiſhed 
by the colour, and eafily «t firſt fight, the Copper-Ore being tor the 
moſt part, eſpecially the beſt of ir, either yellow or black : The yellow 
is pure Copper-Ore, the black contains alſo a proportion of Silver. 

There arc divers ſorts of Vitriol found in this Mine, white, green, 
blue, and a red cl-ar tranſparent. "There is alſo a green Earth or Sedi- 
ment of a green Water, called Berg-Gruy, uſed by the Painters; there 
are likewiſe Stones found of a beautiful green-and' blue colour, and one 
ſort upon which 7arcoiſes have been found, and therefore calked the 
Mother of the Zurcois. 00, | 

There are alfo two Springs of a Vitriolat Water which turn-Irom' in- 
to Copper, called the old and the new Ziment ; theſe Springs lie very 
deep in the Mine, and the Iron is ordinarily left in the water fourteen 
days. Theſe Waters are very profitable, ſeeing that the worſt: fort of 
Iron, and; uſeleſs old Iron is. hereby turned into the pureſt ſort of Cop- 
per, which hath this commendation above other Copper to be more 
ductile, malleable, and eaſily melted ; and I have melted it without the 
additiori of any other ſubſtance, without difficulty. Whilſt the Ore of 
Copper muſt run through many Fires and Furnaces to be brought to 
afiy thing, Ofithis ſoxt of Copper I took a good quantity out of the 
old Ziment, and I took alſo a piece of Copper of the Figure of a'Heart 
which had been layed. in. it eleven or twelve days before ; having the 
ſame Figure, but as perfectly Iron: then, as it is at this day Copper. 
Some will, not baye this to be a Tranſmutation; of, one Metal into ano» 
ther, but that this Water of the Zimers being, faturated with a Yitrio- 
lam Veneris, and meeting; with ſuch a body fo: ready; to receive it as 
Mats, it depoſes Yewss, who immediately infinuates her ſelf fo far 
into Mars, that ſhe doth dFvidere (8 imperare, and. at laſt ſhe ſubſti- 
tutes her own body, and precipitates that.of Mars. ' 

In the changing ef Iron. into Copper in\ thefs Springs, many parts 
are indeed 'often) teparated, and. lie ae- the bottom in; powder, but theſe 
parts are not Iron-bug; Copper:z, and I have taken'of this powder out 
of. the. Spring, and: melted it, into excellent Copper ; fo that if the Iron 
be not changed, 1 know: not. what: becomes' of it. This Qppzing | 
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which nature ſo curiouſly performs in the Mine, I have ſince ſeen at- 
rempted to be imitated by Art; and in my judgment ſucceſsfully. 

After that I had ſeen many of the moſt remarkable places in the 
Mine, I returned to the Yerwalter of Herrn-Grund? his Houſe, and put 
my clothes on again in the Stove : where we were afterwards very 
kindly entertained. He ſhewed me a Map of that Mine wherein we 
had ſpent moſt part of that day ; and the delineations of all thoſe 
places we had been at, witli a Scale to meaſure the lengths and diſtan- 
ces of all Paſſages and Places in the Mine ; and it was very delightful 
to ſee ſo large a Draught or PiRure of ſo fair a Subterraneous City : nor 
can I term it leſs, in which there 1s more building than in many. The 
extent ſurpaſſes moſt, and the number of the Inhabitants are conſide- 
rable, their Order admirable, their Watches exact, their Reſt undi- 
ſturbed, grateful after Lab6ur and refreſhing, they repoſing themſelves 
eight hours in the hollow of a Rock after the ſame time ſpent in labour; 
beſides this Map, he ſhew'd me many curions Minerals taken out of 
that Mine, and by heating the Copper-Ore, and caſting it into water, 
made the watcr hike forme natural Baths which ariſe near theſe Hills. 
And upon my commending the Ziment watcr and its ſtrange Opera- 
tion upon Iron, he preſented me with divers fair pieces, and a chain 
of Copper tranſmuted in thoſe Springs. They make alſo very hand- 
fome Cups and Veſſels our of this ſort of Copper, and we drank out of 
one of them which was gilded over, and had a rich piece of Silver- 
Ore faſtned in the middle of it; and this Inſcription graved on the 
outſide : |

The profit which the Emperor makes by his Mines, is reckoned to 
amount to an hundred and twenty Thouſand pounds ſterling yearly. 
But when they come to deal with deeper and richer veins of Ore, and 
that there ſhall be by degrecs more of theſe Vitriolate Copper ſprings 
diſcovered, this revenue will then be encreaſed. And it 15 more than 
probable that time will bring more of them to light; for at Zolzock, and 
other places near the Carpathian Hills there arc divers of the ſame 
ſprings already made uſe of. Bur if furthermore, conſidering the no- 
bleneſs of theſe ſprings, containing in them the true mature Salt of Ye- 
aus, ſome Perfons hereafter ſhall be fo 'fortunate, as'moreover to dif- 
cover and experimentally improve the uſe of Springs and Fountains 
faturated with a Y:triolam Lang, and learn perfeHly how to adapt 
Metalline Bodies to the adzquate energy, and adtivity of fuch waters ; 
The improvertient by tranſmutation as it is at preſerit' more than ten to 
one, fo it will: in thoſe'dayes' artount to'aboye a hwtidred to one, and 
the uſe of theſe Mines and Metalfine Habours may hereby cfſ&ttually 
prove ir times to cone one of the Richeſt Jewels in the Imperial 
Crown. | 

From Zterru-Grundt we came to Stubn, a Town three Flangaritht 


miles diſtant from Newſe/, and two from Chremnitz ; where near unto. 
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2 Rivolet there are divers hot Baths of great eſteem, and much fre- 


quented ; the water whereof. is very clear and ſmells of S/phur, the Se- 
diment green ; i: colours the wood over it green and black, but doth 
not change the colour of Metals ſo ſoon as moſt others ; | left money 
in it a whole night, which was yet but faintly coloured. The Springs 
aciſe underneath, and paſs through the holes in the plancher of the 
Baths. | 

The heat of theſe is anſwerable to that. of the Kings-Bath in Erg- 
land ; there are ſeven 1n number : The firſt is the Noblemans Bath, 
the ſecond the Gentlemans, the third the Country-mans, the fourth 
the Country-womans, the fifth the Beggars Bath, the fixth for ſuch as 
2re infected with the Les Yenerea, the ſeventh the Bath of the Gyp/ees. 
Theſe Baths are in a Plain encompaſſed on all ſides with Hills, the 
nigheſt unto them are towards the Eaſt ; and it is the ſame ridge of 
Hills which on the other ſide are fo rich. in Metals. I Lath'd in one 
of theſe and met good company that I was detained too long, and 
received ſome inconvenience from the heat of the Bath, nor could [ 
commend their cuſtom of eating, drinking, and ſleeping much while 
they bathed. | 

From $tub'n Bad we went to Boinitz, croſſing the River Nitra and 
leaving Privitz, a large Town on the left hand. At Boinitz there are 
alſo five natural Baths of a moderate gentle heat delightful to bath in, 
being much beautified by Count Pal Palatine of Hungary, and all of 
them covered under one large roof. The firſt js the Noblemans Bath 
built of Stone, deſcended into on all ſides by Stone ſtairs ; the other 
four are of wood, very handſomely and well built, where it was a plea- 
ſure to us to ſee the Boys and Girls dive fo finely for any thing that 
we caſt in. About this part of the Country there grows very much 
Saffron. 

From Boinitz we went to Weſtenitz, two Hungarian miles, and from 
Weſtonitz the next day, we arrived at Trenſchin, which they count four 
Hungarian miles ; but ſuch long ones they are, that we were travelling 
from before Sun-riſing till eight of the Clock at night, before we could 
come to our journeys end. 

Trenſchin is a handſome Town ſeated upon the River Waag, over 
which there is a Bridge of wood; the Pazza is fair, the Jeſuites 
Church handſome, the Caſtle ſeated very high, eaſily diſcernable at 
twenty Engliſh miles diſtance, and belonged to the Graff Jelhaſey. 
There are two warm Baths a mile from the Town, and a great num- 
ber of Springs of Mineral waters in the Country about. Here we met 
with Count Rothall going from the Emperor to treat with Abaft Prince 
of Tranſylvania his Commiſſioners at Eperies, where I engaped ſome 
of his Attendants to make enquiry into the Salt-Mirtes of that place, 
or any other, according to the inſtructions I left with them, and after- 
wards I received an Account to this effect. 

Half an hours going from the City of Zperies in upper Zungary, 
there is a Salt-Mine of great note from the firſt place of deſcent unto 
the bottom, it is about one hundred and fourſcore fathoms deep. Into 
this the Miners deſcend firſt by Ropes, and at laſt by Ladders unto the 
lower parts. The Mine is for the moſt part in an Earthy, and not a 
Rocky ground. 2 | | | 
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The Veins of Salt are large, and there are pieces to be found of ten 
thooſand pound weight : they commonly hew out the Salt into long 
ſquare pieces of two foot in length, and one in thickneſs, and for uſe it 
is broken and grinded between two Grind ſtones. | 

The Mine is cold and moiſt, but the Salt being a Stone falt, is not 
eaſily diſſolved, or at leaſt in any great quantity by dampneſs or moi- 
ſture ; 3et much of the water of the Mine is impregnated with falt, 
in ſuch ſort that being drawn out in large buckets, and afterwards 
boyld up, it affords a blackiſh Saſt, which they give to their Cattle in 
that Country. | 

The colour of the ordinary Stone-falt of this Mine is not very white, 
but ſomewhat grey : yet being broken and grinded to powder, it be- 
comes as white as if 1t were refined, and this Salt conſiſts of pointed 
parts or foſſets. Another fort of Salt there is alſo, which conſiſts of 
Squares and Tables; and a third to be found of ſomewhat ſtirious or 
long ſhoots. | 

Nor is all the Salt of this Mine of one colour, but of divers ; that 
which is found groſly mixt with the Earth receives ſome colour from 

it; and even that which is moſt pure and reſembles Cryſtal, doth 
often receive tinfAures of ſeveral colours; in the middle of a Cryſtal- 
falt with long ſhoots, I have ſeen a dclicate blue ; and at Count Ke- 
thall his Houſe at Vienna, 1 faw a large picce ofa fair tranſparent yellow. 
There are alſo ſome pieces fo clear and hard, that they carve them into 
divers Figures, as if they were Cryſtal it ſelf. Of all theſe forts men- 
tioned I alſo obtained ſome pieces, and brought them with me into 
England. 

But it is time to conclude this long diſcourſe of Mines and Minerals, 
which may ſeem of little concern unto many ; yet for the ſatisfaction 
of the more curious in ſo conſiderable a piece of Naturals, in places lit- 
tle known unto us; and withal, undeſcribed by any Engii/h Pen that 1 
know ; I would not omit this particular account thereot. 

I continued my journey near to the River Waag, and came to Nove 
Mueſto, and from thence the next day to 7 irnaw, a City ſeated upon a 
Plain, and to be ſcen at a great diſtance ; it hath almoſt recovered it 
{lf out of tlie Aſhes that it was reduced into fix years before : the day 
following we got to the Danube again, and lodged that night at Pres- 
burg, whereof | have ſpoken clſcwhere ; and then paſſing the Danube 
in two Ferry-boats, we travelled by //omburg Tower, by Flaimberg 
Hill, by thc Town of 7/aimberg, by Regelsbrun, Viſchet and Swechet, 
and came to Vienna. | 

A great part of theſe Countries of upper //ungaria, through which 
[ travelled, had a diffcrent face from that of Auſtria, and from what: 
they had formerly been. For ſome places had been burnt or plundred 
by the Zartars and Zurks in the late war, and divers pay contribution 
to them, ſo that many live warily and meanly to become leſs noted : 
And in divers places their Houſes are bare and unfurniſhed ; and it is 
well if they have any other Bed than one for the man of the Houſe 
and his Wite. Even in parts of the Country better provided, and un- 
der the Emperor, a great part of the people being of the Lutheran, or 
the reformed Religion, are under ſuch hard meaſure and fears that they 
live in little content, and being of a ſtout and perſevering temper, they 
may in time become fo deſperate, that if the Zurk ſhould break —_ 
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fully in, 'tis probable they would not fight ſo heartily againſt him as in 
times paſt. There are many Calviniſts, many Lutherans. 'They were 
formerly almoſt all Lutherans in the Minc-Towns, but now the Offi- 
cers are of the Roman Church. At Schemnitz a very fair Church was 
lately taken from the Lutherans; and they told me that at Boinitz, and 
the Country about , Count Pal cauſed all his Latheran Tenants to 
change, or at leaſt to declare the change of their Religion, or clſe to part 
with their Houſes and Lands : There are alſo many Anabaptiſts up and 
down, more obſerved for their neat working in Mother of Pearl than 
any thing elſe. The Z»7tari; live in the farther parts of upper //tnga- 
ry towards Tranſylvania, and have the commendation to ſpeak general- 
ly Latin, even the {/ungarian Catholicks are much diſſatisficd at the 
intruſion of the Germans, and their encroaching upon them, they look 
jealouſly upon the Court at Vienna, think themſclves not regarded ac- 
cording, to their merits or ability of their Services, nor the /ſungariar 
Privileges well obſcrved, fo that they can ſcarce diſſemble their Diſ- 
contents, which may in time prove of very bad conſequence.

HILE]I FIY! at ima took tli ins to ſee di- 
vers places not far diſtant ftorh it, as Neugeban, Kalew- 
berg, Cloſter, Newberg, Itzing, Baden, Laxambarg,New- 
fidler-See, with others ; and aft wards made a = 

ney unto Yenice, not by the Srage-Coaches which keep one conſtant 
road, but choſe rather to perform. it. by Horſe whereby ; might ſtay in 
any place, or go out of the road at pleafure. 

The firſt conſiderable place we faw was Bader, about four. Germave 
miles from YViewra, a pretty walled Town ſeated year a part of Mount 
Cetius, which divided Noticum from Pannonia; ' x Rivolket named Swe- 
chet paſſes by it, which afterwards, enlarges and runs into the Da- 
mule about a German mile from Yiewna, there are three Churches, that 
of the Augyſlincrs, of our Lady, and S. Srephen ;| but this place is moſt 
remarkablc' for its Baths which are much frequented from Vienna and 
theſe parts, The Springs being numerous and affording nine conveni- 
cnt Baths, two within the T'« wn, five without the Wall, and tw be- 
yond a Rivolct called Swecher. 

The Dukes-Bath is the largeſt, about twenty foot ſquare, in' the mid- 
dlc of a Houſe of the fame Figure, 1 uilt over it.' "The vapour paſles 
throvgh a tunnel] of Wood at the top: and the Water is conveyed into 
the Lottcm of the Bath, at one corner through wooden pipes and Trees, 
under the Town-wall, from he Sprivg head, which riſcs at A little 
diſtance Weſlward. The Springs of rhe reſt of the Baths riſc under 
them, and It in through holes of the Plancher, for all the Baths are 
\ ainſcored, rhe Scars, Sides, and Bottom being made of Firr. The Wa- 
ter {or the moſt part is clear and tranſparent, yet ſomewhat blewiſlr, 
and mak tlic Sitnaptear pale i'1t;m the fame manner as the Smmonk of 
| Brunſtone, 
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Brimſtone, it coloureth Metals (except Gold, the colour of which it 
alſo heightens) turning, them black in a few minutes. The Coyn of 
this Country, which is mixed of Copper and Silver, (having .; of Sil- 
ver, and 7; of Copper) is in a minntes time turned from a white into 
a dark yellpw, dnq ſoon after begomes lack, It gives a fipe green 
colour to the Moſþ and Plants which it waſhes, and Jeaves otten a 
ſcum upon them of a purple, mixed with white As it runs from the 
Spring-head, it ſomewhat reſembles the Sulphur River in the way from 
7:voli to Rome, but is not ſo ſtrange or ſtinking nor doth it incruſtate 
its banks. 

The Spring heag iy alſo cqnlderable, io regard that it riſes under 
a rocky Hill, at @mediſtancg from the entrgnce, and I paſſcd to it a- 
bout the length of forty yards, through an Arched paſſage cut in the 
Rock, which is alſo a natural ſtove, (as that of 7777ola and Baie ) made 
by the hot Bath water running under it, moſt part of the top of this 
Cave is incruſtated with a whlytc ſubſtance which towards the mouth 
becomes harder and ftany. I cauſed ſome of the Pipes through which 
the Bath water runs tq þe openeg,and from the upper part ot the Pipe. 
I took fome quantity of the Sulphur in powder, it Leing very like 
flowers of Brimſtone, this being as it were ſublimcd from the water and 
nat depoſed, it being fqund mn the uppex part of the Pipe, o/cwn Sulpbu- 
ris "ww campaxnum dropped into this water, js received into it quietly, 
Oleum Tartari per detiquium cauſes an ebullition as in the making of 
Tartarum Vitriolatum. 

The Second Bath within the Wall is our Lady's Bath, about twelve 
foot broad and twenty fqur foot. ry end of this is under a Chureh 
of the fame name. This is fuller of Sulphur than the reſt,and more blew,

The Third is the New Bath, without the Town near the Gate, when 
I aw it, it, was full of Nag who were making merry and ſinging, 
The Fourth is the Jews Bath, this hath a parution in the middle, to 
ſeparate the Men fram the Women. 
The Fifth is St, Fobr's Bath af a triangular Figore: 
— The Uxth. is the Beggars Bath, alwayes fballow fo as they lie down

The Seventh is the Bath of the haly Craſs, about two fathors fquare, 
chiefly for the Clergy. | 

The Eighth is St. Pezer's Bath, this is greener than the reſt. 

The Nipth is the Sqwer-Bath, this is ſet about. with ſtone Balaſtres, 
and covered with a handſame Cupola and a Lanthorn, the Water js vc- 
ry clear, in the ſtream of this Bath 1 have otten coloured Money black 
withaut touching the Water ; yet, the” Water it, ſelf being once cold 
cbanges nat. the eolour of Metals, although they be boyled in it. 

The hotteſt of theſe Baths have nat the heat of the Queens Bath at 
Bathe in Englind. They uſe ng Guides as with. us, but dire them- 
ſelves with 2 ſhort turned Staff, 

Here we met with very gvad Company, and all kind of accommo- 
dation at no dear rate- A Captain of the Emperout's whom I had ac- 
companicd tq theſe Baths as a token of his love gave me a Gemp:kuge/ 
which is ſajd to he an excreſcence upon the Liver of a wil-| Goat of 
Zyrol, and highly cryed up in Germany far a ſigns) remedy againſt the 


diſeaſes 
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diſeaſes of the Liver, malignant Fevers and the Plapue, and many are ſo 
obſtinately credulous as to think that whoſoever rakes it becomes in- 
vulnerable for twenty four hours aſter. 

Having hathed in the Baths, and taken a draught ' of the Town, 1 
leſt Baden, and the next conſiderable place was New/tad, one of the 
chicſeft Cities 1 44/triz : it 15 of a ſquare Figure-with a Y7azze in tice 
middle of it, two ſides whereot are:arched and ſupport. d with Pillars : 
there arc ſour Gates, three whereof are to be feen from the Piazza ; Sr. 
Jacobs 1s the chickeſt Church,which hath two Steeplesin the Front. The 
Emperor liath a Palace here of a ſquare Building with four Towers, 
which are to Le ſeen a great way off, as 1s alſo moſt part of the Town, 
as lying in a Mariſh Ground, and in a plain Country; it is encompalſ- 
{cd with a Ditch and two Walls, the one very low, the other ſeems not 
ſirong ; yet as they told me, at one time the 7ark could not take it, 
but left jt upon condition that they might take ſomething out of the 
Town ; which being granted, they took the Prenger or Whipping- 
I oil,and carried it unto Conſtantinople ; and at another time in the Year 
1529. Sulywan the Magnificent flormed it ſeven times in one day, 
and was every time repulſed. At this place Count Peter Serini and 
/'rangipani were beheaded, as being chict Contrivers in the Z/n:yariun 
IRevolr, 

From hence through the Plains we came to Mount Simeren paſling 
by Newkirckel, where rhere 1s a Chappel with a little red Pinnacle 
which they ſay was built by an Eg/i/þ King ; I ſuppoſe by King Richard 
the firſt, who was kept Priſoner in [Au/rza 1n his return from rhe Holy 
Land, whoſe Ranſom built the old Walls of Yitmma. Mount Simercn 
154 part of Mount Cetius upon the top whereof lics an heap of Stones 
which make the boundary between Auſtria and Styria; the aſcent of 
the Hill is ſteep and ſtony ; ſo that ſometimes it takes twenty four Hor- 
{cs or Oxen to draw up a Cart or Coach. 

We lodged at Schotwien or Schadtwien,a ſtrange Town ſeated between 
Rocks upon the paſſage of the Hills, the Hayſes upon the ſides of the 
Rocks arc inacccſſible but from the Top of the Hills,and looking over the 
Plains, ſerve for Watch-Towers ; this is a cloſe ſtrong place, and called 
by ſome Clayſlra Autlrie ; having the Mountains bn each hand, and 
ſhut up with a Gate at cach end ; a ſmall current coming down from the 
Hills, is admitted into the Town under the Wall,: which put me in 
mind of the Picture of the Wall to the Kingdom of China, wherein 1s 
cxpreſicd the manner of the Rivers running into Chiza, the Wall being 
{lil continued over them. From hence ] came to Mehrzuſchlag, the 
(lace where they beat out the Iron into Bars; fo to XKeimburg, paſſing 
Ly a ſwiſt ſmall River named Murtz, then travelled by a Caſtle belong- 
11 to the Family of $zubnberg, which 1s eſteemed one of the Ancienteſt 
in Germany, and came to Prug, ſeated upon the River Hur or Muer, a 
fwift large River, but not navigable, although after it hath paſſed by 
Gratz and Rakenburg .w enlarges. Prug or Muripons 1s not il] built 
conſidering the Country, and hath a fair Piazza. Another Town of 
this name | had feen betore ſeated upon the River Leyta, and for di- 
{linCtion called /ru7 upon the / eyta, 10 forward by Luheim where the 
Staple of Iron is. I.came to #Anirelfeldt and Fudenburg fill nigh to the 
River Mur, the next day to //undixmark and Newmark, then to Fret- 
ſach, which ſome think to Iave been /Virwum, others Yacorium, 11 _ 
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of Altenhofn, the Caſtle of /trowitz, and the Caſtle of 7ottenbrun, which 
belongs to the Arch-biſhop of Sa/rzbarg. | 

Then to St. Yeit or St. Faith, formerly the chief City of Carinthra, 
ſeated upon the Confluence of the River Glan and Wunich, it is walled 
about, hath ſix Churches in it, a Pzazza alſo, and in the ſame a remar- 
kable Fountain with a Laver or Baſfon of white Marble made out of one 
Stone, which was five of my fathoms in circumference : this noble An- 
tiquity was brought from Saal or Zolfeldt, a place not far off, and 
abounding with Roman Antiquities, 
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[n ſight of :topolis or St. Yeit, there are four remarkable Hills, as 
the Hill of St. Yezt, St. Ulrick, St. Lawrence, and St. Helena, with 2 
Chappel upon cach of them, to all theſe upon one day in the year the 
Inhabitants go in devotion on foot, although to perform the ſame they 
mult travel above thirty Engliſh miles. 

We ſtayed at St. YVezt, and had the divertiſement of a Latine Come- 
dy at the Franciſcan Convent, it was in May when the higher Hills 
were covered with ſnow, but the lower were all green, tull of Firr 
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and Larch-trees, it thundred and lightned very much, and as ſoon as 
it began they rung their Bells. Many here have great throats, ſome as 
big as their heads, many are blind, divers dumband fools withal ; with- 
out the Town there 15 an Moſpital for ſuch as have loſt their voice, their 
wits, or are otherwiſe oppreſſed by their great throats, many of them 
cover their throats, which otherwiſe are. very il] complexioncd in cold 
weather, Men and Women have them, the better fort of People,which 
live well, drink wine and good beer, are leſs ſubject to them. I faw big- 
ger throats in theſc parts, than any I had obſerved in the 4/p;ne parts 
of Sazvy. 

St. Veit, whoſe name this place bears, was a zealous Chriſtian who 
labourcd much in the Converſion of theſe parts, and was perſecuted 
under Diodeſhan. Many Churches and Towns do carry his name in 
cther parts of Exrope, and the People have an opinion of St. Yezt.in the 
curing of that dacing diſcaſe called Chorea Santli Vitr. 

From hence we travelled to Saal,or Selua, ancicntly a Roman Colony, 
an | ſ:t down in the Map of Wolfgargus Lazius by the name of Conia 
Sclueaſts ; a Field near unto it, 1s called Ager Soluenſis or Zolfeldt, a 
place very fruitſul in Antiquities, many whereof have been carried into 
other parts : in this Field I faw that much ſpoken of Antiquity of the 
Kings Chair ; it is made of Stone ſet together in the form of two Elbow- 
Chairs turned back to back. Upon three of the Stones there are Inſcrip- 
tions, but ſurcly more ancient than the Chair. At the inſtalling of the 
Duke of Carinthia, whether he be King, Prince, or Emperor ; cither 
he himſelf or his Subſtitute ſits in one part of the Chair towards the 
Eaſt, and a Baur or Country-man in the other part of the Chair toward 
the Weſt ; and among other Ceremonies, the Country-man riſes up 
and preſents the Duke witha fat and Jean Ox ; the Duke is obliged 
to take the Jean and return the fat one, and afterwards to receive a 
gentle box on the car from the Country-man, and fo after this manner 
15 inſtalled. 

The Church of Saal is very ancient, and hath eſcaped the fury of the 
Barbarous Nations ; herein I faw the Tomb of Modef{us a Companion 
of 5. Yeit, it is a plain Monument, and they have a Tradition here, 
that the Tomb hath removed it ſelf about a yard nearer unto the 
Altar than where it was firſt placed. On the Church Walls are many 
old Roman Antiquities of good Baſſo relievo, which were firſt taken 
out of Zolfeldr; thoſe which I chieflly obſerved were theſo. 4 
Chariot with two Horſei, A Chariot and a man in #t. 
licking of fruit fallen from a Tree. 1letlor fattned unto the Cha- 
' riot of Achilles as he was drawn about Troy. Four fair [leads 
unto the middle. Two Wolves, each holding a Horn and a Cup be- 
tween them, out of which ſhoots a Vine with Leaves and Grapes, this is 
over the Porch. 
Grapes. Komulus and Kemus ſucking of a Wolf. Two figures over 
the Crucifix by S Chr//topher, with ſome others, all which Zolfeldt 
afforded ; where I alſo ſaw many Inſcriptions, one upon a ſtone on the 
Southſide of the Church was this,

Within the Porch is a Cupid holding of a bunch of 
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alſo divers Roman Coins of Copper and Silver found in theſe parts, and 
1 brought away a Medal of 7rajar's in Gold. 

From thence we came to Clagenfurt or Claudia of old, which is at 
preſent the chief Town in Carzxthia, a fair four ſquare Town encloſed 
with an handſom Wall; the Rampart is very broad; at each corner 
there is a Baſtion, and one in the middle of each Curtain ; the Streets 
are ſtrait and uniform as well as the Works; there 1s allo a very fair 
Piazza in the middle. For the beauty of this place they are behold- 
en to the Induſtrious Lutherans while they held this Country : The 
Piazza is adorned with a Column of Marble, and a Statue of the Vir- 
gin upon it, alſo with a Statue of the Emperor, but above all with a 
noble Fountain in the middle, over which is a large prodigious Dra- 
gon made out of one Stone, Hercules with a Club ſtanding betore it, 
which the people think to be the Statue of a Baur which killed this 
Draggn in theſe parts. This was alſo brought from the above mention- 
ed Ficld of Saal, There are three noble Maſly Fountains obſervable 
un theſe hilly parts, thefe two of St. Yeit and Clagenfurt, and another 
of whitc Marble at Saltzhurg. 

Among the odd Cuſtoms of Carinthia there is an old one delivered 
of this place, that if a man were vehemently ſuſpected of theft, they 
hanged him, and three days after judged of the Fact; if he were 
tound guilty they let his body hang till it was corrupted, if otherwiſe, 
they rook down the body, buried it upon the publick account, and 
faid praycrs for his ſoul. Clagenfurt was then full of Souldiers, where 
Jhad the honour to ſee Count Leſley the chief Commander, Baron /z 
Hay, and my Lord Peaſly who had a Company in the Town, whoſe 


| ſipgular civilities and favours | cannot ſufficiently acknowledge, they 


oblged me tobe at their Table while I ſtayed, and one day my Lord 
Lefley carried me in his Barge through a handſom ſtreight cut into 
the Werd-Sca or Lake of Clagenfurt toa houſe of pleaſure called Loreztog 
finely ſeated,and which hath a Chappel in it, built after the ſame manner 
with that of Loreto in /raly,which having formerly ſeen, I was the b-t- 
icr able to confirm the exact imitation of it. Count Leſley is rc/2t' 
to Montecuculi, and ſo was pleaſed to give me Letters to Vienna, and 
to other parts: The honour I had to know the right honourable the 
Earl of Norwich, Earl Marſhal of ' England, did much cncreaſe my kind 
reccption among them, whoſe worthy name 1 found not only known 
in tic Dominions of the Empire, tut afterwards alſo in Zurky. 
Leaving Clagenfurt, | continued my Journey Southward, and af- 
ter 2 German mule and half croſſed the River Dravsys where | found it 
alrcady a large ſwift River, paſſing over two long Bridges of Wood, 
and an Iſland in the middle ; and aiter an hour or two I began td&Qpter 
berwcen the Hills at a place called the Z/ammer, where the Iron is bea- 
ten our, 82d procceded in oradcr to iy paſſage over Mount Luibel. 
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A Journey from Vienna into Styria,Carinthia, Cartiola Frivuli: 75 
In a ſhort time entring into as odd a defert of Rocks as may be ſeen, 
where th: re is a great Caſcata or fall of waters, and the water hath ſo 
worn the Rocks that all ſeems to be artificial : the way up is made 
with Walls, turning backward and forward with great pains, and grea- 
ter Art than I could have expected in this Country. And in this manner 
we went on winJing backward and forward till we reached the higheſt 
paſkge of the grear Mountain Zuibel, which is part a of the Carwick 
Alpes, dividing Carinthia and Carnio/a, and one of the moſt remark- 
able Hills I ever faw ; for baving paſſed up as bigh as the ſteep Rocks 
and Peaks would permit, we turned ſidewiſe by a made way which 
led us into a hole or paſſage cut quite through the Mountain, imita- 
ting the famed Grotto of the Hill Panfilipo, by Naples : there is 2 
Root of Wood-work in the middle, which is continued unto the 
Carnioljan ſide ; the Roof of this paſlage is high, the leoghth of it is 
156 yards, and it is four yards braad, 1 

The manner of paſſing through this Hill was fſurprizing unto me, 
having never read nor heard hereof before, I thoygbt it might be ſome 
work of the old Romans, but I was afterwards informed that it was 
much later, and that in former time there was no paſſage into Cary/ola 
this way, but they went about by Yillach. Ar firſt ſight of this hole 
when I was far below it, I conjetured it might be the habitation or 
Chappel of ſome Hermit, but could not imagin-how he ſhould come 
unto it, till at laſt by the winding and turning of the way up the Hill, 
I did not onely paſs through it my ſelf, but met with divers Paſſengers 
who came out of Carniola, and it is ſo well contrived, that the Country. 
carriages and Carts paſs through it every day. | 
 Inaſcending this Hill we had bad weather, rain and fierce. hail, and 
and the ſnow laid ſtill by the way-ſide ; and being fo high at the time 
of a ſtorm, I had an opportunity to ſee the Clouds defeend, and-:afrer it 
was palſt to aſcend again fo high, as to get over part of the Mountain, 
and a ſtream of them paſſed through the, hole out of Carnola into. Carts- 
thia, oppoſitely unto us wha patied out of CarintFja into Carvis/a; of 
out of AKarnten into Craex. | | I TIN 

This noble paſſage being already fo well contrived,and inthe Contury 
of a laboriousand induſtrious people,is like to be conttued;whoremove 
the ſnow with great pains in the Winter, and keep the way paffable, 
and as we continually aſcended till we came to this Grozto, fo when we 
were once got through it we always deſcended,&; came firſt to. Ama, 
two Evxgliſh miles downward, then to New/ftattel a, German mile and 
half further ſtill deſcending, and proceeded forward till we came to 
Crainlurg, which is thought to have been formerly Carnodunama,good 
Town ſeated upon the River Saves, from whence through a fair Plain 
four German miles long, we came to Labach 01 Lukiarta the chief City 
of Carniola; the River Labach runs through it, which falls after- 
wards into the Savus. It isan handſome City with a Caſtle ſeated|up- 
on an Hill which over-looks two hrge Valleys, to: the North and 
South, and hath a fair Proſpe& of many Hills and Caſflles, tit being 
commanded by another Hill not far from it, it is neglected, although 
we find that it hath endured a ſtrong, Siege, for while the Emperor Fre- 
derick was receiving the Crown at Ater, his Brother tes and 
Count 71rick took the advantage ta beſiege it, but it made fo good. re- 
ſiſtance that the Emperor had time to raiſe the Siege and deitroy the

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Army. Art Labach | happily met with Mr. Toſh a Scotch Apothecary 
in that Town, who was very civil unto me, informing me ct the places 
about, and ſhewing me many Curioſities, and the ſeveral Niincrals of 
thoſe parts. | 

This place is conceived to be old Nauportas famous for the 1anding 
of the Argonautes, who ſetting forth from Argos Pelaſgicum in Theſſa- 
ly failed unto Colchos on the Eaſt ſide of the Fuxine Sea, Lut being 
purſued by the King of Colchos his Veſſels diſpatched alter t1cm, they 
declined returning by the Zelleſpont, but bearing Northward entred 
the mouth of fer or Daxubius, and paſſed up the River till they came 
to the concurrence of the Danuhius and the Savus, and taking up the 
Savus they came to the River Labach, and went up that River landing 
about this place anciently called Nauportus, and then travelled to the 
Adriatick Sea and returned unto Greece. So that in my travels f had 
been near their ſetting out in Theſaly, and at the place of rheir landing 
in Carniola. 

- From hence we- travelled towards the Zirchnitzer-Sce, or ſamous 
ſtrange Lake of Zzrchnitz having the Marſhes on our right, hand, and 
the Hills on our left? till wecame to Brounzirza, and then paſſing over 
them we came to Zirchnitz, a Town' of about three hundred Houſes, 
which gives the name unto the Lake, here I applycd my ſelf unto An- 
dreas Wifer the Richter or Judge of the Town who atforded me di- 
reQtions and accommodations' for the viewing of the Lake ; and went 
down to Seedorff,a Village half a mile riearer the Lake, and then to Nz- 
derdorff,, where I took Boat and ſpent ſome time upon the Lake. 

This Lake is about two German miles long, 3nd one broad, encom- 
paſſed with Hlills at-ſome diſtance, and upon the South-ſide lies a 
Foreſt part of Bir»baumer Foreſt, which extends a great way, where- 
in are many Dear, wild-Boars, Foxes, Wolves and Bears. 

. Every; year in ſome part of the Month of Juxe, the water of this 
Eake deſcends under-ground through many great holes at the bot- 
roms ;.iand: in the- Month of September. returns again by the ſame 
holes ; and with a ſpeedy aſcent, ſpringing and mounting up to the 
heighth of a Pike;'and ſoon covering that trad of ground again. When 
the water -is under-ground, the - Earth makes a ſpeedy Production of 
of Graſs;yielding food for Cattel in the Winter, and at the ſame time, 
Hares, Deer and Boars reſort to this place out of the Country, and the 
fore-mentioned Foreſt, | and are often taken by the people. 

The Lake affords -plenty of Fiſh, but they fiſh but by permiſſien, 
for the Prince of: Eckenberg is Lord thereof, and 8 good part of the 
Country about, but upon the going away of the water, all have libcr- 
ty. to take Fiſh, which they do by ſanding in the water by tl.c holes, 
and fo intercepting their paſſage take great plenty of thei, which 0- 
therwiſe would follow the water under-ground, and not returns ogain 
until September, ' 1' could not hear that any unknown Fiſhes were 
brought up'by the' water, but thoſe which come up are of the ſame 
kind with thoſe which went down, which are a kind of Corp, Tench, 
Ecls, and ſuch as are common in other Lakes; and they ore rather 
gainers than Loofers herely, when tliey come up, for the Fiſh having 
{pawned' before, the fry that goes down hath had about three months 
zrowth under ground when they are brought up again 
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The Ground under the Lake is very unequal, and the water not near 
of the ſame deprh, but in ſome places four foot, and then ſuddenly again 
twenty yards deep: and becauſe the Fiſh frequent the Valleys or deep- 
er places, more than the Hills or eminent parts, the Fiſhermen who 
know the place wet and dry, have given unto ſeven of theſe Valleys 
peculiar names, which in the Sc/avonian, the Language of that Coun- 
try, are theſe,

T paſſed over the five firſt mentioned Valleys, and went to a noted 
Stone called the Fiſhers Stone, by the appearance whereof they can 
conjecture how ſoon the water will deſcend, and by an Hill, which 
when the watcr is high becomes a pleafant Iſland, and then return- 
ed. 

They can give no account that this Lake hath failed any year to 
deſcend and ariſe again, or have any tradition how long this property 
of the Lake hath been obſeried. Some Lakes have been made by 
Earth-quakes,but it is more probable that this hath been from all Anti- 
quity, and according to the beſt conjeCtures,this is the Lugea Palus of 
Strabo, and therefore more ſtrange that the Ancients are ſilent in this 
remarkable account. | 

The neareſt Sea unto this Lake 1s the Sinus Zergeſtinus, and Sinus 
Flanaticus, the Gulf of 7rieſte, and the Gulf of Quevero. And not ma- 
ny miles from hence are the Heads of divers confiderable Rivers, as 
that of Labach, the Corcoras or Gurk, the Colapis or Culp, which run 
into the Savus. The YVipao or ' amns frigdus which runs into Ly- 
ſonſo by Goritia, and divers more, but whither theſe Rivers ariſe where 
the Lake falls, I could not learn. 

The Ground not far from this Lake is very hollow and full of Ca+ 
verns, and I obſerved many Caverns and deep holes in other parts of 
Carniola ſomewhat like unto Flden hole in Darbyſhire, and I was in- 
formed by the moſt conſiderable perſons at Zirchnitz that the Prince 
of Eckenberg had the curioſity togo into one of them, and came out 
again upon the ſide of an Hill. 

I was upon conſideration whether I ſhould go from hence unto ZTer- 
 geſtum now Trieſte, a Port-Town of the Emperor's in the Adriaticks 
Sea, and then by Ship to Yerice, but having been in many Mines be- 
fore I had a deſire alſo to ſee the famous Quick: ſilver Mine at /4r:a in 
the County of Goritia ; and parting from Zirchnitzl paſſed by Lovecg, 
"and travelled over Mountainous parts till I came to /4ria, which isen- 
compalled with Hills on all ſides, and a River of the fame name runs 
by it, which although Leandro Alberti terms ſuperbiſimo fume d'1dria, 
yet I found it ſmall and ſhallow at the time when 1 was there, upon 
- plentiful rains howſoever it proves ſufficient to convey down the Firr- 
trees, and other wood required in the building of the Mines, and 9 
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for fuel neceſſary in the ſervice of them ; and to this end there is an 
handſome work of Piles made ſlopeing a-thwart the River, (after the 
ſame manner as I obſerved at New/o/ in upper Hu»gary croſs the River 
Gras) to ſtop the Trees which are cut down and caſt into the River 
above this place. 

What is chiefly conſiderable in this Town are the Quick-filver Mines; 
very well known to the neighbouring parts, and exceeding uſeful to 
many at greater diſtance. 

The entrance into theſe Mines 1s not high or upon an Hill, but in 
the Town it ſelf, whereby they are ſomewhat the more troubled with 
water, againſt which they are provided with many excellent Engines 
and Devices, as at other deep Mines ; the deepeſt part of the Mine 
from the entrance is between one hundred and twenty, and one hun- 
dred and thirty fathoms. 

Of the Quick-filver of this Mine they have two ſorts, the one call- 
ed Jungfraw, that is virgin Quick-ſilver, the other plain Quick-ſilver, 
virgin Mercury they call that which diſcovers it ſclf without the help 
of fire, and is either plainly to be ſeen in the Earth or Ore, or falls 
down in little drops m the Mine, and ſometimes ſtreams out in good 
quantity ; as about ſeven years ago it ran out of the Earth at firſt na 
ſtream as ſmall as a thred, and afterwards as big as a Pack-thred, bug 
ceas'd in three or four days. 

That alſo is accounted virgin Quick: ſilver, which having no need to 
paſs the fire, is ſeparated by water firſt in a Steve, and afterwards in a 
long Trough, having very ſmall holes at one end, ſo that there is in a 
manner two ſorts of Virgin Mercury ; the one running out and dil- 
covering it ſelf without labour, the other requiring ſome way of extra- 
Qtion and ſeparation, though not ſo high an one as by fire. 

Plain Quick-ſilver they name that which is not at firſt perceived by 
the eye, or falls from the Ore, but is forced out þy fire, and this they 
obtain out. of the Ore, or out of the natural Cinnabar of Mercury 
which they dig out of this Mine. The Ore 1s of a dark colour mixed 
with red, tut the beſt is a hard Stone which they commit not preſentlyto 
the fire, but powder it groſly and work it by the fieve, that ſo if any 
Virgin Quick-filver be tound in it, it may be ſeparated in this manner, 
and what doth not pals the fieve,may be ſeparated by fire in Lron Fur- 
naces, fifty of them in a hire. £7 

The Quick-filver-Ore of this Mine is the richeſt of all Ores I have 
yet ſeen, for ordinarily it contains in it half Quick-ſilver, and in two 
parts of Ore one part of Quick-ſilver, and ſometimes in three parts of 
Ore, two parts of Quick- ſilver. | 

I went into the Mine by the Pit of St. 4gatha, and came up again 
by that of St. Barbara, deſcending and aſcending by Ladders ; I atcen- 
ded at one 'of ſix hundred and thirty nine ſtaves, or eighty nine fa- 
thoms. Siſeruws m Nircher's Mundus ſabterraneus makes ſuch a dread- 
ful deſcription of this Mine,that it might diſcourage any from attempt- 
ing the deſcent, which makes me doubt, whether he had been in any 
other Mane, eſpecially where the deſcent 15 made by Ladders. 

In a Laboratory,where the Quick-ſilver is ſeparated by fire, I ſaw 
an heap of ſixtecn thouſand retorts of Iron, every one of which coſts 
2 'Crown at the beſt hand from the Iron Furnaces in Carinthia: here- 


in are alſo at one time-cight hundred retorts, and as many recipients 


employed 
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employed together in drawing over the Quick-ſilver in ſixteen Furna- 
ces, fitty in cach Furnace, twenty five of a fide, twelve above, and 
rIirtcen below of cacu fide. | 

June 12. 1669. When I was there they carricd out forty faumes of 
Quickſilver into Foreign parts, each ſaum- containing three hundred 
and fifteen pound weight to the vaſue of tour thouſand Ducats of Gold. 
though the conveyance be not caſte, for it 1s carried upon Horſes 
backs, two {mall Barrels upon each Horſe, yet ſome is ſent as lar as 
Chremnitz in /ſungary for the uſe of the Gold Mine, and fome into Swe- 
den,and other remote parts. 

In the Caſtlc I ſaw three thouſand ſaumes of Quick ſilver topether in 
Barrels the Quick-ſilver bcing firſt made up in double Leather ; and in 
another Houlc as much rich Ore as can Þe defſtilled in two years, except 
they have great plenty of rain to bring down the wood, but the Hills 
being high about them, it ſnows at the tops of them oftner than it 
rains. 

Thoſe Strangers who come into the Caſtle of /riahave their names 
{ct down in a Repiſter-Book, with the Countty of which they are Na- 
tives, and the Caralogue is large, but of Fxe/7ſh men rhere are few ; of 
late years onely Mr. Fvrlya and Dr. Fope, with their Company , of 
whoſe obſervations there 1s an handſoine account in the Philoſophical 
'Tranſations ſome time ſince. This place is the more grateful to Stran- 
gers 1n reſpect that it being a Frontier Town, and bordering upon di- 
vers Nations, many Languages arc underſtood here, and I obterved rhar 
'there were five ſpoken irecly by the Officers and better fort of People, 
teſides French which was not excluded from this place, though] not fo 
eſteemed or defired. viz. [{riulian, $Hlavorian, German, Latin and 1ta- 
lian. 

Leaving 1drial paſſed over Swartzenberg or the black Mountain, and 
deſcended about ten miles through a ſtony C ountry far worſe than the 
Crau or flony Plain in Provence, and came to Adoſhini, and then to Go- 
titia of Noreja of old, the chicteſt place of the Country of Goritia,well 
ſeated and over looking, a fair Plain to the South-Weſt, The Empe- 
:rors Governour of this Country lives in the Caſtl-, and hath had of 
late a Guard granted unto him, having been 1ct upon by a Gentleman 
of the Country, who for that fact was banithed,, and his Houſe 
raſec. 

Travelling in the night, we had ſometimes about us a great number 
of large Glow- worms, which put into papers gave a dim light ; and in 
ſome places in the Plains the Air was full of flaming flics affording ſome 
-delight to us. 

The Carniolians {pcak a Dialett of the Sclavonian, but in theſe parts 
they have a Language called [.inzgua [{ana, or Frinlana ; he that 
ſpeaketh /talian may underſtand much thercot. The Lords Prayer in 
that Language begins thus, Puri Neſtr: c< ees in Cijl ſee Sentificaat 
tuto nom, Oc. K 

That neat kind of Accr whereof Violins and Muſical Inſtruments 
are made, proſpers well in theſe parts, as alſo in Carniola and Saltzburg- 
laudt, where they make 'Trenchers and Tables of it, and at an caſic rate; 
I crought ſome of the fair broad Leaves from thence. 

Leaving Gorztia | patled the River Sontius or Liſonzo which ariſing 
1a the Hills above runs into the Adriatict Sca.. Near this River, _— 
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who had made himſelf King of 7raly, was ſlain in a Battel by Theoderick 
King of the Gorhs., And hither the 7arks came under the command 
of Aſa-Beg in the year 1477. in the time of Mahomet the Great,over- 
threw Jeronimas Novello Count of Verona and a famous Commander 
of thoſe times, ſkew him in Battel, together with his Son and moſt of 
his Commanders, deſtroyed a Party of three thouſand Yenetzans, and 
ſet a hundred Villages on Fire. Aſterwards travelling on through Mea- 
dows, I came unto the ſtrong and well fortified City of Palma Nova, 
built ſince to hinder the like incurſions. 

All this long Circuit until we came within a mile of Palma Nova we 
were in the Emperors Dominions, which are much larger than com- 
monly apprehended, and having ſooner or later ſeen the greateſt part 
thereof, I cannot but be of that opinion, for he pcſleſles all Aſtra, 
Styria, Carinthia, Carniola, part of Croatia, Iſtria, and Friulz, part of 
Alſatia, the large County of 7:rol:s, the large Country of Bohemia, 
Moravia, Sileſia, and ſome part of Luſatia, and a conſiderable part of 
Hungaria; from Presbourg to Tockay and Zathmar, above two hun- 
dred and fifty miles, and the Inhabitants of theſe Countries being an 
bardy ſtout and valiant People, I cannot but think him a great and 
powerful Prince, and an happy Bulwark of Chriſtendcm againſt the 
Turks. | 

Palma Nova in Friuli 1s the largeſt regular Fortification I have ob- 
ſerved, it hath nine Baſtions, bearing the names of ſome noble Yere- 
tians, which have little to be excepted againſt but their round ears, on 
each Curtain there are two Cavalliers, the Rampart is much higher 
than the Wall, upon which there are planted a hundred good Guns, 
and many more ready upon all occaſions, the Ditch is thirty paces 
broad, and twelve deep ; it is kept dry to render the Town more 
healthful, but may be filled with water upon occaſion, as that of /;cn- 
za, much whereof is kept dry leaſt it ſhould injure their deep Cellars ; 
there are three Gates, Porta Maritima, Porta di Cividal, and Porta di 
Caine. Between the Porta Maritima, and the Porta di Udine he theic 
three Baſtions Foſcarini, Savargnan and Grimani. Between the Porta 
di Udine and Porta di Cividal are three others named Barbaro, Dona 
and Monte. And between the Porta di Cividal and the Porta Mariti- 
a are theſe three. Garzon1, Contarini and Villa Chiara. They were 
then making-one fair Half-Moon before each Gate : In the Center of 
the City is fixed a Standard over a Triple Well, in the middle of a 
Sexangular Ptazza, from whence a man may ſce the three Gates and 
ſix Streets quite through the Town. The Pzazza is beautified with the 
Front of the Domo Church, divers Statues, and an Obelisk much gil- 
ded. 

In the middle of the Bridge there is a Draw-bridge made with ſuch 
Artifice, that the sentinel diſcovering any force approaching, may by 
onely touching a certain Iron with his foot draw up the Bridge ; many 
handbm contrivances for Draw-bridges I had ſeen in other parts, 
ſometimes many upon one Bridge, and not onely one alter or behind 
another, but alſo ſometimes rwo or three on a breſt, the outermoſt ones 
ſerving for the retreat of the foot, that in the middle for the Horſe and 
Carriages. Some Draw-bridges are not to lift up, but to be drawn on 
one ſide, and ſo by onely turmng of it like tothe opening of a Gate Paſ- 
ſengers are conyeyed over the Moat and landed; but thoſe which 

pleaſed 
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pleaſed me moſt were the Draw-bridges at Amſterdam, which part in 
the middle, and a Veſſel though under fail may paſs them, without 
the help of any one on ſhoar, for the Maſt, head, or break-water of 
the Ship, bearing againſt the Bridge in the middle, opens it. 

At Palma Nova the Yenetians have made a. cut from the Sea to the 
Town capable of good Veſlels,and broad and deep enough to bring pro- 
viſions and ſupplies upon occaſion to this place. 

This is at preſent eſteemed one of the nobleſt Fortifications in Fxr:pe. 
begun by the Yenetians 1594. and is a notable Bulwark of their State 
and /taly, for this way the uns and barbarous Nations paſſcd into /ra- 
ly, and this way the Tarts have formerly made in-roads almoſt as far as 
Treviſo. 

Having ſcen many of the chief Fortifications in Europe, I had the 
greater deſire to take a view of this, becauſe it carries fo great a fame, 
and is faid to have been contrived by Military advice from all parts, 
and as alſo becauſe the Yenetians would have it believed to be the no- 
bleſt Fortification, not onely in Europe, but in the World ; I heartily 
wiſh they may never know a complete Zurkiſh Army before it, cſpe- 
cially when ever they are in no good condition to relieve it. If the 
Emperor, through whoſe Countries the Zurks mult paſs to come to this 
place, and the Republick . hold firm, it will be hard for the Zark to 
come unto it, and if the 7Z«rk ſhould be at ſuch a peace with the Yene- 
tars as may bind up their Fleet from aſſiſting the other parts of 7zaly, 
he ſhall not need to attempt it or make his way into 7taly by thar 
place, for whether the Naval Forces of /taly withour the aſſiſtance of 
the Yenetians, be able to reſiſt a complete Zurki/h Fleet, fo as to hinder 
landing and falling upon that Country ſome other way, is much to be 
doubted. 

From Palma nova I went to Maran St. Vito, a Port Town of the Ye- 
netians in Friult, fo named from St. Vito, who is faid to have been bu- 
ried in this place. 

At this Town we took a Fe/luca, and fayling by the ſhoar of Friuli 
or Fatria, we paſſed by Porto di Taiamento, and came to Cahorle. In 
this Iſland there is a Church dedicated to the Bleſſed Virgin ſeated up- 
on the Sea-ſhoar nigh the Waves, yet faid never to be overflowed by 
the Sea, being as it were the Halcyon Neſt of its Patroneſs, and a 
place of remarkable devotion. On this ſhoar we refreſhed our ſelves 
and were divertiſcd at Sea in ſeeing them take Shell-fiſh, and then paſ- 
ſing by Livenza,where the Seacame formerly up as high as Opitergium, 
7 afterwards by Porto di Piave, I arrived at Yenice entring by the 
Porto de Caſtelli paſſing by the Carthufrans Convent, and landed at the 
Piazza of St. Mark. 

Here 1 found the whole City higbly concerned for the FHazardous 
State of Candia, which was loſt ſoon after, Dominico Cantarini the pre- 
ſent Duke was ſedulous in that affair. The Voyage of Ghiron Franciſco 
Marcheſe Villa, General of the Infantry of Ca»da, with a journal of a 
Siege had been lately publiſhed, and was in many hands. 

here was alſo a ſupply of Auxyiaries in good readineſs ; it was at 
that time a more than ordinary hot Seaſon, and ſome of our Eng/iſh 
Sea Captains and Maſters told me, that they had ſeldom met with 
ſuch hot weather even between the Tropicks. 


Having 
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Having formerly had a view of Rome, Naples, F/crence, and the 
great Citics of /taly, and paſſed ſome time at Padea a ſew years before, 
E made but a ſhort ſtay about Yenzce, a! d having reviewed what was 
moſt conſiderable, and renewed my acquaintance with ſome worthy 
courteous Friends at Venice and Padoa, Mr. Hates the Conſul, Mr. Flob- 
ſon, Dr. Cadined, and others. I diſpolcd my affair for my return to 
Vienna the ordinary way. 

In order thereto I took Boat at Yenice and landed at Heftre a pret- 
ty Town, and the beſt place for accommodation for ſuch as travel into 
Germany by Tirel, or into Auſtria by Friuli; from hence I travelled 
ten miles through a pleaſant plain Country till I came to Treviſo or 
Tarvifum, which gives the name unto the Country about, La Marca 
Trevigiana, a hand! me City adorned with good Houſes, Churches, 
Towers and Fountains. The clear River $/e or $:/o runs through 
it, and afterwards into the Sea between Meſtre and Murano ; tt aboun- 
ds in good Wines and Fruit, and was a chiet Scat of the Lombards in 
theſe parts. This old City, aſter having run various fortunes and been 
under the ſubjection of t!:e H/uns, and other conquering Nations, and 
ſometimes obeyed the Signors della Scala, and the Carrareft was united 
to the State of YVenzce in the year 1388. It was converted to the Chri- 
ſtian t aith by Proſdochiraus a follower of St. Peter. Eight miles from 
hence ſtood the Ancient City A/tinum founded by Antenor, and de- 
ſtroyed by Attzla. 

From thence I came to Lovadina, and croſſed the great River Piave, 
Plavis, or Anaſſus, which ariſing in the Mountains, paſſes by the Ci- 
ties of Be/luna and Feltre, then to Concian or Conig/ian, and next to Sq- 
cille or Sacillum, formerly a Biſhops See under the Patriarch of Aguilezs, 
a pleaſant and well-built place cſtee red the Garden of the Republick, 
and ſeated by the River Livenza or Liquentia, winch paſling by Merta 
runs into the Gulf of Yenice. 

Here I took a guide to conduct me through the Plains and Mea- 
dows, and came to $p7limbergo,where I again took a Guide to croſs the 
ſwift River 7atamento or 7iliaventun ; this 1s eſteemed the greateſt Ri- 
ver in Frinli, arifing above in the Julan Alpes, and running down into 
the Adriatick Sea, and olten over-flowing a great part of the plain 
Country. This ſwift River put a ſtop to the incurſion of th: Turks 
when Scander Baſſa of [lyria broke into Friuli with twelve thouſand 
Horſe and deſtroyed all before him, in the Reign of Sultan Bajazet the 
Second. 

Not far from Spilimbergo, I paſſed a neat River or notable Cut call- 
ed La Brentella, ſixteen miles long, made by the Venetians for the bet- 
ter bringing down of wood from the Mountains to be uſed in the 
making of Glaſles at Mura ; it 1s all paved with a good Stone, bottom 
and ſides, the bottom is round, ſo that it is ſomewhat like a Tube 
opened or ſplit in two. 

Then I paſſed by St. Daniel ſeated upon an Hill by Hſpzraletto, 
and came to Yenſone, a Town ſeated at the beginning of the Hills, and 
jormerly the limit of the Yexetiau Dominions ; thence by Rejura to 1 a 
Chiuſa, a place remarkable for the ſtreight paſſage of the Alpes, where 
the Vexetians keep a guard,and ſhut up the paſſage every night ; from 
thence I came to Ponreba or Ponte Fella upon the River Fella, the ex- 
at Confines between the” Yeretian and ſmperial Dominions, and 
| ſurely 
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{urely a man can ſeldom paſs more clearly and diſtintly from one 
Country unto another than in this Town ; on one ſide of the Bridge 
live /tralians, Subjeds unto the State of Yenice, on the other ſide Ger- 
mans, Subjects unto the Emperor. Upon the one ſide their Buildings, 
their manner of living, their empty Rooms, large Windows, Iron Bed- 
ſteads ſhow them to be /za/ians: On the other ſide immediately their 
Stoves, higher Bed-ſteads, Feather-beds one over another, ſquare Ta- 
bles, and their Baſon and Cloth by rhe Wall declare them to be Ger- 
mans ; the Bridge it.ſclf is alfo half /ra/ian, half Dutch, one part being 
built of Stone, and the other of great 'Trees laid over after the German 
faſhion of making bridges. Between Yenſone and Fonteba there are 
many great Caſcata 5 or falls of waters ; but of ſeveral paſſages of the 
Alpes this ſeemed unto me the beſt and moſt cafic. 

In thcſe Mountainous places I was entertained with ſtrange ſtories 
of the Snow which covers theſe Hills in the Winter, as how many 
pikes length the Snow was deep in ſome places, how round the Coun- 
try would look when all the craggy Rocks were covered, how a Snow- 
ball thrown down from a Mountain would fo gather and augment in 
the fall, as to do great miſchief in the Valley, and that if the ſmalleſt 
Bird ſhould but ſcrape with lier foot at the edge of an high Hill, that 
little beginning might ſo encreaſe in the deſcent, upon a thaugh, as to 
over-whelm an Houſe at the bottom. 

From hence by Zervis, and 7irl, unto Yllach, or Villack, an hand- 
ſome Town, and one of the chieſeſt in Carinthia ; but betore I came tro 
Villach 1 went to ſee the Natural Baths which were not much out of the 
way at the foot of anHill about an Exgli/h mile from the Town and in 
good eſteem. There are two clear Sulphureous Baths, but very gent- 
ly warm, and have an acid and no unplealant taſte ; the bottom 1s not 
.planchered nor paved, but hath its own natural Spring and Settlement 
with it; yet into one there is a hot Spring let in which ariſes by it ; 
they are large and have ſtairs to deſcend into them, with. little Rooms 
of wood about them for accommodation, they are covered over, and 
they bathe in them cloathed with ſhirt and drawers as in Auſtria. 

Not far from hence is a Lake called the Ofracter See, from Offiack a 
Town upon the ſide thereof, and is one of the moſt conſiderable Lakes 
in Carinthia, there being beſides it, theſe which are remarkable, the 
White Lake, the Mill/tatter, the Werd, and the Forchten; this Lake 
doth not onely abound in Fiſh, bur affords great plenty of Offacker 
Nuts, which rhe people eat, and ſome make Bread of ; which notwith- 
ſtanding upon examination [ found to be no other than very large Seeds 
of Tribulus Aquaticus, or water Gallthorps. 

From Villach I ſoon came to the Werd See, and keeping it continual- 
ly on my right hand, I travelled by the ſide of it till | came to C/ag-nfur- 
ze, and then pailed again to St. Verrs, where 1 met Mr. Done/lay, from 
whom, upon my former deſires to him, I received an account of the 
orcat Lead Mines in upper Carinthia at Bleyberg, where they have 
worked eleven hundred years, and the Pits are deep ; Federnus Stoller 
or Cuniculus 1s an hundred and ten farhoms deep in the Earth, and the 
Hills fo high about it, that upon the melting of the Snow in rhe Sorin, 
there js often much hurt done, the' Snow 'rowling and falling in ſuc 
vaſt heaps that nothing is able to reſiſt it, ſo that in the year 1654. it 
#c1l fo vehemently that it deſtroyed and carried away ſixicen Houles. 
He 
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He preſented me alſo with many handſome natural Curioſities collect- 
ed by him in thoſe parts, one of which among the reſt I cannot but 
mention which was a rich large fair piece of natural Cinnabar found in 
Crewalt, or in the Foreſt of Cre, two German miles from St. Yeit's in 
the Lordſhip of 0o/terwitz, where there hath Leen great quantities 
f.und out, for the Herr von Staudach above thirty years ago, as he 
was hunting in this Foreſt, being thirſty and laying down to drink 
out of a little ſtream which runs from the top of the Hill, he per- 
ceived the ſtream to be full of Cimnabar, but ſince it hath been fo dili- 
gently ſearched after, that without working and digging for it, there is 
little to be found. 

From St. Yeitz I continued my journey by Frieſach, where formerly 
there was a Gold Mine, and then by Newmark, FHurdtsmark, Peltſolz, 
Knitelfeldt, Luihm, Prug, K eimberg, Mehrz-u-Schlag, Schadtwien, News 
kirckel, New(tadt, Solinaw, Traſkirchel, Newd:rff, to Wien. 

This my return from Yenice to Vienna, about three hundred and fif- 
ty talian miles, was the moſt quiet journey I ever made, for not meet- 
ing with good Company I pertormed it alone, and upon one Horſe ; 
and although there are ſeveral Nations,and no lets than four Langauges 
ſpoken upon this road, yet I met with no diſturbance from any, nor 

id any one ask from whence I came, or whither I would go, no trou- 
ble as to Bills of health, and good accommodation in the Inns at an ea- 
ſie rate, they are for the moſt part a plain People, make good Souldi- 
ers, little mutinous, but obedient to commands, and hardy, and are of 
good uſe and ſervice unto the Emperor. 

In my, travels in Germayy I ſe]dom failed to meet with Jews, but in 
this journey I met with none, or.ſuch as I could not well diſtinguiſh, 
for though there were then whole Villages of Jews in Auſtria yet they 
were prohibited in Szyria, and ſeverely baniſhed out of Carinthia, fo 
that for thoſe Jews who travelled between Yenice and YViexna ; the 
Emperor diſpences with them as to their Ruff, and the Yenetians as 
to their red Hat. | | 

To fay any thing of Yiemma may ſeem ſuperfluous, divers having 
written thereof, and it might fall better 1n, if ever I ſhould deſcribe my 
journey from the Low Countries to Yienna, and from Yienna by the 
way of Moravia, Bohemia, Miſnia, Saxonia unto [Hamburg ; mean 
while I would no longer defer to give ſome. account of places leſs 
known or leſs deſcribed in Pannonian, Dacian, Mean, Grecian, Nori- 
cum, and /ltyrizn Countries, which in their proper order are delivered 
in this Work. 

In my Travels through 7u»garia and the Imperial Provinces, 1 

_ not bur take notice of ſome Aſſertions which I could not veri- 
"I 
| Belyrade is commonly counted to be in Hungaria, and fo deſcribed 
by ſome Authors, but if ſtriftly conſidered it is ſeated in Servia, or 
Mefia Superior, beyond the bounds of Hurgaria. 

That St. Jerome was a Pannonian may be granted, but that he was a 
Native of ZZunzarza, ſtrickly taken may be doubted, for he was born in 
Stridon, now conceived to be Stredon or Streyua, on the inward or 


Weſtern ſide of the River Myr, before it runs into the Dravas, and is 
accounted in Stezrmark. 
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It is faid by Plinie Curſus Savi 150. mille paſſuum, that the courſe 
of the Savus is an hundred and fifty miles, which it accounted from 
the head is much too ſhort, "ae not much more then half the meaſure 
thereof. 

That the River Savas runs into the Dravus, ſeems iffitmed by 
Strabo, Vicinus Nauporto fluvis eft Corcoras qui merces accipit, hic in 
Savum infiuit, Savus in Dravm, that 1s, Not tar from Naupo#tus is the 
River Corcoras or the Gurk whicli receives the Merchandiles; this runs 
into the Savas, and the Savus into the Dravus, whereas the Savus 
never runneth into the Draves,and when it-enters the Danube at Bet. 
grade is about an hundred miles from ir. 

The diſtance which $7raho makes between Aquileia and Miatnrth 
or Labach of four hundred turlongs or fitty miles, though ſomewhat 
too ſhort, may be fairly tolerated, but what he delivers of the ſpace 
between 7ergeſtum or Trieſte, and the Danube not to be made out. /ter 
a Tergeſto ad Danubium, Stadiorum circiter mille & ducenta, that the ;;; ,, 
journey from 7rieſte to the Dambe was about one thouſand and two 
hundred furlongs, or an hundred and fifty miles, which is too ſhort a 
meaſure unto the neareſt part of the Daxute, which. will make about 
two hundred and fitty miles ; but the Ancients might eaſily crr here- 
in, ſince ſome of them were miſtaken in the true courſe of the Danube, 
which they conccived to have one branch to run into the Adriatick 
Sea. 

[ went this Journey when the Sun was in Caxcer, in the hotteſt time 
of the year, and the heat was very offenſive to me in the great Plains 
of Friuli, and Auſtria ; but in the Alpes it was mpch more moderate, 
and the Country was all grcen, and pleatant ; when on the contrary 
all the Grafs in Auſtria was burned up by the Sun, and it there 'were 
not a continual breeze about the middle of the day upon all great 
Plains, eſpecially in Southern Countries,the heat would be intolerable; 
and I could not but take notice how pleafantly the poor Peaſants in the 
Alpine Countries divertiſed themſelves in the Ficlds, and after their Ja- 
bour would be lively and brisk, ſometimes play at Cards, with Cards 
of a ſpan long, ſuch as they have in thoſe Countries, while the ricl; 
Country-men in Auſtria were faint and gaſping for breath, nor did it 
any thing avail them that Auſtria was more Northern then Styria Or 
Carinthia, for there may be as much difference as to the temperature of 
the Air, and as to heat and cold in one mile, as in ten degrees of Lati- 
tude, and he that would cool and refreſh himſelf In the Summer, had 
better po up to the top of the next Hill, than remove into a far more 
Northern Country. I have been ready to ireeze on the top of a Hill, 
and in an hours time aſter have ſuſtered as great inconvenience from 
the heat of the Vallef ; at the riſing of the Sun Þ have been upon a 
Hill with a clear sky, and good w cather, and have ſeen a Vallcy in- 
compaſſed with Mountains and covered all over with Clouds much be- 
low us, the Sun ſhining upon the upper part of the Clouds made them 
appear like fine Down or Wooll, and made the ſofteſt ſweeteſt lights 
and ſhadows imaginable ; afterwards when we deſcended into this 
Valley under the Clouds we had no ſuch pleatant ProſpeCft, but were 
rained upon the moſt part of the day. In that hot Country of Arabia 
Travellers complain moſt of the cold rhey ſuffer in paſſing the Hills. 
The Mountains in /raly and Spain are ſome of them covered with mT 
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and Ice all the Summer long. I have heard that Mount A4/as is fo alſo, 
from Dr. Butler who lately travclled in thoſe parts, and from others ; 
when in Great Britain there is no ſuch thing, At Lexdon we have 
Winters for the moſt part favourable, when Captain Fames who went 
to diſcover the North-weſt paſſage, and to ſearch it there were any 
communication between _ Ocean and the South Sea in the 
Northern part of America, ab there js in the Southern, ſuffered more 
hardſhip in the fame degree of Latitude then the nine Engliſh men 
who were left all the Winter in Greenland, and Bafin, on the contrary, 
upon the ſame deſign had a pleafant Voyage in an open Sea, and met 
with Inhabitants upon the Shoar, till he came within nine degrees of 
the Pole. But I ſhall wander too far out of the way, and theretore will 
put an end to this Diſcourſe. 
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DOA N the year 1668. I left the large and pleaſant City of 
> Norwich, and went by land to Tarmouth,a Port Town 

M& in Norfolk, at the mouth of the River H:-r«s or Tare ; 
J&+ large, fairly built and populous, very conſiderable for 
2 the great Herring fiſhing in the Autumn, and the 
commerce it maintains in the Streights ; Baltich, 
Britiſh and German Seas: With THtalians, Prench, 
Spanztards, Dutch, Danes, and Swedes. 1 was here nobly entertained 
by that worthy and obliging perſon, Sir James Fohnfon, whe alſo fur- 
niſhk me with Letters of Credit, to Amſterdam, Franckfort, Venice and 
Vienna ; Whereby I was readily and handſomely accommodated in all 
Parts where I had afterwards occaſion to travel. 

Auguſt the 14. about fix a Clock at Night I went aboard the Angel 
Ketch in Tarmouth Road, a Veſlel of about 55 Tuns, and we imme- 
diately ſet ſay! for Rotterdam ; we leſt St. Nicho/as-Sand on the Lar- 
board, and after that the Nowles, a new Sand, not taken notice of to 
be raiſed above twelve years before. We kept our courſe all night, 
Eaſt and by South, and Eaſt South-Eaſt. The Sea burned at the head 
of the Ship at the beginning of rhe night, but the Moon rifing there 
appeared nothing but froth. In the morning we difcovered Graveſand?t 
Steeple. Ir is the cuſtom upon all this coaſt to ſend out Pylot-boats 
continually to meet all Ships at Sea, and furniſh them with Pylots to 
bring them through the ſands, and no Ship is to refuſe one: Having 
taken in our Pylot, we ſoon diſcovered Gore Steeple, and then the 


Briel. We entred the River Mofa, or Maes, a Large and noble Stream, ;;, as; 


which ariſing in the Mountains of Yauge, or Yogeſus, paſſing by Yer- 
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dun, Dinant, Namur, Lie;e, Maeſtricht, Ruremond, Yenlo, and many 
conſiderable Places, doth here fall into the Occan, we had a very plea- 
ſant paſſage up the River,ſayling by many neat Villages, as Maeſe-/lays, 
Schedam, Deifshaven, and handſon.e rowes of Trees upon the ſhore, 
and arrived at Roztefdam abour ſixat night. This is one of the three 
ciief paſſages by Sea into - Zolland; the other being by F/1ſhing and 
the Zexel. The neareſt cut out of Englard into: Holland is from Lai- 
/toffe Point. to Graveſand!t, which 1s 28 Leagucs, and the deepeſt part 
of the tea is atout 28 Fathoms. There lay two of the greateſt Ships 
in Holland at that time near R:itterdam, the Crane and the Waſſenaer ; 
this latter built in lieu of that in which Admiral Opdam was blown up, 
fighting againſt his Royal Highneſs the Luke of Tork, no\y.. King of 
Great Britain, France and Ireland, Go. who thus early expoſed his lifc 
to theſe extream hazards for the fatety of E:g/ind and his other King- 
doms. The Heads or Keyes between which we entred the Town by 
watcr arc handſome, and Ships of great burden are received into tl 
middle of divers ſtreets without difficulty, (their Channels beirg decp 
and large) the houſes are well built, and the Town populous, they have 
an Exchange or place for Merchants to meet at, the ſtreets-are ſo clean 
that the Women go about in white Slippers, they keivg paved with 
Bricks laid edgewiſe. The Lanthuiſe hath a fair front, In the great 
Church the Organs, the Tower and the Monument of Le wt; upon 
the Bridge the Statue of Eraſmus, as alſo tte houſe where he was born, 
and the Pleaſure boats of the States arte worth the ſeeing. It being 
then the time of their XFermis or Fair, there were Playes ated and 
many rarities ſhewn, as Lzoxs, Leopards, &c. and a great noiſe was 


made about a tall Woman to Le thcwn of ſcven- foot high; but the 


Boor of Leckerkir &, not far {rom this Towo, was higher. Parſons and 
Fvans, Porters to King Charles the firſt, did allo excced ker, The 1riſb 


Youth who hath not yet done growing by divers ycars, ſhown in ma- 


ny places, is already Seven Foot and ſeven Inches high, bur I have fel- 
dom heard of any that was taller than Martin Wierſ#i a Polander,who 
at the age of forty two years was preſented to the Emperor Maximi- 


Lian the ſecond, as a rarity of nature, and was full cight foot high, 


whoſe Pidzure, as big as the life, I ſaw, ncar to the /ranciſcuns Conyent

trom Rotterdam T paſſed by Overſchee to Delfr, by the Powder- 
houſe, which is a handſome one, Luilt now at ſome diſtance trom the 


Town to prevent the like accident which betel when the formcr took 
fire and blew up part of the Town. The P4azza or market-place is a 


very fair one, having the front of the Town houlc at one end ot it, and, 


the high Stecple of the new Church at the other. In the old Church, 
LVan-Tromps Tomb is very well carved upon the ſide of the Wall, him- 
{clf lying upon a Canon encompaſſed with Arms and trophies. In the 
middle Iſle of the new Church there is a noble monument, the Toir:b 
of William of Naſſaw Prince of Orange, together with his Wife and Son, 
Prince Maurice ; his S!atua 15 in armour with his Dog at his Feet, and 
jour Obelisks are ſupported by ten Marble pillars. In a houſe of this 


Town there were ſhewn me in a Wall the marks of the bullets ſhot at 
Prince William, who was thereby murthered 1584. and in another 


Church which was broad and ſpacious I ſaw a handi/ome Tomb for Sir 


Charles Morgans Lady, and the Monument of Peter 7 ein the Admiral, 


who took the Spaniſh Silver-flcet. | The 
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The . //agne, Haga Comitis, the ancient place of Reſidence of the #cze. 


Counts of 4701/and, and now of rhe States general ; 1s about an hours 
going diſtant trom Delfr ; in which paſſage, at ſome diſtance, we had 
a ſight of two of the Prince of Orange's houſes. This place is well 
built ; the Princes Court handſome ; The Piazza by it full of green 
Trees ; many fair Houies. The Courſe where the Coaches mcet, the 
Pall-mall, the Wocd, the Park, do much beautthe it, and the way from 
hence to Scheveling, from whence his late Majeſty King Charles the 
Second returned into Fnglazd, 1s very remarkable, it being a ſtreight 
way cut through the Sind-hulls, and paved with Brick ſor three miles, 
having on each hand icur or five roy's of Trees, and Schevelinp Steeple 
at the end of it. 

The //agze and Madrid in Spain arc accounted the greateſt Villa- 
ves, or open unwalled places, in Europe, and the Hollanders have 
thought it morc honour to be Maſters of 'the greateſt Village, than of 
a place which, if it were walled, would come ſhort of many Cities ; 
but this may: prove a dangerous reſolution, for formerly upon this ad- 
vantage, Martin van.Roſſem, Captain to the Duke at Gue/dres, ſacked 
the Hague; and it was lately in. the like danger when the French 
Forces lay at @trecht and Worden, it they had forced a paſſage into 
that part of //ollard. | 


Leyden is three hours or three Dazch miles from the Fagve, at pre- Leyden. 


ſent one of the neateſt Towns in Europe ; Well builr, hath divers large 
Streets, beautified with rows of Trees, and the water paſſing through 
the middle of them, and alſo well fortified after the modern way ; 1 
took notice of that Antiquity called Z7engi/t Caſtle, or the Berg, faid 
to be built by ZZengi/t the Saxon, and went up to the top thereot : Up- 
on the top. there 1s now an Arbour, and a Maze or Labyrinth round it, 
and. a Well, out of which, they told us; they took a Fiſh alive when 
the Town vas almoſt famiſhed during the Sicze, which was ſhewed to 
the Enemy over the Wall, endeavouring ro make their .condition to 
appear better than it was, and to diſhearten the beficgers. There are 
now handſome ſtairs from the top to the bottom, and. a good houſe 
Luilt by it, where they have their publick fales and entertainments. 
But a nobler Antiq ity lies uncicr the ca, than any above ground ; 
not far ſrom hence near Catwyck is a ſquare fortreſs called Arx Britan- 
nica, built by Cal/gwla ; in the declining of the Row.rn Empire ruined 
in part by the Normans, and afterwards neglected, and overwhelmed 
by the Sea. Bur in ſome years, and great retire of the Sca, the ruincs 
have been diſcovered, and many noble Antiquities brought from it, 
ſome having this inſcription Fx. Ger. If. ex Germania Inferior. The 
Stadthuiſe hath a fair front towards the Street. In the Anatomy 
Schools are a very great number of Skeletons, Two legs of an Fle- 
phant. The Skeleton of a young Whale, of a Horſe; Deer, Cow, Cat, 
Fox, and many other Animals ; divers Skeletons of Men and Women, 
ſome bodies preſerved with their Muſcles, and one intire, the fleth skin 
and all parts'detended from corruption. I faw alſo here what Mon- 
fieur de Bils pretended towards the preſervation of Bodies, but more 
accurately afterwards at Dr. Ruiſch his houſe at Amſterdam. The Phy- 
ſick-garden, although but ſmall, is well filled with Plants, where are 
alſo many other both natural, and artificial Curioſities to be ſeen, and 
many ſorts of Optick-glaſſes, Near the garden are the Schools built ed 
. Brick 
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Haerlem, 
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Brick with the Offcina Elzeviriana on the top. In the Churches I faw 
the Monuments of many famous men, in the French Church 1s the 
Tomb of Foſeph Scaliger, with a large Inſcription upon it, and theſe 
few words which he himſelf defired might be placed there.

There is a Picture in the Chamber for the Burgermaſters, repre- 
ſfenting the day of Judgment, drawn by Lucas van Leyden, fo 
much eſteemed that, it is ſaid, the Emperor Rudo/phas would have gi- 
ven for it as many Ducats of Gold as would have covered it. The 


Table alſo upon which Fobn of Leyden wrought whilſt he was a Tay- 


lor, is a Curioſity, becauſe he proved afterwards ſo conſiderable a di- 
{turber of Germany, and came to be King of the Anabaptiſts. ; 

This City endured a hard ſiege by the Spaniſh forces, and they were 
reduced unto great extremity, but they ſaved themſelves by overflow- 
ing the Country, and fo forcing the enemies to make away with 
great loſs; and afterwards coyned a memorial- Medal with this in- 
{crption. |

From Leyden I came to Haerlem, a neat City, pleaſantly ſeated and 
having a Grove near it. The great Church is eſteemed the largeſt in 
Holland, with a very high Lanthorn upon it. Within are many In- 
{criptions and Monuments, moſt of which are tranſcribed and ſet down 
in Gotfr, Hegenitii Itinerarium Hollandicum, In the Prince's houſe are 
all the Earls of Ho/axd Painted upon the wall, and in the Garden in 
the Summer-houſe, the Picture of Laurentius Coſterys, who is ſaid to 
have firſt invented the art of Printing in this Town ; but others attri- 
bute it to Johannes Gottenberg, a German, On the other ſide there is a 
Picture of a Ship with Saws, in memory of the manner how 2amiatza 
in Egypt was formerly taken by thoſe of this Town, who, as they re- 
port, accompanied Frederick Barbaroſſa in an expedition againſt the 
Saracens, and when the men of Pe/ufium or Damiata had chained up 
their Port, by this invention of faſtning ſtrong Saws to the keels of their 

= Ships, 
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Ships, they cut the chains in ſunder, and.ſo took the Town. : In the 
rooms are very good Paintings by Hemskerk, and Goltzius, as his Pros 
metheus and other Peeces ; but Cornelius van FHaerlem molt delighted.

the Gods, in which Y#/cans foot 1s eſteemed at a great-rate;; and ano-:

The old Mens houſe, or an Hoſpital for fixty aged perſons, is large 
and handſome ; having a good Quadrangle and a Garden in it. The 
Hoſpital alſo tor the ſick is very cleanly kept. 

Here I firſt ſaw the manner of puniſhing Malefactors by whipping 
them with rods, which is more ſevere than T imagined ; they lead them 
to a Poſt upon a Scaftold, their hands tyed and by a Pully drawn.up 
as high as can be extended, and then an [ron faſtned about their wat 
to keep them ſteady ; in which ſtretched-out poſture they receive ſome- / 
times fifty or ſixty ſtripes or more, according to the merit of their of- 


fence. 


Not far from this place there is a great Water, or noted Lake called 
Haerlem Meere about twenty Miles in length, which is frozen over in 
hard Winters, and men ſwiftly travel over it by ſliding or in fleds. 
When Haerlem was beſieged there was a Naval fight upon it ; The 
Dutch having about an hundred and fifty Vellels, and the Spanzards 


not many fewer. 


The Town was afterwards taken by Compoſition, 


but ſuch Cruelty was uſed by tho Spaniards that they have not y et 


forgot it.

From Haerlem | went to Amferdam, a City at preſent for Riches, 
Trade, Shipping, fair Streets, and pleaſant habitations, ſcarce yielding 
to any other of the World. It is ſeated upon the River 7e, and hath 
its name, as tis reported, from a Caſtle appertaining long ſince to the 
Lords of Amie, to whom this place alſo belonged : At the .begin- 
ning, the ſeat of a few Fiſhermen ; but afterwards increaſing, it re- 
ceived many Priviledges from the Counts of Holland, and was made a 
Town or City by the favour of their Grants and Charters. In the year 
1470 it was walled about with a Brick-wall, to defend it againſt the 
Citizens of trechr, they having been in great danger to have fallen in- 
to their hands, 1f thoſe of Ztrecht had purſued their Victories. In 
few Months after alſo, the whole Town was almoſt reduced to Aſhes by 
fire, but by the increaſe of their Traflick they eaſily overcame their 
loſſes, waded through all difficulties, and rendred good Services to 
their Counts, and received the honour afterwards trom Maximilian 
the Emperor to have the Imperial Crown over their Armes, which ars 
three Croſſes on a Pale. | 

About the year 1525. Gelen, ſent from the new King of Man#ter, 


paſſed through Frie/land and came to this City ; where having 


made a 
P art, 


Amſterdam, 
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Party, and communicated his deſign,he refolved to furprize the Town 
by night, at the time of the ſounding of the Bell ; ro which intent 
they were already centred the Market place, had ſet upon the Town-- 
houſe: and cut in pieces thoſe who reſiſted them. When by great 
providence :the rope to the great Bell was taken away ; the Magj- 
ſtrates had notice of it, and cauſed all the Streets and Avenues leading 
to the Market-place to be ſtopped up with Wool-facks and Hop-ſacks, 
whereby they were hindred in their deſign of taking the Town by 
nipht, and the next morning their number being diſcovered to be in- 
confiderable, they were ſet upon, driven into the Szadthuis, and de- 
feated. 
Of late years this City is mightily encreaſed and encompaſſed with 
a new Wall, and fortified after the modern way. The new Streets 
are large and uniform: and the whole Town being in a low Marthy 
ground, the water 1s let in through all the conſiderable Streets. The 
River Amſtel paſles through the City, being let in under a handſome 
well contrived Bridge of Eleven Arches, which 1s fo built as to make 
part of the Wall and Rampart, and is 26 paces broad, The whole 
Town is built upon Piles, or high Firr-trees, driven down perpendicu- 
larly into the Earth fo thick together, that nothing more can be forced 
in between them : And by this means they build Houſes in the Sea,: 
and lay Foundations ſtrong enough to ſupport the :geateſt Buildings 
whatſoever, in places where no ſolid bottom 1s to be found. But they 
muſt needs be at a great expence and labour before they can lay the 
firſt Stone - And the number of Trees required ro each Foundation is 
conſiderable ; -ſince for the Foundation of one Tower or Steeple alone, 
over againſt the Church of St. XYatherine, Mr. F. de Parivall, who 
wrote Les Dedices de la Hollande, reckons that there ' was rammet 
into the ground a Foreſt, as he calls it, of Six thouſand three hundred 
and thirty four great Trees About this manner of work, for the fix- 
ing their Foundations, I ſaw them employed in divers places, parti- 
cularly at the Eaft-Trdia-houſe and at a place where a Lutheran Church 
was then deſigned to be built, So that it was not improbabiy ſaid, 7 har 
if a man could ſee all under this City, he could hardly behold a greater 
Foreſt. of : 5, 
The Stadthais or Town-hoaſe, is the nobleſt Building in all theſe 
Countries. A Pile of Freeſtone of an hundred and ten paces in Front, 


| being larger than the Magnified Front oi the Church of St. Peter's at 


Rome, and eighty one paces deep, or on rhe ſides. The Chambers in 
it, the Pictures and Statues, are worthy to be ſeen and admired. The 
firſt Room on'the right hand, or Judgment-ha//, where the Malctactors 
receive their Sentence, is adorned with large Statues, hanging down 
their heads in mournful poſtures, as if concerned or grieving at what 
was then pronounced. The Floors are of Marble ; the Roots are rich- 
ly gilt and painted. Upon the top of all ſtands 4:/as or Columbus, 
holding a Globe upon his Shoulder made of Copper, of about ten foot 
Diameter, which is as large perhaps as any Ball or Globe whatſoever 
employed to this ornamental uſe. 'That upon St. Peter's at Rome, as 
having beea in 1t, 1 judge to'be lets ; as likewiſe that at Florence. The 
Turkiſh Ornament to the Tower of their Moſques, is three Balls one 
above another, and an half Moon over them, -but they are: lefs by far, 
atleaſt ſuch as1. have ſeen : and by relation from Eye-witneſles, the 


{1 largeſt 
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largeſt of the three noble gilded Balls at Morocco are inferiour to this, 
Bur I will fay nothing more of this great building, the Srzadthuis, ſince 
there is a peculiar defcription of it in Folio, with Cuts and Figures of 
the moſt remarkable Curioſities 1n it. ' The. Exchange is fair and large 
and above it are.Shops : it 1s very well frequented, and he that comes 
after twelve paycth fix ſtivers. be | 

Divers of their Churches arc fair : In the new Church, the partition 
with Balliſters of Braſs, and the carved Pulpit, are noble. In the old 
Church the Tomb of Yan Hulſe and #leemskerk are remarkable. 
Heemskerk did his Country great Services in their firſt attempts upon 
India : for the King of Spain, having confiſcated ſome of the Fo/lax- 
ders Ships, who traded to his Dominions, which were then the Staple 
for the /ndia Trade, It was reſolved by the permiſſion of Prince Man- 
rice and the States, to ſct out a Fleet of eight Ships for the dies ; four 
of which were to paſs by the way of the Azlantick Ocean,and the Cape 
of Good-lope :- And the other four were to ſearch a paſſage towards the 
Kingdoms of Cathay and Chiza by the North-eaſt, whereby-the paſſage 
alſo into thoſe parts might be expeted much ſhorter than that which 
was known to the $ paniards. | | 

To this intent theſe four laſt. veſſels failed out of the 7exel. June es 
1594. and returned in September, not being able to proceed by reaſon 
of the Ice. But upon.the relation of the Voyage by William Barenſon, 
there were two other Expeditions afterwards to Nova Zem#la ; in the 
laſt of which they wintered there, and Bareyſon loſt his life. . Heems- 
kerk was the chicf of the twelve which returned from that cold habitg- 
tion, where none but Bears and Foxes could well endure the Winter, 
where he had been twice, and afterwards made two rich Voyages into 
India. Upon whoſe happy returns the Z/o/land Eaſt India Company 
was firſt eſtabliſhed, and a prohibiton m'de for any other of that Coun- 
try to trade thither for the ſpace of One and twenty years. 

But to proceed to other publick Buildings in this City. .The,Zach- 
thuis or Raſpelhuis, or Houſe of CorreCtion for debauched young men, 
ſuch as are incorrigible and diſobedient to Parents or Laws, hath at the 
entrance of the Gate two Lions bridled, a proper - Emblem, 'with this 
Inſcription, Virtutis eſt domare queicuntti pavet. ;This was formerly 
a Monaſtery belonging to the Nuns of the Order of St. Clare, and con- 
verted to this uſe 1595. They who are put in, are forced to work and 
rain their Bread with hard Jabour. I faw thoſe who raſped Brazil, 
having a certain task ſet them every day, work ſo hard,. that: being 
naked and in a ſweat, and the duſt of the Brazz/ word flying upon 
them, they were all 6ver painted of a beautiful red colour. Which odd 
ſight made me call to mind the Fancy of my Lady Marchioneſs of 
Newcaſtle, of a Nation -wherein the People were of Orange-tawny co- 
lour, and the King of Purple. UTI Nr WE FDENITTE 

They-told us that fome that. were committed .to their. charge, and 
not to be brought to work by blows; they placed in a large Ciſtern, 
and let tlie water in-upon them, placing only a Pump by them for their 
relief, whereby they are forced to 'labour for their lives, and to free 
themſelves from drowning. One we-ſaw [put into a narrow Dungeon, 
and kept from meat. - Some are put into this Houſe for a longer time, 
ſome for a ſhorter. It hath been/a puniſhment for ſuch as have. drawn 
their Daggers, or offered to ſtab any —— And ſoine Citizens, _ 
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able and rich enough, contrive it ſo, that when their Sons are c<xtrave- 
gant and maſterleſs, the Officers ſeize upon them, and carry them into 
this Houſe, where they are not forced to any hard labour, bat kept in 
till they ſee ſufficient ſigns of amending their life. | 

This way of Correction may ſeem ſevere to many, yet is not com- 
parable to that which is ſaid ro have been formerly uſed in Germany. 
Particularly at Colen, in the White Tower at the North end of the Town, 
near the Rhize ; where it is reported, that ſuch Youths, who were not 
otherwiſe to be reclaimed, were in a barbarous manner ſhut up in the 
White Tower. The height and thickneſs of the Walls ſecured them from 
eſcaping, or from their complaints being heard. Near the top was 
placed out of their reach a loat of bread, the laſt remedy againſt ſtar- 
ving,which while their bold neceſſity forced them to reach at, they exe- 
cured their laſt ſentence upon themſelves, and miſerably brake their 
own necks, | 

Somewhat like the Raſpelhajs is the Spinhuis, or Houſe of CorreQi- 
on, for the young women, who live looſely, are taken in the night, or 
can give no account of their living. They are put in for a certain 
time, according as their fault merits, and are bound to make lace, 
ſew, or employ their time perpetually in ſome honeſt labour. 

Thoſe of the better fort are permitted to have Chambers apart. In 
one large Room I ſaw about an hundred of them, and ſome very well 
dreſſed and fine, which was an unexpected fight to me,and would fure 
be more ſtrange to behold in France and England. 

The Weeſbuis, or Hoſpital for Children, ' where there are Six hun- 
dred Orphans carefully looked after, and well educated. 

The Dolhxis, or a Houſe for fuch as are Delirious, Maniacal, or Me- 
lancholical of both Sexes. | 

The Gaſthuis, or Hoſpital for the Sick, being large, and hath a great 
Revenue. | 

The Mannenhuis, or Hoſpital for old Men, and ſuch as arc no longer 
able to labour towards their own fupport. 

Befides all which, there are great: Sums of money collected for the 
poor, fo that there is'not a Beggar to be ſeen in the Streets, and upon 
all afſignations-or appointments of meeting at the Tavern, or elſewhere, 
and upon many other -occafions, whoſoever fails to come at the exact 
time, forfeits more or -lefs to the uſe of the Poor. 

The Eaſt-India-houſes are remarkable, and the great Stores of their 
Commodities, Cinnamon, Green-ginger,Camphire, Pepper, Calecuts, Indi- 
co, Oc. The Ships are of a great burden : their Houſe was then en- 
latging, although it was great before; and a periet Town for all 
Trades within it felf. - | 

The Aumzralreyt, or Admiralty where their Stores for War and 
Shipping are laid up, is encompaſſed with water ; near to it there lay 
then 72 Men of War. '. In the Houſe we faw their Cables, Grapling- 
ons, Pullics,, Oars, Charges for Powder, Lanthorns for Ships, &c. At 
the entrance of the Gate hangs up a Canoe which ſeems to have a 
ran 1 it, dryed up, fo as: to be preſerved from corruption, and a Paddle 
uv his hagd : encloſed tp to the waſt in the Caxve, in ſuch ſort, as the 
Fiſh-ckins, which wereithe cover to it, being ſo ſewed, together that 
no water could get! in, he might keep the Sea in the greateſt Storms 
without danger. 'Fhe top of this Houle, as of divers others alſo in this 
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City, is a Reſervatory for Rain-water, which they have the more need 
of, becauſe they have little good water hereabouts. 

The faireſt Streets in the Town are H/arlem-/treet, the Cingel, Prins 
ces Graft, Kaiſers Graft, and the New Buildings in the Iſland towards 
Gittenburg, And it they continue to build with Freeſtone, they will 
ſtill ſurpaſs theſe, which, I'll aſſure you, are in no ſmall meaſure beau- 
titul. 

I faw a Globe to be ſold, made by Ying homes, between ſix and ſeven 
foot Diameter, valued at Sixteen thouſand Guldens : The Meridian a- 


lone, being of braſs, coſt a thouſand Guldens. The Globe is made of 


Copper-plates excellently well painted, with all the new Diſcoveries in it, 
as that of Anthony Van Dimons Land, found out 16.42. in 42 degrees of 
Southern Latitude,and 170 of Longitude, thoſe towards the North-weſt 
of Japan, and thoſe places both about Nova Zemla, and alſo in the 
Tartarian Sca beyond the Streights of Yoygats, New- /lolland, Weſt- 
Frieſland, Cape d Hyver, &c. but I have ſince met with a Book, which 
doth ſomewhat contradict this ; entituled 4 Yoyage into the Northern 
Conntries by Monſteur Martiniere, who went in one of the threc Ships 
belonging to the Northern Company of Copenhagen, in the year 1653. 
and by that means had occaſion to converſe with the Norwegians, 1ſlaxs 
ders, Laplanders, Kilops, Borandians, Siberi.ms, Zemblians, and Samo- 
jedes, who are Neighbours to the 7artars and 7 7»gorſes, in his 46 Chap- 
ter he expreſſes himſelf after this manner. There having fallen into 
my hands ſeveral Geographical Charts of ſundry eminent and much 
celebrated Authors, I am much amazed to ſee how they are miſtaken 
in the poſition of Zembla, which they place much nearer the North 
Pole than really it 1s; they divide it likewiſe by the Sea from Green- 
land, and place it far diſtant from it, when as indeed thoſe two Coun- 
tries are Contiguous, the Coaſts of Greenland butting upon the Coaſts 
of Zemll:, fo as did not the great quantity of Snow, and the violence 
of the cold render thoſe Borders uninhabitable, the paſſage would be 
very eaſie by Land from Greenland to Zembla and from Zemlli paſſing 
the Pater-noſter Mountains to enter into Samojedia, trom thence into 
Tartarty or Meaſcovy, as one pleaſed : I was amazed likewiſe to ſec they 
had deſcribed the Streight called /Yoygaz,not above ten French Leagues 
in length, whereas it contains above five and thirty Dutch Leagues, 
which is ſix times as much Again, they would perſ{wade us that 
through that Streight our ſhips might paſs into the great 7artarziar 
Ocean, which 1s a miſtake. And although they indeed do affirm that 
in the time of Prince Maurice of Naſſaw, a Dutch Veſlel paſfled that 
way into that Ocean, yet it 1s a manifeſt error, that Streight being 
bounded, as I faid before, by the Parer-noſter Mountains, which are 
halfa League high, and the tops of them covered with perpetual Snow, 
which never diflolves. Andof this I can give a poſitive teſtimony, ha- 
ving been my {elf in that Streight under thoſe Mountains in the Dog- 
days, which is the hotteſt time of the year. 

From the Steeple of the old Church of Am/terdam, T had a good 
Profpe& of the Town, and the great number of Ships lying upon one 
fide of it, like a Wood ; and all the Towns about it. The Roots of the 
Houfes being ſharp,it is a moſt uneven Townto be looked upon down- 
ward,asitis a handſome one to be Jooked on upward;and is not fo diver- 
tiſing or pleaſing to the ſight, as _ Towns un France and 7taly, which 
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have flatter Roofs, or elſe are covered with a fine black Slat or Ardoife. 
Upon this, and all other Towers of the Town, a Trumpet is ſounded 
at Midnight, and in other parts of the City at fix a Clock night and 
morning. Art eleven a Clock, the time of going on to the Exchange, 
there is good Muſick at the Szadrhis, given by the Earl of Leiceſter. 
They make good Harmony alſo every hour in playing upon their 
Chimes and Bells in moſt Steeples. And there 1s a Mulick-houſe or 
Entertaining-houſe, where any one 1s admitted for a Stiver, lears moſt 
ſorts of Muſick, ſees many good Water- works, and divers motions by 
Clock-work, PiQures, and other Divertiſements. 

During my ſtay at 4m/terdam, I had the opportunity of ſecing di- 
vers Learned Men, and Perſons of Note. Dr. Rai/þ thewed us many 
Curioſities in Anatomy, as the Skeletoxs of young Children, and Fxtas's 
of al} Ages, neatly ſet together, and very wlute ; the Lymphatick weſ- 
ſels fo preſerved, as to fee the valves in them. A Liver cxcarnated, 
ſhowirg the Minute veſſels, all ſhining and clear. The Muſcles of Chil- 
dren diſſected and kept from corruption : entire Bedies preſerved ; the 
face of one was very remarkable, without the Jcaſt- ſpot or change of 
colour or alteration of the lineaments, from what might be expectcd 
immediately after death : he had then kepr it two years, and hoped 
it would fo continue. Dr. Swammerdam tſhewed us divers of lis Ex- 
periments which he hath ſet down in his Treatiſe De Reſpiratione ; 
and a very fair ColleQion of Inſects brought trom ſeveral Countries ; a 
Stagg-fly of a very great bigneſs; an 1xd1an Scolopeniria, or For!y-foot; 
a fly called Ephemeron, and many other Curioſities. Old Glawber the 
Chymiſt ſhewed us his Laboratory : And we received much civility 
from Blafius the Phyſick Profteſlour who hath wrote a Comment upon 
Peſlingtns. 

The Jews live more handſomiy and ſplendidly here, than in any 
other place : Their chief Synagogue is large, adorned with Lamps of 
Braſs and Silver. We happened to be there at the Feaſt of their New- 
year ; fo that there blowing of Horns, ſhouting and ſinging was not 
omitted : Some of them underſtand divers Languages. I ſaw one 
Moſes di Pas, a Learned young Man, and Oro4z0, a Phyſician of Note. 
And I was forry to ſee divers here to profeſs themſelves publickly Jews, 
who had lived at leaſt reputed Chriſtians, for a long time in other 
places : One who had been a Franciſcan Friar thirty years ; and ano- 
ther who had been Profeſſour ſome years at 7hclouze, and before that 
Phyſician to the King of Spain. Fuda Leo, a Jew, hath taken great 
pains in making a Model of the Temple of So/omor, of Solomon's Houſe, 
the Fort of the Temple, the Tabernacle, the Iſraclites encamping, and 
other Curioſities. I was preſent at the Circumciſion of a Child ; which 
1s performed by thruſting a Probe in between rhe Glas and Praputie 
«m, and ſeparating it, or dilating the Preputium, fo as the inward Skin 
may be drawn forward as well as the outward ; then by applying an 
Inſtrument joynted like a Carpenters Rule, or a Sector, the Skin is 
held faſt beyond the Glazs, and with a bread Inciſion-knife, or Cir- 
comorſion-kmife, the Foreskin is cut off cloſe to the Inftrument ; and 
what remains of Skin 1s immediately put back, the blood ſtopped 
with Powders, and a Plaiſter applyed ; the Relations and Acquain- 
now finging all the while, whereby the cries of the Infaat are leſs 
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Leaving Amr/terdam, | paſled by a peculiar Burial-place of the Jews, 
who are not permitted to interr their dead within the Walls, by Overs- 
kerk, Bamburg, and in fix or feven hours arrived at Ctretchr, in a Boat 
drawn with Horſes through artificial Cuts of Water, which is the way 
of Travelling in Holland, ©tretcht, and divers other Provinces of the 
{.ow-Countries. 

Ttrecht 15 an ancient, large, handiome Citv, and chief of the Pro- 
vince of the ſame name, called formerly A4ntoxina, and afterwards Z1- 
zrajetlum. Long famous for its Epiſcopal See tounded by Dagobert, 
King of France, who endowed it richly with Lands and Poflellions : 
Willebald, or Willebrede, an Engliſhman, was their firſt Biſhop, who 
converted theſe Countries unto Chriſtianity z and the following Bi- 
thops grew 1o poweriul, that they were able to bring many thoutand 
men into the ficld, and to wage great Wars againſt the Counts of Ho/- 
land : Fhcir Succeſſion alſo continued for above Nine hundred years. 
It is now an Univerſity, founded by the States in the Year 1639. I ſhall 
not trouble you with the Names of the Profeſſors ; the Learned Mr. 
Ray, whom I had the honour to meet 11 divers places abroad, having 
already cauſea to be printed the Series Lettionum of this and many 0- 
ther Univerſities in the Low-Countries, Germany, and 1taly, in his O4- 
ſervations Topographical, Moral, Phyftological, 1et forth 1673. The 
great Church hath a very high Tower, or three Steeples one above ano- 
ther : From the higheſt of which I had not only a good fight of the 
Town it ſelf, which lay under mine Eye like a Platform, but of many 
others alſo ; 2tretcht being in a plain flat Country, and fo well ſeated, 
and encompaſled with fo populous a Country, that in a days Journey 
& man may go from hence to any one of fifty walled Towns and Ci- 
ties. The Fg/i/þ Church here is an ancient Building ; the Pillar in 
the middle of it, whoſe Foundation could not be laid but upon Bulls- 


hides, is much taken notice of: It was built 1099. and hath the Picture 
of a Bull upon it with this Inſcription ; 


Accipe Poſteritas quod fer tua ſala narres, 
Tauriuis cutibus fando ſelidata cil:1mmn et. 


There is an old Library belonging to this Church, which contains 
divers old Books and Manuſcripts. A large Bill: in ſix Volumes, 
painted and gilded after a very ancient manner : 'Two Idols, taken (in 
time of War ) long ſince in Germany, and given to this place by the 
Emperor X#/eury the | ourth, are worth the fecing, not fo much for 
their neatneſs, as their Antiquity and odd thape : As alſo a Horn made 
out of a Tooth, faid to be given at the fame time. There are alſo three 
Znicorns Horns, little differing in length ; the longeſt being five foot 
and an half: I drank out of one of them, rhe end being tippd with 
Silver, and made hollow to ſerve for a Cup. Theſe were of the $ex- 
@uicorn, or the Horn or long wreathed 'Tooth of ſome Sea-Animal 
much like it, taken in the Northern Sea ; of which I have ſeen many, 
both in Publick Repoſitories, and in Private Hands. ' Two ſuch as 
theſe, the one Ten toot long, were preſented not, many years ſince to 
the King of Deamari, being taken near to Nova Zembla; and I have 
ſeen ſome full fifteen :vot long ; ſome wreathed very thick, ſome not 
ſo much, and others almoſt plain : Some largeſt and thickeſt at the 
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End near the head ; others are largeſt at ſome diſtance from the Head : 
Some very ſharp at the end or point, and others blunr. My honoured 
Father Sir Thomas Brown had a very fair piece of one which was for- 
merly among the Duke of Curland's Raritics, but after that he was ta- 
ken Priſoner by Douglas in the Wars between Sweden and Poland, it 
came into the hands oft my Unckle Colonel 7/atcher, of whom my Fa- 
ther had it, he had alſo a piece of this fort of 2a:coras Horn burnt 
black, out of the Empcror of Rufta's Repofitorie, given him by Dr. Ar- 
thur Dee, who was Son to Dr. John Dee, and alto Phyſician to the 
Emperor of Ruſſia, when his Chambers were burned, jn which he pre- 
ſerved his Curioſities. I have ſeen a walking Staff, a *cepter, a Scab- 
bard for a Sword, Boxes, and other Curioſities made out of this Horn, 
but was rever ſo fortunate as from experience to confirm its Medical 
Efficacy againſt Poiſons, contagious Diſeaſes, or any other evident cf- 
{ect of it, ajthoughd have known. it given ſeveral times, and in great 
quantity, Mr. Charlton hath a good ©nicorns Horn, Sir Joſeph Williams 
ſon gave one of them to the Royal Society. The Duke of £lorexce hath 
a fair one. The Duke of Saxoyxy a ſtrange one, and beſides many o- 
thers, I ſaw cight of them together upon cre Table in the Empe!i ors 
treaſurc, and I have one at preſent that for the neat wreathing and 
Elegant ſhape gives place to none. But of theis Znzicorns Horns no 
man ſure hath ſo great a Collection as the Kirg of Dezmark ; and his 
Father had ſo many, that he was able to ſpare a great number of them, 
to build a Magnificent Throne out of 7 icorns Horns. 

| had the honour to ſee divers Perſons of Note in this City ; as D. Cy- 
prianus ab Oeſfterga, Dr. Regius, Voetius, the only Member then left 
alive'of the Synod of Dorr and oth&1s; but miſled the ſightof thelearn- 
ed Anna Maria Skurman, who was then gone out ol 'Town, and was 
forced to content my ſelf with beholding her Picture, well drawn by 
her own hand, with this Inſcription of hers under it : 


Cernitis hic pid nollros in Imagine Tultus, 
St negat a's formam 2ratia veſtra dabit. 


The Painters Hall is conſiderable, wherein are many good pieces to 
be ſeen of ſeveral Maſters: Amongſt which there are good Heads by Var 
Colen and Tuart ; Land-skips by Soft-lever ; and good Drapery, eſpe- 
cially in ſome Turkiſh Habits, by Vander Mere. 

This Town is alſo beautified with a tair Piazza or Market-place, di- 
vers long Streets, and a Pa//-mall with five rows of Trecs on each fide, 
In the Church of St. Katherine is the Tomb of my Lord Gorge. 
Though I had ſeen France and 7taly, and the Noble Cities thereot, 
which are worthily admired by ail, yet I was much ſurprized upon the 
firſt ſight of the 147ed Provinces, eſpecially of /Zolland, and the ad- 
joyning places. He that hath obſerved the eafie accomodation for Tra- 
vel therein, both by Lind and Water, their excellent order and regular 
courſe in all things; the number of Learned Men: the abundance of 
Varieties in all kinds ; the induilry, ſrugality and wealth of the Peo- 
ple ; their numerous good Towns ; their extraordinary neatneſs in their 
Buildings and Houſes ; their proper Laws and adminiſtration of 
Juſtice; and their incredible number of Shipping and Boats, will think 
it an omillion to reſt in the ſyght of other Countries without a view of 
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this. A Country of little extent, and foon travelled over, but ſo re- 
pleniſhed with People, with good Cities, fair Towns and Villages, as 
not to be met with upon fo little a compaſs of grornd, except perhaps 
in China. | | | 

From zrecht, in two hours, I came to Friſwick, and paſſed over the 
River Leck to Vianen, where there is little remarkable beſides the 
Houſe and Gardens of Count Brederode, one of the Ancient Nobility of 
Hlland, or according to coramon eſteem, of the moſt Noble Family 
of all ; the Family ot the Fgmonds being formerly eſteemed the Rich- 
eſt ; the Waſſenaer's the mott ancient, and the Brederodes the Nobleſt. 
The Mount in this Garden ſerves for the Rampart to the Town, and 
on a round Ballwark are divers ſma'l braſs Guns planted. The Statua's 
of the twelve Czſars, of Ariſtotle, the Pyramids and Partitions, with 
the Paintings upon the wall, are the reſt of its Ornaments. 

From hence I paſled ſtill by Boat through the Land of A4rkte/, ſome 
fay, derived from #tercules ; belonging formerly to-the Lords of Gor- 
chom and Arteland, till by Mary, daughter to the laſt Lord of Arke/and, 
it fell to Joh» Lord of Femend, and was afterwards fold to Vi/l:am, 
the ſixth Earl of //o/lanud. 1 arrived this night at Gorchom, a Town 
well ſeated, near three Rivers, the Ling, the Wael, and the Maes. 
The Market-place is fair ; the Stadthuis is funk ſomewhat on one fide. 
The Governour hath a good Houſe, and the Church a very high thick 
Steeple : ; Works are of Earth : the Water-gate is handſome, and 
over it in Great Letters in thus inſcription ; 


Civitas in qud maxime Cives legibus parent, & in 


pace beata, & bello invucta. 1642. 


The more remarkable becauſe it made good its Inſcription in the 
year 1672. When Loxis thi: Fourteenth, King of France, came down 
with ſo powertul an Army into the Low-Countries, that in that Sum- 
mers Expedition he took thirty walled Towns and Cities, this Wa- 
tergate being the Limit to his Conqueſts this way , beyond which 
his Forces were not able to attempt any thing. 

Leaving Gorcum, I pafled by Worcum,on the other ſide of the River, 
and then by the Caſtle of Love/tein,ſtrongly ſeated; and well fortified ; 
and therefore hath been often made uſe of to ſecure Perſons of Note. 
Sir George Aſcue of late yerrs ſuffered his 'Impriſonment herein, and 
formerly Barzevelt ; upon which occaſion this Caſtle hath been much 
ſpoken of, and hath given the name to that whole party who ſided 
with him, well known at preſent by the name of the Loveſ/tein 
Faction. Paſling on further by the Maes, 1 left Proye on the left 


hand, and Z/zeſden on the right, and:the next day morning arrived at 
the Boſche. 


Hertogen Boſche, Sylva Ducis, Boeſtam Ducis, Boiſleduc, Boldnc , The Boſp. 


takes its name from a Wood belonging to the Dukes of Brabarr. 
It is a ſtrong pleaſant City, ſeated upon the River Di/a or Dee/e; which 
enters the Maes, about two Leagues betow it; one of the greateſt 
Cities in Brabant ; and' for its ſtrength, for which 'tis beholden 
both to Nature and to Arr, the States of the nited Provinres 
poſſeſs not any one more cotifiderable, and is # very good 
Frontier againſt all Enemies on this ſide: It is encompaſſed on 
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all ſides with Fens and Marſhy Grounds. The Averres to it are bv 
narrow Cauſeys, made turning and winding, to be commanded in all 
places by one or other of the ſix Sconces or Forts built at ſome di- 
{tance without the Town for its greater Security. Beſides which, the 
Hollanders having ſome reafon to be jealous of the Inhabitants, whoſe 
affections might incline them towards' the neighbouring Princes, of 
whoſe Religion moſt of them are,they have built a Cittadel within the 
Town, a Briel or pair of Spectacles to look more accurately into their 
Afﬀairs. It is a handfom regular Fort of five Baſtions, each Curtain is 
84 ordinary paces long ; the Faces of each Baſtion 63; and the Flank 
or Neck 24. There is a handſome Houſe of Stone for the Centry at 
the point of each Baſtion, and the middle of cach Curtain, every one of 
which coſt Seven hundred Guldens. Here 1s alſo a Field Canon of an 
extraordinary length, ſaid to be able to fling a Bullet almoſt as far as 
Bommel. The Piazza in this Town 1s Triangular. og 

This City was made an Epiſcopal See, 1559. The Cathedral is De- 
dicated to St. John, In the Quire are painted the Arms of many of 
the Knights of the Golden Fleece. And over the upper Stalls or Seats, 
an Inſcription in Frexch, which contains the Hiſtory of the firſt Inſti- 
tution, and Model of this Order, by the moſt High and mighty Prince 
Philip the Good, Duke of Burgandy, Lorain, and Bratant, in the year 
1429, Who then named four and twenty Knights, beſides the head of 
the Order, to whom he gave a Chain of Gold, and a Golden Fleece : 
for which this Inſcription was thought fit to be placed up.nfiis Tomb,

Beſides divers Statua's and Pillars. There are alſo ſeveral Monumerits 
of the Biſhops of Beſche and others. | 
This Town was taken from the King of. Spain by the Forces of the 
Confederate Eſtates, in the ycar x628. after a long and chargeable 
Siege ; in which the little Sconce, one of the Forts towards the South, 
did excellent Service. og | 
Divers of the Nuns were {till alive in this Town, but at 7:reche they 
were all dead. | | 
From the Boſche we travelled through a plain Country, ſomewhat 
Sandy, to Breda upon the River Merck: A place very conſiderable, 
pleaſantly ſeated, and well-fortified. It hath formerly had more Out- 
works than at preſent : For they have taken away the Crown-works ; 
and left only the Half-moons and Horn-works, and Conſerves or Con- 
tregards about the Halt-moons. There is a large Ditch of Water round 
the Counterſcarp, and a ſmall Ravelin between each Baſtion, joyned to 
the Rampart within ſide of the Ditch. There is alſo a double Hay or 
Quickſet-hedge almoſt quite round the Town, beſides Palifadq's. The 
Parapet is very thick, and ſtrengthned with a row of Elms, and ſecond- 
ed with another row at three or four yards diſtance, round the Town ; 
the bodies of the Baſtions are ſunk down or hollowed away, and filled 
with a thicket of Elms. The Half Moons are the like without the 


Town, 
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To wn, and after all, a breſt-work between the Town and the Ba/tions ; 
and Cavalters upon ſeveral places of the Rampart. 

This Town belongs unto the Prince of Orange, unto whom it hath 
deſcended by the right of the houfe of Nafſaw, by the Marriage of E- 
gelbert the ſeventh Earl of that houſe, with Mary daughter and Heir of 
Philip the laſt Lord thereof, about the year x400. It was taken by the 
Spanzards in the beginning of the Low Country Wars, and was after- 
wards ſurprized by the Duzch, by a ſtratagem performed by eighty 
men hid in a Boat covered over with Turf, and let into the Caſtle. In 


the year 1625. the Spaniards took it again, as by Inſcriptions and 


Chronograms are to be ſeen in divers places, as that over the door of the 
Church. |

Afterwards it was beſieged and taken by Frederick Hendrick Prince 


of Orange, as an inſcription at the Weſt end of the Church ſets it 
down.

The Church is fair and hath many good Monuments, as Rexeſſe's 
Tomb ; a Monument for Sir- Thomas Aliſbury ſet up by the Lord 
Chancellor Xide; an old Tomb erected x 3 49. for John Lord of Lech 
and Breda ; the Tomb of Grave Englebery Yan Naſſaw and his family 
on the ſide of the Wall ; the Here Yan Horne and his three Wives ; 
but the Principal Monument is that of Grave Hendrick Van Naſſaw, 
whoſe Armour is ſupported by four Warriers upon their Knees ; he 
built the Caſtle of Breda, which is at preſent both ſtrong and beau- 
tiful : I obſerved the place where the Turf-Boat came in,and where the 
Prince came over into the Town. The Gallery, the Garden, the 
Walks, and Dials are worth the ſeeing, the Town is handſomly built, 
populous, and generally hath a great Garriſon in it. 

Leaving, Breda we ſoon came by Land to St. Gertruydenberg, the &*!1ynberg. 
laſt Town on the Nerth pf Brahaxt, where it joyned to the Pro- 
vince of Ho/and, a ſmall place, but a good Town for fiſhing, lying 
upon a Hill near the great broad Water called Je Waert, made by the 
falling of the Maes and many other Rivers into it. This Town is 
fortified and Garriſoned. The Church and Steeple have been Large 
and fair, and the ruines of the Latter are obſervable, in regard that this 
Steeple was ſhot down by a Stratagem of the Prince of Orange, while 
rhe Governor and chief of the Town were upon it, to obſerve a falſe 
alarm in the Prince's Camp, and ſo loſt themſelves and the Town.

We paſſed from hence overa large Water which hath overflow'd a great 
part of the Country upon one ſide of it, no leſs than ſeventy two Pa- 
riſhes being drowned at once,the Village of Ramſdus only eſcaping,and 
ſo by an old Tower called the houſe of Murvey,to the Maidex Town of 
Dort, or Dordrecht. 

Dordracum, fo called by ſome from Duri or Dureti forum, at prefent 

Dort, being ſeated in the Waves of thoſe great Lakes made by the Maes 
and Waal, is not unaptly from its fituation compared to a Swans neſt, 
it is reckoned the firſt and chief Town of South Z#elland, in reſpect of 
its antiquity, as having; ſerved to ſecure Odocer in his retreat almoſt 
eight hundred years fince, and alſo in reſpect of its Privileges in ha- 
ving the Mint here, and being the Staple for Rheniſh wine and Engliſh 
Cloth. 

In this Town are many fair houſes and pleaſant Gardens. The great 

Church is large, the Steeple 312. ſteps high ; the top thereof being 
made of four large Dyalls. There is alſo an Exchange or Place for 
Merchants to meet. The Engliſh have two Churches, and the French 
one. The Key or Head to the water ſide 1s handſome, and the Coun- 
try about very pleaſant ; we faw the Chamber wherein the Synod of 
Dort was aſſembled 1611. a large fair room ; and took a collation in 
the fame houſe, in a high turret overlooking the Town and Country : 
Our ſeats Moving round about the Table continually ; fo as the diver- 
ſity of the proſpe& made it more delightful. 'The great Veſlels round- 
bellied, which trade between Co/z and this City ſeemed ſtrange ; as alſo 
the long Lauyck or Liege-boats ; and the number of People that conti- 
nually live in them. At my going away from hence I embarked in a 
Veſſel bound for the Ifland of Walcheren, fayling by moſt of the Iſlands 
of Zealand and in ſight of divers good Towns, as W:illem/tadt, Zirick- 
zee, Tergoes ; obſerving in ſome places where the Sea had overflow'd the 
Land ; and in others where the Induſtry of the Inhabitants ſtill keep 
it out, by keeping up their banks, and thatching the Shoars of the Sea. 
We Landed at 7er-Yere, where there 1s a good Haven and Harbour for 
Ships, the Walls were built in the year 1357,towards the Sea are round 
towers. 'The P7azza is long. The Scorch have had a Factory here for 
above two hundred years, and the Marg#iſs of this Place did formerly 
make one of the three States, by which Zealand was Governed. The 
Abbot of St Nicholas in Middleburg repreſenting the Eccleſiaſtical ju- 
ridiction, and the Towns of Middleburg, Zirickze, Ter-Vere, Fluſſing, 
Tolen, Martins-dike , Romerſwal and Tergoes, ſupplying the Third : 
over againſt this place where a Town had formerly funk into the Sea, 
the Steeple only remains to be feen. From hence to MiddleLurg the 
way 1s Paved with Brick ; as it is alſo from Town to Town in moſt pla- 
ces of Holland, 

Middiebarg is the chief Town in the Iflgnd Walachria, ſeated almoft 
in the middle of it, being well built, large rich, and Populous, it is the 
fourth Port for the Eaſt-lndia trade : hath a large, broad Water with- 
in the Town, and a ſtreight cut through the Land to carry Veſſels out 
to Sea, the whole is very well Fortified, the Officers here are choſen 
by ſtrangers or Foreigners, tae Churches are many and remarkable,the 
new Church is of an eight-ſquare figure with a Cupela, the Tower of 
tie old great Church very high, the S:adthuiſe with the old ſtatua's 
ayvut it, the round Pzazza, and many private buildings are Conſidera- 

ble, 
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ble, and the whole Country about it-is fruitful ; either divided - into 
Gardens and Orchards, or Planted with Madder, Pompions, or Grain 
and Fruits. The Zealanders are generally addicted to the intereſt of 
the Prince of Oraxge, and great Lovers of his Perſon. I found. them 
not a little delighted that the Prince had been with them ſome days 
before, and was made Premier Noble, or chief of the States of 
Zealand ; which was chiefly brought about, as I was informed, by 
Penſroner Hubert, le Sage, Duvelaer and Vriebergen, formerly no 
creat friends to the Prince, eſpecially Yriebergen , who was the 
moſt earneſt of any to bring him in, in deſpite to the ZZo/landers, for 
General Worts his ſake, who being ſet over the Zealand forces by 
thoſe of AmFferdam lately aflronted Yriebergen's Son, who was a Colo- 
nel at the Head of his Regiment. I was entertained at Middleturg very 
courteouſly by Mr. Z7i// the Miniſter, who alſo ſent his Kinſman with 
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me to Fluſſing. Fliſſinga or Yluſſing hath Stone-Walls towards the Sea, Fluſhing. 


and Mudworks towards the Land; a very good Port,and a ſtrong Town; 
the waves of the Sea waſhing it walls ; it was one of the firſt Towns 
which the Low Country men took trom the Spaniards in the year r 572, 
and was made Cautionary to Queen Elizabeth together with Rammak? 
»s'and the Briel. 1585. The renowned Sir. Philip Sidney being the firſt 
Governor of it, and ſurrendered by King 7ames to the United ſtates, 
1616. The Sea ſhoar here abouts is not only faced with ruſhes, flaggs 
and reeds ſtaked down as high as the Tide uſually ariſes, but it is alſo 
ſtrongly bound over with Ofiers and hurdles and great Poſts driven 
in to break the force of the Water, and ſecure the Piles which make the 
Harbour or Havens mouth. The Town-houſe is handſomly built , 
ſtanding in the P7azza, having three rows of Pillars in the Front one 
above another ; the Lower Dorick, the ſecond /onick, and the higheſt 
Corinthian ; and on the top there is a Gallery or Balcony to Diſcover 
| ſhips at Sea. This is the third Port for the Eaſt-71d/a trade ; AmFHer- 
dam and Rotterdam being, the firſt and ſecond : here lay many great 
ſhips in the middle of the Town, and conſiderable men of War, as the 
Sr. Patrick, and the Admiral of Zealand : we ſaw them alſo building 
of di« ers ſhips, and when the Prince was here. they lanched one to d1- 
vertiſe him, to which he gave the name of William Frederick, they alſo 
preſented him with a Golden Bottle ; that being the Arms of the Town : 
the Prince Landed at 4rmayden, and went from thence to 7ergoes,and 
thence to Breda; they reported his entertainment in Walcheren a- 
mounted to fifty thouſand Gu/deus. The Women in this Ifland wear 
moſt of them red Cloth and ſtraw-Hats; if a Man dies a great bundle of 
Straw is laid at the Door, it a Boy, a little one if a Woman, the ſtraw lies 
on the left ſide of the Noor : when any woman is brought to bed, they 
faſten a piece of Lawne to the ring and rapper of the Door , and makeit 
up into a little baby or puppet finely pleated, and in ſuch manner, as to 
diſtinguiſh of what ſex the young Child 1s. 

Returning to Middleburg by Land I obſerved there was a row of 
Trees round the Town between the moat and rampart, where ordina- 
rily there is only a breaſt-work or a hedge, and embarked at Middle- 
burg again, and paſſed down the River by the fort Rammakins, and 1o 
for rhe Schelde,Sayling up that noble River till we had paſſed the Fort, 
Frederick Henrick, and came to. Lillo ; where we ſtayed till the Vel 
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ſel was ſearched. Over againſt Li!lo, lies another Fortification, call- 
ed Lifgens hoek ; the Fort de 1a croix 1s the laſt that belongs to the 
Hollanders, and lies on the North fide of the River; the Banks are 
cut nigh to it, and the Country drowned tor its greater Security. | he 
Spaniſh Forts hereabouts to defend the Frontiers, are the Philip, the 
Pearl, and the Marza. | 

The River Scaldis or Scheld mentioned by Czſar is a gallant River, 
affording plenty of Fiſh, and convenience for Navigation and paſlage 
unto ſeveral noted places: It ariſes in the Country of Yermandois, pat- 
ſing to Cambray, Yalencienne, ſo to Tournay or Dornick,Oudenard, Gaunt, 
Rupelmond and Antwerp, and purſuing its courſe is afterwards divided 
into two ſtreams, whereoi the Southern is cailed the ont ; the other 
runs by Bergen ap Zome, and afterward into the Sea between the Ifles 
of Zealand. | 

The next day morning we went on our Voyage flill up the Scald:s 
or Schelde, and arrived at Antwerp. Where I had the good fortune to 
ſee Mr. Hartop ; one very well known in all thoſe parts, and of high 
eſteem for his perſonal ſtrength and valour. A Gentleman alſo fo 
courteous that he makes it his buſineſs to oblige ftrangers ;- he ſh-w'd 
me many curioſities in this City, carrying me with him in his Coach. 

The Walls of Antwerp are very large, faced with Brick and Free- 
ſtone, having divers rows of Trees upon them, broad walks, and con- 
veniences for the Coaches, to make their tour upon. The Ba/tious are 
not ſo large as generally they build now a dayes, yetaftcr the modern. 
way. The Ditch is very broad and deep, the Country about it, all 
Gardens. The Citadel is a regular t ortification of five Baſt ions, where= 
in lies always a Garriſon of Spaniſh Souldiers : upon every cnrtain 
there are two mounts or Cavaliers; and between them below, a row 
of building or lodgings for the Souldiers ; the ears of the Ba/tions are 
cut down, and Cajamates made or Caſe matte, ana Paliſado's ſet round 
upon the Eſplanade ; the Walls are lined with excellent Brick and 
Stone, nor 1s there any where a more regular beautiful Fortification of 
five Baſtions that 1s finiſhed : it commands the City, the River and 
the Country : beſides this Cirzade! there 1s another Fort within the 
Town near the Schelde, to command the River, having eight Guns in 
it, called St. Lawrexce Fort. 

The Exchange is handſome, ſupported by 36 Pillars, every one of a 
difterent carving, four ſtreets lead unto it, 1o that ſtanding in the mid- 
dle we ſee through every one of them. The Meer or Largeſt ſtreet is 
conſiderable for the water running under it, and for the meeting of 
Coaches upon it every evening to make their tour through the ſtreets 
of the City, which are clean and beautiful ; at one end of it ſtands a 
large Braſs Crucifix upon a Pedeſtal of Marble. The Je/uites Church 
goes far beyond any of that bignefs that I have ſeen oui of /zaly. The 
Front 15 noble, with the Statua of /gnatius Loyala on the top. A great 
part of the inſide of the Roof was painted by Rubens, and ſome of it 
by Yan Dyke : there be many Excellent peices of flowers done by Se- 
gersa Jeſuite; the Carving and gilding of all the works is exquiſite : 
The Library of the College is great, and the Books diſpoſed handſome- 
ly unto four Chambers : the Founder hereof was Godfridus outappel, 
whoſe Monument, together with his Wile and Children are worth 
the

the ſeeing,in * Chappel on the South ſide of this Church. In the Church 
of the Carmeli tes 1s a large Silver Statua of our Lady, and models of Ci- 
ties in ſtone. Onſer Licven Vrowen Kerck, of the Church of our blefſed 
Lady is the greateſt in the City ; and the Steeple one of the faireſt in 
World, five hundred foot high : one of their feet is eleven of our inches; 
fo as it 1s 459 of our feet: In this Church there is much carving, and 
a great number of Pictures highly eſteemed ; among which one piece 
is much taken notice of, drawn by Q«i»tix, at firſt a Smith, who made 
the near Iron work of the Well before the Welt door ; and afterwards 
to obtain his Miſtreſs, he proved a famous Painter ; his head is fet up 
in cn at the entrance of the Church, with an inſcription and this 
verſe; 


Connubialis amor de Mulcibre fecit Apellem. 


I was at the famous Abby of St. Michael, pleaſantly ſeated upon the 
Schelde; where,among other curioſiries, I faw a glafs,which repreſented 
the Pictures of our Saviour and and the Virgin Mary, colle&ted from 
the putting together of divers other heads : One was reprefented from 
2 Picture wherein were thirteen faces, and another from one of twelve : 
over the bleſſed Virgin was this Inſcription;

The Counteſs of Brabant's Tomb, who was drowned, and her Sta- 
tua, as alſo the Monument of 0: zeling, are here ſhewn. Marcarius S:- 
moneus was then Abbot, the Monks 63. Near unto the Whart-gate is 
the Churcl: of St. Walburgis,an Englith Saint,who contributed much to- 
wards the converſion of the{e Countries. | 

The Town-houle 1s fair, the Houſe built for the Eaſt-country Mer- 
chants 1s very ſtately and large, but runs now to ruine, in this 
I faw, among other curioſities, divers ſtrange Muſical inſtruments , 
which at preſent are not underſtood, or at leaſt not made uſe of : The 
Heſſen houſe hath been alſo formerly conſiderable. The water which 
they make ufe of in Brewing, 1s brought by an Aqueduct from Feren- 
tall about. thirty miles diſtant from hence ; and is conveyed into the 
Town by a large Channel, peculiarly walled in by it ſelf where it pat- 
ſes the Ditch ; in this City are many good colleftions of Piftures both 
Ancient and Modern, and excellent Miniature or Liming by Gorfol ; 
one fine piece, which I faw was peculiarly remarkable,it being the work 
of 35 ſeveral Maſters. 


From Antwerp, I paſſed to Bruſſels by water changing Boats five Bruſets. 


times, and going through divers locks, by reaſon the Country is fo much 
higher about Breſels, and the water above two hundred foot lower at 
Antwerp. At Fontaine a league and half from Bruſſels , three Rivers 
croſs one another : one of them being carrjed over a bridge. The Paz- 
za of Bruſſels is fair, and oblong in figure ; upon one of the longeſt ſides 
ft-1ds the Town-houſe, and over againſt it the Kings-houſe, where up- 
©:: 1 Scaffold hanged with Velvet, Count, Egmond and Forne were 
bci:eaded, the whole Piazza being hanged with Black Cloth. Upon 
the top of the Town-houſe, ſtands St. 3::chaed, the Patron of the City, 
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in Braſs, Count Marſin's houſe formerly belonging to the Prince oi 
Orange , hath a fair Court, and overlooks a good part of the City, but 
a quarter of it is ruined by Lightning. The Thunderbolt or Stone 
which they affirm to have effected it, is bigger than two Mens heads , 
and hangs up upon the door at the entrance. The Jeſ#ites Church 15 
handſom, and in it the fair white Tower is beautitully gilded at the 
top. The Carmelites Church hath a noble Altar, and near unto the 
Church is the Szatua. of a piſſing boy, which is a continual Conduir. 
The Armory was well furniſhed as we were informed, before the Go- 
vernors of the low Countries fold the Arms ; and C:ffe! Roderzgo, the 
Governor, left it very bare. There remains the Armour of Charles the 
fifth, of Duke 4/ert,of the Prince of Parma, Frneftus, and of the Duke 
4" 4lva, and of the Duke Alberts horſe, who being ſhot faved his Maſter, 
and died the fame day twelve month ; Spears for the hunting the wild 
Boar, one with two Piſtols ; The Armour of Cardinal Zrfante, and of an 
Indian King; A Poliſh musket which carries fix hundred paces ; Charles 
the Filth's Sword for the making the Knights of the Golden Fleece, and 
Henry the Fourth's Sword ſent to declare war ; Good Bucklers for De- 
tence,and ſome well wrought; eſpecially one with the Battel of /'yrrhus 
and his Elephants ; and banners taken with Francis King of France, at 
the Battel of Pava. | : 
Somewhat like Godfrey of Bouillons ſhooting the three Pigeons 
near the Tower of David, is the ſhot which /»fanta Tſabel/a made, 
when with an Arrow ſhe killed a Bird, in memory whereot, a Bird 
pierced with an Arrow is ſet upon the top of a Tower in the Court, 
which is large ; and if the New Buildings and Deſign were continued,it 
would be very handſome Before the Court ſtands five braſs Statues. The 
Park is pleafant , with Trees ſet in order, and adorned with Grottos, 
Fountains, and Water-works, which come very near the /za/zan ; one 
piece ſomewhat imitating Fraſcati, in which all Muſical Inſtruments 
are imitated, and a perpetual motion attempted : and: on the Front of 
the Buildings ſtand the Cz/ars heads. But the Echo is moſt remarka- 
ble ; which may perfe&ly be diſtinguiſhed to ten or twelve Replies. 
The greateſt Church is that of St. Gudu/a ; in which 1s her Statua, 
the Devil ſtriving to blow out the Light of her Lanthorn. The two 
Chappels therein are remarkable ; the one built by Leopo/dus. very fair 
on the out-ſide : the other towards the No: th, hath been viſited by five 
Kings ; 1n which is the Hoſt which bled being ſtabbed by the Jews. In 
the Dominican Church is the Monument of the Duke of Cleve and his 
Dutchels, in Corz#thian braſs. But for a New Church that of the Be- 
gennes, or Pious Maids, is very conſiderable ; there being Eight hun- 
dred of them in this City, who have a particular plac@llotted to them, 
where they have built this milk-white Church. The Plague was much 
in this place at that time, three hundred Houſes being thut,up and Gar- 
lands placed on the doors, in the middle of which 


was written I H S. I ſaw the Eny/ifh Nunnery, and other conſidera- 
ble Buildings. And after I had:retreſhed my {elf at the Fiſh-Tavern, 
which is worth the ſeeing, eſpecially for two Rooms in it, furniſhed from 
top to bottom with very good Pictures, I returned to Antwerp. 
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Oob. 4. I travelled through an open Country, and lodged at Molin 
bruſfle. The Spaniſh Souldiers met us upon the Road this day, ſome of 3/4. 
them well mounted and armed, and begged of us, and were well fatisfi- 
ed with a ſmall Benevolence. The next day we entred the Country 
of Liege, and paſſed great Heaths, and on the Sixth, in the morning ar- 
rived at Maeſtreicht. 


MT —— 


Trajetlum ad Moſam, or Maeſtreicht, is a ſtrong Town, ſeated upon aupreicis 
the Maes, four Leagues below Liege. The Out-works are very con- | 
ſiderable ; the Wall is old. Towards the South-eaſt lies a Hill , 
which ariſesgently, and overlooks part of the Town. Under this 
Hill is one of the nobleſt Quarries of Stone in the World. To ſecure 
the Town from the diſadvantage it might receive from this Hill,there 
was formerly a Fort built upon it, but it hath been long ſince ſlighted7 
and they have made out an Horn-work within Musket-ſhot of it, and 
the Baſtion anſwering to it is made very high, to cover the Town. On 
the other ſide of the River ſtands Wicke, very well fortified alſo, and 
rather ſtronger than aeſtreicht, into which they might retire if the 
Town ſhould be taken by Storm, ut being united to Maeftreicht by a 
handſom Bridge over the Maes, conſiſting of Nine Arches. All about 
Wicke the Country is flat : there are many Inhabitants in it, and a 
handſom Glaſs-houſe. 


The private Houſes of Maef7reich? are generally covered with a 
black Slat, or Ardoiſe, otherwiſe not very beautiful. The Town- 
houſe is fair, ſeated in one of the Pazza's, built of white Stone ; it 
hath Nine large Windows in a row on each fide , and within is very 
well painted by 7heodorus van der Schuer , who was Painter to 
the Queen of Sweden, In another Piazza is a Fountain , rows of 
Trees, and the great Church. This Town was beſieged and taken 
from the King of Spain by the Confederate States in the year 
I 632. 


Oftober the Seventi I dined at Gollop, a fmall place, and came that 
night to Aker, Aix la Chapelle, or Aquiſgrane, an ancient noble City, 
the Inhabitants Courteous, and much frequented by reaſon of its hot 
Baths, of which I ſhall ſpeak more particularly in my Journey from 
Colen to London. Leaving Aken 1 travelled towards Juliers or Gu- 
lick, but it being late before we arrived, the Gates were ſhut up, fo 
as we went only under the Walls, leaving it on our xight hand. Near 
unto Gulick runs a ſhallow ſwift River, called the Roer. At the 
Mouth of ir, where it falls into the Maes, is ſeated a conſiderable 
Town, called Roermonde, through which I paſſed in the year 1673. 
when Sir Lionel Fenkens and Sir Foſeph Willamſon were ſent Plenipoten- 
tiaries to Co/ogre, in our Journey from Antwerp to that City. We then 
paſſed the Country of Brabant, by the way of 7 hornhaut, Weert, Roer- 
monde, and the next Night paſling by Erkelens, lodged at Caſtro, or 
Caſter, in Gulickland, where there are ſtill the remains of an old Caſtle, pron 
formerly built for the Defence of that part of the Country. Roermon- 
de is ſeated upon a riſing Hill, near the River Roer, hath a Colledge 
of Jeſuits in it, a handſome P7azza, and an old Abby with divers Mo- 
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numents very ancient, founded by Gerard Earl of Gue/derland. From 
this Town their Excellencies were faluted with the Guns from their 
Walls, charged with Bullets. The Spaniards in moſt places ſtriving to 
expreſs the higheſt of their reſpeRts. 


| From Gulick I travelled to Cologne, where I arrived Ofober the 
xOth, 1668, 
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SJO/en, Colu, or Colonia 4grippina, was anciently the Ca- 
Z pital City of the 7/47, a people who were at firſt poſ- 
& ſcflcd of the Countrics now called Berg and March, 
$62 but being over-run by the Germans next to them, 
VS Agrippa, Lieutenant of Ga//ia, received them into 
SS NJFe— protction, and placed them upon this fide of the Ro- 
man ſhoar of the Rhine, where they built this place, 
and called it Opidum ©biorem, and the Romans cating themſelves here 
for the defence of the Country, in Honour of Agrippiza, daughter to 
Germanicas, and wile to Claudns, whole Birth place it was, gave it at- 
terwards the Name of Co/outa Agrippina. It is at prefent one .of the 
largeſt, if not the greateſt, of any City in Germaxy, ſecured towards the 
Land by a high Wall, and two deep Trenches, and towards the Water 
by a Wall of Stone. The Rhine renders it delightful upon one fide and 
divers rows of Trees encloſe the Town towards the Land. They have 
ſome Out-works, as Halt-moons and Raveclins, but rheir beit ſecurity 1s 
in the great number of men which they are able to raiſe within them- 
ſelves. Many of the Strcets are broad, and paved with broad ſtones. 

It received the Chriſtian Faith very early, and Maternus was their 
Biſhop above 1350 years ſince, who ſubſcribed, among{t others, to the 
Council of Arl-s. They have a great number of Churches, and well 
endowed, which take up a great part of the Town ; "the Prcbends and 
Canons Houſes having in many places Vineyards, and large Gardens 
_ adjoyning. Towards the North end of the Town, the Church of St. 
Kunibald is conſiderable. The Convent of the Dominicans 1s fair, and 
newly built, with a Garden in the Court, and all the Chambers unt- 
form. The Jeſuites Church is well built and ſtored with rich Copes, 
Altar-pieces, and other Ornaments. 'In the Church of St. Gereon, a 
Saint of great name here, martyred about Cole in the time of Maxi» 
mianus, are about a thouſand Saints heads, and on each fide of the Al- 
tar a large Statua, whereof one is of a Moor ; and under the Quire ano- 
ther Church. The Convent of = Carmelites 18 allo conſiderable, 


wherein 
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wherein the Treaty of Peace was held with good accommodation in it, 
though with no ſucceſs, in the year 1673. In the Church of Sr. 77/u/a 
is her Tomb, and the Tombs ot divers of the Eleven thouſand Virgins, 
martyred by the uns. Upon the Monument of St. @r/#/a is this In- 
ſcription ; 


Sepulchrum Sanfte Urſulz indicio Columba detectum. 


Upon many of the Tombs which are old, are Croſles and Lamps. Ma- 
ny Bones and Heads of the Martyrs are alſo kept in this Church. The 
Cathedral is dedicated to St. Peter, and is very large, bur not finiſhed. 
The Body of the Church hath four rows of Pillars within it. The 
Quire is handſome and very high : behind it are believed to be the 
Tombs of the three Wiſe men which came from the Eaſt to worſhip our 
Saviour, or the Kings of Arabia, of whom it was propheſied that they 
ſhould bring Gifts, commonly cailed the three kings of Colen : Mets 
chior, who offered Gold, Gaſpar Frankincenle, and Balthaſar Mytrh. 
Their Bodies, as the account goes, were firſt removed to Conſtant ino- 
ple by Helena, the Mother of Con/{antine the Great ; theri to Milan by 
Fuſtorfius Biſhop thereof ; and they have now reſted at Colen tor above 
five hundred years, being tranſlated from Mila» hither by Raineldus 
Biſhop of Coley, in the year 1164. There are alſo divers other Monu- 
ments of Biſhops, and Noble Perſons in Braſs and Stone, and one in the 
ſhape of a Caſtle with ſix Towers. The Canons of this Church are all 
Noblemen ; among whom the Duke of New4xrg, who ordinarily reſides 
at Duſſe/dorff, about twenty Engliſh miles below this City, upon the 
Rhine, hath two Sons. In a Church dedicated to all the Apoſtles, they 
ſhew us a Tomb,which being opened by Thieves,intending to plunder 
it, the Woman buried in it aroſe up and went home, and lived with 
her Husband divers years after. In one of the Streets is a Tower, or 
rather one Tower upon another, which ſeems to be ancient, now made 
a Priſon. Upon another Ruine alſo in the Streets lies a Tomb made 
out of one Stone ; of which ſort of Tombs there are many in this City 
and other places; but the greateſt number of them I ever ſaw was at 
Arles in Provence. 

The Senate Houſe is Noble, having a fair Tower upon it, from 
whence there is a good proſpect over the City. Upon the Front of 
the Senate Houſe is a Man in Baſſo re/ievo, fighting with a Lyon, who, 
as it was related to me, was formerly one of the Conſuls, who having 
had a conteſt with ſome Clergy-men about the Government of the Ci- 
ty, on a ſuddain they cauſed a Lyon to be let in upon him : upon 
which occaſion he behaved himſelf fo well, as he delivered himſelf, and 
ſlew the Lyon. | 

The Elector or Archbiſhop of Colex hath two Places in the City, 
but by agreement between him and the Town, he is not to ſtay 
here above three days together. Only this preſent Archbiſtiop, upon 

_ the coming down of the Imperial Forces, and his loſs of Bonna, took 
Sanctuary here in the Convent of St. Pantaleon, where he continued 
a great whule. 
The City is Imperial and Free,and yet it doth Homage to the Elet- 
or, much after this Form : We free Citizens of Colen promiſe to the 
Archbiſhop, to be faithful and favourable unto him as long as he preſerves 
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us in Right and Honour, and in our ancient Pivileges, Vs, our Wives, 
our Children, and eur City of Colen. Moſt of the City are of the Ro- 
»»an Church,and the whole Town fo full of Convents,Churches:Church- 
men and Reliques, that it is not undeſervedly ſtyled the Rome of Ger- 
many. The Lutherans have alſo a Church within the Walls, and the 
Calviniſts at Mulheim, halt a League down the ſtream on the other fide 
of the Rh7xe. 

Over againſt Co/ex lies Dutz, a ſmall Village, inhabited chiefly by 
Jews. The Veſlels which come out of the Low-Countries hither are 
long, round bellied, and of great burden. Near to the Wall of the 
Town, upon the Quay or Key, is a kind of Harbour made tor then, 
into which they may be drawn,and eſcape the Injuries they would other- 
wiſe ſuffer by the Ice in Winter. | 

Beſides the rich Clergy, there are many wealthy Citizens and Mer- 
chants here, and they maintain a Trafhck and Correſpondence with 
divers Countries, eſpecially by the convenience of the Rhine. They 
ſpeak not the beſt /7igh-dutch; but Latin and French are underſtood 
by many : Divers Hoſts in Inns ſpeak Latin, and the Servants French ; 
which proves a good help anto Travellers. It was made an Univerſity 
about the year 1388. Beſides the General Hoſpitals tor young and old 
perſons, there are two for the Sick, and well acconunodated. They 
have a Pharmacopea Colonienfis, or a Diſpenſatory proper to the place, 
whereby Aporhecaries compou-d their Medicines. I was acquainted 
with one of the beſt, Mr. E/burg, a knowing and obliging perſon,who 
was his Late Majeſty King Charles the Second's Apothecary. while he 
reſided at Coley, and whom my honoured Friend Sir Alexander Fraſer, 
his Majeſties chief Phyſician, made ule of, who lived in great reputa- 
tion in this City, : 

Two hundred years ſince Aneas Sylvins left an high expreſſion cofn- 
cerning this place, Colonia que de conjuge Claudit matre Neronis, A- 
orippina ditta eff, & itrium Magorum of/:bus illuſtrata, nihil magnificen- 
rius, nihil ornatius, tota Europa reperias : which though, it ftrictly 
conſtrued, will hardly be admitted by any who hath beheld Paris, Na- 
ples, Venice, &c. yet doth it declare the nobleneſs of this City, even in 
former times. 

We left Colen about four a Clock in the Afternoon, being drawn up 
the Stream with Horſes, they being made faſt by a very long Rope to 
the Maſt ; we lodged in a {mall Village, having had a good proſpect 
of Colen all this Evening from off the water. Near to this Place Julius 
Ceſar made his Bridge over the Rhine. The next day we came to 
Bon, the Scat of the prefent Archbiſhop and EleCtor of Colen, Maximi- 
lianus Henricus, Duke of Bavaria, Biſhop of /7ildiſheim and Liege,and 
Arch-Chancellor of the Empire throughout 7taly. 'This place was for- 
merly called Bonna, or Cajlra Bonnenſta, the wintering place, in the 
time of 7acizes, of the ſixth Legion. It was not long ſince very well 
fortified by the order of the preſent Archbiſhop, and the direction ol 
Colonel Biſer, a blind man, having Cataradts in both his eyes. The 
Archbiſhops Palace js very Noble, and there is a Chamber ſeated a good 
way into the &hie, to which they paſs thorow a Gallery. This Night 
we lodged at the foot of the higi:eſt of the ſeven Hills by the Rhine, 
which are ſcen at a great diſtance ; and upon divers of them ſtand old 
ruined Caſtles. On the 15:h we paſſed by a pleaſant Ifland with a 
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Convent in it : at Remagen is allo a Convent upon a Rock, fortified 
with round Towers. In the Evening we lodged near to a Caſtle, ruin- 
ed four years before by the Electors of 7riers and Colen, it belonging 
at that time to the Duke of Lorrain. On the 167 early in the Morn- 
ing we came to Andernach, where the Plague was very much at that 
time, and they kept a great many of their ſick in Boats upon the 
Rhine. 

Andernach, of old Antenacam, was one of the Roman Fortreſics. Up- 
on this River, ſome think that Caliga/a was born, and that Yale! inian 
was buried thereabouts. Near unto this place are alſo Mineral Springs, 
well frequented, and much made uſe of, The Town is encompaſled 
with an old Wall ; and the Gates were ſhut up by reaſon of the Plague: 
Notwithſtanding, there being divers Friars in our Company, ſeveral of 
the Towns-men ſent out diſhes of Meat to them, which we cat in the 
Field upon Trees which were laid along near the Town. Thi day the 
paſſage by water ſeeming tedious to us, Mr. Mulſtroh, a worthy Ger- 
nan Gentleman, with whom [ travelled as far as Spire, was willing we 
ſhould hire a Coach together, which we did, and invited the Friars 
with whom we. had breakfaſted, to go along with us in it to CoZlentz. 
We paſſed through a very pleaſant Country, between rows of Walnut- 


trees, in ſight of two of the EleCtor of 7riers Houſes,and near to a Houſe 


belonging to the Countde Were. 

We paſſed the Moſella over a handſome Stone-bridge of thirteen Ar- 
ches, built by Archbiſhop Baldus, or Bal/duinus, in the year 1344. and 
coming into the Town, we went to the Dominican Convent, which is 
pleaſantly ſeated near the ..Banks of the River Moſelli ; but the Prior 
of the Convent, whom we'had brought with us, was ſo obliging, that 
he would not part with us that night ; and we were very civilly.cnter- 
tained by him in his Lodgings : He invited alſo ſome of the Convent 
to bear us company ; and after a handfome Supper, with plenty of ex- 
cellent Moſe/la Wine, we went to bed between two Feather-bels. 

_ Coblentz, or Conjluentia, is a Vown of a Triangular Figure, ſeated at 
the meeting of two great Rivers, the &hine and the Moſe//a, which 
make two ſides thereof, and the third is made by a Line drawn from 
one River to the other ; which is now well fortified atter the moſt re- 
gular Modern way. Tlie Wall within theſe Works had many old high 
Towers ; and formerly there was another {till nearer to the uniting of 
the Rivers, and conſequently containing a leſs ſpace of ground: '1 his 
Town 1s under the EleCtor and Archbithop of 7 riers, Carolas Caſpar, of 
the Noble Family of the Zeyer, Arch-Chancellor for the Empire in Gal- 
lia Belgica, and the Kingdom of Arles. It was given to the Church 
of Triers when Medoaldus was Archbiſhop, above a thouſand years 
ſince, in the time of King Dagebert. The Situation is pleafant and 
convenient, and lies over againſt the Caſtle of Zerman/tein, or Ehren- 
brei'ſtein, that is, The Stone of far extended Honour ; at the foot of 
which Caſtle, upon the ſhoar of the Rhine, under a great Rock, ſtands 
a very Noble Palace of rhe Electors, two large Wings and the Front 
with five Pavilions ſtanding towards the River,and from ita long Bridge 
of Boats over the Rhine to Collentz : when any great Velſlcl paſles by, 
they ler ſlip three Boats, whereby the paſlage lies open, and make them 
faſt again afterwards. In the German Wars the Spaniards thruſt in a 
Garriton into this Town ; which was afterwards beaten out by the 
| inegrave 
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Rhinegrave for the King of Sweden ; and the ſtrong Caſtle of E hren« 
breitjtein being put into the hands of the French, the Emperours Forces 
ſeized upon the Archbithop of 7riers, who then was Philippus Chriſt o- 
phorus, and carricd him away to YVieuxa. | | 

In places where the Ahine runs through a low Country and a fat 
Soyl, it waſhes away the Banks: to ſecure which, in divers places 
they have made great Works of Wood, and alſo to ſecure Veſlels from 
the danger of the Ice. And Iremember, riding near the Banks of the 
River Lozre in France, I obſerved them in ſome places to be handſome- 
ly defended tor a long way together with Freeſtone. 

Near unto Coblenzz, upon a Hill, 1s a Convent of Carthufrans. Offo- 
ber the 17th we went up the Rhine to Boppart, a walled Town, upon 
the weſtern bank, where Yan Trump was at that time : It is a very old 
Town, one of the Roman Fortreſles againſt the Germans, called ancient] 
Bodobriga ; ſome would have it called Bopport from Beauport, Pair- 
haven, or Bonport, a good convenicnt place tor Veſſels to retire into, or 
to ride 1n. 

On the 18h we dined at St. Gzer, a pleaſant Town belonging to the 
Landizrave of Heſſe, who hath a Caſtle here. Coming on fhoar we 
met with an odd cuſtom : for upon the Wall fide there is faſtned a 
Collar of Braſs at preſent, but was formerly of Lead, and given by 
Charles the Fifth ; into this moſt Strangers that come put their Necks, 
at which time they ask them, Whether they will be ſprinkled with wa- 
ter, or drink wine 2 and if they chooſe the latter, they give an enter- 
tainm«nt of Wine to the Company.The Queen of Sweden paſſing by this 
place, gave a great Silver Cup, out of which they now drink at this 
Ceremony. We lodged rhis night at Hel, a Town ſituated between 
a high Hill and the River, belonging to the Archbiſhop of 7riers. Here 
in the Market-place they ſhew'd us the print of St. Z«bert's Horſes foot 
In a Free-{lone. 

On the 197h we came to Baccharach, or ad Bacchiaras, belonging 5*hrach. 
to the Eleftor Palatine; a place famous for excellent Wines. We 
paſſed by an old Caſtle ſeated upon a Rock in the middle of the Rhize, 
being of an irregular figure, called Pfalrs, where formerly the Prince py, cage. 
Palatines of the Rhine were born, the Princeſles being ſent hither to be 
brought to Bed. We came this night to Drezckſhauſex ; the next day 
we went by a dangerous Paſſage, there being many Rocks under wa- 
ter, which cauſe the River to run very rapid and unequally. A little 
above this we came to a round Tower, on a Rock in the Rhine, called 
the Moyſe-tower, built by Hatro Archbiſhop of Mentz, in the year goo. Ter: 
who, as the Story goes, in a time of great Scarcity, pretending to re- 
lieve the poor who wanted bread, invited them together into a Barn, 
vw here he burnt them all, faying, They were like the Rats and Mice 
which would devour the Corn, Aﬀter which he was fo perſecuted with 
Rats and Mice, that to avoid them he cauſed this Tower to be built in 
the middle of the Rhine, which did not avail him, for they followed 
him thicher alſo, and at laſt devoured him. A little above this lies 
Bing upon the Weſtern thoar ; a conſiderable Town, belonging to the 
Eleftor of Mentz: here our Boat ſtayed to pay Cuſtom, as it had 
done alſo at Bomna, Liutz, Hammerſtein, Andernach, Coblentz, Lode- 
ſheim, Ropport, St. Gower, Cub, and Baccarach. For the trade of the 
Rhine being great, Princes and Lords, who have Towns upon it, —_ 

uſe 
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uſe of that advantage, which, though it abates the gains of the Mer- 
chant, brings conſiderable profit to themſelves. 

Bing, or Bingium, was an old Roman Fortreſs upon the Rhine, where 
the River Navus or Naw enters into it ; over Which latter there is a 
handſome Stone-bridge : In this 'Town were many of the Duke of Lor- 
rains Army ſick and wounded, who three weeks before had maintain- 
ed a fight againſt the Forces of the EleCtor Pa/atize, near this place. 
From Bing we continued our Journey to Mertz: at Rudeſheim in Rhine- 
gaw, a place noted for good Wine, they ſhewed us a Boy, whoſe hair 
was thick and woolly, like to rhe African Moors, but of a fine white 
colour, which being ſomewhat an odd ſight, I took away ſome of his 
hair with me. 

Mentz, Moguntia, Moguntiacum, and by the French Mayence, is ſeated 
over againſt the Confluence of the River Main, with the Rhine, or ra- 
ther a little below it; in a fertile Country, abounding 1n all Proviſions 
and good Wine ; it lies at length, and is moſt extended towards the 
River ; and that part excels the other towards the Land, which is 
not ſo populous or well-built - It is a flrong place, and well guarded ; 
it hath many Churches and Monaſteries, and ſome fair Buildings, eſpe- 
cially thoſe of publick concern, as the Palace of the Elector, and others: 
But the narrowneſs of the Streets, and many old Houſes, take away 
much from the beauty of the City. It is an Univerſity, begun about 
the year 1486. or as others will have it 1461. This place alſo chal- 

lenges the Invention of Printing, or at leaſt the firſt promotion or 
pertection thereof: And the Territory about'it is famous for the de- 
ſtruction of the Roman Legions under Yarus, by the Germans. Guſta- 
vus Adolphus, King of Sweden, was woncerfully pleaſed upon the tak- 
ing of this City, 1631. entring into it in State upon the 14th of De- 
cember, it being his Birth-day, which began the 3874 Fear of his lite, 
and kept his Court and Chriſtmas here ; where at one time there were 
with him ſix chief Princes of the Empire, twelve Ambaſſadors of Kings, 
States, Eleftors, and Princes; belides Dukes and Lords, and the Mar- 
tial men of his own Army. At the taking of the Town, they found 
great ſtore of Ordnance and Powder; and the City redeemed it {elf 
from Pillage by giving the King a Ranſom of Eighty thouſand Do/ars; 
and the Clergy and Jews gave 'Two and twenty thouſand more ; of 
which the Jews paid Eighteen thouſand ; Archbiſhop Wam/old faving 
himſelf upon the Rhzne, and retiring to Coley, The King cauſed alfo 
two great Bridges to be made, one over the Main, founded upon fifteen 
great flat bottom'd Boats, the reſt being built upon great Piles of Wood: 
Another over the Khzze ſupported by ſixty one great flat Boats, each 
lying the diſtance of an Arch from one another ; and many Families of 
people living ſometimes in the Boats under the Bridge. The Bridge 
over the Mazs is taken away ; but that over the Khzze is ſtill continu- 
ed : Upon which I ſaw the preſent EleQtor paſling in his Coach ; a Per- 
ſon of great Gravity, of a middle Stature, having long grey Hair, and 
was very Princely attended ; his Name is Foannes Philippus of the No- 
ble Family of Schoenburg, Eletor and Archbiſhop of Mextz, Biſhop of 
Hurtzburg, and Biſhop of Worms, Arch-Chancellor of the Empire for 
all Germany ; the firſt of the Fleftoral College; in all publick Con- 
ventions he ſits at the right hand of the Emperor, and is a Succeſfor of 
the famous Boniface, an Eng/i/h man, Biſhop of Mentz, who very much 
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premoted the Chriſtian Religion in theſe parts. But though his Digni- 
ty and Place excel the two other Eccleſiaſtical Eletors of Colex 
and 7riers, yet his Territories come ſhort ; and they lie not together 

but ſcatteringly with thoſe of the Palatinate, Spier, Franckfort, Sad 
divers places in Franconia, But of late he hath much encreaſed- his 
Power, by ſeizing the great City of Erfurd? in Turingia, which he hath 
ſince much beautified and ſtrengthned by a Cittadel built upon St. Pe- 
ters-hill. EEE 6 

. In the year One Thouſand one hundred and fourteen, the Emperor 
Henry the Fourth ſent an Ambaſſador to the King of England, Henry 
the Firſt, requeſting that Maude the Kings daughter whom he had for- 
merly eſpouſed by Proxy, might now, being Marriage-able, be ſent to 
him : to which requeſt the King moſt willingly condeſcended, and the 

Princeſs was preſently conducted by his greateſt Peers into Germany, 
and at Mentz was married to Z7eyry the Fourth, and there Crowned 
his Empreſs. 

From Ment: I paſſed by water up the River Main, to Franckfort, a 
free City of the Empire, called 7rajeftum Franconum, a Paſſage or Ford 
of the Franks, as ſerving them for a Retreat, when they entred or re- 
turned from Garl ; at preſent Franckford upon the Main, to difference 
it from Franckford upon the River Oder, which is an Univerſity : It is 
a large Town, divided into two parts by the River ; the lefler called 
Saxcnhauſen, or Saxon-houſes, united to the other by a Stone-bridge 
over the Mair, of twelve or thirteen Arches. It is a place: of good 

Trade, and well ſeated for it, as having the advantage of the River 

Main, which paſſes by Bamberg, Schweinfurt, Wurtzburg, Guemund, or 

Gaudia muntli ; and alſo the 7Tauber,and other Rivers running into it, af- 

fords conveniency for Commerce with the remoter parts ot Francona; 

and the Majin running into the Rhine, makes a large communication 

both up and down that Stream. | : 

But this place is moſt remarkable for the Ele@tion of the Emperor, 
which, by the Laws of the G:/den Bu/, ſhould be in this City, as alſo 
for two great Marts or Fairs kept in March and September; at which 
times there is an extraordinary concourle of people from remote parts, 
in order to buying and fclling of ſeveral Commodities, eſpecially tor 
Books, as well printed here as in other parts, whereof they afford two 
Catalogues every year, and have no ſmall dealings that way, by the 
Factors of the Germans, Hollanders, Italians, French, and Engliſh : al- 
though at other times their trading in Books ſeems not great ; for 
when I was there out of the time of the Mart, the Stationers Shops 
being ſhut up, made but a dull ſhow. Here are alſo a great number 
of good Horſes bought and fold : and on the North-ſide of the City 
there is a ſpacious place for a Horſe-Fair. The City is ſtrong and well 
fortified ; and moſt part of the Town are Lutherans. In the German 
Wars, the King of Swede having taken Hanaw, ſent a Meſlenger to 
Franckfort to know whether the City would peaceably and ſpeedily 
ſet open their Gates unto him, and accept fairly of a Garriſon, or ſtand 
to the hazard of a Siege: And although they were unwilling to yield, 
yet for fear of the worſt, they conſented, That. the King ſhoula have 
tree paſſage for his Army through the City ; and that for the better af- 
ſurance of it, ſix hundred of his men ſhould be r ceived for a Garriſon 
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an Oath unto his Majeſty. So that upon the 17th of November, 1631. 
the King's Army paſſed through Saxoxhauſen over the Bridge, quite 
through the Town. Colonel Vitzthumb was Icft Governour in Saxox- 
hauſen; and the King himſelf rode bare headed. through the Streets: 
and by his obliging behaviour did generally win the affetions of the 
beholders ; and three days after returned thither again with the Land:- 
grave of Heſſen-Caſſell, and the Landtgrave ot /eſſen-Darmſladt , 
where they met the Seventcen Earls of the Wetteraw, or Veteravia,and 
were feaſted in the fame room where the Emperors at their Coronation 
uſe to be entertained. 

In Saxonhauſen there is a Houſe anciently belonging unto the Knights 
of the Teutonick Order, which hath the privilege of a Sanctuary for 
Man-ſlayers and Bankrupts; but it is a ſecurity but for fourteen days. 
Upon this ſide rh. re is the Jargeſt portion of Land belonging to Franck- 
fert ; on the other ſide very little. | 

This being, a trading place, it is no wonder that there are ſo many 
Jews in it ; tor a diſlintion they wear great Rufts, their Sons Bonnets, 
and their Wives a peculiar dreſs of their Head. 

The Collegiate Church of St. Bartholomew, where many of the Em- 
perors have been crowned, is Jarge, hath a high Steeple;and is built of a 
red ſtone. ' There are divers handſome Fountains in the Town, and 

good Houſes ; in one of the beſt of which live Monſieur Pierre Neuf- 
ville, a great Merchant, and a civil worthy perfon well known in moſt 
places oft Commerce ; who obliged me with Letters to Venice, and other 
laces. 

: From Franckfort 1 continued my Journey through the Berg/traes, 
paſſing by Darmſtadt, which belongs to one of the Brothers of the 
Houle of Heſſen, commonly known by the name of the Land:grave 
of Heſſen Darmſtadt ; and afterwards through a fruitful plain Couns 
try, in the ſight of Hills, and ſometimes near them : the whole Coun- 
try planted with Walnut-trees, Vines, Corn, and in ſome places with 
Tabaco ;. till Iarrived at Heidclterg, 

In coming into this Town we paſled over the River Neccar, Nicer,or 
Necarus, upon a Bridge covered over from one crd to another, with a 
large Roof of Wood : in the fame manner is the long Bridge covered at 
the entrance of the City of 4lefſandria del/a paglia in {taly, 

The River Neccar ariſes near the Sy/va Martiana, now Swartzwald, 

The River Nec- op Black Foreſt, and paſling through the "Territories of the Duke of Wiz- 
my tenberg, runs into the Rhine at Manheim : This, thought none of the 
greateſt, yet is a confiderable River of Germany; and hath divers good 
Towns upon it and near it, as Su/tz, Tubingen, Wirtingen, Eſfſingen, $tut- 
gard, Canſtat, Lauffen, Hallbrun, Heidelberg. 

There being Wars at that time when I was in this Country, between 
the EleCtor Palatine and the Duke of Lorrain : The EleCtor reſided for 
the molt part at Fraxkendale, to be near his Forces. 

Heidelberg is ſeated on the South-ſide of the River Neccar, between 
it and a ridge of high Hills, ſo as it cannot well admit of a modern 
Fortification, or hope to be extraordinary ſtrong, as being over- looked 
by the adjacent Mountains : It lies moſt at l-ngth from Eaſt to Wet: 
It hath been an Univerſity fince the year 13456. at which time it was 
begun by Rupertus, Count Palatine, and at preſent is much frequent- 
ed. In the great Church was kept the famous Library, which, aſter

that the Spaniards had taken this Town 1620. was carried to Rome 
and addedto the Vatican, where I faw it in the year 1564. being pla- 
ced upon one ſide of a very long Gallery belonging to the Yatican Li- 
brary ; and the Duke of ©rbr's Library placed on the otherſide, over 
againſt it : both which made a notable addition to the Papal Library. 
In this Church and the Church alfo of $:. Feter, are divers Monu- 
menis of Princes ol the Palatine Family, and of Learned and Famous 
Men. The French have a Church here, and the preſent EleCtor is of 
the Order of the /7oly-Ghoſt ; and his Son a Mareſchal of France : and 
good French and /igh-dutch are both generally ſpoken here. The 
Lutherans have allo a Church in this Town, by the favour of the pre- 
ſent EleCtor ; although he himſelf be a Catvinift : and to expreſs his 
generous kindneſs the higher in this point, the firſt Stone was laid by 
himſelf and his Son; and it is called the Cherch of Provitlente, accor- 
ding to the Elector's Motto, Dominus Providelit. 

Upon the Town-houſe is a Clock with divers Motions, and when 
the Clock ſtrikes, the figure of an Old man pulk off his hat, a Cock 
crows, and ſhakes his wings, Souldiers fight with one another, and the 
Iike. The Prince's Stables for above a hundred Horſes are ſeated upor 
the River very conveniently, but were fairer formerly, above half 
thereof having been ruined by the Imperaliſts; as alſo divers of the 
Statues on the out-ſide of the Caſtle, which is ſeated high. above 'the 
41own. $i 

The preſent EleCtor 1s Carolus Lucovicus, Son to the King of Bohe- 
mia, Frederick the Filth ; he was born in the year 1617. and paſſed 
his Youth an Exile from his Fathers Kingdom and EleRorate :' and at 
the pactfication, at Prague 1635. he was excluded from any reſtitution 
to be made ro him. Bur at length in the Treaty of Munſter 1648. he 
was reſtored to the lower Palatinateand 1657 returned tothe poſſeſſiort 
of his Fortunes : a highly accomp!ithed Prince, much honoured and 
beloved by his Subjects. In the year 1650. he married Charlotta, 
Daughter ro W;/l;am the Filth Landgrave, and to' the famous Amelia 
Elizabeth, Lardgraveſs of Haffia; by whom he had the Chur Prince, 
or Electoral Prince Char/es, and a Daughter, the Princeſs Charlottd Eli- 
zabetha ; but upon ſome diſcontent the Princeſs Elereſs ſince returned: 
to her own Friends and Country. This Eleftor is alſo Knight of the 
moſt Noble Order of the Garter, Great Treafurer of the Empire, 
and together with the Ele&tor of Saxoxy, Vicar'of the Empire, 

In his Palace or Caſtle at Zzezdelberg, are divers things remarkable ; 
a very great Tower to be equalled by very few ;' within which is a 
Theatre for Comedies. This was formerly called 7rutzkaiſar, or the 
Tower thatbad Defiance, or threatned the Emperor ; but ſince the 
Reſtauration of the Eletor, there are ſome Works drawn about 'it'in the 
figure of a Star,and the olddifobliging Name is by Proclamation forbidden 
to be continued, and it is at preſent called Sternſthanz, or'the Star- 

fort. By it 15a handſom Garden ; in the Ditch whereof there was 
chen kept a great Bear, and a very large Wolf. The'Grotto's and Wa- 
ter-works are very handſom : they were alſo makipg divers othets , 
having the advantage of the fide of the Hill to bring 'down' the 
Water, and to make Grots and Caves  in'the 'Rock.” * Amongſt other 
Fountains, that of rhe Lions head with a Frog in his Fat, is raken'tio- 
tice of, "Fhe Ccllars are very large and cool, filled with Veſlels'of no 
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ordinary ſize ; bs inconſiderable, if compared to the great Tun kept 
in 2 great Building joyning to the Cellars ; it was built by this preſent 
Eletor's Orders, 1664. and goes far beyond any made before : It con- 
tains 204 Faiders and odd meaſure, or about two hundred Tuns : in- 
ſtead of Hoops it is built with large knee Timber, like the ribs of a 
Ship, which are painted and carved, and have divers Inſcriptions upon 
them, and ſupported by carved Pedeſtals. Upon one fide of it is a 
handſom Stair-caſe to aſcend to the top of the Veſlel ; upon the top of 
which is a Gallery ſet round with Balliſters, three and forty ſteps high 
from the ground. | 

About an Engliſh Mile from Heidelberg, between the Hills, is a ſo- 

litary place, where three large Streams or Springs guſh out of the Moun- 
tain, and preſently fill five Ponds, have three handſom Caſcates or 
Falls, and after run. into the Plain, and are ſtrong enough in a ſmall 
ſpace to turn four Mills ; this is called Wolfsbrun, or the Wolfs Foun- 
tain, from a Princeſs who formerly retired into a Cave in this deſert 
place, and was here devoured by a Woff. | | 

While I was at Heidelberg, two Engliſh men came kindly to me, 
Mr. Yillers, and 7 imothy Middleton,belonging to Lobensfeldr Cloiſter, a 
Convent formerly of the Feſuites, but ſince let out to about an hun- 
dred Engliſh, who left their Country 1661. came up the Rhine, and 
by the permiſſion of the EleQtor, ſettled themſelves a few Miles from 
hence, living all together, Men, Women, and Children, in one houſe ; 
and having a Community of many things : They are of a peculiar Re- 
ligion, calling themſelves Chriſtian Jews ; and one Mr. Poole, former- 
ly living at Nerwich,is their Head. They cut not their Beards, and ob- 
erve many other Ceremonies and Duties, which they either think 
themſelves obliged ta from ſome Expreſſions in the old Teſtament, or 
from ſome New Expoſition of their Leaders. 

From Heidelburg I made an excurſion,and had a ſight of Spire,ſeated 
in a Plain, on the Weſt-ſide of the Rhive ; a place of Antiquity, con- 
ceived to be /rbs Nemetum of, old; a large place and populous, The 
King of Swedes in the German Wars demoliſhed the Works about it, 
not willing to ſpare ſo great a number of his Souldiers as was re- 
quired to Garriſon it, and make it good. It is an Epiſcopal See 
under, the Arch-Brſhop of Mentz : there are many fair Houſes 
in.it, divers Churches, and a fair Cathedral , with four large 
Towers. The Rowaxiſts, the Lutherans and Calviniſts preach in it at 
ſeveral hours. It. is the more populous, and filled with people of 
good quality, by reaſon of the concourſe of perſons from other parts 
of Germany, for the decifion of Law Suits: For here the Imperial 
Chamber is held, and many differences which ariſe in the Empire are 
determined, and the EleQtors and other Princes, in ſome Tryals at 
Law,may be called hither. It is a ſettled Court, which Maximilian the 
Firſt, tor the better caſe of all perſons, placed firſt at Worms, and not 
long after it was fixed at Spire, from whence it cannot be now remo- 
Ky by the conſent of all the Eſtates. Things Cognoſcible in this 


_ Court are determined by an Imperial Judge, and ſealed with the Em- 


perours Arms, ſo that there lies no appeal unto the Emperor. 

- Another day 1 went to Manheim, formerly a Village, ſeated at the 
Confluence of the Ahive and Neccar ; but walled about by the Elector 
Frederick the Fourth, and ſince is much encreaſed ; all the Streets 
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being large and uniform, and a Noble Cittadel built ; within which, 
over againſt the Gate, the EleCtor deſigns a Palace, the Model of which 
I ſaw : and at preſent, on the right hand, there are three Pavilions of 
Lodgings: in one of which lodges the EleQtor Pa/atine; ih another 
the Prince his Son ; and 1n the third the Princeſs his Daughter : behind 
theſe there is a handſome Garden and Lodgings for Deges Felderen, 
the Churfurſls Miſtreſs. Here are ſome good Pictures, as a Head of 
 #ans Hlolben, and a Landskip with the Story of the Union of the 
Swifſers, The Bridge over the Moat of the Cittadel into the Town, is 
alſo remarkable, as having ſix Draw-bridges upon it, three great ones, 
and three ſmall ones on the fide. There are Palifado's all along the 
_— in the middle of the Ditch, and without upon the E/pla- 
ade. . 

From Heidelberg 1 travelled to Nurnberg in the Company of Cap: 
tain Wageyſey/, who had been in the Foliſh and Hungarian Wars, and 
was empioved a little before in blowing up the Caſtle of Laun/teyn, be- 
longing to the EleCtor Palatine, to prevent its ſurpriſal by the Duke of 
Lorrain. He was then employed to raiſe a Company at Narzbery, for 
the S-rvice of the EleCftor Palatine. Thad a good advantage in my Jour- 
ney by his Company ; for he travelled with Authority, and was a ge- 
nerous, knowirg, and courteous perſon. 

The firſt day we travelled near to the Neccar, in ſtony and rocky 
way; and it being dark before we came to Moſpach, the Peaſants con- 
dutted us from Village to Village with bundles of lighted Straw. 

The next day we came to Poxberg, where there is an old Caſtle,and 
in the afternoon reached Morkenthal, or Mergetheim, the Seat of the 
Grand Maſler of the Z77errha Deutchern, or the Teatonick Order. The 
Town is well built, hath a fair P:azza, with a large Fountain in 1t, and 
a Statue of one of the Grand Maſters, with a long Corr:zdore from his 
Palace. This Order hath been of great Fame, and hath had large Pof- 
ſeſſions, as may be ſcen in the exact Account of the 7Teatonick Knights 
of Pruſſia, made out from the beſt Authors, by my worthy honoured 
Friend Mr. A/hmole, in his Noble Deſcription of the Order of the Gar- 
ter ; and as Lewis du May, Counſellor unto the Duke of Wirtenberg, 
hath ſet it down. For the Knights Templers and of St. John, having 
fought proſperouſly againſt the Infidels, raiſed an Emulation in ſome Ger- 
man Gent/emen, who waited upon the Emperor Frederick the Firſt, in 
his Expedition to the Holy Land, zo take the Croiſado. And becauſe 
they were inſtalled in the Church and Hoſpital of St. Mary at Jeruſalem, 
they were called Marianites. Their Order differed nothing from thoſe 
above-mentioned, but in the form and colour of their Croſs, and was ap- 
proved by Pope Celeſtin the Third. Afterwards when Jeruſalem was 
taken by Saladin, thoſe Knights betook themſelves to Ptolemais, fron 
whence the Fmperor Frederick the Second, ſent them hack into Germagy, 
and employed them againſt the Pruſlians and Livonians, wko at that te 
were ſtill Pagans. But by the Valour and Piety of thoſe Knights, their 
Souls were brought into ſubjeftion to Chriſt, and their bodres to the Or- 
der which began that War in the year 1220. a little while after theſe 
Knights found themſelves Maſters of a Country of very large Extent, 
which obeyed the Order, till the year 1525. at which time Sigiſmond, 
King of Poland, gave the inveſtiture of Pruſſia unto Albert Marqueſs of 


Brandenburg. 7» the year 1563. the Great Maſter became Secular a- 
R 2 gain, 
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g.1in, and took a part of the Lands ſubjett to the Order, with the name of 
D-ke of Curland. And Livonia having been the Sabjett and Theatre of 
many Vi/ars between the Polanders, Muſcovites, aud Swedes ; theſe laſt 
Aid at length become Maſters of it, and have it in poſſeſſion ſtill, So that 
t.ere is u0 more remaining of the Teutonick Order, but ſome Comman- 
deries ſcattered h:re and there in Germany. And the Great Maſter hath 
his Seat and Reſt ſence at Mergenthal. 

They wear on 2 White Mantle a plain black Croſs. The Dignity 
of Grand Maſter is generally held by ſome Great and Honourable Per- 
ſon ; and in the Great Aſſembly he takes place of al Biſhops. The 
preſent is the Baron of 4mring; and the Grand Maſter before him 
was Leopold William, only Brother to the Emperor Ferdinand the 
Tlurd. 

From hence we travelled to Lauterbach, near which we paſlcd 
through a Woed, and found a Noble Church upon the top of a high 
Hill, which being much frequented by P1lgrims,they have made hand- 
ſome ſtone Stairs from the bottom to the top : then to Rotenbarg, and 
lodged at Burgperner, and the next day by Schantzbach we came to Nu- 
r:nberg, Rotenburg is an Imperial City, which fome have likened 
unto Jeruſalem for its Situation upon hilly places. and many Turrets in 
it. It is Situated near the head of the River Tauber, which may be 
accounted the ſecond River of Franconia, paſſing by Kottingen, Lan- 
der, and Werthaim, where it runs into the Mar. 

Nurenberg 1s the faireſt City that 1 ſaw in Germany ; the Houſes 
moſt of them of Free-ſtone, very high ; and divers of them painted on 
the outſide, and adorned with gilded Balls on the top ; many are of fix 
or ſeven Stories high. Der Herr Peller hath one of the faireſl. The 
City is very populous and full of Trade, although it ſtands in a barren 
Country, and wants a Navigable River. The three beſt Churches are 
the Hoſpital Charch, lately built very fair ; St. Laurence, which is very 
large, with two high Steeples in the Front ; and St. Sebald the beſt of 
the three. The Body of St. Seba/d being laid upon a Cart drawn with 
Oxen, in that place where the Oxen ſtocd ſtill, they buried the Body, 
and crected this Church in his Memory. In this Church is a Crucifix 
of Wood, very well carved, and eſlcemed at a high rate. 'The Crucifix 
without the Church is very great, and of a black colour : and ſome 
fancy that the Rabt F7errn, or Magiſtrates of the Town, have repofited 
a Treaſure within it, The Pulpit is well carved and gilded, and the 
whole Church ſo ſtately, that it may paſs in the firſt rank of Latheran 
Churches ; that Religion being here practiſed in its ſplendour, The 
Prieſt every morning reads the Scripture tothe people for half an hour, 
or preaches a Sermon. The Town-houſe 1s well worth the ſeeing : 
In it the Hall is ſpacious, as alſo the Chambers, and furniſhed with good 

Pictures, and Stoves well gilded and painted with white and gold,green 
i@ gold, dark coloured and gold, and the like. "There is one Picture 
of moſt of the Great Perſons in Germany entertained in the Great Hall; 
another of the three Brothers of Saxony ; one of an Elephant as big as 
the life ; a piece of St. John and St. Hark, and another of St. Peter and 
St. Paul, both by Albert Darer : but the moſt rare piece is that of Adam 
and Eve, by the ſame Maſter, with this Inſcription.

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Another excellent one is that of St. Luke drawing the Picture of our 
Saviour and the bleſſed Virgin: Over the Gate at the entrance of the 
Shambles is a large Oxe carved in Wood, and painted over, with this 
Inſcription : 


Omnia habent ortus ſuaque i: crementa, ſed ecce 
Quem cernis, nunquam Bos fuit hic, Vitulus. 


The Caſtle ſtand upon a high Hill, from whence the Town makes 
a handſome ſhow : In it are obſervable a very deep well, the Empe- 
rors Chappel, his Picture, and the Pictures of the Electors; good Night 
pieces ; and one of a man Echind a white Curtain tranſparent, very 
well expreſſed. The Armour of Z!ebbele van Gailinghen the great Sor- 
cerer is here ſhown ; and in the Wall of the Caſtle the marks of his 
Horſes feet, when he leaped from thence over the Town ditch. 

The new Fountain was not then finiſhed ; but the Statua's in Braſs 
macc for it were excellent ; the Sea- Horſes large, the Sea-Nymphs 
much bigger than the life ; and N-p74ne,who was to ſtand on the top, 
is above three ya: ds and a halthigh.When I came firſt into this place, 1 
was not a little ſurprized to behold the fairnefs of the Hcuſes, hand- 
ſome Strects, different Habits, induſtrious People, and neatneſs in all 
things, more than I had obſerved in Ge! man Cities before ; and no 
place hath greater number of curious Artificers 1n Steel, Braſs, Ivory, 
Wood, wherein they work at an extraordinary cheap. rate ; and there 
are Officers to inſpe& and enquire into the works of Artificers, that 
they be true, perfe&t and without fraud : they make ſtrong and hand- 
ſome Clock-work. The King of Po/azd preſented the Grand Scignior 
with a very noble Clock, who took ſo much delight in ir, that when it 
required ſome mending (the 7urks being ignorant in Clock-work ) 
he ſent it from Ariinople as far as Nurenburg to beſet in order a- 
G0. 

Guſtavus Adolphus, King of Snern,was morc magnificently received 
and entertained in this Citv, than in any other of Germany ; which fo 
incenſed Wa/enſteyn, that he afterwards cncamped beipre their Town, 
and did great ſpoil upon their Territories : But the King of Swede, 
marched thither towards their Relict, and trom thence towards Lutze-, 
where in a bloody Battel he loſt his lite. | | 

The River Pe:nitz runnes through Nurnberg, and hath divers Stone 
Bridges over it ; and below the Town, joyning with the River Ked- 
uitz , runs into the River Ma:n at Bamberg ; and the Main runs 
at laſt into the Rhine, The Reduitz ariſes at WeiſSenberg, and 15 not 
far from the River Altmul, which runs into the Danub?, towards 
Repenſiurz, Upon this convenience, Charles the great deſigned to 
— a Communication of paſſage between the Danube and the Rhine ; 
and made a C-al: thirty paces abroad between the Rednitz and the 
Altmul, to jovn thoſe Streams for the commodity of Paſſage by Boat ; 
but after he had proocceded two German: miles in this work, Boggs, 
Rains, and his warlike Diverſions made him give over that noble De- 
ſign, whereby there might have been a Commerce by water, from the 
Low-C:un'ries to Vienna, and even unto the Exxzne Sea. 

The Roman Lieutenant in- Nero's time; had a deſire to unite the Ri- 


ver Soane and the Moſe/la+:ahd to make a paſſage between the Med:- 
Ferranean 
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terranean and the German Occan ; having been at the mouth of the 
Moſella by Coblentz, and paſſed from Chaaln upon the fot 
and noble River Araris or Soane unto Lyov, 1 cannot but think 
theſe very goodly Streams, and fit for ſuch 2 purpoſe. The preſent 
King of France hath a deſign to unite the River Aude with the Ga- 
ronne, and fo to have a paſſage by Boat from the Mediterranean Sea by 
T holouſe and Bourdeaux, into the Occan. When I travelled in thoſe 
parts, viewing the Country well, I thought it would be a difficult 
work, and ſo it proves: but the King hath proceeded already very tar 
therein. 

About four Leagues from Nur»berg lies Altdorff, belonging unto 
it, made an Univerſity in the year 1623. containing when I was there, 
about x50 Scholars. The Phyſick Garden 1s handſome, and well 
ſtocked with Plants, to the number of two thouſand. Dr Hoffman 
the Botanick and Anatomick Profeſſour, ſhew'd me many of the moſt 
rare of them; and preſented me divers. The Anatomy School 
is not large ; yet the only one in thoſe parts of - Germany : And they 
have divers curioſities preſerved in it, as the Ske/eron of a Hart, of a 
Horſe, of a Man, of a Bear bigger than a Horſe : And, fome Pictures, 
as one of a Ninivite, and another of Meſes,' which they take to 
be Ancient. Dr. //agenſeyl, Profeſſour of Law and Hiſtory, brother 
to Captain Wazeyſeyl, who travelled with me from /Zeidelterg, invited 
us to lodpe at his Houſe, and thew'd me his Library, and all his Rare.ics 
and Coyns, whereof he hath a good Collection, having lived in moſt 
places of Europe, and ſpeaks many Languages well ; he gave mea piece 
of the firſt money that was coined in Germany. In the Univerſity Li- 
brary I faw a fair Hortus Eyſ/tetenſrs, and Tourgerman's Colle&tion of 
Plants by his own hand. 

At Nurnberg T met with the Son and the Secretary to the Fo/Lind 
Ambaſlador in 7arky, who had travelled hither over-land from Cox- 
ſtantinople in their return into the Low-Countries, travelling in Greek 
Habits. 

From hence I went to Newmark, a good Town in the upper Palati- 
nate belogging to the Duke of Bavaria, and the next day through 
Fleinmaw, {ubjeCt to the Duke of Newberg, to Regensburg. 

Ratiſbona, Regenſburg, Auguſta Tiberii, Colonia Quai tanorum, the 
chief place of the Ramans in this limit of the Empire, where the tourth 
1talick Legion had a conſtant ſtation ; was made a Colony by 7:her;- 
245 1n the year, as ſome conceive, of the Paſſion of our Saviour. It was 
much augmented and adorned by the Emperour Arzulphus, who had 
a great affection for this place, ſo pleaſantly ſeated, and in a good Coun- 
try. Here the River Regen runs into the Danube ; from whence it 
was called Regenſburg. There are two Bridges,one of wood below the 
Town, and another Bridge of ſtone of abour fifteen Arches ; which is 
the faireſt ſtone Bridge over the Danube. It is an Imperial City, but 
not without ſome acknowledgement to the Duke of Bavaria: And al- 
though it be ſtrongly fortified, yet it was taken by the Swedes in the 
German wars. There are many fair buildings in it, both private and 
publick ; and though I am not able to confirm what ſome report, that 
there asaremany Churches andChappels in this City,as there are diys in 
the year; yet are there many fair Churches and Convents : As the Ca- 
thedral of St.Peter,on the South-ſide of which is the Picture of St. Peter 
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in a ſhip ; andon the North another of the Apoſtles firſt Miſſion. In 
the Piazza ſtands a neat little Church, the Convent of St. Paul, 
founded by St. Welfgargus, Biſhop of this place,the Convent of St. Eme- 7 
rammus Biſhop of Ratisbone, a Saint of great Veneration here, though Raticbore, 
but of little mention or name in other parts. The name of 4/tertus 
Magnus,Bilhop of this place, hath alſo added unto the Fame of Regenſburg. 

But that which chiefly promotes its luſtre, is the General Diet or 
Parliament, which 1s often held in this City, and 1s not to be called in 
any part out of Germany ; and the place is not unfit for the accommo- 
dation of ſuch a noble Convention, as are the Eſtates of Germany. The 
Vice-Marthal takes care to provide Lodgings reſpectively to their 
perſons, and ſees that all things be brought hither, and at a juſt price ; 
that the Hall or Place of Aſſembly be furniſhed and adorned ſuitably to 
the dignity of the Perſons convened, and hath an eſpecial eye and re- 
card towards the Publick ſafety. By this Convention the great Con- 
cerns of Germany are much ſecured, and their peace and quiet Eſtabliſh- 
ev, Wherein Germany ſeems to have a better advantage than 7raly ; 
For /taly being likewiſe divided into many Dominions and Principalities 
hath no Common Diet or Great Council, whereby to proceed for their 
Publick ſafety : Which makes them often ſo divided in their common 
Concerns in times of Danger,and when they moſt need a joynt Com- 
bination. 

I entred the notable River Danndzus at this place, which hath al- 
ready run a good courſe, and paſſed by many fair Towns or Cities ; 
as the large City of 7/me in Swabenland, where it begins to be Na- 
vigable ; as alſo Donawert, Neuburg, and Ingolſtadt, and hath already 
received the conſiderable River of Licus or Leck whereby the Com- 
modities of that great trading City of Aagſberg, are brought into it. 
When I firſt embarked at Reger/burg,] thought I might have taken leave 
of the Danube not far below Yieana,but an opportunity made me ſee this 
great Stream beyond Belgrade,as I have declared in another Account of 
my Travels, 

The firſt day we paſſed by 7honaw/ſteyu, where there is a Caſtle 
ſeated upon a high Rock, and came to Pfetcr or Vetera Caſtra of old, 
now but an ordinary place. The Boats upon the Danu4e are generally 
painted black and white, are flat bottom'd, and broad at the Head and 
Stern ; there is a Chamber built in the middle ; and the Rudder is ve- 
ry large, to be able to command the Boat where the River is rapid, and 
of a Swift Courſe. | © 

The next day we came to Straubing, a handſome walled Town, be- 54% 
longing to the Duke of Bavarza ; the Streets are ſtreight ; and there 
is 2 Tower in the Market-place, painted all over with _ and gold 
colour : There is alſo a Bridge of wood over the Danube. We paſſed 
by Swartz in the Afternoon, where the Church is ſeated upon a Hill, 
and is frequented by Pilgrims, and lodged at Deckendorff, where there 
is another Bridge. Near this Town comes into the Danube that con- 
ſiderable River er, or ſara, having paſſed by divers cofifiderable 
Towns ; as Landſhut, Frifing, and Miinchen, the Seat of Ferdinandus 
Maria, Ele&tor of Bavaria, Great Steward of the Empire, and at pre- 
ſent the firſt of the Secular Electors, and he is to take place immedi- 
ately after the King of Bohemia, it being to concluded on at the 
Treaty of Muniter, where Maximilian Duke of Bavaria was gllowed 
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to hold the EleQorſhip, which was confirmed vpon him by the Empe- 
ror Ferdinand the Second, when he excluded Fr 'der:ck the Fifth,Count 
Palatine, and in lieu hereof there was an eight Ele&torſhip creed tor 
the Palatinate Family, who alſo, if the Bavarian branch doth fail, are 
to re-enter into their ancient EleCtorſhip and the other newly erected 
is to be aboliſhed, 

Thurſday, November the fifteenth, we came by W1/hoven to Paſſaw, 
Patavia, or Boiodurum, a long and noble City in the lower Bavarza, 
or Bayern, made up of three Towns, I::ſtadt Paſſuw, and Innſtadt, at 
the concurrence of the River , the Danu/e, and the j/tz. As 
Towns are commonly of great Antiquity which are built at the Con- 
fAuence of great Rivers, ſor the Strength of the Situation and conveni- 
ence of Commerce ; fo is this accounted ancient, as being a R:man Con 
lony, and the place of the Caſtra Batava in old time. 

The Church of St. Stephes is ſtately, beſides other fair Churches. 
The Biſhop, who is Lord of the City, hath a ſtrong Palace upon a Hill ; 
his Revenues are large, and beſides what he poſſeſſes hereabouts, he 
hath the tenth part of the notable great Lead-Mine at Blezberg in Ca- 
rinthia, This place had lately fuffered much by fire ; but a good part 
was rcbuilt, and very fairly after the /ra/ian manner : So that this may 
well be reckoned as one of the ten conſiderable Cities, which are upon 
the Danube, accounting from 71m? unto Belzrade, as Uime, Tugolſtadt, 
Ratisbone, Paſſaw, Lintz, Vienna, Presburg, Sirigonium, Buda, Belgrad-; 
all which from Rat7sbone T had the opportunity to ſee before the end of 
my Journey. Near to a Wall over againſt the great Church at Paſſaw, 
which was then repairing, I ſaw a vaſt Head cut in ſtone, the Mouth 
whereof was two ſpans wide, and the reſt proporttonable. The River 
[ltz, which ryns in here from the North, is conſiderable for the Pearls 
which are found in it; and the noble River axe or Oenus, from the 
South, is the greateſt River which hath yet entred the Danube ; having 
paſſed by [»ſbrug, and taken in the River Salrz, upon which ſtands 
Saltzbu"g ; and ariſing in the Alpzs in ſuch a high Country as 7rrolis, 
it runs in here with a great force, 'and fadds much unto the ſwiftneſs 
of the Danube. £ 

Upon the Sixteenth we came to Zinzz, the chief City in the higher 
Auſtria, not very great, but as neat and handſome a City as moſt in 
Germany. There 1s in it a very great Market-place, with never a bad 
Houſe in it, the whole Town built of a very white Free-ſtone ; and the 
Caſtle upon the Hill is of Mordern Building, and very large. There is 
alſo a Bridge over the Danube. The Imperial Forces rendezvouled here 
when Sclyman came to Vienna. This was alſo beſieged by the Peaſants 
of Auſtria in the time of Ferdinand the Second; they having got a Bo- 
dy together of Forty thouſand men, and many pieces of Ordnance, but 
were ſtoutly repulſed after many Aſſaults, and at laſt overcome by Pa- 
penbeim. Not far below Lintz the River Draun enters the Danube ; this 
comes from the Gemundner Sea, or Lacus Felicis, pailing by Lampack, 
Welrz, and other Towns, and hath a noted Cataract or Fall of Waters, 
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The next day we paſſed by Ens, Auifia, upon the River A4ni/cus, or 
Onaſus, which taking its original in the Borders of Sa/tzburgland runs 
into the Dazabe, and divides the higher from the lower 4/tria,having 
received into it felt the River Sa/tza, upon which ſtands Cell, or 
Maria Cell, a place of the greateſt Pilgrimage in Au/{ria, Near this 
Town are many Reman Coyns and Antiquities found, and Lauriacum 
ſtood. of old, a Koman Garriſon, and afterwards a Biſhop's See: we came 
to a Village on the North ſhoar of the Danube, called Greim, where 
the Graff von Leichtenfteyn hath a Houſe. A little below this are two 
dangerous paſlages in the River ; the one called the S:rudel,where the 
River running amongſt vaſt Rocks,ſome under water, and ſome above, 
the waves are broken with great force, and the Current is rapid, | 
foaming, and troubleſome ; and ſome skill is required to paſs between . 
the Ledges of Rocks which are under water, and when the ——_ is 
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tow the paſſage is very difficult. The other 1s the Wurbel, or a kind 
of Whirlpool , where the water turns about with great force, being 
hindred in its direct Courſe by a great Rock. Upon the top of a high 
craggy Rock ſtands a large Croſs, and at the foot a little Church 
dedicated to St. Nicholas, who is Patron of this dangerous place, and. 
is believed to take peculiar care of fuch as paſs this way, and therefore 
a little Boat comes to you as ſoon as you are out of danger, and re- 
cieves what Acknowledgment you pleaſe, or what perhaps you may 
have promiſed to give, when you were in ſome ſear. This night 
we lodged at ps, /p/rum, or 1Lifſa, a Tewn on the South-ſide of the 
Danube : over againſt it lies Beſenbeug, or V/bium Ptilowei. Two 
German miles Lelow Jps ſtands Peckh/arz, conceived to be Arlape in 
former times; and here the River Frlaph enters the Danube : A mile 
and a halt below this lies Melcke, Nomale, or Mea dialetla, in former 
days the Seat of the Marqueſles of 4»/tria, until St. Leopold removed 
to Halenberg, and his Succcflours to YVierwa. The Town lies at 
length upon the Scuth-ſide of the River; tut the noble C loiſter of 
Benediftines, which takes place of any other in A4»//r;a, ſtands upon 
a Hill which over-looks the Town, the River, and the Country about ; 
is richly endowed, and remarkable for the Monuments of many great 
Perſons, and the Tomb of St. Co/man, much honourcd in thee parts. 
We dined at Steyn, where there is a Bridge over the Danube. Near 16 
this lies Crembs, another walled Town ; and over the water Maut: rr 

and not far from it the rich Convent of FKetwein ; Aſter this the River 
Traiſn, or Trag:/ſama, comes in fron the South. Having paſſed by 
the neted Town St. Pold, or St. Hippol:tus, we Jodged this Night at 
Sr. Fd: fF and the next day paſled by 7 hulz, Stocker, and Cloiſter 
NeuluT to Vienna, | 
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(M, FE Ac [ EF N N A, of Wien, which the Turks call Beach, 
KEangoazfgs 15 the Chiet City of Auſtria, in the Latitude of forty 
ESQ cight Degrees, twenty Minutes, not much differing 


WES from the Latitude of Paris. The old Seat of the 
>90 Dukes of 4u//ria, and for a long time of the Empe- 
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in Pannonia ſuperior, the Bounds of Pannonia extends 
ing unto Kalemberg, or Mons Cetius, five or ſix Miles Weſtward of 
Vienna ; beyond which ſtill Weſtward all that lies between that Hill 
and the great River Oenzs, or nne, which runs into the Danube at Paſ- 
ſaw, or Caſtra Batava, was anciently called Nori-am. 

It was an ancient place of Habitation in the time of the Romans, 
and called Vindobona, as the Learned Petrus Lambecius hath at large 
declared, where the Claſs [rica ſometimes lay, and the tenth Ger- 
man Legion had its ſtation ; all this ſhoar or ſide of the Danube being fa- 
mous for the Actions of Roman Emperors againſt the Marcomanni and 
Q4adj, Who poſleſſed the Country on the other ſide of the River, and 
eſpecially for the Wars of Marcus Aurelius Antoninus Philoſophus, who 
notably defeated thoſe Nations, and who, as Aurelius YVittor ( who 
was Governor of Sirmiam in Pannonia inferior, in the time of Conſtan- 
tius ) affirms, fell fick at Carnuntum, now Petronel/, and died at 
Vindobona, now Vienna. . And to confirm the Antiquity hereof, beſides 
what Welfgangus Lazins hath delivercd, not many years ſince ſome 
Antiquities were found. For in the year 1662. when a Wall was dig- 
ged up near the old Palace, the Workmen digging ftill on below the 
Foundation, found a Stone Trough or Coffin, containing hard Fartl 
and Bones, with a ſmall Gold Coyrf, a Glaſs Urn encloſed in a Braſs 
one, an Iron Kniſe like a Szceſp7ta, or Knife uſed about Sacrifices, a lit- 
tle Roll or Scroll of pure Gold, ſhut up with a Golden cover at both 
ends, wherein was an Inſcription in ſtrange Characters : Not far from 
the Sepulchral Monument were found a Head in Braſs, a Brazen Pare- 
ra, Lamps, Lachrymatories, and other Veſſels, and a Copper Coyn of 
Antoninus Caracalla, The writing in the Golden Scroll, which no 
man could read, was conceived by the Learned Lambecius to be the 
old Pannonian Character, and that this might be the Monument of 
ſome Panronian Prieſt in the days of Caraca//a, who, as good Authors 
deliver, ſpent ſome time about theſe parts. | 
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It is ſeated on the South-ſide of the Danube, on the ripa Romana, 
that ſide neareſt to Rome, and many Roman Colonies, according to the 
uſual poſition of Roman Stations, both upon this River and the Rhine, 
as may be exemplified in Colex, Bonna, Andarnach, Coblentz, Ments, 
Wormes, Spier;and/Straſburg; And in like mariner in the old Roman 
Stations, on the/South or: Romay fide of the'Dannbe, which were in no 
ſmall number in or neat the Aufrian ſhoar, as Carnuntum, or Petronel, 
Viſchmund, or Aquinottium, Eberſdorff, or Ala Nova, Melck, or Ne- 
male, Arlape, or Pecklarne, Lentia, or Lintz ; tor hereby they - better 
ſecured their Conqueſts, and hindred the incurfions of the Barbarians 
before them. 

It is not ſeated upon the main ſtream of the Danube,but by a branch 
thereof ; for the River running through a low Country ; it is divided 
into. ſeveral Streams, and makes many Iſlands. A ſmall River named 
Wien runs by the Eaſt part of this City, and enters the Danube, below 
it, which upon floods doth often much hurt, yet ſometimes low and 
very ſhallow, ſo as I have ſtepped over it ; ſome will have it to give 
the Name unto this City : it divides part of the Suburbs from it, and 

hath divers Bridges over it. For that we may have a diſlin& appre- 
henſion of Yiemna, we muſt conſider the City and Suburbs thereof : 
the Suburbs are very great, and not without fair Houſes, Gardens, 
Walks and all Accommodations at large. 

The City it ſelf is that walled and tortifted part, deſigned not only 
for convenience of Habitation, but alſo to ſuſtain a Siege, or any At- 
tack from the 7urk, and 1s now ſeparated from the Suburbs by a' fair 
Eſplanade, or open Ground, above a Musket ſhot over. The Houſes 
near the wall were pulled down ſince the laſt Fortification in the 7#rki/Þ 
war, when they were in ſome fear that the Zurkiſh Forces about Gra 
and New-hzu/e!, would move towards them. It is fortified a /a moder- 
na, with ten Baſtions towards the, Land, and a very deep Ditch, into 
which they can let the Danube : and with two other Baſtions towards 
the water, on that part of the River which lies on the North-ſide of 
the Town. Theſe two latter are called the Works of Gonzaga. The 
Baſtions are large ; upon one of them I ſaw Count Souches muſter a 
good part of the Militia of the City. The Ditch is large and very deep, 
into which although they can let in the River, yet it is commonly kept 
dry, leſt they might incommode their deep Cellars. There are two 
walls, the one old and inward, little conſiderable at preſent, built at 
firſt with the ranſom of our King Richar/ the Firſt, who in his return 
from the Holy War, was detained Priſoner by the Duke of Auſtria 
upon the 20th of December, 1192. The 4u/trians pretending they had 
received ſome affront from the King at Joppa, and that he had taken 
down the Eniign and Banner of Duke Leopo/d in a contemptuous way. 
The other outward. of a great breadth, made of Earth, and faced with 
Brick, edged with Free-ſtone, ſo well built, as to render this City one 
of the moſt conſiderable fortified places in Europe. The Eſplanade 
gently deſcends from the "Town for three hundred Paces ; there are 
very few Outworks. 

It is very uncertain who was the firſt Buyder of Yiexxa, and after it 
had been long built it ran to decay again for Four hundred years toge- 
ther, till ZZexry the Firſt, Duke of 4«/tr7a, in the year 1158. did much 
repairit ; and the ranſom afterwards of King Richard beautified it 
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The whole compals, taking in the Suburbs, makes a, very large Cir- 
cuit, but the City it ſelf, which is walled in, may te ab-ut three miles 
'in Circumference, and is exceeding populous, as tull of People, tor tie 
bignefs of the place, as moſt of the great Cities. And I could not but 
rake delight to behold fo many Nations in it, as 7urks, Tartars, Gru- 
CIs, Tranſylvanians, Sclavontans, Hungarians, Croatians, Spaniards, 
[talians, French, Germans, Poland. rs, Gc. all in their proper Habits. 

The chief Gates are fix : x. Stubnthor, or the Stulen Gate towards 
the Eaſt. 2. Farntertbor, or the Gate of Caripthia: towards the South. 
3: Burg hor, the Town Gate, or Caſtle Gate, 4. Schotrenthor, or. the 
Scatch Gate. 5. Newthor, or the Nengate ; thele two laſt towards the 
Wett : And 6. the Gat? of the red Tower towards the North, which 
leads unto the Bridge over the Danube : and towards the water-ſide 
there is alſo a Port by the Emperor's palace,and a Cloyiter or Nunne- 
ry in the Town hath the Name of a Port called //:;mmel port, or the 
Gate of Heaven. The five firſt of theſe Gates are vaulted and:;archcd 
with long paſſages through the Town-wall, and have good Bridges of 
Wood, with Draw-bridges to paſs over the Town ditch : The fixth is 
under a Tower, and leads to the Bridges of the Danube : For that River 
runs here in a flat low Country,divides its ſtreams, ſo that. to paſs it 
quite over, there are at preſent ſeven long Bridggs made up-of many 
thouſand Trees laid one by another, after their way of making Bridges. 
There is alfo a Bridge within the City of YVieura, called the /fochbrug, 
or High-oridge, which is made by the croſling of two Streets at equal 
Angles; the ground of one ſtreet ., being as high as the tops of 
the Houſes of the other, ſo th t to continue ir,they were forced, to bui'd 
a Bridge or Arch in the *Lower ſtreet, to let the upper to paſs over 
It. | ] 

The City is fairly. built of ſtone, and well paved, ; many Houſes. are. 
of ſix ſtories high ; they are fomewhar flat roofed after the /:alzan 
, way ; the Streets are not narrow, but the compaſs of ground will nat 
admit them to be very broad ; and their Buildings are remarkable both 
above and below ground ; their Cellars are very deep. To fatisfie my 
curioſity, | went into ſome of them, and found four Cellars one unger 
anorher ; they were arched, and had two pair of Stairs to deſcend into 
them. Some have an open ſpace in the middle of each roof, to let the 
Air out of one Cellar into another, and from the loweſt an adit or t- 
be unto the top,to let the Air in and out from the ſtreet, ſomewhat at- 
ter the manner of the Mines. 

Fngas Sylvius, about two hundred years ſince, commending the 
City of Nurnburg, among other expreſſions lets fall this : Cuperent Sco- 
torum Reges tam egregie quam mediocres Cives Norinbergenlſes hab:tare. 
The Kings of the Scors would be content to dwell ſo well as the mid- 
dle ſorts of Citizens of Nurnbur;. I muſt confeſs, when I firſt entred 
Nurnburg, | was much ſurprized to ſee ſuch a noble, large, ſpruce,rich, 
and well built City : but Y7enua doth alſo deſerve the commendation 
which he affords it : 741 Palatia digna Regibus, & Templa gue mira« 
ri Italia pofſit. Where there are Palaces fit for Kings, and Churches 
which /zaly may admire. And this being ſpoken ſo long ago, 1s now 
better verified of it, 

The Imperial Palace is very Noble, Subſtantial,and Princely furniſh- 
ed, conſiſting chiefly of rwo Courts ; the one very large, the other = 

er, 
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ſer, wherein the Emperor lodges. At the Entrance over the Gate, ar” 
ſet in Capitals Letters the five Vowels, 4, Z, 7, 0, 7 ; whereof th< 
Phancies of men make various interpretations. That which wes told. 
me, was this, Auſtrie eb imperare Orli Univerſo; or, Alles Erdreich 


Jt Ofterreich Unterthan ; 3. e. All the World is ſubjeCt to Auſtria. Ale 


though I could hardly believe this was the firſt intended meaning. Be- 
ſides theſe two Courts is another ſmall one, where ſome of the Pages 
lodge. I took notice of a large rough 7aſp/s ſtone Iving upon the 
ground, little regarded or obſerved : it is about nine foot Diameter ; it 
was preſented unto the Emperor by the Archbiſhop cf Sa/rzbrg,whoſe 
Country *affords notable Quarries, and ſtones of many ſorts ; a little 
piece of it poliſhed, affords fine yellow, red, black, and white Veins. 
The Palace of the Count de Drauy, and that which Count Rotha/hath 
Jately built and nobly furniſhed, are very conſiderable ; with many 
others. 

There are alſo many fair Churches, rich Convents, and Conventual 
Churches ; as that of the Carmelites, of the Franciſcans, of the Bene- 
diftines, of St. Nicholas ; In this Church I could not but take notice 
of the late Sepulchral Monuments of Count $trozzi and Cardinal Ha- 
rach. The Dominican Convent is very fair. The Avugs/tines have a 
large Church, in the middle whereof they have built a Chappel after 
the manner of the Holy Houſe at Loretro ; upon the top of which 
hang the Colours taken from the Turks and Tartars, many of which 
Enſigns are not ſquare like ours, but made Eſcucheon-wiſe, ſome filled 
with Circles, wherein are expreſſed halt Moons. The Feſaztes Colleges 
are large, who ſe]dom fail of noble Convents, eſpecially in places where 
they have fo good footing as in this. The Front of one of their Colleges 
opens into a fair Piazza, in the middle whereof flands a large and 
high compoſite Column of Copper upon a Pedeſtal of white ſtone, with 


; four Angels with Eſcucheons, and on the top the bleſſed Virgin ; In- 


{criptions alſo, in which the Emperor dedicates 4«57ria unto her Patro« 
nage and Tuition. | 
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In another Market-place, where the Town-houſe is, there is a handſome 
Statua of Juſtice in Copper. | 


I could not but obſerve the Scotch Church and . Cloitter, which gave 
alſo the-name unto the Scotch Gate of the City, becauſe I fomewhar 
wondred how the Scots in old time ſhould be ſo conſiderable in this 
place ; but I found by Information, and the Account of Lazius and Mat- 
theus Merian in High-dutch, that this Convent was in former times a 
great Receptacle for the Scors in their Jong Pilgrimage unto Jerelaien, 
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founded and endowed by Duke Henry the Firſt, in memory of St. Gre- 
gory: and it may ſeem leſs ſtrange that the Scots ſhould have a Con- 
vent here, and be numerous in theſe parts in former Ages, if we conſider 
that St.Colman,one of the Saints of the greateſt Veneration in this Coun» 
try, was a Scetchman, and {aid to be of the Royal Blood of Scoz/and,who, 
in his paſſage to Jeruſalem was murdered by the Baurs or Country 
people at Stockeras, four German miles from Yieuna, and hanged on a 
Tree, where, as the Story goes, his Body remained uncorrupted for a 
year and a half, and divers Miracles being affirmed of it, it was taken 
down, and honourably interred near Szocterau; ' but by Meginhard 
Biſhop of AichiFadt it was tranſlated unto Melk, and afterwards ſent 
into ZZungary, and his Head kept a long time at Sru/weiſſenburg, or 
Alba Regalis, according to the Account which 1s here given of this 
Saint. 

The Church of St. Peter is alſo conſiderable, not for its Splendor but 
Antiquity, as being accounted the oldeſt in the City, ſtanding in a place 
where in old time there ſtood ah Altar in honour of Domizian, called 
Ara Flaviana. In this Church lies the Body of that famous and learn- 
ed Perſon Wolfrangus Lazius, with this Epitaph or Inſcription - 


Magnifico Nobili Clariſſimo atque ſumma eruditione ornatiſſimo viro 
Domino Wolſgango Latzio Vien. Philoſophiz atque Medicine Dottori & 
Profeſſori Primario, Celeberrimi Archigymnaſti Viennenſis Reftori & 
Superintendenti Cxſareo, & ejuſdem Sacre Cxfarex Majeſt. Ferdinandi 
Santtiſſime memoric Conſiliario & Hiſtorico Peritiſſimo defuntto Anno 
Domini M D LXXXVI. 


In the Church of the Capuczxes Convent, are interred the Emperor 
Matthias and his Empreſs, and the Empreſs Maria, wife to Ferdinand 
the Third, who out of their Devotion'and Humility, choſe to be buri- 
ed in a Church of this poor Order. And the Capucines not admitting 
of Magnificent Monuments 1n their-Churches, as in the ' Churches of 
other Orders, no Tombs are erected worthy fo great an Emperor, and 
ſuch Empreſles. 

But the Cathedral Church of St, Stephen, contains divers Monu- 
ments of many Princes and Great-Perſons, and is a large ſtately Build- 
ing, but ſomewhat dark by reaſon of the thick painted Glaſs : not co- 
vered with Lead, but, with Tiles of wood, which is the only blemith 
thereof, yet makes a good ſhow. - The Steeple and Spire are very re- 
markable, as being high, large, ſtrong, and handſome. On the top or 
Weather-cock-place of the Spire ſtands a Croſs under a Star and half 
Moon, according to-the Figure I have elſewhere ſet down, which the 
Pcople think to be of Gold, or at leaſt very well gilded : and in the 
time of Thunder and Lightning it looked pale and whitiſh. 

They have this Account how theſe came firſt to be ſet up in this 
place : That when So/yman the Magnificent beſieged Vienna, percei- 
ving the Forces in the Ciry to be obſtinate, he had an intent to bat- 
ter down the Steeple about their ears : But ſome of the Baſſa's and 
great Commanders, ' advertiſing him how unprofitable a buſineſs it 
would prove, and withal when he took the City, what an honour it 
would be-unto him:to have ſuch a Noble Pyramid in his Dominions : 
. He ſent word into the Town, That he was willing to ſpate.the Steeple, 
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upon condition that they would ſet up the halt Moon and Star (the 
Tarkijh Arms) upon the top thereof, They returned Anſwer that 
they would.if he would fend the ſame unto them ;which he did,and they 
placed it where it ſtands. 

This Spire hath the largeſt Crockets I have obſerved in any, they 
being above a yard long. and adorned with foliage work. The Spire 
of Landſhate in Bavaria, is accounted: the higheſt in Germany ; that of 
Strasburg, the neateſt and faireſt ; and this of Y:iez»a the largeſt and 
ſtrongeſt. And therefore it is no wonder,that when the Ambaſladors 
of Boſna formerly came unto Yrenna, they ſo often viewed and admired 
this Fabrick, and plainly ſaid, That all the mony in their Country was 
not ſufficient to have built ir. | 

This Steeple is accounted about four hundred ſixty and five foot 
high, being about halt way up three hundred and thirty eight ſteps. 
Beſides other Hills, I could fee ZHaimburger Hill within two miles of 
Presburg, and a great part of Au/trza, which the long Courſe of the 
Danube rendred very pleaſant and' delightful into the eye. In the 
Chamber or Room from whence I had rhis proſpect, there 1s a Clock, 
whole Caſe being of wood, was 1n part burnt down by Lightning, and 
therefore there is water always kept in this place to extinguiſh the fire, 
and a man continually watches .in the place. where the Bells hang. 
There is allo an Inſtrument of wood, or wooden Bells or Hammers , 
which they make uſe of from Good: Friday till Eaſter-ſunday, all the 
time that our Saviour was in the Grave, during which time they permit 
no Bells to ring. 
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\ At one of the doors of the Church there is a ſtone placed in the 
wall, which is generally conceived to be one of the ſtones wherewith 
St. Stephen was ſtoned. Ir ſeemed to me ſome kind of pebble, and 
is worn and poliſhed by the hands of the people, who when they enter 
at that door, do touch it with their fingers. I was alſo ſhewed one 
of the ſtones which killed St. Stephen at St. Sernine, or St. Saturnine's 
Church in 7holouſe in France, which is a Church abounding with Re- 
lique-Rareties, and where they alſo think they have the Bodies of fe- 
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ven of the Apoſtles, of St. George, of our King St. Edmund, and of for- 


ty Saints, HE 

In this Church of St. Szephen, beſides many Monuments of great 
Princes and famous Perſons, divers learned men have Sepulchral 1n- 
ſcriptions ; as Johannes Faber, Biſhop of Viema ; Johames Cuſpinianus, 
and Sebaſtianus Tengnagelius, formerly Library-keeper, Hiſtoriogra- 
pher, and Councellor to the Empcrour, an extraordinary learned man, 
and skiltul in fifteen Languages, as the Inſcription delivers; as /ZeLrew, 
Syriack, Chaldee, Perſian, Arabick, Turkiſh, Athiopick, Greek, Latin, 
Ttalian, French, Spaniſh, German, Belgick, and Engliſh. 

The Univerfity of Yienna 1s alſo remarkable, if we conſider the An- 
tiquity thereof, the number of Scholars their courſe of Studies, their 
accommodations, privileges and advancements. This is ſaid to have 
been begun by Albertus rhe Third, above three hundred years paſt ; 


and their Rules, Orders, and Statutes to have been borrowed from the 


Univerſity of Paris, and the Students were diſtinguiſhed into four 
Diviſions or Nations ; who, beſides the General, have their particular 
Rules and Officers, and were comprehended under the Claſs of 4u- 
fſtrians, Nations of the Rhine, Hungarians, and Saxons. 


In the Au/tr:au Diviſion were contained the Friulians, all of the Dio- 


cele of Trext, all 7aly, with the other Provinces beyond the Moun- 
tains. 

In the Clafjs of the Rhine were comprehended Suevians, Alſatians, 
Pranconians, Haſſtans ; allo all the Provinces to the South-weſt, as 
France, Spain, Nav.rre, Hel/and, Brabant. 

In the third C/afſs, or Natio Hungariz, were contained Hungarians, 


Bohemians, Polonians, Morauians,Sclavonians all that ſpeak the S$c/avo- 


z»ian Tongue, and alſo Germans. 

To the Claſſis or Natio Saxonum, were reduced Saxons,Weſtphalzans, 
Friflanders, Turingians, Miſnians, Brandenburgers, Pruſſians, Livonians, 
Luſatians, Pomeranians, with the ltr amarize Kingdoms of England, 
Scotland, Freland, Sweden, Norway, and Denmark. 

Theſe Diviſions take up all the Nations of Exrope ; and indeed 
there are Students here of many Nations: and upon Contentions and 
Differences the ſeveral C/afſes will hold unto their own, and take parts, 
and bandy againſt each other, but will all unite and hold together in 
differences with Townsmen or Jews, which happen ſometimes 
unto an high degree. | 

They follow here the old beaten way of Knowledge : and I met 
with few who had any good inſight.in new Phi/oſaphy ; but there are 
many good Ph:lologers, and are well verſed in Lariguages, Hiſtory and 
Antiquity : and there are many Learned Men either educated here, 
or come from other parts. Some who had taken notice of the Royal 
Soczety in London, were very inquiſitive after its and when I had fa- 
tisfied them in all particulars, were very muck pleaſed therewith. It 
they ſhould fall into the way of Experimental Philoſophy, being very 
induſtrions, *tis very probable they may do much therein,and they were 
ſure to have the countenance of the Emperor. I found them alſo 
much afleed with the Eg/i/h Society in other parts of Germany. At 
the Univerſity of A/torff | was much enquired of concerning it : and 
a Magiſtrate of Nurnburg, who had got a 7ileſcope from London, invi- 
ted me to his Houſe, to practice the way of uſing it. Der Herr won 
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Alderſtelm? of Leipfick, a Perſon of great Curioſity, was very inquiſj- 
tive aſter the ſame S-ciety. And of Jate years the Curio/i of Germany 
have held Learned Conventions and Correſpondence,and printed their 
Obſervations at Leipfick. And ſince my Return into Fng/and, I have 
been ſollicited from Cafſovia in Vpper Hungary, to ſend the 7ranſattions 
into thoſe Parts. 

During my ſtay at //ienna, 1] went unto a publick Anatomy of a 
Woman that was beheaded : the Letture /a5ted fo long, that the Body 
was Nineteen days unburied. Tt was performed by a Learned Phyfi- 
cian, Dr. Wolfjtregel, who read in Latin to the fatisfaCtion of all per- 
ſons. What I moſt particularly obſerved therein was this, The Py ra- 
midal Muſcles very plain and large ; the 2terus larger than is uſually 
obſerved ; the Cartilago Enſiformis double ; the Lungs very black ; 
the Eye was very well ſhown ; he produced an artificial Eye of Ivory, 
and another large one of Paſtbcard and Paper, contrived and made by 
himſelf; the Muſcles of the Pharynx, Larynx, Os Tyoides, and the 
Tongue, aſter their difſeQtion, he reduced very handſomly into their 
propcr places again to ſhew their natural ſituation and poſition. The 
Ana'omy-Theatre was of capacity to reccive above an hundred perſons ; 
but of Anatomy-Theatres, until of late, there have been few in Ger- 
many, or none. And when 1 was in the Azatomy-School at Altorff,near 
Nurenburg, that learned civil Profeſſor, Dr. Mauritius Ioffmannus,told 
me that the fame was the Firſt in Germany. 

Paulus de Sorbait, Prime Profeſſor, Phyſician unto Eleonora the Em+- 
preſs Dowager, and Knight of Z7ungary, was the Rettor Magnificus. 
Zwelfer, who writ Animadverſions upon the Diſpenſatory of Ausburg, 
was in great repute in Y7zenna,and had built for himſelf a Noble Houſe 
in the City, bur he died ſome time before my coming thither. 

In fine, the Univerſity is noble, their Advancements conſiderable, 
their Privileges great, and they have the power of life and death, 
from Ancient and later Conceſſions of their Dukes and Empe- 
rors. 

But. the greateſt luſtre unto Yiema is the Reſidence of the preſent 
Emperor Leopoldus ; he was born in the year 1638. he was Son unto 
the Emperor Ferdinand the Third ; he was baptized by the Names of 
Leopolius, Ignatius, Franciſcus, Balthazar, Joſephus, Felicianus, His 
eldeſt Brother Ferdinand, King of the Romans, died of the Small Pox 
in his Fathers time, ' His Brother Caro/us Joſephus, Maſter of the 
Teutonick Order, dyed 1663. He married Margareta Infanta of Spain, 
daughter unto King Phz/ip the Fourth, whoſe Children died Infants ; 
a vertuous, affable, grave and worthy Prince, and ſeemed to me to 
live very happily here, in the love and honour of his People, Soul- 
diers, and Clergy. ' 

His Perſon 1s grave and graceful ; he hath the Auſtrian Lip re- 
markably, his Chin long, which is taken for a Good Phyſiognomical 
mark, and a fign of a conſtant, placid, and little troubled mind. He is 
conceived to carry in his Face the lineaments of four of his Predeceſ- 
ſours, that is of Rudophus the Firſt, of Maximilian the Firſt,of Charles 
the Fifth, and Ferdinand! the Firſt, He was very afte&tionate unto his 
Empreſs, who, though but young, was a modeſt, grave Princeſs, - 
had a good aſpe&t, was zealous in her Religion, and an Enemy unto 
the Jews. He ſhewed alſo great reſpect and obſervance nnto the 
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Empreſs Dowager Flconora, who was a ſober and prudent Princeſs, 
well skilled in all kind of curious Works, and delighted fomet m:'s to 
ſhoot at Deer from a Stand, or at other Game, out of her Coach, 
He was allo very loving unto his Siſters, beautiful and good Princeſſes ; 
whereof one, the eldeſt, was ſince married unto that Noble Prince 
Michael Wiſnowitzs&i, King of Poland. And aſterwards to Charles 
Duke of Lorain. 

He ſpeaks four Languages, German, 1talian, Spaniſh, and Latin. He 
15 2 great Countenancer of L*arned Men, and delights to read, and 
when occaſion permits, will paſs fome hours at it. The worthy Pe- 
trus Lambecius,\is Library Keeper, and who is in great eſteem with 
him, will uſually find out ſome Books for him which he conceives 
may be acceptable. While I was there he recommended a Tranſla- 
tion of Religio Medici unto him, wherewith the Emperor was exceed- 
ingly pleaſed, and ſpake very much of it unto Lambecius, infomuch 
that Lambecius asked me whether I knew the Auth -r, he being of my 
own name, and whether he were hving : And when he underſtood 
my ncar Relation to him, he became more kind and courteous than 
ever, and deſired me to ſend him that Book in the Original Eng1i/h, 
which he would put into the Emperors Library : and preſented 
me with a neat little La!/» Book, called Princeps in Compendio, Writ- 
ten by the Emperors Father, Ferdinandus the Third. 

He is alſo skilful in Muſick, compoſes well, and delighted much in 
it, both at his Palace and the Church, which makes ſo many Muſici- 
ans in Vienna ; for no place abounds more with them ; and in the E- 
vening we ſeidom failed of Mulick in the Streets, and at our Windows: 
And the Emperors delight herein makes the Church-men take the 
greater carc to ſet off their Church-Muſick, for he goes of- 
ten to Church, and not to one, but divers, eſpecially the beſt Conven- 
tual Churches : and in his own Chappel ſome of his own Compoſiti- 
ons are often playd. He hath alſo excellent Muſick in his Palace, 
both Vocal and Inſtrumental ; and his private Chappel is well ſerved, 
where beſides the excellent Muſick, there are always eight or ten 
Counts, Pages to the Emperor, who ſerve at the Altar with white wax 
Torches in their hands ; and after the manner of the 7:.4ian Princes, 
divers Eunuchs to ſing, | 

For his Recreations abroad, he delights much in Hunting, eſpecially 
of the wild Boar in due ſeaſons ; I have known him bring home fix 
Boars in a morning. Some ſtout perſons, particularly count Nicholas 
Serini, would encounter a wild Boar alone, but at laſt he untortu- 
nately periſhed by one, which hath made others more wary inte ; 
and therefore when the Boar 1s at a Bay, the Huntſmen ſo ſtanJ about 
him, that the Emperor, or other great perſons, may more fately raake 
uſe of their Boar-ſpears upon him. 

Surely there are great numbers of them about the Country, for 
they are no unuſual or extraordinary Diſh in the City, though of a de- 
licious and pleaſing taſte. They feed upon Acorns, Beecl-maſt, and 
Cheſnuts, upon the ſpring or ſprout of Broow, Juniper, and Shrubs, 
and upon the roots of Ferr, and will range into Corn-ficlds, and come 
out of Foreſts into Vineyards. The Huntſmen are notably verſed. and 


Skilful in that Game ; for though they ſee it not, they will diſtingwſh 


2 wild from a common Swine, and gueſs whether that which they hunt 
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be Male or Female, old or young, large or ſmall, fat or lean ; and this 
they chiefly conjeure from their tread or foot, and the caſting their 
hindfeet out of the track of their forefeet. | 

The Emperor being fo good a Huntſman,it 1s the leſs wonder that he 
is eſteemed a good Horſeman. Certain it 1s, that he hath a very noble 
Stable of Horſes, procured from all parts, 7ark ſh, Tartarian, Polonian, 
Tranſyl vanian,Saxon, Rohemiaz, Hungarian,N.ples, Sc. and they are well 
managed ; and they ride them to the ſatisfaction of the Beholders. 

Having ſeen the Arſenal at Venice, the Stores at Chatham, and the 


| Naval Proviſions at Amſterdam, 1 am not like to admire any 


other, eſpecially fo far from the Sea, and looked for nothing of that 
nature in this place Notwithſtanding I found an Arſexal, and place 
for Naval Veſſels to be ſet out upon occaſion, and ſome thereof were 
employed in the laſt Turkrzſh war, when they attempted to deſtroy the 
Bridge of Boats which the 7urks had made over the Darube, a little a- 
bove Gran and Barchan. They are built ſomewhat like Ga/eys, carry 
great Guns,and a good number of Souldiers, and will make a fight upon 
the broad deep ſtream of the Danube, and may be handſomly brought 
into = Town behind one of the Baſtions,when the River is 12h: and 
hereof there are ſome at Rab and Komora as | have declared elſewhere. 

The Emperor hath many Counſellors, great Souldiers and Courti- 
ers about him ; among which theſe ſeeemed of greateſt Note. 

Enſelius Wenceſlaus Duke de Sagan, Prince Lobtowitz, Prime Coun- 
{ellor, Hoff»meiſler, of the Order of the Golden Fleece, a perſon of a 
grave and ſober Aſpe, ſomewhat blunt in converſation, but of a 
generous temper, and free from all covetouſneſs, who ſpent his Reve- 
nues nobly. and unto his great reputation : He was chief fivorite un- 
to the Emperot ; and though ſome had ne great opinion of his Abilities, 
yet he was the firſt that diſcovered the laſt Zurgarian defection and 
revolt, whereby thoſe Noble Perſons, Count Peter Serini and Nadaſti 
(whom I faw at Vi-»na; were brought unto their ends. 

Henricus Gultelmus, Count of Stahrenberg, Ober-hoff= Mareſchal, or 


Lord Marſhal of the Court. 


Johannes Maximilianus, Count of Lamburg, Oberſt Kammer-terr, or 
Chief of the Chamber, a Perſon of great eſteem. The Gentlemen of 
the Bed-chamher are numerous, and many are in extraordinary ; there 
may be an hundred of them, all Barons and Counts. Every one of 
them wears a Golden Key before his Breſt; and the Grooms of the bed- 
chamber wear one of Steel : Two of each attend every Night. .. 

Gundakerus, Count Dietrichſtein, Ober-Stall-Meiſter, or Chief Maſter 
of the Horſe. | 

Theſe are the Chief. Theſe following are alſo conſiderable. 

Count Sinzendorff, Oberſte-Jag- Meiſter, Grand Veneur, or Hunts- 
Maſter, a Perſon in good favour with the Emperor, who very much de- 
lights in Hunting, as have moſt of his Predeceſlors. 

The Count of Aversberg,0berFi-Falken-Meiſter, Chief Falconer, who 
hath twelve Falconers under him. 

The Count of Paar, Chief Maſter of the Emperors Poſt. 

Leopoldus Wilhelmus, Marquis of Baden, Captain of an hundred 
Harthines, who are the #or/e-guard, and ride with Piſtols and Cara 
b&rxes out of the City ; but within Yienna they carry Launces and Ja-: 
ve/ins with broad points. 
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of the Foot-guard,of 4 good Perſonage, and well eſteemed of by the Em- 
P<rour. 

Sixty, or more,Pages; for the number, is uncertain, and not limited ; 
moſt of them Counts and Barons. 

Raywundus, Count de Mont-cuculi, was his General, Preſident of the 
Council of War, Governour of Rab and the Confines about it, and of 
the Order of the Golden Fleece; a tall Perſon, 'fomewhat lean, but 
hath a ſpirit in his look - he is one of the oldeſt Commanders in Eu- 
rope, and performed good Service in Poland, Hungary , German 
in many places, and is eſteemed a prudent, valiant,and tucceſsful Com- 
mander. 

The Count de Souches was alſo a Crmmander of great Fame, and in 
high eſteem with the Emperor. He was a Native of Roche/e i he firſt 
ſerved the Swedes in the German wars, and was a Colonel, but upon 
ſome diſguſt he forſook the Swedes, and ferved the- Imperial:/ts, and 
was made Governor of Br#y, the ſecond Town in Moravia, After the 
taking of Crembs in Auſtria. General 7orſrenſon, beſieged Brin, and 
ſent word unto the Governor ae Soxches, That it he retuſed to deliver 
up the Town, he would give him no quarter. Who anſwered him, 
That he would not ask any, and alſo give none: and defended the 
place with ſuch reſolution, that after many Aſſaults Underminings,and 
Attempts by Granado's, Torſtenſon was forced to riſe, aiter a Siege of 
ſour months, which was fo advantageous unto Atria and the [mpe- 
rial affairs, that the Emperor took eſpecial notice of him, made him 
a Baron, and of his Privy-Countil, He commanded alſo all the For- 
ces in Vienna, and did notable Service in the laſt Turki/h wars. He 
took the City of Nitra, or Nitria, not far from S!rigonium or Gran ; 
and took and ſlew fix thouſand 7urks which were ſent by the Y:zi- 
er of Buda againſt him : a worthy Perſon, and of a good AſpeCt. 
Count Souches the younger, his Son, an Heroick Commander, is Go- 
vernor, of the ſtrong fortified place Leopo/d5adt by Freiſtalr,a Perſon 
of great Civility, unto whom I was much obliged. 

Count Leſly, Nephew unto Count Lefly, who was fent Ambaſſador 
to Conſtantinople to the Sultan from the Emperor, is a Commander 
worthy of that eſteem he hath with the Emperor ; a Perſon of great 
Courage, Civility and Humanity, which I muſt ever acknow- 
ledge. 

The Courts of the Empreſs, and of the Empreſs Dowager, are filled 
with Perſons of Note ; and there are a great number of Souldiers in 
this place of great Fame, as the Marquiſs P:o, Spork, Cop*, and many 
more. Many of the Clergy and Men of Learning,are in good eſteem 
with the Emperor ; but the Jeſuirzes Moelner and B- ccabella, are his 
near Favorites. Many Strangers oth Souldiers and Scholars, have 
built their Fortunes here. And ſurely Strangers of parts and induſtry, 
fo they be of the Roman Church, are not like to raiſe their Fortunes any 
where better than in theſe parts. | 

Though the Emperor goes not to war in Perſon, yet hath he been 
' ſucceſsful in his wars, eſpecially in the Battel with the 7«rks at St. Go- 
dart, where the buſineſs was handſomly and actively managed, to ſet 
upon the body of. the 74rks, which had paſſed the River Ras, betore 
the whole Forces of the Yizier could come over, to the great 
laughter of the Janiſaries and 7urks , who fought ſtoutly, and 
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were firſt put to a Retreat by the reach Cavalry.For at firſt the Zarks 
ſecmed to prevail, and had ſlain a great part of two Regiments of the 
Auxiliari's which came out of Frazconia, and after their cuſtom, trad 
cut off their Heads. | | 

But his Jater wars have been flill more fortunate, wlicrein he hath 
not only relieved J//ena, and taken divers cities trom rhe -7arks ; but 
remains (ll Maſter of the Field in- //n24 y. Among the many 116 
table things in /renra, the /mperial Library 15 very remarkable. : Be: 
who hath ſeen the Eodleran Library at Oxford, and the Faritung ar

The number.and noblentſs of the: Books doth much exceed the re- 
ceptacle or place which contains them,as making no fair ſhew at tlie en- 
trance,and ſomewhat wanting light. Bur as tot'the number an& value of 
the Books, they. ate of Qginion here that it yields unto:none!bur fither 
excels any other Library in Earope. There was a place: defipned for 
the Lwiding ot a fit receptacle for them; bur, t know not how; a 'Fliea- 
tre for Comedics 15 now built 1n that place. | | 

It is Ervided into eight Chambers or Rooms, which are ſo well filled; 


_ that many Bovks are fam to le upon the Floor ; and the Shelvesſtand 


ſo cloſe, that there is but juſt room to paſs between them. The Ma- 
rufcriprs, ſtand diſtinct trom the printed Books.according to their Lan- 
guages, being divided into fix Claſſes, Theological, Furivical, Medical , 
Philoſophical, Hiſtorical, Philological. There can ſcarge be a more ad- 
mirable Colleftion than the Manuſcripts in part of hf firſt Chamber, 
of Ztebr w, Syriack, Arabick, Turkiſh, cirmenian, Athiopick, and Chi- 
neſe Books. 

It was begun, at leaſt the Books began to be placed in this recepta- 
cle, by Maximilian the Firſt, but hath bren much encreafed by ſuc- 
cee.ling Emperors, moſt of them, ſince Rodo/phas the Firſt, being much 
addicted unto Learning, there having been large acceſlions from many 
noble Libraries, and moſt upon the coſt of rhe Emperors. The choi- 
celt Books in the famous Library of Buda, of King Matthias Corvinus, 
Son unto /znades, are now In it. The notable Library of Wo!f ;an- 


 gus Lazu, who was Library-Keeper, was brought hither, and 


Three thouſand Books of Johaznes Sambucus are now in this Repoſt 
cory. 

AP Busbeguins, ſometime Library-Keeper hereof, added much 
unto 1t ; and in his two Zurkiſh Embaſſies procured a great number of 
noble Greet Manuſcripts at Conſtantinople, which are inſcribed with 
his own hand, Aug. de Buſbeck. emit Conſtantinopoli. A great many 
were added from the Library of the Learned Johannes Cuſpinianus, 


Litrary Keeper, and Councellor unto the Emperor. The notable Li- 


braries and Mathematical Inſtruments of 7ycho Brahe, Kepler, and 
Gaſſendus, were purchaſed for it. But the largeſt acceſſion was made 
by the noble Library-of Count Fugger, which conſiſting of ſixteen 
thouſand Volumes,was purchaſed by Ferdinand the Third. Many were 
brought, ſome few years paſt, from the Ambraftan Library by 1uſpruck, 
by the Learned Petrus Lambecius, Library-keeper , Hiſtoriogra- 
pher, and Councellor unto the preſent Emperor ; who hath alſo an ex- 
ccllent Library which is like to'be added unto the Imperial, He then 


reckoned 
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reckoned the Volumes in this great Library to amount at leaſt to 
Fourſcore thouſand ; and by this time that number may be increaſed 
for he adds ſome yearly. And the number might almoſt be end- 
lefs, it they would make uſe of their privilege, for the Emperor I ath 
a right to have two Books of all that are printed in Germany. 

They have alſo a great advantage at Yzemna, to acquire good Manu- 
ſcripts from the Turkiſh Dominions, for the Emperor 1s obliged: to have 
a Reſident with the Grand Seij2n/or whereſoever he moves or orders 
him to be ; even at the laſt fight of St. Godarr, the Emperor's Re- 
{dent was in the Zarkiſþ Camp. And when I was at Lariſ/a, in 7he/- 
ſaly, the Reſident Signor de Caſa Nova, was inquiſitive atter Books to 
be found among the Greeks in Monaſleries and other places. And this 
Emperor, like his Father, will ſpare no coſt toward fuch Acquiries. 

By the eſpecial favour of my noble Friend Lambecias, | went many 
tires into this Library, and he was ſo courteous as to let me have what 
Books I deſired unto my private Lodging : He would ſhew me divers 
Books upon What Subject | required, and offered me a ſight of what 
Books he thought rare and eſtimable ; and among{t others I could not 
but take notice of theſe following :

I went unto divers noted. Places about Yienna : I walked unto the 


Hill of Vienna, two Engliſh miles diſtant from the 'Town, going up all 
the way by an eaſie Aſcent ; from whence had a proſpect of rhe Ci- 
ty, and the Compagnia about it, together with the high Mountains in 

ES | Steir- 
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Steirmark covered with Snow : and in my return faw the Palace of 
the Empreſs Dowager without the Town, called /a Favorita, and paſled 
by the Convent of the fau1zn.. | 

About two Erg/iſh niles Eaſtward from Yienna, there is a very no- 
ble Garden-place belonging to the Emperor, built by Rodo/phw the Se- 
cond, which hath been formerly well furniſhed, and provided with 
Plants, but now ſeems to be neglected, and ſomewhat ruinous, - It 
conſiſts of an inward and an outward ſquare Garden : The inward 
is two hundred ordinary paces ſquare, about the ſame bigneſs with the 
Place Royal at Parzs: It hath a Portico or Cloyfter, ſupported by Forty 
Pillars of white Stone on cach fide, and is covered with Copper ; as-are 
alſo the Pavilions which the common people think to be Gold Beſides 
this, there is an handſom row of Buildings well ſeated,called New-gabaz, 
in which at preſent are many wild Beaſts kept. Lions and Tigres breed 
here, and have young ones. Some fay this was the place of Solymar 
the Magnificent's Tent when he beſfieged YViewna. But it is rather the 
Figure of his Pavilion which was placed on the other ſide of the City. 

There is alſo, about two or three miles from Yiexna, a_ noted place 

of Devotion, called Arxo/s, much frequented, eſpecially in Lent, divers 
carrying Croſſes very heavy all the way upon their ſhoulders. There 
is here a little Houſe built exactly after that of the Scpulchre at Fer- 
falem ; and alſo a handſom Copy of the Picture of our Saviour and the 
Virgin Mary, with their exact heights. That of our Saviour is about 
two yards high ; that of the bleſſed Virgin three or four fingers breadth 
lower : Theſe are taken from the Original in St. Jobn de Lateran at 
Rome. Hither the Empreſs deſired togo one morning from her own 
Palace on Foot, out of Devotion, which ſhe performed, though with a 
great deal of difficulty, ſhe being ,not uſed to walk, and the way was 
duſty. The Emperor accompanied her and all the Court followed on 
foot, which made a handſome ſhew. 

Nearer unto Yienna there 1s alſo a remarkable place for Devotion, 
called /tzing : and in the way from Yziewna unto it, the twelve Stati- 
-ons of the Croſs are marked out in imitation of what is obſerved near 
Feruſalem, in the YVia Crucis, or Doloroſa, in pur Saviour's proceeding 
from the City unto Mount Catvary ; the the Figures thereof are print- 
cd, and the ſeveral paces between every Station ſet down. 'The Empe- 
ror hath a handfom Park near Yjenna, cailed the Brater, wherein I 
beheld the effedts of the great Lightning and Thunder which happen- 
cd three days before, upon many great Trees which were torn, ſplit, or 
twiſted. There is a Houle of Pleaſure in it, where among other things, 
I could not but take notice of a Muſical Inſtrument which I had not 
ſeen before, a Seat or Cheſtdrum ; it hath a Cord like that of a Sea-trum- 
pet, but ſounds like a Xettle-dram. 

I went alſo unto Laxamburg, whither the Emperor often retires ; 
he hath a Houſe in this tg, B; it is old, and not large. There is 
alſo a Houſe of Pleaſure in the Mote, into which there is no other paſ- 
ſage but through a high Corrzdore. Tae Caſtle is commodiouſly S 
ed for the Emperors recreation ; and there is an eight-ſquare Houſe in 
the Marſh, from which the Nobility and the Empreſs Dowager ſome- 
times uſed to ſhoot, ſhe being very expert therein. Over the Gate of 
the Emperors Houſe hangs a great Rib and Jaw-bone, whereof I 
could get no better account, than they were the Rib and Jaw-bone of 
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a heathen maid. Thev ſeemed to me to be Bones of an Elephant. But 
many things that are old or obſcure, they call, in this Country, Hea- 
then : as Roman Coyns, they call Heathen money. And the Peaſants 
brought me, in a place which had been formerly an old Roman Station, 
part of the bit of a Bridle digged up, which they concluded to be a 
Heathen Key. 

- From hence | went unto Marnnerſr:orff, ſeated not far from the River 
Leyta, where there is a natural hs? Bath, called the Wildebath ; it ari- 
ſes under a Church, the Church being built over the Spring-head. 
The water of it is but Luke-warm,and rheretore when they deſire it 
hotter, they boyl it, and fo bathe in Tubs 1n a large room. From 
that Subſtance which ſticks to the ſides of the Coppers in the boyl- 
ing of it, they judge it to be impregnated with S«/phar, Salt-peter, and 
Chalk. The water colours the itones,and makes them look, when wet, 
like fine 7arguoiſ's. And the vapour of the Barth hanging upon the 
Mos on ti:e fides, gives it an Ambcr or Gold colour. The | hyficians 
of Vienna have given a good agcount concerning the uſe of theſe Barks 
in Hizh-:utch. Not tar irom hence 1s a noted Quarry of Stone, out of 
which a great part of Y;zexza is built. The Stones are large and they 
'cut, and ſquare them at the Quarry. 

From hence I proceeded to the New/idler ſea or Lake, fo called from 
Newfidle, which is a Town ſeated upon the Northern part of it, con- 
ſiſting of one ſtreet and ſome back-houles, and a ſmall, ſquare, old Caſtle 
upon a Hill, from whence I had a good proſpect over the Lake. It is 
about' three German miles broad, and ſeven miles long. The faireſt 
Lake in theſe parts affording plenty of Fiſh ; encompaſſed and thickly 
ſet about with ſmall Towns and Villages; and hath no River, at leaſt 
not conſiderable, running into or out of it. A little way from the Gate 
ot Newfſidle they dig out a black earth, out of which they make Sal?- 
peter. In this Journey, not far from F/imburg, we paſſed by a place 
called Rauckward, which, though it ſeems not high, looks over 8 great 
part of Auſtria,and as tar as Brin,the ſecond City of Moravia, a part alſo 
of rhe Kingdom of Bohemia,and a part of the Kingdom of /Zuntaria. I 
weat afterwards four Ezg/i/h mules up the Stream of the Danube, to ſee 
a noted Quarry of Stone in a Hill called 4/tenburg. The beds, rows, 
or caſes of the Stones lie not horizontally, but rather elevated North- 
ward, about the height of the Angle torty, yet are not always fo re- 
gularly placed, but rather tollow the ſhape of the Hill, and according 
to that are diflerently ſituated, Here I alſo obſerved a Subſtance be- 
tween a Clay and a ſtone called Leberſtein, or Liverſtone ; and upon 
many of theſe Stones I found the figures of Trees and Leaves, though 
not ſo deep or neat as upon the Stones by Florence ; yet very prettily 
marked, and often with broader Leaves, than I had elſewhere obſerved, 
I paſſed forward to Clo/ter-Neuburz, a Town molt of it belonging to 
that notable rich Monaſtery ſeated here, founded by St. Leopoidus 
Marqueſs of A4#/tria, and fince much enriched by ſucceeding Dona- 
t10Ns. 

Mattheus Merian hath a good cut of the Proſpect of the Danuze 
hereabouts, and in what manner it paſles downwards between the 
ewo great Hills of Xalenberg and Biſnberg, Upon one Peak of Xalen- 
breg live divers Camaldulenſes, of an Order the moſt ſevere of any,li- 

ving moſt upon Roots and Herbs, in the manner of Zermites, Near 
| their 
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their Cells rhev had paved the ground with thoſe Stones I mentioned, 
which were naturally marked with the Shapes of Trees and 
Plants. 

After an open Autumn there followed a ſharp Winter at Yienna, in 
the months of December and Fanzary. The branches of the Danube 
were ſoon frozen over. The main Stream, by reaſon of its ſwift Cur- 
rent, held out longer, but was afterwards alſo frozen. Some have 
thought that this River 15 more apt to frecz than others. And we 
read of Battels which have been f:ught upon this River frozen : 
but I could not make any regular Obſervation thereof. This hard 
weather, the ground being covered with Snow, aftorded handſom Re- 
creations unto men, and ſome unto the Igdies, in running Courſes in 
handſom Sleds and Devices upon the Snow. Their Sleds were well 
contrived in the ſhape of Griftns, Tigers, Swans, Scallop Shells, Dol- 
phins, Peacocks, and the like Curioſities, carved, painted, and gilded. 
The Lady fits in one of theſe, richly habited in Velvet,lined with rich 
Furrs, ſet off with Lace and Jewels, in a Velvet Cap lined with Sables. 
The Sled 15 drawn by a Horſe, dreſſed up with Feathers of all colours, 
and Bells hanging about him, a pair of Stags horns behind his head, 
Ribbons and other Ornaments : one or more Pages rideby.on Horlſc- 
tack with Torches in their hands. And after this manner they per- 
form their Courſe upon the trozen Snow about the ſtreets of Y7enna, 
in the night, with good ſpeed one after another. A Gentleman ſits 
behind the Lady and guides the Horſe. But the Froſt breaking up 
put an <nd to theſe Recreations. The Froſt began and ended here the 
ſame day that it began and ended in England. 
 TheFeſtivity of Chriſtmas was obſerved much after the ſame Man- 
ner, Ceremonies, and Solemnities, as in /taly. On Chrifmas-day the 
Emperor dined publickly, attended with many Nobles and great Per- 
ſons, and three remarkable low Dwarfs. Upon St. Stephen's day he 
went to the Cathedral of St. Stephen,and went up to the Altar,kneeled, 
and kiſſed the Plate whereon the #0o57ia had lain. At the Epiphany 
or Twelfth-tide, the old cuſtom of chooſing King and Queen was ob- 
ſerved at Court. Count Lefly happened to be King, the Emperor laid 
the Cloth, and the Empreſs filled out Wine, together with other old 
Cuſtoms, Fetched perhaps in part from ancienter times, Saturnalium 
diebus, mos Romanis, prebere ſervis convivium fic ut ipft officia ſervorum 
obirent. 

Before Chriſtmas there was extraordinary mirth and jollity at the 
Court upon occaſion of a Marriage : For Count Seran, Governor of 
Gratz 1n S!yrza, married a natural Daughter of Ph/ip the Fourth, King 
of Spain, which was obſerved with many noble Soiemnities and Bra- 
verics. And the Nobility and Ladies were ſo ſubſtantially ſp:endid,that 
I was much ſurprized thereart. 

This was followed by a Funeral Solemnity for the Count of Draun, 
who was Colonel of the Forces in Yzenna, and who had one of the no- 
bleſt Houlcy in the City ; his Corps was brought out of taly, and in- 
terred in the Dominican Church, where he formerly built a very fair 
Altar ; there was raifed for him a Caſtrum Doloris, handſomly contrived 
and ſct round with white Wax Torches and Candles. 

While I was in Yiexva, the Empreſs Margarita was delivered of a 
Daughter, which was Chriſtned bythe name of Maria, Antonina, Joſe- 
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Joſepha, Benedicta, Roſalia, Petronella, but ſhe lived not many months: 
When the Empreſs came abroad, ſhe brought the Child to the Anga- 
ſtines Church, where Cardinal Carlo Carafa, the Pope's Nuncio, recei- 
ved it, bleſſed ir, and laid it upon the Altar. 

During my ſtay here, the Election was in readineſs for a King of Po- 
land, aiter the voluntary reſignation of that Crown by King Ca/mir ; 
and Couriers often paſſed between that Country and this. There were 
Competitors the Czar of Muſcovy's Son, the Duke of Newlurg, and the 
Prince of Lorrain. The Fr:inch moved actively for the Duke of New- 
burg, the Emperor for the Prince of Lorrain, who was then at Yi. nna, 
in great favour with the Emperor, who greatly promoted his intereſt ; 
a Perſon of great eſteem, and who if General [zbrmir:ki had been li- 
ving, who was his intimate Friend, in all probability might have ob- 
tained the Crown ; and thereupon it was conceived that he ſhould 
have married the Emperor's Siſter.But the Pe/es made choice of one of 
their own Country, who was no Competitor, Michael Wiſnowits{; de- 
ceaſed, who alſo married the Siſter of the Emperor. 

When I was here, there were many Ambaſladours of Note, Dr» Bal- 
thaſar de la Cueva, Marquiſs of Malagon, and Brother to the Viceroy 
of Naples, was Ambaſſador for Spain. (Cardinal Carlo Caraffa was the 
Pope's Nuncio. The Yeretia» Ambaſſador Extraordinary, follicitcd for 
aſſiſtance for Candia, and he obtained the Regiment of Porcia under 
Marquis Pio. Count Souches the younger, who was Governor of Leo- 
p !djtadt, and many noble and valiant Souldiers were preparing for 
that Expedition.The 7arks gave aſſurance of the Grand Seignior'sintenti- 
on to maintain the Peace inviolably ; ard requeſted the Emperor not 
to alliſt the Yenetians, or Tranſylvanians, nor to promote, but rather 
hinder, the Election of the Emperor of Muſcovy's Son to the Crown of 
Poland. The Biſhop of Bezzers, fent by the King of- France to the E- 
lecion of the King of Po/and, came not hither, but paſſed through Nu- 
revbarg, where I lodged at the fame Inn : They were generally here a- 
gainſt the French Intereſt, and fo were a great part of the Polifh No- 
bility. An Ambaſſador came allo from the Cham of Tartary, to con- 
firm a Peace, and afford mutal Aſſiſtance upon occaſion. , Cha Gag? 
Ara was the Ambaſlador,who brought a Preſent of the beſt 7artariar 
Horles, which are of high cſ{teem tor ſwiftneſs, hardineſs, boldneſs in 
pailing frozen Rivers, and taking and ſwimming over great Streams. 
He was diſmiſſed with noble Preſents of Plate>z The Emperor preſent- 
ed the Cham of Tartary with a fair Silver Baſon and Ewer, and a curi- 
ous Watch ; and fent Preſents unto the Chammine his Wile ; and alſo 
to his Siſter and four Brothers. His Followers were ſtout men, of 

ood ſtature, coarſ- Complexions, wearing long furr'd Veſts and Cal- 
packs, or furrgd Caps. Some ot them had filver Rings with the: fame

Pipes.Their Tabaco1s not in Rolls, but in Leaves,& dry.They went about 
wandring and gazing at moſt things, as Churches, Houſes, Shops : And 
took much delight ro be in the Fair, where they would take much 
notice of ſmall trifles. Yet theſe are the men that make ſuch ſad In- 
curſions into the Eaſtern parts of Er-pz,and carrying away ſo many 
thouſands, ſell them to the Terts,and fo repair the detet of People in 
Turky. © And now aſter the Conſumption of men in Conſtantinople, 
and .the Country about by the Plague, are like to Fe active in mee

A Deſcription of Vienna. 


Trade, hoping to find better Markets for their Plagiarics and Depreda- 
tons, 
There are divers Greeks, who traue to Vieuna, and many live in the 
Town, among which I met with three conſiderable perſons. One a 
orave Aibot, who was Lago cu from 1315 Convent by the 7Zurk, upon ſul- 
Picic:3 that hc corrcipundcod with taoke of Candia. Another, who went 
by the name of Conſl.1ntinus Catacuzenos, and was of the Blood Royal 
of the Catacuzeni, The third was Jeremias a Greek Prieſt, who had 
travciled through 7zaly and Fraxce into Erg/and, and from rhence 
through the Low-Countries and Germany to # jenna, and intended for 
Conſtantinople. He came ito Frgland to enquire aſter a young man 
who was in a Ship which was ftr{t taken by an A/erine, and aftcr- 
wards by an Engliſh man of war in the Levant. He was very kindly 
uſcd in Enzland, and particularly at Cam/ridge. He did a great deal 
of honour at Vienna, unto the Eng/1jh Nation, declaring that they were 
tc moſt civil, gencrous, and learncd p. ople hc had wet with in all þ.s 
Travels, and that hc no where found ſo many who could ſpeak or un- 
derftand Greet, or who gave him fo good fatisfaCtion in all parts of 
Knowledze : And as a teſtimony of his reſpect and gratitude, requeſt- 
ec ime to enclole a Greek Letter unto Dr. Pierſcz, now Lord Biſhop of 
Cheiler, and Dr. Barrow Mailer of Trinity College mn Cambridge. 

M f men live here plentilully, there being abundance of all provi- 
ſon. They have great quantity of Corn, which upon Scarcity, by 
the help of, the Dauwbe, might be brought to them from remoter parts. 
The Country aflords ſuch plenty of wine, that they fend a conſidera- 
Ule quantity up the River. They have alſo rich wines out of /7unzary 
and /:aly, and ſuch variety, that there are more than thirty ſeveral 
forts 0; Wine to be fold in Vienna. They are not alio without good 
Ber. //alstadt im Auſtria affords them Salt, where they make it 
by |ctting in water into the hollow parts of a Mountain, where it drinks 
11 thc Salt of the Earth, and 15 afterwards Ict out and boiled up. This 
aiturds great profit to the Emperor, and theretore the Z7un- 
gran *alt is not permitted to be Erought higher than PreſSurg. 
They. have alſo plenty of Shcep and Oxen ; but for Oxen at preſent 
they are alſo ſupplied from //4ngary, nor only from the Countries in 
the Emperors Dominions, but from the Turkiſh parts, by permiſſion 
of the Grand Seignior ; and they are brought hither by the Eaſtern Com- 
pany of /zemna, They cat much wild Boar, whereof the Fat is deli- 
cious, like that of Venſion with us. They want not Hares, Rabbets, 
Partridgcs, Pheaſants. A Foul called Z/aſenbendal, or Gallina Corylo- 
rum, 15 much clteemed by them, which made me the more wonder 
to meet with ſome odd diſhes at their Tables ; as Griny-l 125, divers 
ſorts of $1azls, and Tortoiſes. | 

The Danube, and many Rivers which run into it, afford them plen- 
ty of Filh, extraordinary Carps, Trouts, Tenches, Vikes, Fils, ſeveral 
forts of Lampreys, and many fiſhes finely colourcd ; the white Fiſh, 
Creviſſes very large ; the beſt come out of the River Sweche?, not far 
from YVieuna. They have allo that Subſtantial large fiſh, called Schei- 
den, or Silurus Geſneri, larger than Pike, Salmon, or any of our River 
Fiſhes ; but the great Fiſhes called /7:uſons, or Huſones, in Fohnſtonus, 
for largeneſs exceed all others ; ſom- being twenty toot long. Some 
chink this to be the ſame Fiſh which Alan names Antacetus, and 
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ſpeaks largely of the fiſhing for them in fer, I was at the fithing 
places for /fauſons in $chiit Ifland, between Preſburg and Komara, 
tor they come not uſually higher, eſpecially in ſhoals ; and it is much 
that they come ſo high, for they are conceived to come out of the 
Euxine-ſea, and fo up the ſtream. Thcy eat them both freſh and falt- 
ed ; they taſte moſt like Srargeov. Ir is a Cartilagineous Fiſh, conſiſt- 
ing of griſtles, and they have a hollow nervous chord all down 
the back, which being - dried ſerves for a whip. When they fiſh for 
them they blow a Horn or Trumpet and know where they g0 by the 
moving of the water, From Yenice they arc ſupplicd with Oylters,with 
ſalt Sturgeon, and ſometimes with red ZJerrings, and great variety of 
other Fiſhes pickled up : as alſo with Oranges, Limons, and other Fruits. 
Obſerving much frecdom, muſick, and jollity in the City. I won- 
dered how they could content themſelves without Plays, for there were 
few while I was there, till the Players came hither out of Saxony,and a- 
&ed here for a time. The Jefuites would ſometimes entertain te 
Emperor and Empreſs with a Comedy at their Colleye; and I had 
once the favour to be at one when they were preſent. 

But they have Dancing and Fencing often, and every Z1oly-day af- 
ter dinner, the people flock to ſome Inns where there is Dancing in 
the inward Rooms, and Fencing and Playing of Prizes upon a Stape in 
the Yard ; and at the \: indows, or from the Galleries, they behold the 
Fencers playing at ſeveral Weapons ; and commonly pals the reſt ofthe 
day in celights and merry Company, 

In Treaſon and high Crimes they cut oft the right Hand of the Ma- 
lefactor, and his Head immediately after. I faw a Woman Leheaded 
ſitting in a Chair, the Executioner ſtriking off her Head with a Fore- 
blow, ſhe behaved her felt well, and was accompanied unto the Mar- 
ket place by the Confraternity of the Dead, who have a charitable 
care of ſuch Perſons, and arc not of any Religious Order, but Laj-men ; 
among whom alſo in this place there are many Fraternities and Orders , 
as of the Holy Virgin, of the /zoly Cr»ſ3,and others Another perſon 
alſo executed aſter the fame manner ; as ſoon as his head fell ro the 
ground, while the Body was in the Clair, a man run ſpeedily with a 
Pot in his hand, and filling it with the Blood, yet ſpouting out of his 
Neck, he preſently drank it off, and ran away ; and this he did as a 
Remedy againſt the Fa4ng-Sickneſs. I have read of ſome who have 
approved the ſame Medicine ; and heard of others who have done the 
like in Germany, And Celſus takes notice, that in his time . ſome 
Epileptical perſons did drink the Blood of the Gladiatours. But many 
Phyſicians have, in all times, aborainated that Medicine. Nor did | 
{tay afterwards ſo long as to know the etfe& thercot,as to the intended 
cure, But moſt men looked upon it as of great uncertainty : and. of 
all men the Jews, who ſuffer no Blood to come into their Lips, muſt 
moſt diſlike it. 

At Preſburg they have a ſtrange way of Execution, lill uſed at 
Metz, and ſome other places, by a Maid, or Engine like a Maid finely 
dreſſed up with her hands betore her. The Maletactor falutes her 
firſt, and rhen retires. But at his ſecond falute ſhe opens hcr hands 
and cuts his Heart in ſunder. 

Though the Winter was ſharp, yet the advantage of Stoves. and Iy- 
ing between two Feather-beds _ it tolcrable : For they uſc _ 
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here as in other parts of Germany, where they lodge and eat in Stoves ; 
and great Perſons have Stoves in the Church, or ſuch as look into the 
Church. There are Stoves alſo in the publick Schools where LeQtures 
are read. And this way of lying between two Feather-beds, with a 
neat laced ſheet ſpread over, is more convenient in a cold Country, 
than moſt others they make uſe of. For in the common Inns in Ger- 
many they generally ſleep upon Straw, and alſo in Zungary almoſt eve- 
ry where ; and more Eaſterly upon the ground, ſpreading # Carpet or 
Saddle-cloth under them : and more Northerly they content them- 
felves with the >kins of Beaſts, Bears, Elks, or the like ; upon which 
they ſleep in the night. Thoſe that ſleep loweſt are cooleſt in a Stove 
thoſe that lie upon Tables, Benches, or higher, are more expoſed to 
the heat.TheCitizens of Yiema are well attired,and uſe Furs very much 
The Women wear a high Velvet Bonnet, lined or faced therewith. 
The Place ſeemed to be healthful ; but they ſpeak much of the Colica 
AuFtriaca,as an Endemical and Local Dilcate,very hardly yielding unto 
go0d Medicines. They ſpeak good German at the Court and in the Ci- 
ty ; but theCommon & Country people ſeemed to ſpeak grumblingly, 
and beſides their accent, have divers words different trom other parts. 

They have a Cuſtom upon St.Nicholas-day to putſome ſmall Gift into 
the Childrens ſhooes ; among other things they put in Medals and Dol- 
lars made of paper and flour,pilded and filvered over, yer ſcarce worth 
2 penny. They ſell Zrochzes or 7allets in the markets, made of ths 
pulp of the Fruit of #/ip-briar, made ſharp with Spzrit of Sulphur, 
very refreſhing. Some carry about them a 7hunder-fone as a detence 
againſt Thunder : and they rub their Childrens Gums with a Wolf's 
t.oth inſtead of Coral. 

When I was at Yerce, in the time of the Carnival, I obſerved many 
Recreations and Shews, as Rope-dancing, flying down the Rope, cut- 
ing off Bulls-necks with Swords,and many other. But at Vienna a nota- 
ble trick which I faw there, pleaſed mc much: A man of a middle Sta- 
ture laid down upon his back, and a heavy Anvil was placed upon his 
Breaſt, as much as two men could well liſt, then two other men 
with great Hammers laid on, until they had given almoſt an hun- 
dred blows, and cut in ſunder a great Horſhooe of iron, about half an 
inch thick. 

Here is no Chriſlian Religion publickly permitted but the Ko- 
man, and therefore thoſe of the Proteftan', and Reformed Religion are 
fain to reſort to Preſburg, Forty miles off, for which they have ſome 
convenience by the Danube , and a Coach which goes every day. 
In the time of Maximilian the Second, they were permitted the Ex- 
erciſe of their Religion in the Church of the /oly Croſs, in the Ci- 
ty of Yienna. But atterwards were prohibited by Rodolphus the Se» 
cond. The Emperor Matthias gave them permiſſion to meet at Z/er- 
nals, a little more than an Engliſh mile from LYienna ; and gave leave 
to their Miniſters to come into the City, and there to chriſten, mar- 
ry,baptize,and viſit the ſick. From which time they encreaſed very much, 
till Ferdinand the Second, returning from the Battcl of Prague, ba- 
niſhed their Miniffer from Vienna, and Arnolds, ; ſent the Freyberr 
Forger, to whom the Caſtle of Arno/ds belonged, Priſoner unto Lintz ; 
and never gave over till he had taken away their Privileges and Free- 
dom of meeting publickly in any part of /ower Auſtria. 


But 
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But here arc no {mall number of Jews, who have a diſtin Habita- 
tion aſſigned them ot er the Water. They have alfo a Street allowed 
rhem in rhe City for the day time, but they mult all depart at night be- 
yond the River into the Suburbs. 

They are much diſtaſted by the Citizens and Tradeſmen, and the 
Scholars agree but ill with them. While I was at Yienna there was a 
quarrel between them to an high degree. For the Scholars aſſaulted 
the Jews Town, beat, wounded, and threw divers of them into the Ri- 
ver. Divers Scholars were wounded, ſome killed, and alfo fome Soul- 
diers, who were commanded out to compoſe the Fray : and the Jews 
Town was guarded many days by the Souldiers of the City. This 
begot ſuch ill Blood, and Complaints, that a good number of the 
Jews were to be banithed/at a certain day. The Fews, to ingratiate 
with the Empreſs, then with Child, preſented her with a noble S:lver 
Cradle,but the would not receive it; and there was great danger of the 
general baniſhment of them when T left that City, which was afterwards 
effected, they being ſeverely prohibited trom living, not only at YView- 
va, but in any part of A#/tr:a, where there were formerly whole Vil- 
lages ofthem, ſo as they were forced to betake themſclves into the Do- 
minions of the 7urk,unto Yerice,into Poland and Bohemia. They being 
not permitted to dwell in the Neighbour Countrics of 7/ungary, ſubject 
to the Emperor, Styrza, or Carinthia. But many of them went to Buda 

and were beſiegedtherc in the year 1684.and becoming, obſtinate haters 
of the Germans,they aſſiſted the Zuris with their Purſes and with what 
elſe they were able to maintain the Town againſt the Imperial Forccs. 

I muſt confeſs they ſeemed uſetul to /7zenna for ready accommodati- 
on of any thing, either by ſale or exchange, but the people looked ' 
with an ill eye upon them, as talking away much of their Trade and 
Employment. They alſo looked upon them as uſeleſs to them in war 
for the defence of the place as Souldiers ; and were not without ſome 
jealouſie that they held Corteſpondence with the Turks, and gave 
them Intelligence of their Aflairs. Yer the Souldicry dealt much 
with them, and Captains for the fuddain habiting, furniſhing, and ac- 
commodating of their Companies. And dining one day with a 
\ Commander at a Jew's Houſe, amongſt other Diſcourſe, I asked the Jew 
concerning the ez 7ribes, and where they were 2 He faid they were 
far off in Aſia, þ youd a great Lake which was continually ſtormy, «nt 
ſearce paſſable, but upon their Sabbath-day, upon which days the Jews 
do not willingly travel. 

I have ſeen their Circumciſion at Rome, Padua, and other parts. 
Their Phyficians, ordinarily prolefſs great $kill in Vr-nes ; and the com- 
mon people reſort unto them rather than unto ChrisHuns, and are fo 
credulous, and have ſuch an opinion of rhem, that they might be made 
to believe they have ſore old Keceipts of King Solomon. 

There are many Jews in /za/y, yet they ſeem to me to be in greater 
numbers in Germany, In Am#terdam they are alſo grown very nu- 
merous. At Franckfurt they told me there were ſeven thouſand of 
them, which ſcemed ſcarce credible. At Co/en they are 1n great num- 
bers: at //amburg not a few. But the greateſt number ſurely 1s in 
Prague. | 

Though they be permitted in many Countries, yet divers Chri/tian 
Princes and States have aſligned+them fome mark in their F/ats, 
to 
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to diltinguiſh them. In Avignon their ZZats are yellow. In Traly their 
Hats are covered over with Zaffate. In Germany they wear Kuffs and 
Gowns with great Capes. In Holland 1 obſerved no diſtinction. But 
the Jews there, moſt of them having come out of Portuzal, there may 
be ſome ſuſpicion of them from their complexion. 5” 

Laſtly, when I conſider the old ſtrength of Yiewna, conſiſting 1n 
an old wall and a deep Ditch, I cannut much wonder that larthzas 
Corvinus, King of Hungary, took this City. And I muſt aſcribe it, 
under God, unto the ſingular valour and reſolution of the Defendants, 
that Solyman the Magnificent, with two hundred thouſand men, was 
not able to take it, and though he made large breaches, could never 
enter it, but loſt ſome thouſands at an Aſſault, and departed at laſt 
with the loſs of a great part of his Army. But this place is now 1n a 
far better condition ſtrongly fortified , and able to reſiſt the greateſt 
Forces of Turky. The houſes are cleared from the wall ; and yet for 
better ſecurity, when | was there, Count Soxches adviſed the Emperor 
to pull down part of the S«4urbs upon the other ſide of the neareſt 
Lranch of the Danube, leſt the Tarks might take advantage to play up- 
on the two Ba{/ons on thar fide. | 

It would be a fad loſs for Chritendom, if this place were 1n the 
hands of the Turk; and no man knows where he would reſt. If he 
ſhould begin with this place, and take it, the flrong holds of Rab, Ko- 
mara,and Leopoldjta1t would want their ſupport,and ſoon fall into his 
Peſſcſſion; and if he were Lord of Au/tria,a great part ol Germany would 
lie Eare unto him : and probably it would not be long before he viſi- 
ted /raly, into which Country he would then find many ways. Yet 
this hath ſince becn attempted, with great force, and violence ; when 
in the year one thouſand ſix hundred and cighty three. The Grand Seig- 
nior {cnt Kara Muſtapha Baſſa, with an army of an hundred and four- 
ſcore thouſand men into Auſtria, who buſteged, aſſaulted, and ſtor- 
med this place for two months together, till ſuch time as the Chriſti- 
an Army came down and relieved it. For the Garri/oz under the 
Command of Count Stahremberg having behaved themſelves moſt cou- 
ragcouſſy, and dayly ſhown much valour and Bravery, in ſuch ſort, 
that betore the Seventh of September they had deſtroyed filty thou- 
ſand of the Zurks ; The King of Pcland, the Eleftor of Saxeny, the 
EleCtor of B .varza, came five days after, all at the head of their own 
forces, The Duke of Lorain? the Duke of Saven- Lawenburg, the two 
Marquiſles of Baer, the-Prince de Croy, and the Emperors Generals, 
and Colonels, Caprara, Leflye, Rabbata, Dunwald, Pa'fy, Baron Mercy, 
Halweil, Dieperthal, and others. And thus united, totally routed the 
Tu kiſh army,and made the Grand Yizier, Kara Muſtapha, fly before 
them and leave afl his proviſion, Ammunition and Riches behind him, 
having nothing left him, but a ſad repentance for his raſh attempr, 
41d time to conſider how little lie was like to be bcholden to thoſe who 
empioyed him, wiſhing to himſelf, no doubt, by this time, that the 
{ttoman family had never come to this greatneſs as to be able to com- 
mand him, and ſo many thouſand more to run their heads, to no 
purpoſe, againſt the ſtrong walls of Beatch. And would then have becn 
well fatisfied, that old Ertogrul, and Dun/er had all along continued 
Shepherds in the Eaſt. Tike many of th: ir family before them ra- 
rcr than cver to have attempted to march Weſt-ward, or that Baja- 
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zet's hawk had never flown croſs the //cl/eſpaxt to diſcover Countricys 
that muſt t]ius prove burial places to the Muſulman. However to 
Belzrade he was forced to fly, and there, for all his pains and labour, 
| dye by the loſs .of his head, which he yiclded quictly to an {ea of 

the Janiſaries, ſent on purpole to receive it. Only with this intima- 
tion, That the Sultan had promiſcd him otherwiſe. Thoſe at Vienna, 
in the mcan time, giving God tlianks, rcjoycing, triumphing, and 
coyning Medals in memory of rheir deliverance, two of which, of 
Gold, 1 have hcre inſcrted. 


The firſt hath on the obverſe the head] of the preſent Empcror Leo- 
poldus encompal led and ſupported with arms,and Trophics ; with this 
Inſcription ;

The Second Medal hath high Dutch Inſcriptions. On the obverſe 
the Seige of Vienna, with this about it ; 


This 1s the Finger of God. 
And on the reverſe this Inſcription ; 


The Turkiſh pride which fFreightned Vienna, from the fourteenth of 


July, zo the twelfth of September, 1683. was that day totally deſtroys 
ed by the han1 of the Lord. 


To theſc, I have alſo added a noble Gold Medal of the Empcror 
Ferdinand the ſecond. Theſe arc all delineated bigger than they real- 
ly arc, that they might appear the more plainly ; yet this laſt weighs 
above ſixtecn Gainneys, and 1s no ordinary Picce. 
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AFPIFS Aling a farewcl of the /mperial City of Vienna, T or- 
F3X dercd my Journey for Prague in Bohemia, which is 
uſually ſix days Journey by Coach in the Summer 
and eight in the Winter, I went over the preat 
& Bridge of Vienna,upon theflarge Stream of tl.e Vanube, 
' paſſing by the Chappel of St. Eridget, of an cight- 

® ſquare Figure. This Bridge 1s a very great and maſly 
work ſupported by many high 7rees and 7imber, and hath between 
two and three thouſand 7rees laid upon it crofs,or fide by ſide,from one 
ſide of the Bridge to the other, for the pallage over it after the German 
manner of making Bridges. At Ratisbone there 15a handſome Stoye- 
bridge over the Danube, nd between that place and Yienma, divers of 
Weod;but from Y1enna to Belgrade I obſerved none but what were made 
with Boats. 

Having paſſed the River, I entred into the Tranſ- Danubian Auſt ria, 
or that part of Au/lria which lies between the Danube and the Ri- 
ver Theya, and eame unto Corneuburg, a pretty Town, about which 
place the Emperor often hunts; it is near the Hill Biſneberg, which 
is oppoſite unto Falenberg. The Swede: advanced far when they 
took this place in the laſt wars, and held it fo well, that they were not 
eaſily forced out of it. From thence I came to Szockerau, near the 
mouth of the River Mida, where it runs into the Da'ube. A place 
much noted for the death of St. Colman, a Scotch Sai t, highly honour- 
ed in theſe parts. Frm thence to Gunterſdorff, ſo to Colnedorff or Kol- 
durff, wich although it be on the South of the River 7 heya, 1s ac- 
counted the firſt Y:i//age of Moravia, and then came unto Znaim, 
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In all this part of Auſtria, which extends a great length. on the 
North fide of the Danube, conccived to have been anciently inhabited 
by the Marcomanui and " "adhere arc low or no Zowns of antiquity, 
/argeneſs, or note ; lor the Homans made their Stations and Colonics 
upon the South: fide of the Danube ; but the Country 1s full of Vil- 
lages, and populous. One of the chiekeft Towns 1s Crembs, which 
fome call Cremona Auſtrio, which I faw as 1 cane down the Daxube. 
A great part of this Country was notably harraſſed and plundered by 
the Swedes. The Soy! is Jight and cafic to Le ploughc. 
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Zanim 1s a handſome place, with many Painted Houſcs in it, and ac- Z.tim 


counted the fourth chick Zorn in Mabren, or Moravia ; (Oimitz,Brimn, 
and /y/uaw being the other three ) this Piacc 1s famous lor the death 
of the Emperor S/z//mund, It is ſeated by the River 7 heya, which 
divides Mora 4a lrom Anſtria and running at laſt into the River March, 
affords accommodation of paſſage into the Danube. 


From thence we pailed by 2[vershirhen, Paulitz, and Moravian [lu 


Budweifſe, to Zmman, and by Byrnitz cane to /yla,or 1zlau, upon the 

Uver tvl., which at laſt runs into the great River Marck, a very plea- 
fant place, ſeated upon a Hill, on the Frontiers of Bobemia, lt 1s 
well torciſicd & /a modern, upon one fide, and hath one of the largeſt 
Piazza's that I have ſeen. 

Abravia, is a pleaſant and fruitful Country aflording plenty of ne- 
ceſfarics lor life ; the people are plain dealing, ſtout, and make good 
Souldiers. It is commodi outly urniſhed with Rivers, the greatelt 
whereol is the Ara or Porch, which arifing in the Northern part 
thercol, runs quite through the Country, and enters the Doxnaw by 
7cbcn not far from Preſburg. The other conſiderable Streams arc the 
7 eya or Thaiſa, the Swarta, the Schwitta, which run into the March. 
In the laſt Z&r 4i/b wars the 7artar, having ho Wag in /lunga- 
144, made incurſions into Moravrr, and carricd away ſome thouſands 
of the Inhabitants. 

Leaving /yla, wee ſoon came into Bohenrir firſt c ming into Steck- 
en, then to Zeutchin Broda by the River $4c24.,tormdrly a flronf place 
taken by Zi{ca, the lamous Bob, mia General, who then forced the 
Frnperor S1g/ſmund to fly out of Bibemiaby the way of /a/z From 
thence we caine to //abernce, and lo to Junikav : At this place, upon 
the 24th of Vebruary, 16.43. Was lought that memorable Battcl be- 
tween the Swedes, commanded by Leonard 7orslenfon, and the /pe- 
rialiſts under Count /1ulzfietd, Goetz, and other Commanders, "The 
[mperial;/ls had the bettcr at firſt ; but falling upon the Enemics Bag- 
page, and being two greedy of Booty, they were defeated, three 
thouſand flain, tour thouſand taken prifonucrs, with their General 1 ate- 
field, and fix or teven Colonels. Thi ſucceſs hereof gave the Swedes 
advantage to proceed furiher , and into Sile/ra and Ausfria. In 
this Town mecting with a Gentleman who came from Schaclte, 
which is not far from the /ſyebury, or Mountain of Gya'ts, about tho 
Head of the River F1be, I enquircd of him conccrning the ſpirit R7- 
benfal, which is faid to mniclt that Country, but he could ſay no- 
thing thercin of Iiis own knowledge ; and though he was confidens 
that there was ſuch a Spirit, yet be conleſſed = tor twelve years 
it had done no hurt. In 7114s, Houn'ains, and places of Mines ſuch 
reports are ordinary. It 15 reported that a Spirit haunts the 5//ver 
Mis 
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Mines of Brusſwick : and another to be in the 71za Mine of S'acl ys 
walde in this Country of Bohemia, and to walk in the ſhape of a rank, 
who ſtrikes the Miners, ſings and plays on the Þ. g-pipes, and doth1 
many ſuch Tricks. And Agr-ce/a in the Jatter end of his Sixth Book 
[ere M tallica, gi cs this for one reaſon why Mizes, or paſſazes 1n 
Mines, are given Ovcr. 

From Janikaw I travelled to Czaſlaw, a good Town, and the chiefcſt 
in the £zaſlawer Circle : In this place they fay that [ijea was buried, 
that famous Bohemian General ; he loſt one Eyc byan Arrow, and was 
at length blind of both, yet gave not over the war, and proved fſucceſs- 
ful in it. He wiſhed his Friends to make a Drum of his Skin, which 
ſhould ſerve to fright away their Enemies. And though he cared not 
for any Sepulchral Monument, yet he had one in this place. 

From Czaſſaw we \came to Guttenberg, or Cottenberg, about eight 
Bohemian miles from Prague, every mile being five or ſix Frgliſh 
miles. A large Town, and inuch frequented, not far from the River 
Albi or Flbe, of eſpecial note for the Sz/ver Mines about it : The 
J11ills near it are not high, and conſequently the Mines are not fo 
deep as thoſe of //ungary, and ſome others in Germany; yet ſome are 
above ſeventy or eighty Fathoms. They have wrought at theſe  Mires 
ſeven hundred years, and there arc about thirty of them. T went 
down into that which was firſt digged, but aſtcrwards lcit for a long 
time, but they work there now again, 1t 15 called the Cotaa, of Auf 
der Cotten, upon the Cotten, or Coat-hill ; and as the Story gors a 
Monk walking over this Hill found a kind of, a Si/ver 7ree ſticking, to 
his Garment, which was the occaſion that they aſterwards digged and 
built theſe Mines, and the place retains the name of Cottenberg. 

The Mixe into which I deſcended near the Town, 1s but ninetcen 
Fatl oms deep ; the chief Vein of the Ore runs South, and is about 
a foot in breadth : the Ore holds or contains in it Si/ver and Cop- 
per, ſo-that out of an hundred pound weight of Ore, they ordinarily 
get an Ounce of $1/ver, and eight, nine, or ten ounces or mcre of 
Copper, even to pounds, Lut 1t 15 rot well known, for the Copper-works 
arc the Emperors. The @ndertakers get out what Silver they can, 
and afterwards ſell the Ore, unto the Empero: s Officers ; but ſome Ore 
is ſo rich as to contain cight or nine ounces of S//rer. A blew Farth 
which they meet with in digging, affords the Leſt hopes of Ore. Two 
men lately periſhed in this 24ize, having made a firc in it, being either 
choaked with the ſmoak, or, as they thought, by the poyſonous ex- 
halations forced out of the Minerals by the fire. I have read that 
Libuſſa the Princeſs, and reputed Sorcereſs of Bohemia, forctold many 
things concerning theſe Mines ; but certain it is, that for the advan- 
tage and profit theſe bring, the Town hath ſuffered much in many 
wars. The Emperor Sigiſmund made haſt out of it upon the ap- 
proach of Zijca, and ſeeing he could not hold it,burnt the Town ; but 
it was foon rebuilt and poſſeſſed by Ziſca, whoſe party called it the 
Purſe of Antichriſt. 

Leaving Cottenberg, 1 came to Col/ine and to Bohemian Breda, fo 
named to diſtirguiſh it from Dutch or: Teatonick Broda before menti- 
oned, a conſiderable good Town, and from thence came to Prag, or 
Prague, the Capital and Royal City of the Kingdom of Bohemia. The 
Halls of this City ſeem to encloſe the greatett Circuit of ground of 
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any I have ſeen in Germany but the Hills and void ſpaces within it 
take up a large Tract,and therein it is like the City of Lyox in France ; 
it is ſeated upon the River Muldau, by the Bohemians named Q7rane, a 
large rapid River, ariſing in the South part of Bohemza, and before it 
arrives at Prague, reccives the River Sarſua and the Watra into it ; 
and Northward of Pra_ue the River Fgra, and joyns With the 
Elbe. | 

This great place conſiſts of three Towns, named the 9/d, the New, 
and the Kleine Seitten, or leſſer Town. The ol Town hes upon the 
Eaſt of the River Mul/ar, is very populous, full of Buildings, private 
and publick. Very conſiderable in this part is alſo the Univerſity, where- 
in are great numbers of Students and Scholars, there being but one 
Univerſity in Bohemia ; many perſons alſo reſorting thither from 0- 
ther Countries. It 1s ſcarce credible what 1s reported of the num- 
ber of Scholars in Prague in former Ages, as hath bcen delivered by 
divers Authors. And Lewis d# May, Councellor unto the Duke 
of Wirtenburg, affirms, That there arc at preſent ſcarce ſo many 
Students in all Germany, as there were at Prague in the year 1.109. 
when they reckoned above Forty thouſand under the Rettorſhip of 
John Huſs. Charles the Fourth Emperor, and King of Bohemta, 
founded the Univerſity of Prague, giving equal privileges to the 
Bohemians, Polanders, and G-rmans : and when he would retrench 
his favours towards Strangers, there went out of the Town in a 
weeks time twenty four thouſand Scholars, and a little after, ſixteen 
thouſand, whereby we may judge there were more Scholars in Pra- 
gue than.other perſons in ſome great Citi s. There are alſo in this 
old Town divers Colleges and Cloyſters. The Jeſuites have a fair hand - 
ſom College, near unto the Bridye, but the Buildings of the old Town 
are inferiour to thoſe of the /efſer 7 own. 

The zew Town is large, and together with the River, encompaſles 
the o/d, and is divided trom it by a large Trench or Ditch, into winch 
they can let in the River. The /ri/þ have a Cloyſter of [ranciſcans 
near unto an old 7ower in the Wall of the old Tow The Feſuites 
have alſo begun a large C/oy//er, which, it finiſhed according to its 
beginning and deſign, will be very ſpacious and noble. They are 
now making, Raft ions about the 7own at one cnd thereof; there is al- 
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fo a Citadel, but nor finiſhed, at Wiſſeraht, Or FWiſſegrale, forrmcrly The Princes 
the Scat of the Princes of Bohemia, and alſo of the tamous Princeſs 


Libuſſa, the Daughter of Crocus, and Wite unto Primiſlaus. 

The Mleine Settten, or /efſer Prague, far exceeds the other for plea- 
fantneſs and beaury of Buildings and fair Palaces. This part lies 
Weſtward of the River Muldau, which between this and the old 7 own, 
is paſſable by a ſtrong Stone-br:dge, conſiſting of ſixteen great Arches, 
being about Seventcen hundred toot long, and Thirty five foot broad, 
and two open Gates under two high Towers of Stone at cach cnd. 
A great part of this Town lics high, and upon the Hill ſtands Z7/rat- 
ſchin or Upper Prague, and a Summcr Houſe of the Emperors, beſides 
a Magnificent Palace of the Emperors, as King of Bohemia ; and by 
it a fair Cathedral Church dedicated to St. Veit, firſt built by St. Wen- 
ceſlaus, Duke of Bohemia, 923. from whence the Town and River is 
beſt viewed. In this Church are divers o/d Monuments for preat Pet- 
fons; as for Pugiebrachius, a Bohemian king, Wencr{laus Rodolphus the 
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Second, Charles the Fourth, Ladifl.us, Maximilian the Second, and 
other Arch- Dukes and Emperors, There arc allo many Houſes of the 
Nobility in this part of the City. The Palace ard Garden of Colare- 
do 1s excceding neat, though ſmall. But I was molt pleaſed with the 
Palace of Count Wallenſteyn, Dulc of Friedland, General unto the Em- 
peror Ferdinand the Second, who being ſuſpected to Uſurp that King- 
dom, was afterwards killed at /'zra. This Palace was built upon the 
Ruins of an hundred Houſes, purpolcly plucked down to make room 
for it ; wherein th: Hall is Jarge, the Garden handſoin ; upon one fide 
whereof there 15 4 place to manage Horſes, and near unto it a Fith-pont : 
in another part there 15 a noble Aviry with a Garden and Trees in it, 
a{tcr the manner of the Aviary of Prince Doria at Genoa,which 15 cight- 
paces long, and cig'1tcen broad. The Stable 1s large, and worth the 
tccing, wi:cren there 15 a Merle Villar between each Horle, and for e- 
very Horle there 1s placed in a niche of the Wall a Rack of Stecl, and 
Manger of Marble, and over his Head hangs a Picture of the Horle, 
a big as the Life, with hisNam: under it. Among the ret, I obſerved 
that a Bay-horſe had for his Name Monte 4OroaiMarc, Bl a donna,ano- 
ther [*ſpagnoletta,and 11s molt beloved Horſe was named Mas nerido, 

Some have thuuphr that the Left 4124 German 1s ſpoken in this part 
of Prague ; and there living fo many of the Nobility and great Per- 
ſons,it 15 not to be wondred at,that their Language is better than ordina= 
ry. But the common Language of Zobemra 1s 2 Dialect of the Scla- 
wvonian, though very many ſpeak allo //igh dutch, as we found in all 
our paſſage through that Country. MNoningſmark being with his For- 
ces on the Frontiers of Bohemia, a diſcontented Colonel of the /mpe- 
rial;ſts, came unto him, making 1t probable that he might ſurprize 
{ lratſchin, and the lefier ſide of Prague,which he ſuddainly attempted, 
and fo ſucceſsfully, that he ſurprizcd many Officers, and old Cola- 
redo in his Bcd, getting fo great a Booty, that he could ſcarce carry it 
away. 

A Part of Prague 15 inhabited by Jews, and called the Jews Town ; 
there arc no ſmall number of them, and many rich, as trading in all 
Commuoditics, and have good $kill in Jewels, and ſeveral forts of Stones 
digged out of the Mires in Bohemia : | bought ſome Boh mian Topazes 
of them, neatly cut and well-figured, and ſome which were very large 
and clear, were at the rate of ſeven or cight Dollars. During my 
ſlay herc, I had a great deſire to have ſaluted Jobaunes Marcus Marci, 
4 famous Phyſician and Phuloſophcr of Prague, and alſo to have indu- 
ccd him to a Correſpondence with the Royal Society, but I underſtood 
that lic had left this World, to the great grict of Learned Men in theſe 
and other parts. 

Many hcre do ſpeak ſtill of John 71uſs, and Jerome of Prague, and | 
have ſeen Silver Medals of them. They were ſurcly very notable 
men ; and I ſhall only ſet down what neas Sylvius, or Pope Fins the 
Sccond faid of them, Johannes atate major & authoritate, du(lrini, 
& facundia ſuperior [ liero rymus, pertulerunt ambo conilanti animo ne- 
cem, (5 quaſt ad [pulum invitatt,ad incendium properarunt, nullam emit- 
tentes vocem que miſeri animi poſſet ſerre indicium: ubi ardere cepe- 
runt, hym1mm cecinere quem vix flamma & fragor ignis intercipere pos 
tuit, nemo Philoſuphoram tam forti auimo mv tem pertuliſſe traditur 
quam iſti incendium, 1n [lift. Bohemica, John was of greater years 
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and authority, Jerome of more Eloquence and Learning : both of t':'em 
endurcd their Death with great conflancy, and went unto the fire as 
though invited to a Banquet : when they began to burn, they ſung an 
Hymn, which the flame and fire could ſcarce intercept. None ot the 
old Philoſophers endured their death with ſuch a evurageous mind as 
theſe the firc. | 

The ſame Author compares Prague unto the City of F'/orexce in 
Tuſcany,wheretorc having ſcen both places, I cannot omit to fay ſome- 
thing, | had a vicw of the City of Florence from the top of the Do- 
mo, or Cathedral, and of Prague from the Church of St Yeir, upon 
the Hill in the lefler Town : Pragae ſeemed to my eye to contain 
a far greater /Circuit than //orence ; it ſeemed alſo more populous,and 
ko excccd-it very much in the number of People, rhe Streets larger, 
and the Windows of Palaces and fair Houſes being of Glaſs, looked 
not ſo tatter dly as the ragged Paper Windows of /lorence. "Fhe Ri- 
ver Arno, which runs through Forence,is not to be comparcd with the 
Mulilau at Prague, having run about an hundred miles from its Head. 
The large, maſly, long Stone-Bridge exceeds any ol, it not all, the four 
Bri 'ges of Florence. The Emperors Palace alſo upon the Hill is very 
flatcly : Bur as for the well-paved Streets of /orence, the Dom», or 
Cathedral with black and white Marble, with a Capo/a, ſecond only to 
- that of St. Peters of Rome, lor the incomparable Chappe 1 of St. Lau- 
rence, and the Dukes Gal/ery and Rareties, | muſt contels I faw not any 
thiny in Prigze which anſwered them. At Wiſſenbers, or the White 
Flill near Pragne, that deciding Battel was fought Novemb. 8. 1620. 
between Frederick, Prince Palatine of the Rhine, elefted King of PBo- 
hemia, and the Forces of the Emperor Ferdinand the Second, which 
gave ſuch a deep blow unto the Proteſtant Party, wherein ſo many 
of Frederick's Forces were flain and drowned in the River in their 
flight, wherein alſo thar famous Commander Papenherm was found 
lying among the dead, who notwithſtanding died not of his wounds, 
but was reſerved to end Jis days with the King of Sweden in the mc- 
morable Batrel of Lutzen.

Citics of Bohemia,and fo torward to Nolndorff, where we lodged upon 
Mount /Xninſbere,the day aſter we entred into Miſnia,patiing by Peter- 
ſwald and {lellendorff the firſt Village in Miſnia, and 4 rbel,where are 
Iron Mines about ciplteen Fathomsdeep, and /ron works, 

We now underſtood that Bohemia wasa larger Country than we 
expected ; it lies round, and ſome ſay it 1s three days poſtage over ; 
others that the Diameter extends two hundred miles. From /o/a upon 
the Conſines unto /cllendorff, rt rook me nine days Jourrcy mn = 
wember 
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vember by Coach, not reckoning the time I ſtaid at Prague. In many 
places there are very 1! Paſſages, and fo rudely mended with great 
Trees, laid ſide by fide, that they are often very troubleſome to 
als. 
f We travelled afterwards towards Dreſer, in a ſruitful Country, 
wherein were many Deer in moſt parts of the way, in ſight of the 
Caſtle of Pilnitz, a ſtrong place, and ſeated high. I could not but 
caſt an eve on the Rocks behind us in the Foreſt of Bohemia, which 
looked like the Ruines of a Wall which formerly encloſed Bohemia, 
which Country is deſcribed with a Foreſt or Woods round about it. 

But I confeſs I did not really perceive that there was ſuch a Wood 
round about it as is commonly ſet forth in Mapps ; only both within, 
and alſo in many parts of the Borders, there are great Woods which 
are conceived to have been part of the Hercinian Foreſt. 

The Bohemians are a ſtrong, ſtout, and hardy People, make good 
Souldiers, and have made wars both at home and abroad ; and Hiſte- 
ries are full of their warhike Exploits. The chiet Magazine of the 
King is at Egra. a ſtrong City, accounted the Second of Bohemia. 
The Country affords allo luſty and firong Horſes. The common 
fort of People are boyſterous, rough, and quarrelſome, eſpecially in 
drink, whereto they are too much addicted. The Nobility and Gen- 
try are civil and kind unto Strangers. There are many great Fami- 
lies of tne Nobility, among which that of Roſenberg and Popel is an- 
cient, and of high eſteem. Since the unhappy accepting of the Crown 
by Frederick Count Palatine, and the ill ſucceſs upon it, there hath 
been a great alteration in this Country, both as to People and their 
Manners ; for thereupon many thouſands left the Kingdom, and many 
who remained, turned their Religion. And the Emperors have uſed 
the like ſeverity upon others in their Hereditary Dominions. 

The next conſiderable place we came unto was Dreſden in Miſnia, 
as well worth the ſeeing. as almoſt any Town in Germany. Dreſden is 
the Szat and Reſidence of the EleCtor of Saxony, ſeated upon the River 
Elbe, over which there is a very noble Stone-bridge of Seventeen Ar- 
ches. The City is very well fortified after the Modern way, the 
Baſtions covered or lined with Brick, and in each Ba##ion a Cavallier : 
It hath alſo 8 large 7rench or Dztch about it, in ſome places double ; 
and the River Ee adds unto its ſtrength. The Walls are very 
ſtrong : and they ſay, that when the firſt Stone was laid to build 
them, there was placed in the Earth a Silver Cup gilded, a Bock of 
the Laws, and another of Coyxs, and three Glaſſes filled with Wine. It 
hath alſo three Gates. The places moſt worth the ſeeing are theſe : 
The /talian Garden in the Suburbs ; the Hunters Houſe in the 01d 
Town beyond the River ; the Elettors Palace ; his Houſe for wild 
Beaſts ; his Stable-beuſe and Arſenal, of which I ſhall ſet down ſome 
things obſervable in their kind. In the Elettors Palace, the Hall is 
very large, and handſomly painted with Cities, Gyants, and the Ha- 
bits of ſeveral Nations, and ſet out with ſeven large branched Can- 
dlcſticks: But that which affords the greateſt delight is his K\unſtkam- 
mer. Art-Chamber, or Coletlion of Rarerties, both of Art and Nature. 
In the firſt Partition are to be ſeen all manner of well made luftru- 
men's belonging to moſt Trades, as Joyzers, Turners, Barbers, Smiths, 
Chirurgeons, and other Artificers : Inſtruments to force open Doors, 
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_ Sc, In the other Chambers theſe and the like are obſerya- 
le. 

A Tube-glaſs four Ells long. A large ew Turkiſk-oliſs. Variety 
of Coral and artificial Woris of it. Fowls made out of Mother of Pearl. 
Drinking Cups in the ſhape of Dragons, Flephants, &c. Caſtles of Gold 
and Mother of Pearl. Many Fowls and Cups made out of Naztili, and 
other Shells, and out of Oeſtrich-eggs. A tine OcFftrich made out of its 
Egg, with the Feathers of Gold. A Cup made ovt of the Ball taken 
out of an Oxes Szomach, richly ſct, about a foot long. A Stone as big 
as my ſilt, ike a Bezoar-ſtone, taken out of a 7Jorſe. A Purſe made 
out of the Linum [ncombuſtibile. Silver Ore from the Mines of Frei- 
bers, almoit pure, in ſtrings and ſhoors, A Natural Croſs of Silver 
Ore. One huncred and twenty one /Zeads carved on the outſide of 
a Cherry-ſlone. A Keligious Man ot Friar of Japan carved in Box. A 
Chrystal Cabinet. fold by Oliver Cromwell, wherein is kept a Ring 
which lth Sromes in it in the ſhape of a Caſtle. His Majeſty King 
Charles the Second on Horle-back, carved out of [ro A /lead of 
King Charles the Firſt. A Glaſs Organ. Topazes unpoliſhed, ten Inches 
in Diameter. A Cup out of a 7epaze. Emeralds an inch in Diame- 
ter, as they grow 1n the Rock, reſembling the Vi!rio/um Nativum, as 1 
faw it in Paradtfe-hill by Schemnirz in 1 /ungary. Stones named Thun- 
der-ffones, ſmelling of Fire. Rocks made out of all forts of Ore, and 
the zames of the places written upon them from whence they were 
digged. 

The Figures of Fiſhes in Stones out of Mansfield; the Stones arc 
dark-coloured, but the Fiſhes of a Gold or Copper colour. All forts 
of Stones which are to te found about Sax-ny and Mſnia poliſhed. 
Two large picces of pure Virgin Gold out of the Mine. A Cabinet of 
all ſorts of Apt hecarzes Inſtruments and chief Druggs. A Hart witha 
Cabinet made in his ſide, containing all Mcdicines taken from a 77art. 
A white Hart as big as the Life, made out of the ſhavirgs and filinss 
of Farts-horn, and looking like Vlaiffer. Figures printed in Zrees. A 
Spur 1n part of a 7ree. '/lorns 1n 7rees. 

A Chamber of all manner of Mathematical Inſtruments and Charts. 
A good Library of Mathematical Books. An Unicerns-horn, which they 
will have to be of a Land Unicorn, being neither wreathed nor hollow. 
A Dart of Z-zcorns-horn. Among the Pictures in the fame Chambers 
theſe ſeemed remarkable : A Pitture by Colter, of the Siege of Jeruſa- 
lem, \1th great number of Figures, and highly cfteemed. Four /Yeads 
of tlie Elements made out of the Creatures which belong to them in 
Caricatura. A painting of Merchants Letters ſluck behind green Tap -. 
A Storm by Rubens. Two Nuns by Lucas van Leyden. A Pitlure of 
Dr. Luther in the Cloy/ter, in his Gown, and aſter his Death. There 1s 
allo great variety of excellent Clockwork, and an attempt fora perpetu- 
al motion by a rowling bullet. A Cuckow ſings by C lockwork, a Florſe- 
man rids, a Ship fails, an old Woman walks, a Centaur runs 
and ſhoots, a Crab creeps upon a Table ſo well as to amaze and 
delight ; but among all, the Crab ſeems to be moſt naturally imi- 
tated. 

In the Stalle-houſe, beſides the extraordinary noble Stable of Horſes, 
wherein every Horſe eats out of a Rack of Iron, and Manger of Copper; 
and on a Pillar by him his Comb, Bridle and Saddle, and other _— 
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fries, long 3 Lefides a handiome Wincow with a Curtain before him. 
{here arc obfervable.a very fair Fountain and pond fot about with 
Haig tome Fai, Hers, v. here tlic [torſes arc watered, A long walk ar- 
ebod and painted with /Zcrſes 5 over winch 1s a Ga/ery with the P7- 
Umnes all the, Dntes and Fledors of Saxony, both in their Military 
an F{eclorad Habits. Two Beds o. Marble, Drinking Cups which 
ſeem nor great, yet fo co trived as to hold divers quarts. A SPrin 
which cauics a //orſeman m S/zer to COMe riding in,bringing a Cup of 
Wine in his hand. A pair of noble Pi/ols with all the Szorres of the 
New and Old 7eftament upon them. A Glaſs Gun. A Gun which 
{boots off Forty t.mes Without cliarging again. A Piece which ſthews 
the manner of thc firit invention oi /{{riking Fire in Gans. A Lock 
without a cock, 

A Chambcr of rich $/ers for [/-rſcs, made uſe of in Jollity and pom- 
plus Courlcs upon ths Szow. Awhte Bears shin {tuifted, Tigers and 
Lyons Skins. A Caſſow.ires Skin. Gocd Armour for Men and / lorſes. 
Many ſorts of /rdran Money, Duntans, and other forts, A Pidure of 
Laplanders and thor Cuiloms. \ J.apland Drum With Figures £0 COnNs 
jure by. A Cliamber of all //unting, Arms and N ceſſaries. 

The Armamentarinn:- Armory r Arſenal, 1s a long, ſquare Buildi: p, 
wheorcin are about Four hundred braſs ieces of Ordnance, great rum- 
Ler of Muwkets and Armovr 1n the upper Room, $S/ver Cots of Maile, 
Viecrs of Ordnance to Le charged behind. Ketorts and Alembicks in 
the ſhapc Of Granadlgs. The Steeple of the chick Chu: ch was latcly bur..t 
Ly Lightning, and the Cann melted which were upon it. 

In the / /unting-houſe, 1n the o/d Town, arc filteen Bears very well 
provided for and looked unto. They have Fountarns and Pond: to waſh 
then ſ{clves in, wherein they much delight : And near to the Pond arc 
Iizzlt ragzed Poſs or Trees (et up jor the Bears to climb up, and Scaf- 
folds made at the tp to fun and dry themſelves; where they will alſo 
ſcep, and come and go a5 the : eper calls them. The / /orn Gallery is 
alſo remaricable in this place, out of which there are three C hambers ; 
one painted with ſcvcral forts of //urtimg ; another with all ſorts of 
{*orl; and a third with great varicty of Leaſts. 

in thc //ouſe for wild Beojts | took notice of a Marian, which is a 
four-looted Baſt, that hangs upon 7rees by the Zail, Alſoa wild or 
Mountain-Cat ol a large 1ize. Five young Bears. Five old black Bears. A 
white Lear very large ; the #ee?, the head, and the xck are longer than 
thoſe of the lack, but not fo thick. Two Lyons. Ten Laekſes; very 
finc Beaſt, in bigneſs, colour, and ſhape betweeia 7g rand a wild Cat ; 
the tips of their Ears and Zazls arc bach, their Eyes lively, their Skin 
Lyon-coloured, and ſpotted, cſpecially, about their /fyes. 

The /talian Garden and Summer-houſe, in the Suburbs is very noble, 
wherein arc two Obelisks, two gallant /ountains, a Theatre and good 
Landskips. This Garden and Summer-bouſ: were built by two of the 
Prince EleCtor's Funnchs, and afterwards fold unto the Prince for ſix 
and twenty thouſand Dollars. 

Dreſden 15 but a late City, and was formerly a Village. The Chur- 
furst, or Flettor, was not in the Town ; but the Chur-prince his Son 
was there : A Pcrlon rathcr of low than middle Szature, his Hair long 
and ycllow, his Face ruddy, his Body well ſet and active, and he 1s 
very well beloved, The pretcnt EleRor of Saxony, is John George the

A journey from Vienna to Hamburg.

Second, Grand Marſhal of the Fempire, a preat and powerful Prince, 
who keeps a Royal Court and Attendain - having INS Guards an WCC! s 
aſtcr the manner of Ring... His Dominions lie in Diſnia, 7 burin&ia, 
Voytland, and part of Luſatia. His Revennes arc large, from [mpoti- 
ons upon Commodities. His Profit great, from the Tax UPON Beer, 
which arifes to no ſmall ſum, eſpecially in Wtenbers,] orgagand 1p 


ſick. And his Sifv r Mines arc conſiderable. And the Frneril of 


the laſt Eleftor, Joannes Georgins the Firſt, was very magnificent 1657. 
at which there were twenty tour //orfes of State covercd with P.ick,and 
the Electoral Z/cu!cheon embroydered thereon, an{l every one led by 
two Gentlemen , and three thouſan. five huidred perions in mour 1- 
ing. 

Dr. Luther's Holiday was kept when I was there. The chick Church 
1s very fair : They preach every morning at ſeven a Clock. "Ihe [1 
theran women mourn in wh/te, as others do in 6/14 ; and the woman 
of the Houſe doth ordinarily fay Gracc inflead of the man. The beſt 
Hli;h-dutch 1s ſpoken in this place, and other parts of 011ſnia, which 
Is a very plcaſant fruitlul Country , and full of good "Towns and 
Villages. 
I.caving this noble place, | took not the neareſt Road, but turned on 
of tlic way unto /'reiberg, a place noted lor Silver Mines 3 Whereol | 
nad read ſomething in Agr co/r, and heard very much in theſe ports, 
About an Fag/iſh mile or two from /rebere, there are many remarlka- 
ble Mines. 1 took notice of three of them : One called Auff den hohon 
berg, or upon the high [1i/l, which is the deepeſt in thelc parts, as being 
leventy ſeven of their /a/homs deep ; cach of their Fathoms contains 
twelve of their /://s, and three of their /i//s makes one of our /'a- 
thoms. So that the depth of this Mine exceeds any of thoſe wherein 
I was in //ungary. There 15 another Mine called / /immelfurſt, or thc 
Prince of [leaven, wherein not long ſince. there was Ore lound lo rich, 
as in an hundred pounds weight to contain an Imundred and thirty 
Marks of Si{ver, or ſixty five pounds in the hundred, but there was 
nut much of it - And where the Yeins are richell, they are oblcrved to 
be thinneſt, about two fingers broad ; but the ordinary Ore is but 
poor, holding, an ounce, or an ounce and hall, in an hundred pounds 
wcipht ; and if it holds but half an ounce they work it. Nor 1s this 
much to be wondercd at, for in the vaſt rich Mines of Peru and Cl, 


they will work the Silver Ure which contains four or five ounces 1 A giluer Miner 


hundred pound weight; and ten or twelve ounces 15 the ordinary rare 
of the common Ore of that rich Mountain of Porofr, out of which 
Hill alone, if we believe Albero Alonſo Barba, Curate of the Pariſh of St. 
Bernard in that City, there hath been more $/ver taken than would 
cover all Miſaia over and over : For thus he faith, Potoſi hath alrearly 
yielded between four antl five hundred Millions of pieces of Fight. A 
quantity ſuſficicnt to make ſuch another Hill of $7/ver : It is hard to 
form a conception equal unto ſo exorbitant a heap of Riches ; but the 
better to help our imagination herein,l know, that if the Ground were 
covered with ſo many picces of Fiphit, laid as cloſe to one another 

as 1s poſſible, they would take up the ſpace of fixty 1.cagucs ſquare. 
Here at /reiberg they have many ways to open thu Ore whereby it 
may be melted; as by Lead and a fort of $1/ver Ore which howds 
Lead in it. They have alſo Su/phar Orc found ere, which altcr it 1s 
/. burn, 
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burned, doth help much towards the ſuſion of Metals : And 6" PRE 


theſe, S/:ch, or pounded and wafhed Ore; and Slacker, which is the 
Droſs or Cake, or Skum taken out of the Yortieget, or Pan which re- 
ceives the melted Minerals, Ict out at the bottom of the melting Furnace. 
Their TreibſLearth,or driving Furnace,wherc thc Lithar ge 15 driven oft, 
agrees better with the Figure of it in Agrico/a, than thoſe ot 


- 1 lungary : Some of the Litharye 1s green : Thur Buck-work and their 


Engires which pound. the Ore, the Coal, and Clay, arc allo very near. 
Much of their Ore is waſhed, eſpecially rhe poorcſt, and that which is 
mixed with ſtones, quarts, Or ſparrs. 

This is peculiar in their working, that they burn the pounded and 
waſhed Ore in the Roaſthearth, betore they melt it in the Sme/tzoven,or 
melting Furnace. 

At thoſe Mines of / /unzary where I was, they uſed not the Yiraula 
divina, or forked Hazcl,to find out Silver Ore or hidden Treaſurc in the 
Earth ; and I ſhould little depend thereon : but here they have an e- 
ftecm of it. - And I obſerved the uſe thereof, and the manner how they 
did it. But I ſhall omit the Deſcription of it, becauſe it is ſet down 
in divers Books, and it cannot be fo well deſcribed as ſhown to the 
EYE. 

[ faw alſo another Mine, called Auff der Tlalſbrucker, about eighty 
of our Fathoms deep,and much worked : They have divers forts of Ore ; 
ut they contain cither Silver and Copper, Silver and Lead, or all 
three ; but they work them only for S$i/ver. They have divers damps 
in theſe Mines, where it is decp. The Mines are cyld where the out- 
ward Air comcs in ; but where not, warm. The greatcſt trouble they 
L ave is by duſt, which ſpoils their Laxgs and Stomachs, and frets their 
Skins, But they are not ſo much troubled with water ; and have ve- 
ry good Frgines to draw the Watcr out. 

The Sulphur or Brimſlone Ore which is found here, is alſo rich; it is 
hard and ſtuny, as othcr Ores are ; that which hath red ſpots is ac- 
counted the belt. They uſe a peculiar Furnace to melt the Brimſtone 
from the Ore ; ſeme whereof yiclds three pounds of Sulphur, out of an 
Lundred weight of Ore, which as it melts,runs out of the Furnace into 
watcr, or thc Exhalations from tlic Ore near or 1n the Firc, arc con- 
denſed into Brimſtone by the Surface of the Water placed to receive it ; 
this i5 once again melted and purified. Some of the Brimilone Ore 
contains Silver , ſome Copper , and ſome both ip a ſmall proportt- 
On. | 

Aſter the Sulphur 15 melted from the Ore, the remainder ſcrves for 
two uſes; thats, either for the mclting of $/ver, or for the ma- 
king of YVirril ; To the former only thus; A proportion 1s caſt into 
the melting Furnace of the Silver, to this end, to uſe the Miners Cx- 
preſſion to make the Silver which 15 hard, fluid. 

The other uſe, and which is morc conſiderable, 1s ſor the makirg of 
Vitriol, or Copperoſe in this manner : They take the Ore, out of which 

the Brimſtone hath been already melted, and burn it once apain, or 
Ict it ſtill burn in the open Air ; then putting it into a large Fatt, they 
pour Water upon it, ſo as to imbibe and drink in the YVirriol; this Wa- 
ter is alterwards boyled to a ſufficient height, and let ou: into tle 
Conlers, where ſticks are ſet in it, as in the making of Sugar Candy : 
The purctt Cryſtallized /7triol Nicks unto the wood, the reit to tic 
lides 
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ſides and bottom. Thus the S/phur Ore, after the Sulphur is taken out 
of it, ſtil] works upon the S/ver Ore, and opens the Body of it in the 
Fire; but when this Ore is alſo deprived of its Yitriol, it works no 


more upon Metals. 


Friterg, 15 a round well-walled City ; lth lhandſom Streets, a Pia:- 
2a, the Elecor's Caſtle, and five Gates, 'The' Church of St. Pezer is 
fair, where many of the Dukes and Nucal Family have been buricd,and 
have fair Monuments ; eſpecially Duke Mauritius Fleftor of Saxony, 
whoſe Monument in Zack Marble is raiſed three - piles high, adorned 
with many fair Szatuas in Albaſter 'and white Marble, and eſteemed 
one of the nobleſt, if not the beſt, in Germany. And when this 
Town was ſurrendered unto //olck and Gallas, Octob. 5. 1632. the 
Duke of Saxony paid Booovo Dollars to fave the Monuments of his 
Predeceſſours from being ranſacked and defaced, it ' being the faſhion 


of divers German Princes to be buricd in their Robes, with their Fnfgns 


of [ſonour, Rings, Jewels, and the like, which would have been booty, 
and probably have run the fame fortune as the C/o/ſter of [/aibron,with- 
in twelve Engliſh miles of Nurenberg where ſome of the Marquiſles of 


Onſpach, who are of the ElcCtoral Houſe of Brandenburg, lic entomb- 


ed, where 7i/ly's Souldiers brake open the Yarlt, and robbed the dearl 


Corpſes of the Marquilles, George Frederick, and Joachim Ernc/t, of the 
Fewels, Rings and other rich Ornaments With which they were entom- 
bed. 
There are ſome Vaults and Subterraneous Cavitics in the City, by 
which there are paſlages into the Mines. This | lace was formerly 
ſtreightly beſieged by the Emperor Ado/phus, for the ſpace of a year 
and «xa month, and at laſt betrayed by a Pagitive, who Ict in a 
party of the Emperors into the Town by a Subterraneous Paſſage near 
St. Donats Gate, and upon the continual Batteries made at the Town, 
and concullion of the Earth about ir, the Farth ſunk down in many 
places,and ſwallowed great numbers of the Emperors Army. 

Theſe Mmes afford great benctit unto the City, and alſo unto the 
Elector ; They are faid to have been lound out in the year 1180, But 
there have been other Silver Mines diſcovered ſince ; as at Schneeberg, 
at Anneberg and at Joachims Dale, 1526. 

Having paſling ſome time at Friberg,l ordered my Journey tor Leip- 
fick, and travelling by Waltheim and Coldick, came unto it. 

Leipfick is ſeated upon the River Fl$ter, which ariſing in Yoytlant, 
or 7erra Advocatorum, palles by it, and afterwards runs into the River 
Sala, It is a rich and great tradfng City ; hath three Mars in the 
year, and great reſort unto it from many parts : It is well built, and 
divers / /ouſes are ſeven ſtories high. "The Cas/le 15 ſtrictly guarded, 
and hath in it a ſtrong white Towcr. But the Works about the 
Town arc not very conſiderable , although they might be madc 
{lrong. | | 

The Church of St. Nicholas is well adorned,and hath the name to be 
the faireſt within ſide of any Lutheran Church in Germany ; they have 
allo-a remarkable Burial-place or Godtſaker, walled about, and cloy- 
{lered ncar the Wall, wherein the better fort arc buried, as the refl 
in the middle and open part. - Which put me in mind of that noble 
Burial-place,which I ſaw at Piſa in Tuſcany, called 1! campo Santo, be- 
cauſe the Earth which the Emperor Fred-rick Barbarofſa brought 
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from the Z/oly Laxd, for the Ballaſt of his Ships, was laid upon that 
Grourd. 

Leipfick is famous for two great Battels fought near unto it, in the 
laſt Swediſh wars ; one between Guſtavus Adolphus, King of Sweden, 
and Count 7:{ly,General of the /mperialiſts, 1631. wherein the Swedes 
obtained a great Victory. Tilly was wounded, fled and lived not long 
aſtcr. Another ſome years after in the ſame place, wherein Leonard 
Torſtenſon the Swede, overcame Arch-duke Leopoldus Galielmus, and 
Oftavio Puccolomini, Generals of the Imperial Army. And about a 
mile and a half trom hence, at Lytzen,another great Battel was fought, 
1632. between the King of Sweden and the imperial Army, command- 
ed by Albert Wallenſteys Duke of Priedl/and, wherein the Swe-{es ob- 
tained the Victory, but the King of Sweden was lain ; and on the Im- 
perial ſide that famous Commander, Godfrey Count of Pappenheim. 

There is alſo an Zniverfity at Lerpfick, firſt occaſioned by the Ger- 
man Scholars of Prague, who in the troubles of the Hufſites came hi- 
ther, to the number of Two thouſand in one day ; and is ſtill one of 
the Three Univerſities in the Eleftor's Dominions ; the other being Je- 
na by the River Sala, and Wittenberg upon the Flbe. In this 7nriver- 
fity they are much addicted to the ſtudy of the Law, but there are alſo 
Learned men in other Faculties. 

The Magiſtrates of Leipfick arc alſo conſiderable. Der herr von Ad- 
terſhelme was the Burgomaſter, a courtcous Learned Perſon, and great 
Virtuſo, who had collefted and obſerved many things : He hath had 
five fair Daughters brought up in all commendable ways of working, 
Drawing, Painting, Inlaying with Flowers,with Mother of Pearl, Stones, 
and other pretty Works. And they ſpake divers Languages, which 
they lcarncd at a School in //o/layd: So that his houſe hath a great 
deal of excellent Furniture of his Cluldrens work, and is one of the moſt 
conſiderable Curioſities to be ſeen in Leipfck, His Summer-houſe is 
handſom, painted both within and without : And in the Water abour, 
are Muſcovy Ducks, [Indian Geeſe, and divers rare Fowls. In his Cham- 
ber of Kareties there are many things conſiderable : But having ſcen 

| divers of them in other places, and latcly fet down ſome Varieties of 
the EleEtor of Saxony, I ſhall mention but a ſew.

Bewvers taken in the 
River /:lbe. A Pillure of the marther of the /unocents, done by Albert 
Durer. Puttwes of divers ſirange fouls. A Greenland Boat, The 
Skins of white Bears, 7ipres, Wolves, and other Be:/ts. And I muſt 
not vn the Garter of an Engliſh Bride, with the ſtory of it ; of the 
k aſhion in England tor the Bridcinen to take it off, and wear it in their 
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Hat, which ſeemed fo ſtrange t6 the Germayy, that I was obliged to 
confirm it to them, by affuring them that I had divers times w ore ſich a 
Garter my {clt. | 

Leaving this buſy and trading City of Leipfick, I directed my Jour- 
ney unto Magdeburg, and travelled through a plain Country, between 
the River Sala and the /i/be, by Land/berg, nigh to Peter/dorff where 
there is a ſmall Hill which overlooks all the Country,next to Xoehten, the 
Reſidence of the Prince -of Axhalr, then to Caly, and'over the River Sa- 
la,beforc it runs into the Flbe, which ariſing at Mount Fichtelberg,now 
haſtens towards it. Fichtelberg is a conſiderable Mountain, near which 
are divers Mines, Baths, and Mineral-waters, of which Gaſpar Bruſchi- 
us hath written a Deſcription.And from it ariſe four Rivers, running to 
the four quarters of the' World. The Maine or Menus, towards the 
Weſt ; the Nab or Nabus, towards the South ' the '/Zger towards the 
Eaſt ; and the forementioned Sa/atowards the North. Theſe four at- 
terwards fall into the three greateſt Rivers of Germany, the Danube, the 
Rhine, and the £/be. Then to' Sals or Saltz, a place noted for Salt- 
ſprings, and that night to Magdeburg. | 
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the Metropolitan City of Germany, now under the Marquiſs of Bray- 
denburg, of very great Circuit, but little more than halt built again, 
ſince it was ſacked and burnt by 7i/ſy, and Thirty fix thouſand perſons 
put to the Sword and deſtroyed. I could not but obſerve the'ruinous 
and deſtructive cflets'of the late wars in marry parts of Germany, but 
not in any ſo'great and flouriſhing a place as this : And a man might 
think, that aſter this great deſtruction of Houſes and People, this 
place ſhould not be able to ſtand a Siege ; yet a lew years after,it was 
beſieged by General //atzfreld, unto whom ( Banner the Sweerke not 
being able to relieve it) it was yielded. The Cathedral Church is ve- 
ry fair, and built like an F»gl:ſþ one, by the Emperor Cho the Firſt, 
and his Empreſs Fditha, an Frgliſh Woman. Daughter unto King //- 
munt, whole Effgies in Stone I faw in the Church, with ninercen 'Tuns 
of Gold by her, which the pave thereto. And to fay the truth, /»g- 
liſh money hath done great things in Germany, tor hereby, or with a 
good part thereot, this Church was built or endowed. Leopoldus, 
Iuke of Av/lria, built the old Walls of Vienna with the ranſom of 
King Richard the Firſt, whom he detained (in his return through Au- 
flria from the //oly Land. King Faward the Firſt ſent a great Sum 
of Money unto the Emperor Adolphus, for the raiſing of Souldicrs in 
Germany, which the Emperor employed in purchaſing a great part of 
Miſnia tor himſclt. 

The Lutheran Churches arc handſom, and their Pulpits arc extra- 
ordinary noble, and richly 1ct off, as I obſerved, through all Saxony, 
Norimberg, and where they arc Maſters of the Places, and have not 
their Churches only by permiſſion ; here they ſhewed me in the Ca- 
thedral Church of St. Maurice, the Statua's of the five wiſe Virgins 1mil- 
ing, and of the foe fooliſh Virgins lamenting, which arc very well cx- 
preſiced : They thewed me alſo two odd Reliques, which they ſtill 
kept as Rareties ; that is, the Baſon wherein Pilate waſhed his hands, 
when he declared himfelf free from the Blood of our Saviour ; and 
the Zadder whercon the Cock ftood when he crowed after St. Peter's 
denying of Cliril. | 
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[n the Rumes of the Cloiſter of the Augſtines, there is till to be 


ſeen Luther's Chamber, his Bed(tea1, and Zable, and upon the Door 
are theſe German Verlcs.

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Luther did lodge within this little Room, 
When firſt he did into the Cloiſter come ; 
In memory. whereof we ſtill do keep 

The Bedſtcad within which he us'd to ſleep. 


I lodged at Magdebnrg, in an old man's Houſe, who would tell me 
many ſtorics of the burn'ng of the Town, the cruclties and Loody uſage 
ot the people, who were deltroycd without exception : The Nuns, ma- 
ny of them being drowned tn the River E/be. After which ſome ob- 
ſerved rhat Count 7illy never-profpered in his Wars. He told me al- 
ſo that Dureus lodged with him, who was employed by King Charles 
the Firſt, to endeavour a reconcylization between the Latherans and 
Calviniſts in Germany, and to unite them if poſſible. We were now 
in the "Territory of the ElcCtor of Brandenburg. ['ridericus Wilhelmus, 
Great Chamberlain of ghe Empire, who is in efle&t poſſeſſed of Mag- 
deburg, and next unto the Auſtrian Family, is the moſt potent Prince 
m Germany, being alc to raiſe great Armies, and his Lominions lo 
large, that they are reckoned to extend two hundred German miles in 
length, from the further part of P-v/14 unto Cleve, but they lay not 
topether, but interſperſed with many other Princes Countries : How- 
ſoever, a Horſc-man may fo order his Journey,'as to lie every night in 
one ot the Ele&tors Towns, in travelling from one end of his Territo- 
rics to another, 

I liad now left the pure German Language behind me, for at MagAe- 
Zur, comes in anotlicr kind of German, called P/at-Deutch, Broad- 
Dutch, Niderſachſiſche, or the La» guage of lower Saxony ; a great Lan- 
guage, ſpoken in the North part of Germany - They ſpeak it at //am- 
bury, Lantzick, I ubeck, and inany great Cities: But they can con- 
verſe with the other //1gh-dutch, and with fome difficulty allo with 
the Netherlanders ; the onc ſpeaking in his Language, and the other 
replying m his. 

At this City of Magdelurg was performed the firſt Turnamen! that 
was In Germany, Which was opened in the ye r 635. by tne Emperor 
{lenry, Surnam:d the Fouler, who coming, from the War of /ſunzary, 
cxcecdingly fatishied with the No/ility, would oblige them to exerciſe 
themiclves in handling their Arms, and manapgi p thcir //orſes, and 
therefore inſtituted thele Sperts, whereby the Nobility was powerlully 
attracted to YValour and Gallantry, and induced 1o pertect and accom- 
plſh thenifclves in all Kind of Chevalry, No new Nobility, no Baſtard, 
n0 ©/ſurper, none guilty of //igh Treaſon, no Vppreſſor of Widows and 
Orpi4ns, none Lorn of Parents whereot one was of Laſe [xtrattion and 
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Trnoble, no 1 Teretique, Murderer, Traytor, no Coward that had run a- 
way from the Batte/, nor indiſcreet Perſon that had given «f/exce to 
Ladirs by word or deed, were admitted to this F/onour, nor above Gnc 
of the fame Family at a time. Princes came into the Lifts with four 
Squries 2 Piece, Counts and Barens With three, a Anight with two, and a 
Gentleman With one. 

The hour and place for the 7arnment, being appointed, he that 
ad a deſire to break a Lance there, came to the Preſident's Lodgings 
to have his Name written down, which was done in the preſence of 
three //eralds, to whom the Champion delivered his //elmet and 
Sword, and aſter he had been at conlctlion, preſented himſelf in the 
Liſls with one or more Squires, according, to his quality. The / or- 
ſes of the Combatants were to be without fault or exception ; the Ca- 
pariſons and Furnitare ſuch as gave no offence ; tlicir Saddles without 
any extraordinary riſing before and behind, and all things equal. At- 
ter which they performed all kind of /xerciſes on 7lorſe. back : and 
alter the Jouſts were ended, every man repaired to the Prefident of 
his Nation, to wait for the Sentence of the Jadg's ; and he that beſt 
deſerved the Prize, reccived it cither from the hand of ſome Lady, or 
from the Prince that gave It. | | 


Theſe Paſtimes were altcrwards diluſed, upon the Emulation it cau- 


ſed between the Princes and No44lity, who ſtrove to outvy one ano- 
ther ; or upon wars, in which there was no leiſure for ſuch /xerciſes ; 
or perhaps upon conſidcration that divers brave men lol their /ives in 
theſe /incounters: and no lefs a Prince than / /enry the Second, King of 
France, negicCting to wear lis Beaver down, was flain in a 7arnament. 
And at Darmſtadt allo, in the year 1403. at the "Three and twenticth 
Turnament Which was held in Germany, thc Gentlemen of /ranconia 
and thoſe of 7 /ecfſe, drew ſo much blood upon one another, that there 
remained dcad upon thc place ſeventeen of the loriner,and nine of the 
latter. 

The Winter growing, on called mc to make haſte to 7 /amburg, from 
whence I intended to paſs by Sea into Frgland, and therefore 1 took 
the advantage of the Stage-Coaches at Magdeburg, and in four days 
came to //ambury. | travelled through a Country for the moſt part 
barren, of little accommodation, or ſcarce any thing very remarkable, 
through part of the ElcCtor of Brandenburg, and then through the 
Duke of Lunenburg's Country, palling by the City of Lunenburg,a hand- 
ſom walled City, beautificd with divers fair Churches, with Jugh Spires. 
"The Church of St. Lambert, the 7own-houſe, and the Duke's Paluce, arc 
tair. Here arc ſalt-ſprings in the 7own, very beneficial to the place, 
and ſupplying the nc-ghbour Countries. Thc 7own 15 commanded by 
a /lill ncar to it, called Nalkbers, which lies on the North-fſide. 

In this Road through lower Saxony, | could not but take notice ol 
many Barrows or Moanrs of Farrh, the burial Monnments of great and 
tamous Men, to be often obſerved allo in open Countrics in /ng- 
land, and ſometimes rows of great Stones, like thoſe in Wormius Nis Da- 
niſh Antiquities: And in one place took more particular notice of 
them, where three maſly Stones in the middle, were encompaſiced in a 
large ſquare by other large Stones ſct up on end. 

{lamburg is a fair City, and one of the great ones in Germany ; It 19 
ſeated in a Fain, being, populous, rich and remarkably flrong, : - p 
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fortified according to the modern manner, much after thc way of 
1 lolland, with works of earth, but in no place yet covered or faced with 
brick or ſtone : The Territory belonging to it 15 but ſmall ; it 15 divi- 
dd into the new and the o/d Town. Thicre are five Gates : The Stone 
gate, leading, towards Lubeck ; the Dome-gate : the Alten-gale, Or 
which leads unto A/zenaw, a place near the 7own, belonging to the 
King of Denmark, where the ſomaniſls and Calvinisls have their 
Churches ; thc PBridoe-oate : anc the Dike-gate. The Buildings of this 
City arc handſom, and commonly have a fair entrance into 
them. The Senarte-houſe 15 noble, adorned with carved Sta!wa's of the 
Nine Worthirs. The Exchanos or place of mecting for Merchants, was 
then cnlarging, it being too final to receive thoſe Numbers which Ire- 
quentcd it. Many of rhcir Churches arc very fair, wiih high Szceples, 
covered with Copper. The bront of St. Watheriues is beautiful. The 
Steeple of St. Nicholas 1s ſupported with great gilded G/obes, The 0- 
ther great Churches, arc the Prme-Church, St. Peters, St. Jacob, the 
greater and Icfs, St. Michael, the New-Charch, in the New 1o1n. The 
Icfler Churches, arc Sr. Gertrude, St. Mary Magdalen, ard the //- 
ly Ghoſt, They have a Sermon every day, as in other Lutheran Ci- 
tics. 

The River Alffer runs through it into the F/he, and turns many 
Mills: and the 7:4e comes up into divers Streets throuph Channels, 
although it be diſtant cightcen German miles lrom the: Sea, or Mouth 
of the F/be. This place abounds with ſhipping, and many of po. 
Burden, and 1s well ſeated for 7rade, as having an open pa{ſaze into 
the Ocean,and being but a days Journcy lrom L»heck on the altick Sea, 
and being ſcatcd upon the long River /e, the third great River of 
Germany, whereby it may have Commerce with a great pati of thut 
Country, and as far as Bohemza. 

/ lamburg 18 full of Strangers and Merchants of ſeveral, Countrics. 
The [inzliſh Company have good Privileges and a rich 7rade,and Ships 
come laden thither with Cloth to the value of an hundred thouſand 
pounds /terlimy ; and thr y hve licre in good Reputation,and to the ho- 
nour ©! their Country : they arc Perſons of worth,courtefie and cuility ; 
and | heartily with them all ſucceſs in their Affairs. 1 muſt not 0- 
mit the acknowledgment of my particular Obligation to that /carned 
and worthy Perſon, Mr. Griffin, Preacher unto the Company, Mr. /'ree, 
the 'Treaſurcr, Mr. Banks, who hath been in many places of Nato/ra, 
and the //oly Land, Mr. Jenkinſon, and my very obliging Friends Mr. 
Catelin and Mr. 7 ownly. 

This placc hath the happineſs to be quict when the great Princes of - 
Furope arc at war ; for it deſires to hold a ftriet Amity with Princes, 
and declines all Diſſent ion with them. 

[ found a Ship at //amburg bound for London, ard while it was fit- 
ting for Sail, I made a ſhort excurſion into part of the King of Den- 
marks Country; and returning, to / /amburg apain, T ordered my af- 
fairs for England upon the firit wind, and hoped the next 7 1de to. get 
over the Altenaw-ſand, and to paſs the PBlanckneſs, but a croſs wind 
prevented, fo that I left not //ambrrg nll the tenth of December, and 
then I had the pood company of Mr. //oylc, who came from Narwva, 
and {ct Sail in a new Sip; Lut the days Leng at the ſhorteſt, and 
the nights dark fn.the New-/oon, the Tide falling allo in the day time, 
WC 
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we were able to get no further the firſt day thanSradt; or Srovade, upon 
the River Zwingh,a ſtrong 7own, belonging to tlic King of Sweden, where 
the Ships that come up the River*pay Cuſtom,and where the Fng/1ſh Mer- 
chants had formerly their Keftdence, when they leſt /Tamburg, upon a 
Diſcontent.

December the 11th. we came by Gluckſtad?, belonging to the King of Gluck Ntadt, 


Denmark, where the Caſtle, the King's Palace, and the Charch are 
handſom, and Anchored that night betore the Mouth of the River Oa/f, 
which ariſes in Bremerland, and talls into- the Flbe a mile from Brunſ- 
biittel, on the other F /o{ſatian {hoar. 

December the 12th. we loſt ſight of the Northern ſhoar,and paſſed 
Cook's Haven, in full hopes to put out to Sea that night ; but about 
Three in the Afternoon we were becalmed a League and a halt below 
it, where we were forced to come to an Anchor again,leſt the ſtrong /F/- 
be ſhould ſet us on ground among, the Sands: we lay that night 
between Thickſand on the North, and Newark on the South, right over 
apainſt a Light houſe. 

December the 13th. the wind turning Weſlerly, and blowing hard, 
we returncd to Cook's ] /aven, and came to Anchor. Here I came a- 
ſhoar, and went up the Land to the Fort ih this place belonging to rhe 
City of //amburg : It is a high ſquarc Work, with a double Ditch, and 
and ſome Yeſſels come up to the Fort ; but the /7ch or Channel which 
comes thither out of the Fbe, is dry at low water. The 7own 1s cal- 
led Reutſbiitel,not far from the Lands end. Two or three days aftcr, 
with a cold North-Faſt-wind, we ſct fail for //»2/and. Coming out of 
the Flbe, we were all the Afternoon in ſight of an Ifland, called / /c7- 
lige-landt, or /loly-land, belonging to the Duke of 7 /ol/lein, which 
being very htgh Land, is to be ſccn at a good diſtance, and 15 of excel- 
lent uſe fo direct and guide Ships into the Mouth of the /i/be, with- 
out which they would be at a great loſs, the Country about that Ri- 
vers Mouth being all very low Land. 

Tleiligeland is a ſmall Iſland, having about two thouſand Inhabi- 
tants, and fix or ſeven ſtnall Veſſels belonging to it, which arc unploy- 
cd a great part of the year in bringing Le//ters and other /7i/b to Lon- 
don or (Quinbarough, the Inhabitants Niving molt upon Fiſh. We bore 
out to Sca all niplit, and the next day made towards the Land again, 
and failed in ſight of Schiemonrekeoghe, Amelandt, and Schelling : in 
the Evening we faw the Lights at the Yly and Zexel/; when we were 
near the Land, we were much troubled with the Froſt and cold Weoa- 
ther,and leſs when we were off at Sea.The next day we had a fair wind, 
and made ſuch way,thar in the Evening we took down our Sails, and 
Ict the Veſſel drive, not being willing to deal with the ſhoar in the 
night. The next morning we ſoon diſcovered the North foreland covered 
with Snow.and came to an Anchor in Margaret-Road, where the wind 
growing very high, we rode it out for two days and two nights,and 
came fate on ſhoar (praiſed be God) upon Chri/tmas-day inorning, 

Now having made fo long a walk in Germany, I mult confeſs I re- 
turned with a better opinion of the Country, than I had before of it ; 
and cannot but think it very conſiderable in many things. The Ri- 
vers thereof arc noble, and ſeem to exceed thoſe of /'rance and taly. 
Of the Rivers of //aly, the Padus or Po, is the moſt conſiderable,which 
notwithſtanding, hath no very long, courſe, before it runs into the 
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Adriatick Sea. And 1taly being divided by the Appennine-2/ls, run- 
ing from Weſt to Eaſt, the Rivers which ariſe from either fide, cannot 
Le long, neither on the South-ſide, before they run into the Mediter- 
ranean, a5 the Arno, Garigliano, and others : Nor on the North fide, 
beſore they run into the Adriatick, or the Po. 

The chick Rivers of France, as the Loyre, the Seine, the Rhoſne, and 
the Garonne, I cannot but highly commend, having paſſed upon thern 
for. divers days. There arc alſo four great Rivers in Germany ; the 
Danube, the Khine, the Elbe, and the Odcr, but none of France ſeem 
comparable unto the Rhine and Danube. France having the Sca upon 
the North, the Weſt, and the two large Provinces of Laygaedoc, and 
Province upon the Mediterranean Sea, hath the opportunity of Noble 
Citics and Scaports : But ſome doubt may be made, Whether any 
thereof do exceed [lamburg, Lubeck, and Dantzich, 

The great number of populous, large, and handſome Citics, doth 
afford great content unto a 7rave/er in Germany ; for beſides abour 
Sixty fix free Imperial Citics, there are many more of good note be- 
longing to particular Princes, and divers highly priviledged. And ſure- 
ly a true Eſtimation of the Citics and Towns «ct theſe days, cannot be 
duly made from the Accounts and Deſcriptions thereof Ictt an hundred 
years ſince or more, for ſince thoſe times, Buildings have bcen better 
modelled and ordered ; Fortifications and Out-works more regularly 
contrived ; Convents and Publick Houſcs more neatly and commodi- 
ouſly built ; and the fair Colleges and Churches of the Jeſuites,which 
are now to be ſeen in moſt, do much ct oft the Beauty of great Places. 
Every where we mcct with great and populous Towns Villages,Caslles, 
S-ats of the Nobility, Plains, Foreſts, and plcafant Woods. And be- 
ſides the ſatisfaction we may have from Objects above? ground, we 
may find no ſmall content in the wonders thereof under 1it,in Mines, Mi- 
nerals almoſt of all ſorts,of Gold,Silver,Copper,lron,T inn, Lead,{Quickfilver, 
Antimony, Coal, Salt, Sulphur, Cadmia, and others, where there arc alſo 
ſingular Artificers and Workmey, in the ſeveral Artifices thereof. Con- 
verſation with the People 15 caſic, they behaving themſelves without 
much Formality, and arc plain ccaling and truſty, ſo tl:at a Traveller 
needs not to be fo follicitous and heedful of what he hath, as in ſome 
othcr Countrics, which arc eſteemed of greatcr Civility. The Women 
arc gercrally well-complcxioned, ſober, and grave, and they have not 
yet Iearncd the cuſtom of their Neighbours of France and / /ol/and, to 
admit of being ſalut&d by Men : faithful to their Husbands, and carcſul 
in the affairs of their Houſes. 

They make good provifion againſt the cold of their Country, by 
ſleeping between two Feather-beds and Stoves. 

The common $!9ves in ns, wherein there are for the moſt part 
ſeveral Companies cating, drinking, and in the night ſlceping, are con- 
venient, conſidcring the great cold, or at Icaſt tolerable ; but they be» 

ing rooms cloſe ſhut up, the ſmell of the meat, and eſpecially of Cab- 
bage, an uſual Diſh amongſt them, makes them unpleaſant, fo that 
ſometimes I preferred the courſe of hot Countrics, while I called to 
mind, that in Province,and /taly we drank frozen Julebs, which we 
diſſolved with the heat of our hands; flept upon a ſheet, on the outſide 
ot the Bed, with all the Windows of the Chamber open ; and as we 
fate at dinner, there was a Fann in the middle of the Room, hanging 
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over our Heads, about two yards hroad, which with a ſtring was pul[- 
ed backward and forward to cool us, and divers had Pans filled with 
Snow, to cool the ſheets when they went into their Beds. 

Germany 15 4 great /{ive of men, and the mighty deſtruftion of men 
made by the laſt German,Wars, and bÞ the Plagye is fo. repaired, that ir 
15 ſcarce diſcernible. They are ffuitfhul, and: fell of Children : Thev 
arc not exhauſted by Sea, Colonies ſent forth, or by peopling America; 
Countries z but they have ſome conſumption by wars abroad, when 
they be at peace at home :' {ſew wars being made in other parts of Eu- 
rope, wherein there arc not ſome Regiments of Germans ; the People 
being naturally Martial, and perſons well deſcended, very averſe from a 
Trading courſe of Life. 

While I read in Zacitus of the old barbarous and rude State of Ger- 
many, how poorly they lived, that they had their Houſes at a diſtance 
from one another ; how ignorant they were in Arts ; and it was 
doubted whether their Country afforded Mines ; that hey lived by ex- 
change of things, making little or no uſe of money, and the like, may 
juſtly wonder to behold the preſent advance and improvement in all 
commendable Arts, Learning, Civility, ſplendid and handſome Cities 
and Habitations, and the general face of things incredibly altcred ſince 
thoſe ancient times ; and cannot but approve the cxpretlion of a 
Leartied Man, though long ſince, 7hat if Arioviſtus, Civilis, and thoſe 
b11 famous men of Germany, ſhould revive in their Ceuntry again, and 
look up to Heaven, bcholding the Conſlellations of the Bears, aud other 
Stars, they might probably acknowledge thit theſe were the ſame Stars 
which they were wont to Lehold ; but if they ſhould look downward, and 
wel view the face of all things, they would imagine themſelves to be it 
a new World, and n.ver ackyowledge this to have been thehr Country. 
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OP Uring the Treaty of Peace at Colen in the year 1673. 
> oy between the United States of the Netherlands, the 
» King of Great Britain, and the French King ; many 
Eng/iſh Gentlemen having accompanied their Excel- 
lencies, the Lords Ambaſſadors and Plenipotentiarics in 
their Journcy, had a deſire alſo to view ſome of the 
Neighbouring Territorics,and to divertiſe themſclves 
during the heat of the Summer, at the Spaa,the Baths of Aken,and other 
places. Having thercfore, in order to our Journey, obtaincd a Paſport 
for our Salety from Count Blondel, one of the Spaniſh Plenipotentia- 
ries, and from their FE xcellencies Sir Joſeph Williamſon, and Sir Leoline 
Jenkins, we left Colen on Monday the Fourth of July,and upon the Road 
overtook my Lord of Peterborough, who had been at Duſſeldorp at the 
Duke of Newtarg's Court, and went afterwards into /taly to Modena, 
and brought over the preſent Queen of England. We dincd at a ſmall 
walled 7own called Berckem, which ſome think to be a name cor- 
ruptcd from 7iberiacum, where we ttayed a great part of the Afternoon, 
to accommodate an unlucky Accident which happened : A Servant of 
one of the Engliſh Gentlemen having caſually ſhot a //orſe, which be- 
longed to a Commander under the Duke of Newburg, lying at that time 
with a party of Z /orſe at this Town, ſo that we travelled in the Even- 
ing through the Wood's, and came Jatg to a place called Srteinſtraſſe, and 
the next day morning we went to Juliers. | 

Gulick, or Juliers,1s a ſmall Town by the River Koer, but very anci- 
cnt, and called by the Romans, Juliacum, coriceived 10 have been foun- 
ded by Julius Caſar ; the Seat ſometimes of the Dukes of Gulick, be- 
fore the uniting hercof with Cleve ; and ſince the diſſolution of that 
Eſtate, poſſcſlcd by the 7/nited Provinces ; and then again by the Spa- 
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viards ; but at preſent is in the hands of the Duke of Newburg. It be- 
ing agreed at the concluſion of Peace between the Spaniards and the 
#H1ollanders, That the Marquebs of Brandenburg ſhoukl have March ind 
Cleve, and the Duke of Newbyrg, Gulick and Berg, This is a hand- 
fome well fortified Town, the Szreets ſtreight, and the F/ouſes of Brick. 
The C::tadel conſiſts of four Baſt ions, of a regular Fortification ; with- 
in which is the Princes Pa/ace. The Pzazza in the 7own is handſome ; 
and the whole conſiderable for its beauty and ſtrength. 

July the 5th. we came to Aker, or Aquiſgranum, five Teagues diſtant 


from Gulick - the Freach call it Aix la Chapelle, from 41 Chappel in the A 


great Church, much viſited by Pi/zrims from many parts; ar:d famous 
tor the great number of Re/zqwes preſerved therein. When the Komans 
male War upon the Germans, they poſkeiled themſelves of divers places 
þctween the Khize and Maes. And Granus, a noble Romany, being ſent 
into theſe parts of Gallia Belzica, about the year of our Lord Fitty 
three, diſcovered amang the Woor's and 4111s theſe hot Springs, which 
to this day are highly celcbratcd in many parts of Europe ; who altcr- 
wards made uſe of them, and adorned them after the manner of the 
Roman Baths, and built a noble /abitation near them ; part of wliich 
the /abatitants wauld have (till to be ſtanding, retaining the name of 
Turris Grani, an old 7oaver at the Eaſt-end af the Town-hoyſe ; a noble 
Antiquity: But the manner of its b4il/ding gives luſpicipn it cannot be 
fo old. Hence theſe Zherme from their Diſcoverer have been named 
Aquez Graniz, and came to be frequented ; and the 7own of Aquiſgranc 
built and floyriſhed, till Arca, the King of the {{uvs, or {lutyarians, 
deſtraycd it. 

About four hundred years after, Charles the great riding qut a hunt- 
ing in theſe parts,as he paſled through the Waods,|is Horſes Foot flrook 
into one of tlicke {/o7-ſprings, near which he allo took notice of the 
Ruines of ancient Palaces and Buildings long, betare forigken ; and bc» 
ing {till more and more delighted with the pleaſant Situation of the 
place, and conveniency of theſe hot Kiwolers, he renewed and gdprncd 
the Baths, built his Royal Palace ncar them : and appointcq that the 
King of the Kowans ſhould be crowned with an /rox Crown here as with 
2 Silver one at Milin, and a fiold one at Howe. He allo built 4 noble 
Collegiate Church, dedicated to the brſſed Yirgin, mm the preſence of 
many Priuces and Kiſbops, in the ycar 804, and endowed it with Htg- 
veuyes for the majntainance of Canons, Who lived toyerther ina Co/lege 
at firſt, but at preſent ſeparately in the manner of Prgbeyds. He built 
JIfo the o/d or inw.ird Wall of the City, fo that it flouriſhed till the 
year B82. at which tune it was again rujncd þy the Fury of the Nor- 
mans, and the Emperors Palace burnt to the groynd. This Cty,bcfides 
theſe Devaſtations from the Irruptions of the Furs and Narmans, hath 
been divers times fince deltroycd by {re ; as in the year 114 46. wiuch 
loſs it overcame in ſuch manner, that Twenty fix years alter, it reco- 
vercd not only its former greatneſs, but was ſo much increaſcc, that the 
large outward Wall was built by the command ol the Emperor frederick 
the Firlt. 

In the year 122.4. happened another great Fire, in which, rot only 
the Buildings, but many of the /ubqbitants periſhed. And the Hoof of 
the Church was burnt in another Fire 1236. And now of late, for it 19 
not long ſince, it hath xecovered its loſſes by the Hire 19 the year 1656. 
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when twenty Charckes and Chappels, and about five thouſand private 
Flouſes were deſtroyed. 

The Town-hbouſe, or Senate-houſe, was built 1353. being all of Free- 
flone, handſomly adorned with the Statues of the Emperors. The 
firil and ſecond Story of this Building is divided into Chambers ; but 
the higheſt is all one entire Koow or /7all, 162 Foot long, and 60 Foot 
broad. It is well painted in divers parts by Amiſaga, : Two Pieces 
of whoſe drawing are much eſtecmed here ; one of the Reſurrettion, and 
another of Charles the Great, givirg the Charter to the Cty of Aken. 
Here the Emperors, at the time of their Corozation, uſed to keep their 
Feaſts,together with the Fledours & other Princes. The oof is ſuppor- 
ted by four Pillars ; through the middle of which, the ſmeak of all rhe 
Chimneys of this Buil1ing, 1s by a handſom contrivance conveyed away. 

Over againſt this //ouſe, in the middle of the Piazza, is a Fountaiy, 

conſiderable both for /argeneſs and neat /trutture, contrived by a preat 
Artiſt, Gerard Coris : where four Springs perpetually cmpty themtielves 
from above into a large Baſon of Copper,ot thirty Foot Diameter ; ſrom 
whence apain it deſcends by 1:x Pipes into a Ciſtern of Stone, hand- 
ſomly engraved, and paſſes to many other Fountains in the Town. On 
the top of this /antain ſlands a large Statue of Charles the Great, Pa- 
tron of this City, made of &raſs, and gilded over. He is in Armour, and 
looks towards Germany. About the cdges of the great braſs Baſen is this 
[nſcription.

The Church of our Lady, built by Charles the Great, is of an odd 
Figure. At the Welt-end 15 a Sreeple adorned with divers Pyramids ; 
and on the top a wy Globe and Croſs. From hence, Iiphcr much 
than the Church, paſſcs a Gallery, ſupported by a large Ach, to a Cupola 
near thc middle of the Church. At the FEaſt-end is alſo a ſmall Turret 
or Lanthorn. The inſide of the whole is adorned with Marlle Pillars 
of divers ſorts, Pillars of braſs, gilded with Statues, Lraſs Doors and 
Partitions, and much Moſaick work. 

In the middle of the Church, where Charles the Great was buricd, 
hangs a very. large Crown, given to this Church by the Emperor Fre- 
derick the Firſt. This Crown is made of filver and braſs gilt, adorned 
with (ixtcen little Towers, and eight and forty States of filver, of a- 
bout 2 Foot high, and thirty two which arc leſſer. Between theſe 
ſtand cight and forty Candleſticks to receive the Lights burnt here upon 
Feftivals. 

Of theſe large £rowns I have ſeen at Colen, and other parts; and it 
hath bzen an ancient Ornament in Churches. The Greeks have a 
Crown, or large Circle much like this, in the middle of moſt of their 
beſt Churches ; on which they hang many Ge#trich Epps, and the Pi- 
tures of the Apoſtles and Saints, The Zurks do likewite imiate this in 
their Moſques, but inſtead of Pitlures, place Lamps, 

Frederick 
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Frederick the Firſt took up the Body of Charles the Great out of its 
Sepulchre in the middle of the Church, and afterwards buried it ovain ; 
partly in a /lver Coffin under the A/tar of the Quire, and partly near 
the Wall of the old Building, covering it with the ſame 7omb-ſtone, as 
before ; which 1s here reported to bave been firſt taken from the Toms 


of Julius Ceſar. It is of white Martle, and hath the /igure of Proſer- Relicks, 


\ pina upon it. Out of this Tomb of Charles the Great, were taken up 
a great number of Relzgues and conſiderable Rareties, which he had 
got together in his life time ; ſome of them given him by Aaron King 
of Perſia, by the Patriarch of Conſl.intinople, and others ; divers ot 
which are ſtill preſerved here : and theſe following we had the oppor- 
tunity to ſee. Some of the bleſſed YVirains hair. One ring or link of 
the Chain with which St. Peter was chained in Priſon. The Zlead of 
Charles the Great. The hoes of Iis Arm. His Sword which the Km- 
perors wear at the time of their Coronation. The Pillure of the Vir- 
gin Mary, with our Saviour in her Arms, emboſſed upon a Jaſprs, done 
by St. Lake, hanged about the Neck of Charles the Great and fo found 
in his Zomb. A Noble Manuſcript of the Goſpels found in the fame 7omb. 
Charles the Great's / /orn which he uſed when he went ahunting, His Cru- 
ciſix made out of the wood of the Croſs. Our Saviour's Girdle of Leather, 
with the Seal of Conſtantine,the Great at cach end. A picce of the true 
Manna.Some of the Bones and Bloo / ol St. Stephen richly enchaſed, upon 
which the Emperors arc {worn at their /ravguration.A picce of one of the 
Natls of the Croſs. An Annus Det {cnt {rom the Pope to Charles thc GLrcat : 
& many other Reliques. Here is allo the 7omb of the Emperor Orho the 
Third,in black Marble,who inthe ycar 109 firfl conſlitutcd the EleCtors 
' of Germany. | | 

Near-to this City arc many ſorts of Minerals found ; as Lead-ore, the

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Sulphur, and Virol one, [ron, Coat, and Carmia, or Lap Calamina- Braſs, 


ris: With this latter we faw them make Braſs or multiply Copper, in 
this manner. They talec calcined Cadmzrt, or Calmey, as they call ir, 
Copper from Sweden,and the melted drofs of both ; to twenty cight pounds 
of Copper they put an hundred pound of Ca/mey : They put firſt into ve- 
ry large Cruciblesfoine old pieces of Lraſs and [acten,'r the drofs,and at- 
tcrwards the Calmey and Copper,and Ict them ſtan lin the Furnace twelve 
hours ; after which,they put cight Cruci/b/es full into one, and let what 
will run over,the beſt ſinking always to the bottom ; and then caſl it 
into a Frame made of ſtone, bordered with bars of Iron ; and run it into 
braſs Plates,rwhich arc afterwards cut in picces with large Ciſſors.

The hot Baths, arc very much frequented at preſent. Within the jt, 


inward Walls arc three convenient ones : "The /imperors Bath, the Lit- 
tle Bath, and the Bath of St. (Quirines. "The [imperors Bath is in the 
ſame place, and fed with the ſaine Springs with that in which formerly 
Charles the Great took much delight, and frequently uſed to fwimn 
therein; in which excrciſc ſew were more expert than himſelf; and 
ſpent the latter end of his days here, and would often invite to the 
Bath, not only lis Sous, but lis Nobles, Is Friends and Guards ; ſo as 
it was cuſtomary to Bath a hnindred together in thoſe days. But now 
they are divided into leſſer Partitions. - 'The /imperors Bath having five 
Bathing Rooms ; and the Lirzle Bath which comes out of it, three. 
Theſe are reckoned to be Nitro-Sulphureons ; and ariſc lo hot, that they 
let them cool twelve hours before they uſles-them. From under a 
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great round Stone which covered a Well, in which there were ſome of 
theſe Z/ct Springs, I faw Brimſto-e, hard, above an inch thick, and 
Salt-peter, and a petreficd Subſtance finely variegated, taken out, 
Beſides theſe, near unto the inward Wall of the City,there are Baths 
which are not ſo hot as the former. eſteemed to be Sulphureo-nitrous : 
The {mcll of them is ſome-what offenſive, and the watcr in the C:ſterns 
not tranſparent. The firſt is the /ath of St. Cornelius, which hath two 
Receptacles. The ſecond the Roſe Bath, fo called from Mr. Roſe, a

torſer, Village called Porcetum, or Borſet, from the great number of wild 
I togs, winch {1 merly frequented that place ; in which are many Z/ot 
Springs upon t»th4 ſides of a little Kivoler, and let into Z/ouſes, where 
they are d {tributed into ſeveral Baths of 5tone, There arc fourteen of 
theſe //ovſes. and twenty eight Baths ; the Baths holding ordinarily 
about ſity Tuns of Water, cach of them : the Water is clcar and plea- 
fant, without any offenſive ſmcll ; excclſive hot when it comes firſt 
out of the Ground, hotter than the hottcſt of Aker, and is left to 
cool about eighteen hours before they ule it. They ule allo an Inſtru- 
ment of Wood pierced with many hofes,to help to cool them ſooner, or 
to ſtir the. Water when any one gocs in, whereby he 1s not fo ſenſible 
of the heat. There are many cold Springs riſe near theſe hot ones, 
whereby they might be tempered ; and ſurely the quantity of the hot 
Water being ſo great, no place might be made more delightful, nor no 
Baths more Noble. The 7urks in our tinics, do moſt of any Nation 
beautifie their Barhs, and render them ſerviceable to their Health and 
pleaſurc. 

In "Auſtria at Baden, the Sawer Bath is built after the Turkiſh manner, 
with a Cupola over it : and 1} any one hereafter ſhail build or beautiſy 
theſe, they will yield to very few in Earope. At preſent moit of them 
are of a ſquare Figure, of about five or ſix yards over ; and th: Houſes 
in which they are, very near one another. The firit Houſe hath the 
name of the Ladres Batb; the ſecond is the Snake ; the third and 
fcurth the Sword ; the fiſth the Golden Mill ; the ſixth the Fool ; 
the ſeventh the Cock ; the eight the Great Bath; the ninth the Forn- 
tain; the tenth the Crab ; the eleventh the World /nverted; the twelfth 
the Glaſs; the thirteenth the Angel; and the fourtcenth the Koſe. 
There is alſo another in the open Air, called the Poor man's Bath. In 
the Street is a Well or Fountain of theſe /ot-ſprings, of as great a heat 
as any 1 have ſeen; perpetually boyling or bubling. But of all tleſc 
Baths Dr. Blondel and Dr. Didier have written fo particularly, as 1

js Calamina- Within two Leagues of Aken, in the Country of Limbourg,is a Mine 
$i of Lapis Calaminaris, which we went to fcc having a Corporal and 
eight Muſqaetiers for our Security to paſs the Wood. This Mine lies 
over againſt the Caſtle of Finenberg, As ſoon as I had delivered a 
Letter to Mr. John Franck, Comptroller of the Mine tor his Catholick 
Majeſty, he went along with us, to ſhew us the manner how the Cad- 
mia grows in the Earth, and other Curioſities. This Mine having been 
wrought Three hundred years, and being one of the moſt __ 
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of that kind, it may not be impertinent to ſet down ſome particulars 
concerning, it. It 1s about cighteen or nineteen Fathoms deep,lying all 
open like a Chalk Mine, of an Oval Figure ; they digg at preſent in ſc- 
veral places, and the beſt Ca/mey lies between the Focks,in the deepeſt 
part of the Mine : They have now found an exccllent in fo placed, 
of eleven or twelve Footgthick, whuch they digg out with Pick-axes, 
with ſome difficulty, by fcaſon that the Lapis Caliminaris is very hard, 
The colour of this Stone 15 of a dark ye/low and red, and hath Veins of 
natural Brimſtone mixed thinly in it. The Yeins of the Lapis Calq- 
minaris, being ſo large, they follow them not only in one place, but 
digg over one anothers heads,and frame their work into the ſhape of 
large Stayrs, and one throws up what another diggs, and ſo upward 
till they lade the Carts with it. Some of the Cadma is blackith and 
Gark brown ; and there arc #/vores between the Cavitics of the Sro42 
handfumly figured, but moſt of a 4/ickifb colour, Fhe works about 
the Mine the moſt remarkable, arc theſe: 1. An Overſhct-wheel in the 
Earth, which moves the Pumps to pump out the water ; and this not 
placed in the M7-e but on one fide of it, and a paſſage cut out of the 
Mine to the bottom of it, by which the Mine is (rained ; and another 
paſſage or cuniculus, out of the place where the wheel is turned, which 
lets out the water which turns the wheel, art! allo the water which 
comes out of the Mine into the Neighbouring /a/ey. 2. The waſhing 
of the )re or Stone, which they perform, as at other works, by letting 
the water over it, and ſtirring, it ; and tis they do whereſoever they 
begin to work near the Superficies of the /7arth, for there the Calmiey 19 
leſs, and more mixed with Cliy and Earth: but the moſt remarkable 
work is the calcining of the Ore (lor all our Lapis Calaminaris of the 
Shops is the calcined Calmey) and it is worth the fecinp; ; for they place 
Faroots in a handſome order firlt, and cover a large round Area with 
them, of about Forty or bilty yards Diameler, upon which they place 
Charcoal in as good an crder, till all be covercd and filled up a yard 
from the ground ; then they place ranks of the largeſt S10mes of Calmey, 
and after them ſmaller,tiltlicy huve laid all on ; and then by ſetting fre 
ro the bottom, the fire cones to each one, and all is handfomly calci- 
ned. They make Calmeynlo about rwo /inrlifh miles from Blez berg 
in Carinthia, 'Fhey make it aſter this manner, They take the Ore out 
of the Mine, fomcrimes they waſh ir, and ſometimes not, they burn it as 
they do Roſt. Then they nke it, and beat it in pieces with a mallet ; 
They chooſe the beſt of it, ind throw away the drofs, the whiteſt is 
commonly the befl. From 1cnce we went to Limburg, mecting with 
divers Souldiers upon the Kot, wlo deſired money of us, but did not at- 
rempt any thing, againſt us, ve being many of us together in Compa- 
ny. | 
Limburg is ſeated upon a ligh Rock, which overlooks all the Coun» rum, 
try, and a little K:ver runs almoſt round it at the borrow. The Avenre 
to the Zown on the North-ſidc is difficult all alo 1g upon the edpe of the 
Rock ; and the Gate of the Z7own, over Which is the Governor's Flouſe, 
ſpreads it ſelf from one fide of the Keck fo the other, and Jocks up the 
paſſage. Here we thew our Paſſports lion the Spaniſh Plenipotentin- » 
ries; and in the Afternoon had a pleaſair Journey tothe Spa In the 
way we ſaw where the French Army lad patled the Country toward; |

Metz,having lain about a Fortnight at Yicher, alicr the taking of Mac- 
ftreicht. 

Spa is a neat Village in the ForesF of Ardenna, ſeated in a bottom, 
encompaſſed on all ſides with 7/i1/s, and on the North with ſtcep 
Mountains. So that it happening to rai» while we were there, the 
place was, in ſome hours time filled with wazgr, the Z/ay waſhed out 
of the Meadows, the falls in the River made even, and Pohunt, one 
of the Mineral Fountains, was drowned. There was not much Com- 
p1ny when we were there, although it were in the hotteſt time of 
the year, which is moſt ſcaſonable tor drinking the waters ; by reaſon 
of the wars, and the danger of coming through the Country to them. 
But in Spa it felt all people arc free from danger, all the Neighbouring 
Princes protecting it, and would count it vcry diſhonourable to diſturb 
2 place which by the virtue of its Mineral Springs, is lo beneficial to 
Mankind. Theſe Waters arc not only drunk upon the place, but arc 
alſo ſcaled up in Boles, and ſent into many parts of Europe. And Mr. 
Coquelet, at whole //ouſe we lodged, told me that he ſent it as far as 
Saraznſſa in Spain: and that he had at :hat time Thirty thouſand Boz- 
tles.cmpty, and waited for a good ſeaſon to fill them, which is the 
hotteſt, dryeſt time of the Summer, and the hardeſt Froſt in Winter ; at 
which times the wa/er 15 /{rongeſt, ſparkling, and brish. The chicteſt 
of theſe Mineral Fountains are theſe, Geroſter, Suviniere, Tonnelet, and 
Pohunt. 

Geronſter 15 in the middle of a thick Wood, about an Engliſh mile 
and a half Southward ot the Spa ; it 1s the ſtrongeſt of any, and the 
beſt adorned, being built up with S/oxe, and a Pavilion over it, ſup- 
ported with four handſom Stone Pillars. There 15 a green place clear- 
cd in the Wood near to it, and a little //ouJe for the FVatients to warm 
themſelves in, carly in the morning, or in cold weather. The Arms of 
Sr. Conrade Bourgsdorff, who ador:1cd this Fountarn, arc placed over, 
on two ſides: and on the cther two this /rſaiption in [french, and 
/ligh-dutch, in a handfom Owat.

This Fountain ſmells very ſtrong of Brim{lone, and cauſes vomiting 
in a great many, yct paſſes chicftly by ?rine, 2s they do all ; and 
ſtrikes a purple with Nat-galls more inclinng to red, than the waters 
of Zunbridge. The Sediment 1s ofa light Lew in the Fountain, but of 
a dark, dirty red every where elle. Not far from this is another 
large Spring in the Wood much Ike jt,but not as yet tuilt and beautifi- 
cd. 

Saviniere is another Fountain.almolt as far from the Spa Eaſtward, 
and built after the manner of a /ower : the Acidule arc not fo ſtron 
as the former, There is another Fountain hard by this, almoſt the 
fame, licld to be particularly grod for the Stone and Gravel. 


The 
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The third is 7onnelet, ariſing in the Meadow, and built up with 7m. 


ſtone : But being there are no Trees nor Shades about it, it is not ſo de- 
lightful as the others. And Zſenricus ab Heers in his Spadacrene.ſaitl 
that this is more »2/r045 than the reſt, and cauſes ſuch a coldneſs in the 


mouth and fFom.ch, that few can drink of it. 


The fourth 1s Pohunt, in the middle of the Zown, from whence moſt 
of the water is drawn which 1s ſent abroad, if no particular one be ſent 
for. This was beautified with handſome Stone-work, by the Biſhop of 
Liege, to whom this place belongs, and this /-ſcription ſet over it, $4a- 
It 45 alſo called the Fountain of St. Remaclus, to whom 


nitati Sacrum. 


it was dedicated ; and theſe Verſes arc likewiſe engraven upon it : 


Obtruilam reſerat, durum terit, humida ficcat 
Debil: fortificat, fi tamen arte bib. 


Being at the Spa, we . viſited Franchimont one Aſternoon ; paſſing 


through a thick Weod, there is an old Caſtle, and good Brim/lone and 


Vitriol works, the fame Stone affording both ; and.I preſume may alſo 
make the Spa-wa'er under ground, or at leaſt be a principal /ngredient 
in it. We ſaw the manner here how they melted, and caſt their Br im- 
ſtone firſt into great Pails, the florid and clear parts remaining at the 
top and middle, the thick and more obſcure ſubſiding and adhering to 
the bottom and ſides, and is that which 1s ſold for S«/phur Vivum. We 


faw alſo the manner of caſting the Brimſlone into Rolls,or Magdaleons : 
And near unto this place a ſinoaking, burning, little /7:/4, which is thus 
cauſed : 'They throw out the burnt Pyrztes, out of which Brim#lone 
hath been diſtilled, and the Yirrio! drawn out by inſuſion, upon this 
Hill ; which conſilts all of the ſame matter, and fcrments in time, 
grows hot, ſmoaks and burns perpctually, and withal drinks in a new 


Vitriol into its iclt. 


From the Spa we croſſed over to Frajont, a_Ilage ſeated upon the 
pleaſant River Za, or Ourte, where we took Boat and went down a 


rapid Stream, yct one of the plcaſantcſt I ever ſaw,winding and turning 


between many green Hills, in part of the /oreſt of Arduenna. We de- 
ſcended afterwards thirty or forty ſmall Falls in a long, Boat made on 


purpolſc. 


The Oar or Pamdle being, only a ſquare picce of Board fix- 


ed to the end of a Pole,the Pole flaming, 5: pop avon in the middle 


of it. The delightful River Yeſa, or the Weſ 


ret, ſoon met us, and joyr- 


ing togethcr,we fell down with them into the Maes near Liege. Upon 
the Banks of theſe Rivers all rhe Arms, Guns, and other /uſlruments arc 
made,for which the Country of Lieze 1s remarkable.

A Journey from Colen in Germany t0 London. 


It abounds with fair Churches, ſtately Convents, and Religious Foun- 
ations, richly endowed, ſo that 1t hath been called the Paradiſe of 
Prieſts, and is in that kind the moſt notable in all theſe parts. The 
Palace of the Biſhop 1s a noble Fabrick, built by Cardinal Erardus, 
Biſhop of Liege. The Cathedral bears the Name of St. Zambert, who 
being Biſhop of Maeſtreicht was murdered by Dodo and others, about 
the year 622. The Sea was afterwards tranſlated unto Liege by Flu- 
bertus, a5 it had been formerly from 7oygres to Maeſftreicht,and the Bo- 
dy of St. Lambert removed unto this Church, which is at preſent very 
noble, being built of a reddiſh Stone, very much carved without, and 
handſomly adorned within. . Between the Quire arid Sacriſty, is this 
Taſcription in very large Letters :

The Canons here are of great riches and powcr,and have the EleCti- 
on of the Biſhop and Prince, who hath alfo had the Titles of Duke of 
Bouillon,Marquils of Franchimont and Court of Lietzand {1aſhania. In 
the Coin of Maximilian, the preſent Eleftor of Colen and Biſhop of 
Lieze, I find this Inſcription.

Speutus the Biſhop of Liege, bought the Principality of Liege of God- 
frey of Bouillon, when he wei't to the //oly Land: And in the Treaty 
of Cambray, 1559. the poſleſſion of Bourlon, and precedency of Ti le, 
was granted to the Biſhop of Liege, although at this time alſo the 
Houles of La Tour and Mark do bear the ſame. 

Of the Pariſh Churchcs that of St. Fohn, ard of St. Servaſius are 
fair. Of the Abbeys that .of St. Jacob within the Town, and of St. 
Lawrence, built by Biſhop /aginardus upon an Hill out of the Town, 
arc nuble. There 1s alſo a College of Engliſh Jeſuites, well-ſcated up::n 
2 Hill, where the Garden 15 handfom, and the Dyals, made by Franc:ſ- 
cas Linus, are worth the ſeeing: And an Engliſh Nunnery handſom- 
ly builr. In the Church of the Gulie/mites, out of the Town, lies the 
Body of our famous Country-man Sir John Mandeville, who, alter he 
had travelled through many parts, took an affeftion unto this place, 
and here paſſed the remainder of his life, and whioſe Epitaph, and ſome 
Rarctics of his, are {till to be ſeen. 

Biſhop Nozger, who was conſecrated by St. Gereon, Arch-biſhop of 
Colen, and dicd in the year 1007. built the walls of this City, and be- 
17g Tutor to tho the third, he found means very much to beautifie it, 
to repair and build divers Churches, and endow them with rich Reve- 


nucs, 
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nues, and let the River Maes into the Town, which before ran upon 
one ſide of it. 

As their Churches are fair and numerous, foo are their Bells and 
Chimes remarkable. In the Cathedral of St. Lam/ert there are eight 
large Bells, and twelve leſſer ; and there is one fo great, as it is faid to 
require Twenty four men to ring it. In the Church of St. Paul the 
Bells and Chimes are conſiderable ; as alſo at St. Lawrence and the 
croſſed Friars. It is alſo an Univerſity, and was ſo famous in former 
Apes,that they ſtill take notice that at one time there have Leen Nine 
Sons of Kings, Twenty four Dukes Sons, Twenty nine of Counts, bes 
ſides many of great Barons Students therein. | 

Their Speech here, as alſo at Spaw, is called Roman, and isa kind of 
old French, or Dialect of that Languag :, a great part of which is made 
up of Latin, or Roman words : and they call the Neighbouring Lan- 
guage of the Datch, Tuiſcon. But many ſpeak very good French. 
They have ſome Vineyards affording a ſmall Wine. Tie .Hills about 
furniſh them with Quarries of good Stone, and of ſeveral kinds. They 
have alſo divers Mines and Minerals, and great quantity of,Pit-coal for 
Fire, in ſome places fetched deep out of the Earth, in others nearer the 
Surface : and in ore place I faw them beginning to dig where they im- 
mediately found Coal. Their Pumps and Engines to draw out the 
water, are very conſiderable at theſe Mines ; in ſome places moved by 
Wheels, at above a Furlongs diſtance, to which they arc continued by 
_—_ Wood-work, which moves backwards and forwards continu- 
ally. 

The Cittadel ſtands upon a Hill, and is of great Strength ; Tt was 
builr to keep the City of Liege under Subjection. For 16.49. there 
being ſome diſturbances in the City, Ferdinand, the Eleftor of Coley, 
oftering to come into the Town to appeale it, was oppoſed by the Con- 
ſul, Jacobus [ſennet, who was ſoon atter ſurprized and beheaded. toge- 
ther with Bartholomaus Reolandus ; the Conſul having ſworn the E- 
IeQtor ſhould never come in whilſt he were alive. And the Citradel 
ſoon aſter was ordered to be built. "The Bridges are handſom : that 
over the great Stream of the Maes 1s very broad and fair, and hath 
large Arches. From hence we could read the EleCtor's name upon the 
Citadel, Maximilianus, although it were at a very great diſtance, the 
Letters were fo large. 

From Lzege we had a pleaſant paſſage down the Water to Mae- 
ftreicht, paſling by Argentau, a Caſtle ſeated upon a high Rock on the 
right ſide of the River, belonging then to the King of Spaiy, afterwards 
by Yichet in the half way, and then by Navagye, a ſtrong Fort in the 
Maes, which commands the River, and at that time did the Spa- 
ziard ſervice ; then by pleaſant Rocks on our leſt hand, wherein many 
Cuts and paſſages have becn digged till we came in ſight of Mae/ſtreichr. 

This Town having been a little before taken from the Vnited States 
by a ſharp Siege, was full of French, and had a Garriſon in it of about 
ten Thouſand men; and in the Marker-place ſtood about Two hun- 
dred large Fieldpieces. We faw the places where they made their 
. Batteries and their Mines, the Out-works were very numerous, and 
many of them undermined. Colonel Storff ſhew'd us a handſom 
Draught of all the Works, Approachcs and Manner of taking of the 
Town:

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About a quarter of a Mile out of the Town we went into the great 
Quarry of Stone, which 1s one of the nobleſt ſure in the World. Be- 
tween Padoa and Vicenza I had formerly ſeen the famous Cave of Ca- 
/toza, or Cubola, ſaid to be above Five hundred Fathoms in breadth, and 
Seven hundred in length, but this doth far ſurpaſs it : the Root is very 
high and ſtately in moſt places, the Pillars not to be numbred, all very 
large ; we paſſed two miles under ground amongſt them : No Laby- 
rinth can be contrived more intricate, and yct all parts are uniform. 
The Floor all in a level, and the Roof in moſt places of the fame height, 
and ſo much hath that uniform rule, which I ſuppoſe was ct to thoſe 
who firſt digged, and fo hath ſucceſſively been obſerved, added to the 
beauty of this place, that there is ſcarce any thing more noble. It put 
me in mind of the hundred Chambers of Nero, which he cauſed to be 
made under Ground in the Rocks at Baiz. And the Water which we 
met with in one place, made me think of Nero's admirable Fi/k-pond, 
built in the like manner within the Earth, We came out again near 
to a Convent upon the Banks of the Kiver, and returned by water to 
Maeſtreicht, | | 

The next day we parted Company. Mr. Newton, Mr. F!trick, Mr. 
Grove, Mr. Carlton, and Mr. Newcomb went for Aken and Colen ; Mr. 
Bates and Mr. Daſton went up the River again to Lzege, at which 
place, ſtaying a day or two to find a convenience to paſs to Bruſſels, 
we were nobly entertained at a Dinner with Yeniſon, Wild-boar, and 
other Diſhes, by that worthy Perſon and Learned Mathematician 
Franciſcus $luftus, one of the great Canons of Liege, who alſo continued 

| his high Civ//ries to us tothe laſt Minute we ſtayed in Town: 

Leaving Liege we ſoon came in fight of 7ongres, or 7angrorum 0- 
pidum, the moſt ancient place in all theſe Countries. Ortelius wonld 
have it to be called of old A4tuatuca : It was a ſtrong hold before the 
coming, of Julius Ceſar into Gaul, and was afterwards made a Roman 
Station, and in proceſs of time became fo great, that Az7zla the Zun de- 
ſtroycd an hundred Churches in it, it being at that time a B/hops See, 
which in the year 498 St. Servaſius removed unto Maeſtreicht, Many 
old Coins and Antiquities are (till found here ; and part of an old Chap- 
pel, ſaid to be built by St. Materaus, Diſciple to St. Peter, 1s ſtill re- 
maining. When the King of /raxzce made his great inroad into the 
Low-Countries, 1672, he borrowed this Town of the Eleftor of Cologye, 
and then paſſed on to Maſeick, where croſſing the Country to the 
Khine, by the ſides of theſe great Rivers, Khine and Maes, he made 
that notable /zcaur/ron, and quitted not 7orgres till he had taken Mae- 
ſtreicht the year following. We dined this day at Borchloe, and lodg- 
cd at St. 7ruyn, or St. Truden, a handſome little Town, ſo called from a 
Church and Abbey herein dedicated to that Saint. 

The next day we dined at 77enen, or 7ilmont, on the little River 
Geet, once one of the chicf Towns in Brabant, but long ſince decay- 
ed. In theſe Plain Countries, in many places we faw ſmall F7i/ls, or 
Sepulchral Eminences of the Ground : And near unto the Walls of Tie- 
cn, are three very remarkable ones, faid to be the Zombs of great Com 
manders. In the Evening we came to Lowain. 

Lovain 1s the chict C:ty of that quarter of Brabant, which compre- 
hendeth Arſchot, //alen, and Judoigne ; an ancient and large. City, 
pleaſantly ſeated upon the River Dele ; it is of great Circuit, and the 
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compaſs of the wall accountcd above four miles about : but there are ma- 
ny void Spaces, //ills, telds, ang Gardens within it, which makes it 
very pleaſant and delightlul. There are hercin divers go: d Buildings, 
Convents, and Churches : the chick whereof is the ſtately Church of St. 
Peter, the Convent of the Carthufrans, the /rſpital. The publick Pg 
lace or Senate-houſe 1s allo Noble. 

It is the great 7/iverfrry of theſe parts, ſaid to have had its beginning 
about 926. kut endowed, by John the Fourth, Duke o! Brabant, ani 
confirmed by Pope Martin the Filth, 1425. There arc forty three Co!- 
leges in It ; whe: col the four chiet are 1 ilium, Fa co, Callrum, Porcus, 
Goropius Becanus, a learned Man, and Native of Bruſſels , aſhirms, 
That no 2niverjity in Italy, France, Germany, or Spain, is to be compa- 
red unto it for its elegant and plcaſant Situation. 'The 7niverſity is un- 
der the Government of a Kedtor,who 1s in great eſteem and honour a- 
mong them. This Znzverſity hath produced many Learned Men - 
But ncither the Buildings of the Colleges, nor their Endowments do o> 
qual thoſe of our Z7niverſtties, and the Situation thereof ſeems not to 
excced that of Oxford. 

We travelled from hence to Bruſſc/s, being moſt part of the way in 
the ſight of the very high Tower of the Charch of St. Rombald at Mach- 
lin. 

Count Monterei was then Governour of the Low-Coun'ries, and re- 
ſided at Bruſſels, the ordinary Scat of the Governours of the Spaniſh 
Netherlands ; which City he had taken care to fortific, and to make it 
more tenable, it it ſhould be attempted by the /rexch. 

From Bruſſels we paſled to Antwerp, where we were handſomely 
treated by Mr. Wauters and Mr. //artop, and having, viſited ſome of our 
Friends, the next day we paſſed the River Sch:/de, and took Coach in 
the morning, travelling through a fruitful, plain, flat Country, ſet with 
rows of Trees in moſt places, and arrived in the evening at Ghent. 

Gaunt, Gandavum, or Ghent, 1s eſteemed to be the greateſt City, not Ghenr. 
only of Flanders, bur of all the Low-Countries, and challenges a place 
amongſt the preatclt in Europe ; but at preſent i decreaſes and de- 
cays rather than encreaſes. And if Charles the Fiſth were now alive, 
he could not put Paris into his Gart, a greater Glove would not fit that 
City, which is ſo much increaſed ſince his time. In Ghent are many 
noble Convents, among, which the Jeſaites is one of the faireſt : There 
154 Cloiſter alſo of Fuoliſh Nuns. The Cathedral is ſtatcly, and the 
Tower belonging to it being, very high, gives a proſpect of a pleaſant 
and fruitful Country round about it. There arc divcrs Piazza s, large 
and fair ; in one of which ſtands a large gilded Statua of Charles the 
Fiſth, Emperor and King ol Spain, who was born in this City. The 
whole 7own is generally well built, and the Streets arc fair and clean, 
The Inbabitants hereot have been taken notice of to be cxtreamly gi- 
ven to Srelition, and for their fakes a great many other Cities in [u- 
rope are puniſhed, and have in a manner totally loſt their Libertzes : 
For the Spaniards, to curb the S:ditious humour of the People of Ghent, 
were put upon the Invention of building Cittadels in Cities, whereby a 
{cw Souldiers arc able to ſuppreſs any Commoetion, or beat down the 
7own, that here I faw the firſt. C:1tadel that was built in Europe by 


Charles the Filth : It is not large, and the Ba#ions little, and though of 
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2 Regular Figure, yet not ſo convenicnt as thoſe of Jatter days, fince 
that Art hath becn improved. 

From Ghent we paſſed by water about Twenty Engliſh miles to 
Brug's, a very clegant large City, and formerly a place of yery great 
Trade, being within three Leagues of the Sea ; ſo that from the tops cf 
their higheſt Buildings, the Ships under Sail arc viſible, and at the 
ſame time a Fleet of Ships, and a large Territory of a fruitful, pleaſant 
Country, comes* under your eye. It 15 fortified with Works of Earth 
and deep Ditches. The Convents arc numerous: The artificial Cuts 
of Water from this Town to all places, makes it of cafie acceſs ; and 
though it hath no Porz, the Paſſage from hence to Cifend by water js 
ſhort : And they are at preſent upon a Deſign of bringing Ships up to 
this Czty. 

Oftend is about Ten F»gliſh miles from Rruges, fcated upon the 
waves of the German Occan, which waſh it continually cn one ſide : 
And they have now contrived it ſo, as to let the Sea in almoſt round 
the Town for a great ſpace, whereby it is become much more ſtrong 
and defenſible than before. For when I looked upon it, and conſidered 
what it was when it was beſieged by Arch-dyke £lbertus, and taken by 
Marquiſs Ambroftrs Spinela, 1694. with an honourable Surrender at- 
ter three years Sie:'c, I cannot but aſcribe very much unto their Sups- 
plics from Frgland, and the obſtivate Valour of the Defendants, cſpc- 
cially the Engliſh under Sir Francis Vere. Sluys being in the hands of 
the States of the 7nited Provinces, and Dunkirk under rhe French. 
The Spaniards poſſcſs no other Port in Fanders but thisand Newport ; 
and this being the moſt conſiderable they are now making the //aver 
large, and are upon a conſiderable Work in order to the carrying of 
their Ships over into that Cut which goes from Offend to Bruges, out 
of their Harb1ur, by the means of a very great Lock or Receptacle of 
Water, which is to communicate with both ; which, when it is finiſh- 
cd, may be very advantageous to tie Trafich, of the Spaniſh Nether- 
lands. This Town ſtands very low, but the Srreers arc ſtraight, large, 
and uniform 

From hence I went all along upon the Sca-ſhoar to Newport, a hand- 
ſom 7own, with large fair Streets, but low built. Tlicre were then a 
great number of ſmall Ships in the //arbour. This place is ſamous for 
the Battc] of Newport, fought here by Albertus, and Count Maurice, 
whcrein the Spaniſh Forces Joſt the day, and much of the honour of 
the Field was due unto the Ergli/hunder Sir Francis Vere ; ſince which 
time,although there hath been much bloud ſhed in theſe Quarters, yet, 
there hath not bcen ſo conſudcrable.a Battcl cver ſince, although the 
Engliſh had alſo the fortune to do great Service hercabout at a fight 
called the Battel of the Sandhils, when a part of the Army of French 
and Engliſh, which befheged Dunkirk, fought with the Spaniſh Forces 
by Newport, and overthrew them. 

From Newport we put to Sca, failing out of the Harbour, and inten- 
ding for Exgland ; but the wind being very high and contrary, after 
having been at Sca all the njght, and, had Ieiſurc to take notice of the 
great r.umber cf Sands upon that Coaſt, in the morning we put into 
Mardike, where at preſent there is only a Fort of Wood. juſt above the 
High-water mark, with ſome few Guns mounted, The other Fort, 
more into the Land, being demoliſhed. 

Dunkirk 
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Dunkirk, is much increaſcd of late, and the King of France hath not Pkrk 


ipared money, to render it conſiderably ſtrong. He hath very near 
finiſhed a noble C:ztadel, begun by the Engliſh while this Town was 
in their poſſeſſion, which hath the Sea on ene fide of it, the /7aven on 
another, and the Sandhills towards the Land, which when the wind 
15 at South-weſt, doth ſomewhat ahnoy it : Fo prevene which, the 
French have made divers Cuts and Channels through the Sands, into 
which the Sca cntring, doth moiſten and fix tl.e Sand, fo as they are 
not ſo apt to fly. And every Baſtion is ſprucely kept and covered with- 
in with green Turf. Beyond the old Wall of the Town, there are now 
vreat Works drawn, which encompaſs ſo large a ſpace of Ground, that 
the Town 15 made bigger by halt: And m this part ſtands the Frgliſh 
Nunnery, and many handſom Buildings. The new Fortifications are 
very large ; and the Baſtion towards the North the moſt ſtately. The 
Port is large and capable of receiving a gr: at number of Ships, but at 
low watcr it is almoſt dry ; and there are ſo many Sands-beforc it, that 
at that time the Sea comes not in any depth within a mile of it. 
From Dunkirk we travelled by Land to Graveling, where the Works 


are of Earth, large and high, the Church ſtately, the Streets broad, but ,,;,, 


the Houſes low, and at preſent not populous. The Marquis de Bel-- 
fonds with the French and- my Lord Raterford with his Scotch, and 
Engliſh, came before Graveling, upon the ſixtcenth of Auguſt, 1658. and 
carried the place in twelve days time ; Don Chriſtopher de Manguez 
yielding it upon the twenty eight, on the ſame terms that it was deli- 
vered up by the French to the Spaniards 1652. 

: From Grav:linz | came to Calars, from whence ſetting Sail in the 
morning, we came to Dover, and the ſame day to London. 
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ZESSS Travelled ſome years ſince, between Yenice and Genoa, 


- through many Countries of carly Civility, ſeated in 
the middle of the temperate Zone, in a fruitful and 
happy Climate ; affording plentifully all Neceſlarics 
' for Life ; and through Countrics which have not only 
Sm 3-5; bccn conſiderable for their copious produCtion of Corn, 

Fruit, Silk, Wine and Oyl, but alſo for having been 
very fortunate in all Ages, for bringing into the World Pcrſons of great 
Fame and Renown, who have rendred this Tract of Earth more than 
ordinarily remarkable for great Actions 1n all times. The memory of 
which is ſtill preſerved not only in their Writings, but alfo in their 
ſplendid Buildings, and Antiquitics ; though no parts have taſted more 
deeply of the .dangerous varicty of fortune, theſe having ſuſſercd the 
frequent Incurſions of many fierce and warlike Nations. Having 
therefore formerly enjoyed ſuch varicty of obfervable Objects, I could 
not remember this Journey without ſome conſiderable ſatisfaction, ef- 
pecially having at the ſame time had the good Juck to travel a preat 
part of it with my worthy friends, Sir William Trumbull, Mr. Soames, 
Dr. Palman, Dr. James, and Mr. Daſhwood, which m»kes me bold, 
upon the opportunity of this ſecond Impreſſion, to add further this 
ſhort Account. 

We paſſed from Yenice to Padoa by watcr up the flrcam of the 
pleaſant River Brezt, having all day long Houſes of Pleaſure, and well 
built Palaces on each hand of us. We entered this River near Lizafu- 
fina, five Miles from Yenice ; where formerly a Wheel, or Engine was 
placed, to convey the Veſlels into the River. The Venetian having 
long ſince ſtopped up the entrance of the Brenza, Icſt that by the con- 
tinual Deſcent of the Water, the Stream, and Channel might be di- 
miniſhed, loſt, or altered ; and the paſl+ges for their Veſlcls rendred 
dangerous, or inconvenient; but this 15 otherwiſe contrived ar preſent, 
and tour large Locks or Sof/egni are made uſe of, both to keep up the 
watcr, and to facilirate the paſſage of the Vellels. Theſe are placed at 
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Stra, Dolo, Mira, and Moranzan, and are very remarkable, conſidering 
that the River in theſe places 1s locked up, ard the Veſſels which arc 
to paſs are brought in between great Gates ; and the water let in or out, 
as they have occafion to paſs up or down the River. 

The landing-place at Fadoa is handſomly fer off with ſtone ſteps, Padua, 
continued for a long ſj ace, along the fide of the River, after the 
manner of the landing-place at Ghemt, and ſome other elegant Cities of 
the Low Countries, The outward Wall is ſtrong, being well fortified 
according to the Modern Rules of Fortification, in the time of Leonar- 
do Loredano, Duke of Yenice ; and to render it more ſtrong, the Ri- 
vers of Brenta and Bacchizlione are let into the Town Ditch. The in- 
ward Wall is now moſt conſiderable for its. Antiquity, and for retain- 
ing the name c> its Founder ; it being ſtill called 4remor's Wall : It 
contains a far leſs ſpace of ground than the former, Padoa being built 
in this reſpe& like to the City of Aix la Chapelle,..or Aken, having 
own Town within another. Ee 

That Patavium, or Paroa is one of the oldeſt Citics of Europe, built 
preſently after the Trojan War, is confeſſed by Ancient Writers; and 
ſo ;;encrally believed of old, that Livy lays it down for the Ground- 
work of his Hiſtory ; beginning in this manner, Jam primum omnium 
ſ:113 conſlat, Troja capta, QC. L E. 

In the firſt place it is ſufficiently manifeſt that 7roy being taken, the 
Grecians executed the utmoſt of their rage upon the: Trojans, Aincas 
and Aztenor only excepted, by reaſon of their ancient friendſhip with 
the Greeks ; and in reſpect that they had always endeavourcd to make 
Peace, and reſtore //e/ena. After various fortunes, Antenor brought 
a great Number of the Fenetz, who having loſt their King, Pylemon 
at the Wars of 7roy, and being driven out of Paphlagonia, by a Fa- 
&tion, were now ſeeking new Seats and a Captain to lead them ; and 
came along, with them to the bottom of the Adriatick Gulf, drove out 
the Eugenians whoinhabited between the Sea and a Alpes,and eſtabliſh- 
ed the 7rojans and the /Zeneti in thoſe Countries. 

Martial alſo faluting Flaccus, a Padoan Poct, calls him, 


Flacce, Antenoreti ſpes & Alumine Laris.. 


And that you may more firmly give credit to it, you may further 
alſo have the authority of a Goddeſs for it ; for Yenus is introduced 
expoſtulating in theſe terms with Jupiter, in the behalf of ZZneas.

In thoſe days when the art of Navigation was but in its infancy,and 
the Mariners very unwillingly parted with the fight of land, Antenor 
was forced to keep cloſe, and creep along the Coaſt of Peloponneſus, 
and Epirus, and then fail by the /Uyrian, and Liburniay Shoars, which 
are very uneven and troubleſom to deal with, being full of Creeks, un- 
fate Bays, and Rocks ; beſides very many Iſlands of various ſhapes: 
Whereas if he had croſſed over to the alan coaſt,he had had a nearcr 
YOJage, and fayled with pleafure all along an even, bold, brave 


car. | 

The people of Padea,arc well pleaſed with the thoughts of their An» 
cicnt founders and Progenitors, and they f1:Þl preſerve the tomb-of 4+ 
tenor, near to Which at preſent ſtands the Church of $aint Lawrence, 
and in their publick ſhows they will {till be repreſenting ſomething of 
Troy, and the old 7rojaxs, and :in one place I faw a horſe of wood, a- 
bout twenty foot high, in imitation of the old 7Zrojan horſe ; but, I 
ſuppoſe,nothing near fo big -.as the firſt original : Yet when I confider 
that above eleven hundred years after:the .deſtruRtion of 7roy, when 
Towns and Buildings were very muctlr amplified and - umproved; Pom- 
pey coming un Trwmph, could not entcr even the 'great Triumphal 
gates of Rome it ſclf in a chariot drawn by Elephants, an Animal that 
{cldom or never comes to be ſo high as this Horſe, it may well be ſup- 
poſed that they could not have received, cven this poor model of the 
firſt great one into the old town of 7ray without pulling” dow n their 
walls. 0 | ! PR nr, | 

The City of Padoa was always a friend to:rhe Romans, and did them 
great ſervice in their wars againſt the Galli, Senones, the Dmbrians, 
Boians, Inſubres, Cimbrians and Carthagimians, and ſtuck cloſe to their 
Intereſt till the time of the declination of .the Roman Empire ; When 
Attila the powerful King of the Zuns with fire and {word deſtroyed 
it; and when aſter divers years it was rebuilt by the favuur of Narſes, 
the Eunuch, General to the Emperor Jultinzan, it was again lamenta- 
bly ruined by the Loxgobardian Princes,who by ſhooting arrows, with 
fircbrands fixcd to them, ſet the\City oft. fire, and took ir. But under 
the Empire of Charles the grcat, and his fuccefſors, ,it aroſe out of its 
aſhes again, and flouriſhed for a long tine ; being governed firſt by 
Conſuls, and then by a Podeſta, untill the time of their dreadtul Ty- 
rant Ezzellin, who larraſſcd, baniſhed, tormented, and maſlacred the 
Inhabitants, cramming their own Wells within the City,tull with their 
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mangled bodies, and amonegſt other ſeverities, upon an angry diſtaſt, 
againſt them, ſlew ten thouſand of them in one day at Yerona. But 
notwithſtanding theſe cruelties, they recovered their liberty again aſter 
the death of Ezze//in, and by degrees became very powerſul, having 
under their juriſdiction, Vicenza, Verona, Trent, Treviſa, Feltre, Bellu- 

20, Ceneda, Seravalla, Chioza, Baſſano, with its territories, all the Poles 
fine or Peninſulaand the greateſt part of Friul;, with other important 
Places ; when in the end, Mar/t/;o di Carrara made himſelf Capitanio 
or Governor of the City. 'This noble Family of the Carraref, very 
powerful in theſe parts, came from their Caſtle of Baſſano,and lived in 
Padoa, where they became very conſiderable and ſiding with the Pope 
againſt the Emperor Frederick the ſecond, they were driven out by 
Ezzellin, but when upon the ſucceſsful attempts of the Roman Legate, 
Auſedin, a commander under Ezze/liy, was overthrown, they were 
again reſtored, dignified, and eſtabliſhed in the government of Padoa ; 
which they poſleſſed, with ſome variety of Fortune, from cone to ano- 
ther in their own Family, for about an hundred Years, in the conclu- - 
ſion of which, they were ſeized on by the Yenetzans, who thought fit 
to put Franciſco Novello, and his Sons to death in the year 1405. And 
after this manner, by having totally extinguiſhed the noble Family of 
the Carraref/, without fear of any further claim,or diſpute,they poſſe(ſ- 
ed thcmfclves of the City of Padoa, and hold it in their hands to this 
day. 

The Buildings at Padoa, both publick, and private, are very conſide- 
rable ; for moſt of the City is built upon Arches, making handſom 
Portico's or cloyſters on each ſide of the ſtreet ; after the manner of the 
houſes in the Piazza of Convent Garden, which at all times afford 
a good defence againſt the Sun, and Rain,and many of the houſes are 
painted on the outſide, with very good Hiſtory-Painting in Freſco ; their 
Churches are fair,and divers well adorned ; The Domo, or Cathedral 
Church is large, ſeated near the middle of the City ; endowed, and 
mightily enriched by the Emperor ZZezry the fourth ; whoſe Empreſs 
Berta lies buried here. The Revenues of this Church at preſent arc 
reckoned to amount to a hundred thouſand Crowns a Year ; and be- 
ſides the Monuments of many eminent perſons, they preſerve here 
the body of St. Danzel, of Cardinal Pileo da Pratta, and of Cardinal 
Franceſco Zabarella. 

The Church of St. Antoxig is viſited by perſons far and near, and 5, 4yyy. 
the exquiſite Deſign, artificial Carving in Marble, the handſom Quire Church ac ?a- 
and rich Ornaments make it worth the ſeeing. The top of the Church © 
is made up of ſix Cupola's covered with lead ; the Chappel of St. Anto- 
2io is nobly ſet out with twelve marble pillars,and a rich roof. Between 
the Pillars are carved the miracles of this Saint, who lies interred un- 
der the Altar, upon which ſtand ſeven Figures made by 7:itian Aſpetrz,. 

2 god. ſtatuary of Padoa, and behind the Altar there is a moſt excel- 

lent Baſſo relievo done by Sauſovinus, Tullius Lomburdus, and Cam- 

pagna Yeronenſ1s. Over againſt the Chappel of St. Antonio ſtands the 

Chappel of Saint Fzlix ; and his tomb nobly wrought, with coloured i 

marble, and the whole ſplendidly adorned, with the paintings of the at | 

highly celebrated Gzotro. The chief Reliques in this'Church are, the | | 

Tongue and Chin of St Antonzo, a Cloth dipped in the blood of our =! 

Saviour, 'Three thorns of his Crown, and a piece of the wood _— - | jd 
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Croſs, ſome of the hair and milk of the bleſſed Virgin,and ſome of the 
blood of the marks of St. Francis. Before the Front of the Church 
there is a handſom braſs Statue on Horſe-back, repreſenting the great 
Venetian General Gattemela. St. Antcn's, lived fix and thirty years, dy- 
ed upon the thirteenth of Jun”, 1231, and was canonized by Pope 
Gregory the ninth in the City of Spoleto, 1237. 

The convent of the black Monks of St. Bezedi may compare with 
moſt in 7taly ; and their Church dedicated to Santa Giz/tina, built by 
Palladio, is one of the faireſt in Europe. Saint Giu/tina was a Virgin, 
and Martyr, daughter to YVitaliano of this City ; ſhe ſuffered Martyr- 
dom in the time of Maximianss the Emperor. In this Church there are 
ſtill preſerved, as they fay, the body of St. Luke, the. Evangeliſt, of St. 
Matthias, the Apoſtle, of two of the Innocent Children,of Proſdochimus, 
the converter of theſe Countries to the Chriſtian Faith,and firſt Biſhop, 
of Padoa ; of Maximus their ſecond Biſhop, and of Santa Giuſt ina. 
The Front of this Church looks into a ſpacious place called Prato de!- 
la Valle, where the Gentlemen meet in their Coaches in the Evening, 
for their pleaſure. In a handſom room or burying place on the South- 
ſide of this Church 1s a round old red marble ſtone, upon which the 
heads of many Martyrs were cut off ; and near to it a fine white mar- 
ble Well, called Pozzo de Martiro,or the Martyr's Well, a place of great 
Devotion. 

Where the Temple of Juno ſtood in old time, there is now built a 
handſom Church, dedicated to St. Auguſtin, wherein arc divers Mo- 
numents of the Family of Carrara, the Tomb of Charlotta, daughter 
to James King of Cyprus, and of Petrus Aponenſts, a great Philoſopher. 

11 Ponte Melino, where there are thirty Water-Mills together, and 
the Caſtelo delle munitioni, both built by Fzzellin, are worth the ſce- 
ing. La Corte de/ Capitanio 15 ſplendid, and was the Palace of the 
Carrareſi. The Palazzo della Ragione, where the Courts of Juſtice are 
held, is very large, beautiful, and highly conſiderable, both withour, 
and within ; being, built of Marble with rows of Pillars without, and 
within there are Heads and Inſcriptions for divers eminent Perſons of 
this City ; the length hereof is 256 Foot, and the breadth 86 without 
any Pillar or ſupport in the middle. 

The Univerſity of Padoa, was founded in the Year 1220. by the 
Emperor Frederick the Second ; and the Schools are fair, and large, 
containing one Quadrangle, with rows wf Pillars above and below ; 
and beſides handſom Schools on every ſide, there is a very convenient 
Anatomical Theater. The Phyſick Garden is large, of a round Figure, 
walled about, and well ſtored with Plants. The Pretcfts hereof have 
been Men of Note, as Aloyſius Mundella, 4lryſius Anguillara, Melchior 
Guilandinus,Facobus Antonius Cortuſus, Proſper Alpinus,and Joannes Veſ- 
lingius. 

7 he Arena, or old Amphitheater at Padoa, 1s an Antiquity” very 
remarkable; and the remains of ſome of the Arches are to be ſeen 
{ti}! i: the Gardens backward ; but the Areza it {clf, and the whole 
Podtum, are preſerved intire, free, and empty : And at one end thereof, 
there 15 built a handſom Palace, the Front of which looks direRtly into 
the open Amphitheater, and is a portion of an Oval Figure, and the 
whole area, or Arena of the Amphitheater ſcrves for the court to it, in 
\uch manner, that the entrance being now at the end, direftly —_ 

it 
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ſite to the houſe, the handſome proſpect of it, and the clear Avenue to it; 
is extraordinarily ſurprizing, and extreamly noble, and I could not ima- 
gine that any Gentleman would ever deſire to havea fairer Court-yard 
to his houſe, than the ſpacious plain Arena of an old Roman Amphithca- 
ter,nor a better Wall than a high intire handſom Podium,the like to which 
perhaps is not at this day any whereelſe tobe ſeen. And I muſt freely 
confeſs, That of the Remains and Ruines of twelve old Amphitheaters, 
which I have ſeen my ſelf, I have not met with any one that comes ncar 
it ; for in the Amphitheater at Doze in Poictou, which is cut out of 4 
Rock, and being of a ſmaller dimenſion, and part of the bottom being 
filled up, there is no viſible beauty of the Podium, the like may be faid 
alſo of that at Nizza, near the river Yarus, and that at Puzzuolo. That 
at Niſmes 1s filled up with dwelling houſes, in ſuch manner that the 
upper ſeats only are diſtinly viſible. The Amphitheaters of Bourde- 


aux, NXainites, Arles, Garigliano, that at Rome near to the C hurch of 


Santa Croce in Gieruſalemme, and others are at preſent ſo much ruined, 
that nothing of this nature diſtinguiſhable 1s to be expected ; nay even 
about the Arexa at Yerona, and the great Co/iſſeo, or Domitian's Am- 
phithcater at Rome, the ground 1s now [riſen fo high, that the Podi- 
um is at preſent either buried, or diſfigured. But as the Arena at Pa- 
 eloa 15 clear, and evident in this fart ; fo is it wanting in all the reft : 
and he that cefires at this day to vicw all the Parts of an Amphithea- 
ter, muſt not ſee one, but many ; and by joyning them together in 
his thoughts he may colle& the figure, proportion, and dimenſions 
of this ſamptuous ſort o! building of the old Romans. 

From the Walls of Padoa, there is a pleaſant Profpc&t of a plain 
Country to the North, Eaſt, and South ; and of the Frgarcan Hills to 
the Weſt, which ſupply the Town with varicty of Plants, and great 
Number of Vipers. At & few Miles diſtance are the hot Baths of 
Abano, and the Mineral drinking Waters of Monte Ortone, as allo Mar- 
cheſe Obizzi's Country Houſe, which we ſaw with great delight, it be- 
ins well deſigned, and accommodated with a good Armory, a Theater 
for Comedics, handſom Stables, and a Tennis-court, and nobly paint- 
cd both within, and without, by that great Maſter, Pau/o Veroneſe. 

Leaving the Ancicnt City of Padoa, in the Two Thouſand, Seven 
Hundred and Eighty Filth ear after its firſt Foundation, according to 
their 0v/n compute, 2:1d Travelling Eighteen Miles through a fruitful 


Country, we caizic to the pleaſant City of Vicenza ; a place worth the Vicenzus 


ſecing, by reaſon that Pa/ladius hath here ſhown great $kill in Archi- 
tefture in his Rotunda, in imitation of the Pantheon at Rome, in his 
Theater exactly proportioned to the ſtrict Rules of Building, and other 
fair Houſes in the Town. "There are alſo two Arches worth the ob- 
ſerving, one near the Gate, behind which there is a noble aſcent up to 
Santa Maria del Monte, and another in campo Martio. This City is 
filled with Nobility and Gentry, and drives a great Trade in making 
Silk, but is not of any conſiderable Strength, 

The Piazza della $irnoria is as beautiful a place as can well be con- 
trived, and beſides' its being large enough to reccive all the Gentry in 
an Evening, and' to have Tilting, and Turnaments pcrtormed in it, it is 
beautified with the exquiſite Front of the Palazzo della Razione, of the 
C-pitanio's Palace, and alſo with the Buildings of the Monte della Pic« 
ta, where Money 1s lent out without ulſc to the poorer fort,

Vicenza is 4 rich Biſhoprick eſteemed at twelve thouſand Ducats a 
Year, and in the Cathedral, beſides other Reliques, are preſerved the 
Bodies of Carpophorus, and Leontius, Martyrs of this Place ; but the 
moſt celebrated Relique of all, is kept in the Church of the Sante 
Corona, belonging to the Dominicans : It is one of the Thorns of* our 
Saviour's Crown, given by Saint Lewzs, King of France, to Bartolo- 
eo Breganza, 2 native and Biſhop of Yiceuza. | 

The City of Vicenza, or Vicentia, is watered with the River Bac- 
chiglione,and Rerone,or Eretenus, beſides two other pretty Streams called 
the Aſtichello, and Seriola, which highly confer to its delightful Situ- 
ation, and Convenience : but by reaſon that there are divers Hills 
very near, it can never be made ſtrong, or able to make any ſignifi- 
cant Reſiſtance ; and to ſpeak the truth, it hath really been forced fo 
many times, by every next bold Intruder , that few Cities,of this beau- 
ty, and perfeCtion, have been oftner raviſhed. It is thought to have 
been built by the Galli Senones, in the time of Tarquinius Priſcus ; but 
moſt Authors reckon it to be more Ancient, and will have it to be 
one of the twelve Citics built beyond the Apennines,by the old 7uſ- 
cans ; and that the Gauls poſleſſed it not, till the 7uſcans were driven 
out. Theſe in proceſs of time yielded it to the Romans, who enjoyed 
it long, even till the coming of Attila the Hun, who notably fack- 
cd, and plundered it. The next to theſe that were Lords and Maſters 
of Vicenza, were the Otrogoths; and after them the Lombards : Till 
the time that Deſiderius, the laſt of the Lombardian Kings, having left 
his ſon Aldigzer in this City, was taken priſoner by Charles the great ; 
and when it had ſerved Charlemaigne, and his Succeſlors with varjous 
fortune, in time it recovered its Liberty, and ſet up for a free City ; 
till the Emperor Frederick coming upon it of a ſudden, took,and burnt 
it. Next to him Ezze/liz ruled over it ; then the Padeaxs ; then Maſti- 
no della Scala firſt Signore di Veronaand his Family after him, till Gio- 
wanui Galeazzo Viſconte, the firſt Duke of Milan, ſeized upon it, whoſe 
Dutcheſs Catharina, after the death of her husband, ſet them again at 
Liberty, and abſolved them trom their Oath of Allegiance, when upon 
Various Conſultations in what manner they ſhould govern themſelves 
for the future and whether or no,they ſhould unite with the Swiz- 
2ers ; Henrico Capraſavio's Party prevailed, who perſuaded them to 
give themſelves Voluntarily to the Venetian; by means of which free 
conſent of their's, at laſt they enjoy at preſent greater immunities, and 
privileges than moſt of their neighbouring Cities. 

From Vicenza we went to Yerona,a noble,ancient, ſpacious City,of about 
ſix Miles round, well built, and now handſomly fortified by the Yexe- 
tians With great Ba#ions. It hath three Caſtles, or Forts ; two upon 
the hill, and one by the River fide ; many ancient and many hand- 
ſom Churches,ſtately Convents and Buildings, both publick and private, 
and is very well watered with the pleaſant River Azche or Etſhe, Athes 
fis, Adige, or Adice. 

The River 4thefis is a noble River, which ariſing above in 
the high Kherian Alpes and paſling all along through the Yallis Venu- 
ſta, comes rouling down by Trent, and then winds, and turns, 
within the City of Yerona, and afterwards, paſſing through the 
Fens near the Po, enters the Adriatick Sea; and many Authors 
report,That the great Incurſion of the Cimbriays, was made by the 
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ſides of this River ; which is alſo confirmed by Fermannus Cruſerius, 


Gulielmas X'ylander, by the Biſhop of Auxerres and divers other gootl 


Tranſlators of /«tarch, as alſo that Catulws Jaid encamped upon this 


River,to hinder thir further Invaſion ; nay ſome proceed to mention 
a triumphal arch creed at Verona for Cains Marins his Victory, in 
theſe quarters: For Ca/alus tie Conſul, Collegue with Caius Marin”, 


who marched againit the Cimbri, dcipairing of being able to defend 


the tops of the 4/p s; where, Leing compelled to divide his Forces iti- 


to ſeveral Partics, hc, might very much weaken himſelf, returned pre- 


ſently into Jraly, and placed his Army by the River Atrhefis, fay they ; 
where cloſing up the paſſages 01 both ſides of the River, with flrong 


Fortifications,he made a bridge whereby he might aſſiſt thoſe on eithcr 
ſide, if the Enemies, having forced the narrow Paſſages ſhould invade, 
and ſtorm them. But the Cim/rians ceme on with ſuch Boldneſs, 
and Contempt of their Enemies, that meerly to ſhow their 
Strength, and Courage, rather than out of Neceſlity, they went naked 
in the Showres of Snow ; and through the ice, and deep Snow, climb- 
ed up to the top of the Mountains, and from thence, placing their 
broad Shields under their bodies, they let themſelves ſlide from tlic 
higheſt precipices down thoſe vaſt Deſcents ; and when they had pitch- 
ed their Camp at a little diſtance from the River, and ſurveyed the 
Paſhge,they begun to pour in upon the Romans ; and Giant-like, tearing 
up the neighbouring Hills, and pulling up Trees by the Roots, an 
great Irees t: 0,

And throwing in heaps of carth, and great Corners of Rocks where- 
by to turn the courſe of rhe River, and heaving in huge maſly floats, 
which beat again(t the ſide of rhe Bridge, and broke down the ſuppor- 
ters,the, [oman Souldicrs Icit their Camp,and fled ; yet notwithſtandins 
all this,there may ſome doubt be made,whether they entred zaly by the 
ſides of this River,and Y/utarch himſclt doth not call the River, near 
which the C:mbrians deſcended, the River Arhefrs,but my Amowya mom 
p9v-; the River Atiſs, or Zoſa; a River, which is at a great diſtance from 
any part of the Athejrs ; and ariſing in the Alpes, ryns evidently into 
the Lago maggiore,or Lacus Verbanus ; and isnext to the River Lefra,or 
Lefitis, which palles by Yercelli, and falls afterwards into the Po : 
and when Bw&orix, King of the Cimbrians, challenged the Roman Ge- 
nerals to fight, and bid them appoint their time, and place, Caius Ma- 
rius returned this anſwer, that although it were not the. Cuſtom of 
the Komans to let their Enemies know, where and when,they intended ro 
give batte] ; yet 112 would at this time accept of his challenge, and ap- 
pountcd ro mcct hun, mn three days alter, in the plains near Yercell;,

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where there was ſpace enough ſor both Parties to ſhow their valour ; 

and to determine this Controverſy in a fair, and open field ; and 
where he gave a total overthrow to one of the greateſt Armies per- 
hap: that ever invaded 7raly ; and hereby it ſcems to me, that this great 
drove af Cimbrians, or a good part of them, paſſed over Mount ,Sam- 

pion, or Mons Sempronius ; from which mountain the River Atiſo takes 
its riſe ; and the Deſcription of the vaſt I'rccipices, and fliding down 
in their Shields, as it were a /a ramaſſe, 1s by no means agreeable, nor 
can it any ways be allowed for a tolerable Delincation of the paſſage 
into /taly by Trent, where the road Coth no where Jye over any 
ſuch vaſt Mountain ; but the terrible deſcription by Mr Razmurd, and 

Mr Lafels, of the bad way, and ill paſſage berwcen Briga, and Dome, 
over Mount Sampzon 15 very ſuitable to the ancient account. 

As the pleaſant River Azhefis is very ſerviceable to Yerona, fo the 
four handſom Bridges over it, in this Town, arc both uſeful, and orna- 
mental ; and the Walls about it, in a great meaſure, remarkable ; 
though Yerora being now very ancient, there 1s no good account at 
this day, to be found ; who was the founder of them, or by whom, or 
at what time, they were firſt built, it is manifeſt however, that they 
long ſince did good ſervice, and that in the civil wars of the Komays, 
between Ceſar, and Pempey ; AuguStus, and Antonius ; Vitellius, arid 
Veſpafian ; Severus, and” Julian ; and others ; this was a conſiderable 
place of ſtrength, and ſided with Cz/ar againſt Pompey,took Aupiſtuss 
part againſt Marcus Antonius, was for Vitellius againſt Veſpaſiay, 
C long aftcr held out for ſome time for Maxentius againſt Conſtantine the 
great. The Emperor Gallienus took ſuch particular care in fortifying 
Verona, that he left his name to the Toan, and divers Inſcriptions upen 
the wall ; for the Roman Empire being much divided in his time, and 
the force of the foreign Nations encreaſing in many parts, he expreſly 
commanded, to render the walls of this place ſtrong, which being 
fated in the jaws of the A/pes,w.-s more likely to be \wallowed firtt 
by the Northern Nations. 7 heodoricus Amalus, that great Conqueror, 
and excellent King of the Goths was in ſucceeding times, marvellouſly 
pleaſed with Yerona, amplified and adorncd it, rebuilt and fortified irs 
walls, which were rendred, notwithſtanding, in after ages, more con- 
ſiderable, by the Emperor Charles the great,ard his Son, King Pippin ; 
who made this the head 'City of /raly. In latter times, Aibertas Sca- 
liger, brother to Maſt inus Scaliger, the firſt Soveraign Lord of Yeroya, 
and his Son, Canis Grands more fully enharged and fortified Pero, 
againſt the Incurſions of the Germans: And the Yenetians, laſt of all 
have built large Baſtions about itſtrongly faced with Brick. 

. The City within is convenient and beautiful, the Piazza a hand- 
ſome long Square, the Streets large, and the Town being built part'up- 
'on tte Plain, and part upon Huills, *makes the varicty of the Proſ- 
ipect more pleaſing, looking fomewhat like the beautitul City -6f Lyd#u 
in France. 'There'are many good Houſes ; Conte Auguſt ino GiuFty's'Pa- 
Hee is particvlarly fair,'and his Gardens delightful, in which 1 faw'the 
Aloe'Phant'm Stem and-Sced, the Stem or Stalk being about twenty 
Foot high ;the Churches are beautiful, among which Saint Anattaſtus 
's'one of the faiteſt ; and the Catliedral and many others of them'afe 
antient, this City being converted-to the Chriſtian Faith-by Saint'Zu- 
'prepins, their firlt Biſhop, Seventy 'years -after Chriſt. St, ans $4 
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Eighth Biſhop, is their Patron, who lived in the time of Ga//zemus, and 
Four and Thirty of their Biſhops beſides are Canonized. Peter Martyr 
was alſo Born in Yerona, who was aſlaſlinated between MM. lan and Cc- 
210, Was Canonized by Pope Innocent the Fourth, and lies ſplendidly 
Entombed in Milan. Beſides theſe great Religious Men, others thought 
not ſo bamous for Piety, have, notwithſlanding been living ornaments 
to their City ; among which the excellent Poet C. //alerius Catullus is 
one of the tirſt, whom 0Ov24 mentions.

Cornelius Nepos, excellently skilled in Antiquity is faid to have writ- 
ten a Chronicle of the /taman Aﬀairs, and other works, and the Lives 
of [lluſtrious perſons, among which the life of Pomponius Atticus is 0n- 
ly extant. 

C. A&milius Macer, a good Poet, was alſo of Ierona. He lived in the 
time of AugafFus Ceſar, and wrote of Plants,Birds and Serpents.

The next is Lucius YVitruvins, a great Architect and whoſe Statue 
with other famous men of this City is ſet over the Court. The more 
known Marcus Vitruvius, who wrote the tcn Books of ArchutcCture, 
was of Rome. | 
Caius Plinius Secundus was a){g an honour to this City ; and of lat- 
ter days many learned men by being born and living here, have added 
much to its credit,as 7ore//o Sarayna,& Onuphr.us Panvinius,who wrote 
expreſly of the Antiquities of their own City. Feronimus, Fracaſtori- 
us, Foannes Baptiſta Montanus, Antonius Fumanellus, Alexander Bene- 
aittus, Gabriel Zerbus, Foannes Arculanas who lived a hundred years 
here, Guarinus, Foannes Antonius Pantheus, Joannes Baptiſta Bagdlinus, 
and the admircd learned Lady, /ſota,Nogarola,who among other trea- 
tiſes wrote a dialogue, in which ſhe ingeniouſly diſcourſes who ſinned 
firſt, Adam or Eve. | 
The Empcror Philippus was ſlain at Yerona, by his own Souldiers. 
There was a Colony ſetled here by Pompey ; and one Pompetanus held 
out the Town againſt Conſtantine the great in the year 323. The Em- 
peror Yalentinian,after that he made his Brother Yalens partner with 
him in the Empire and placed him in the Eaſt, viſced this City, and 
Dd 2 : Theodorick, 
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Theodrick the Conqueror of 7taly and great King, of the Gezhs lived long 
here. Placidia, daughter of Yalentinian, the third, and of Fudexia, lived 
the latter part of her time,dyed here and was buried in the Church of St. 
Steph n,which was formerly their Cathedral in which Church lye alſo 
buried one and twenty Biſhops of Yerova, forty Martyrs put to death 
in Diocleſtan's Perſecution, and four of the Innocent Children. Bur 
there are other things which flill add to the beauty of this City.

"The Lacus Benacus, or Lao di Garda, 1s a very conſiderable Lake, 
near this place, which firetches it felt from Peſchiera, on the South, 
Thirty five /ralian Miles to the North, and 15 in ſome places Fiurtoon 
Miles broad, and the Winds often blowing fiercely from tiic Neigh- 
bouring Hills, make it rough, and troubleſome, like a Sea.

Cleopatra had once a deſign to carry her Ships and Veſſels croſs the 
Country through /zypt, out of the Mediterranean into the Red-Seca, 
over that /#{/hmus, or neck of Land, which divides Africa from 4fra, 
which would have bcen a n-table exploit : yet conſidering that zypr 
15 a flat , Country, which renders the deſign more feaſible, and rhat rhe 
Territory about this Lake is very Hilly, it 1s an action no leſs to be ad- 
mired, which the Yexetzans ctÞ:tually performed, when they brought 
their Ships and Galleys out of the . Adrzatick over Land into the Lago 
di Garda, to engage in a Naval Fight, upon this notable Lake, with 
Filipps Viſconte, Commancer of the Milan Forces. 

There are divers handſom Towns and Villages upon the ſide of the 
Lacus Benacus, as Laciftum, Bardolinum, famous for the pleaſant Bar- 
dolin Figgs, Garda, which gives it the modern name, Mal'eſenum, Kipa, 
Tuſculanum, where there are ſtill ſome remains of old Benacus, which 
vaveir the ancient appellation, Maternum, Salodium, D:fent ianum, a po- 
pulous Place, and of good Accommodation, Pi/cheria, through which 
the River Mincius pailes, and laſtly the ruines of old Sirmio, upon a 
neck of Land, which runs into the Lake, where ſtood formerly the be- 
loved pleaſing Y1i1la of Catullus,

The beſt Fiſh in this Lak», are the Ecls, the Trouts, and a Fiſh pe- 
culiar to it, called a Carpione, which is thought to delight in ſome par- 
ticular Earth, Soyl, or Mineral at the bottom thereof, ſeeing that it will 
not eaſily live, and thrivein any other place. 

Aſter the negli;ent reign of Gal/ienus, when the Thirty Tyrants 
ſprung up, and the remote Provinces of tlc Empire had taken ps li- 
| erty 
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berty to do what they pleaſed, the -/mans made ule of this ſeatonable 
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Opvortunity, and breaking into /r 4g, with an Army of two hundred 
thouſand men, the ſucceeuing Emperor, Flivias Claudins, mace a 
ſtout reſiſtance, and at length overthrew them totally near this lake of 
Fenacns, 

Mons Baldus, or Monte Baldo near Verona, is efleemed the moſt wmoun: ;7:, 
contiderable Hill for Plants.and Medicinal Herbs of all the 4/pes ; and 
the Calderian Baths are a further Fate and Convenience to this an- 
cient City.

Foundation of this place, and called it Yerona, after his own Name. 
It was long after this, under the Romans, in the heighth and glory of 
their Empire ; and in the declination of it,this City ſhilted indifftcrently, 
till -4rt//a took and ſacked it ; and when divers others fect theinſclves 
up for Emperors,and Sovercign Commanders,as ( /ybrius, Glycerins, -1u- 
guſtulus and Orvacer, King of the 7/eruli, and Turing, it ſerved | 


firſt one, and then another, till Zexo the Emperor, fent that renowned I 
Chrittian Prince, 7 keodorich, King of the Guths, into [taly, who con- al 
quered and polleſſed it, as the duc reward of his valour ; and by this | 
means Yerona came to ſerve the Gotiis, till Zotilas, and Zeras, the lailk | 
of their Kings were overthrown and flain by Nar/es, the Eunuch, who | 


not long attcr called in the Lombards, being, difobliged by the Em- 
preſs Syphia, who endeavourcd much to have him recalled, infligated 
her huſband, the Emperor Jufl inian, againſt him, and fent him word 
aftcr all his glorious Victories, and Serviccs for them, That ihe weuld 
make him come home. hike an Eunuch as he was, and Spin amorglt 
hcr Maids ; to which Narſes returned this Anſwer, That lic did tend 
it, as ſoon as nught be, and that he would Spin her ſuch a Web, 
that ſhe, nor all lier Maids together ſhook never be able to unra- 
vel ; and immediately fent to - {boinus, the Valiant King of the Lom- 
bards, who Thad latcly overthrown Cunimin'as, King ol the Gepidr, 
and had taken his fair daughter Reſamund to wife, but withal had | 
Slain the Iving her Father, and made a drinking Cup of his Il. 
Skull. A/Loinus was at that time poſſctied of Pannonia ; but upon j 
the invitation of Narſes came mito /ta/y with his whole Force ant | 
Attendants, and took all rhe Country called formerly Gatlia Ciſalping, || 
and began the Lonugobardian Kingdom, which prevailed in /ruly for 
about two hundred Years. This A4/boinus being exceſſively merry,and 
pleaſant at /erona, wir re he had placed the chick feat of his new 
Kingdom, amonyſt other Frolicks, he made poor Queen Foſamuntd, 
one day, drink out of her Fathers Skull, which fo diguſted her, that 
ſhe periwaded / /e/michild to afliſt her in the murder of her huſband, of 
for the reward of which action ſhe promiſed herſelt in Mm to At 
ME; 
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him with the Kingdom of Lombardy : but as ſoon as it: was performed, 
they had hereby rendred themlelyes ſo intolerably odious to the Lon- 
gobardian nobles, and people ; th&they were forced to fly away to 
Longinus the Exarch of Ravenna, who being at the firſt ſight wonder- 
fully enamoured with the exquiſite beauty of Queen Rojamund, per- 
ſwaded her to diſpatch Felmichild and accept of him, to which in this 


" neceſſitous condition, the ſoon agrees, and when Zelmichild was com- 


ing out of a Bath, and called tor drink, ſhe had preparcd ſuch a high 
poy ſonous draught for him, that before he had drunk half of it, he was 
ſenfible of what was done, and laying hold of her, forced her to drink 
the other half, whereby they both dycd together. Aﬀter the Lom- 
bards, Charles the Great, Pipin, and the Berexgarzi, and others placed 
their Royal Seats here; and in the time of Ozho the firſt, it became a 
free City. Then Ezze!/l!m came in, and tyrannized over them. 
Next to him, the Ancient Family of the Scaliger's, who for two hun- 


- dred years together had lived here in credit and reputc,and were at 


length advanced to the dignity of Sovereign Lords of Yerona, which 
they held between two and three hundred years longer, and di- 
vers of their high raiſed Monuments arc ſtill to be ſeen 1n the ſtreets 
of this City. Antonzo the Jaſt of this Family that reigned here, was 
driven out by Giowannt Galeazzo Viſconte, after him came Franciſco 
di Carrara,then the Yenetians,who loſt it again to the Emperor Maxi- 
milian; but in Concluſion,in the year, 1517. this City gave it ſelf up 
totally to the State of Yexice under which they live happily at pre- 
ſent.

in Verona, 1s the old Roman Amphitheater, the moſt intire within ſide, 
of any now ſtanding, and one of the firſt Magnitude when it was built, 
the deſcription of which deſerves a Volume by it ſelf, the Building be- 
ing beyond, imagination glorious and whoever entcrs it at this day is 
preſently ſurprized with its magnificent Structure, I have here inſerted 
a Cut of it, as it may be imagined to have ſhown it ſelf, when it was 
firſt built and intire ; which if it had been then divided into two parts, 
and one half removed from its Baſes, the inſide of the other half would 
have appeared in this manner. It is called at preſent the Arena, it was 
alſo formerly named Amphitheatram and ſometimes Cavea.

They ſometimes alſo made uſe of Stone duſt ; but the extravagant 
Emperors, Caligula, and Nero, cauſed the Arena to be ſtrowed with 
Vermilion, and Gold duſt, or with the duſt of a Mineral, which reſem- 
bled Gold. The Figure of the Arena is Oval. In pacing it from one cx- 
treme to the other, 1 found, it to be ninety paces long ; two of my 
paces mak: five foot ; and this is agreeable to the meaſure of Mon/reur 
Deſzodetz, and Foaunes Carotus,the Painter of rhe Antiquities of Yero- 
ma, who reckons it to be twohundred and twenty four toot long, and 
one hundred and thirty five foot broad ; but the Arexa of Domzitian's 
Amphitheater at Rowe, is a hun red and ftiry of my paces long, or 
three hundred and ſeventy five foot. 

The Arena 1s walled about with a wall of thirteen or fourteen foot | 
high,in which there are divers Porzulg,C.C C. or little Gates,or Doors, Tx Porite, 
belonging to the inward Caves and Dens, from which the wild-Beaſts 
uſually come out with Swiſtneſs, Forcc, and Violence into the Arena, 
and when the. fights are over, thoſe whicly are left alive-are driven 
back again into their Dcns, with ſeveral Wheels and Engines.

Nor is it to be much admired, that the, force of the, Rota, and, 
Axis, which is able to remove any thing, ſhould be powerful enough 
to drive back a Lyon. This device, at preſent, being much improved 
at Florence, where they place a man within a Monſtrous, green Dra- 
gon moved upon wheels , which runs: upon,, the wild Beaſts, .and 
drives them back : and whileſt. the Lyons, ſometimes turn, and ſtare 
upon this formidable machine, the man within «thruſts two lighted 
Torches, out of the eyes <4. the-Dragon,' able to out Ntareany Beaſt , 
and to ſhine more flaringly than the, bright Golden ris in the Lyons - 
Eye. In the hunting and baiting ob Lyons, in former ages, they _ 
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uſe of great Oval flat Shields, which covered their whole body ; and 
in this poſture: came on unſeen ; and if the Lyon were ſtill ſo bold, as 
to advance againſt this moving wood, as he would ſometimes, and 
overthrow one of the hunters, yet {lil the Huntſman kept himſelf 
covered with his Shield, and the Lyon was fatisfied with leaping upon 
him, and pawing the Shield, whileſt the man laid in fatety un- 
der it. And the manner of this hunting of Lyons is finely expreſſed, 
in Painting, in the Sepulchre of the Naſonzan Family, lately diſcover- 
ed in the Campania di Roma, whereby we may urderſignd in what 
high value, and delight,the Old Romans held theſe huntings and fight- 
ings with Beaſts, whileſt they Painted them in their Tombs, to recre- 
ate the Shades below , and thought them ſports worthy to be cxerci- 
ſed and continued in the Elyfan fields. In another part of the fame 
Sepulchre there is painted the manner of the hunting *-f Tigres which 
15 performed by the huntſmen uniting their Shields together, and bear- 
ing up againſt him, whileſt one lifts up a lance above the Shields, and 
wounds the Beaſt, or elſe by placing a looking-glaſs in a wood, which 
the Tigre ſpying, comes to it, and as he regards,and admires his own 
ſhape in the glaſs, a Hunſman placed above, wounds him with a Spear 
or Javelin. 

Theſe Caves are now clearlieſt to be ſeen in the Amphitheater of 
Nizza, Arles, and Dove. | | 

D. D. The top of this Wall makes the Podium, behind which th 
firſt row of ſeats begins. 

This part of the Amphitheater was ſometimes richly gilded 
and adorned, and the Figures of Victory placed up:n it, and Statues 
handſomly contrived to throw forth \oged and perfumed Iiquors to 
ſprinkle and refreſh the Knights, and Senators ; and upon the outſide 
of the Podium, there were placed nets, and looſe rowlers, which tur- 
ned upon an ax7s, to hinder the wild Beaſts from climbing up, and 
whereby the Lyons, Tigers, Leopards, when they leaped up of a Sud- 
dain, by the quick turning abour of theſe rowlers, they immediately 
fell down again. 

FE. Is the Suggeftum Imperator!s, the Pulpit,Scat, or Throne of the 
Emperor, a little Chamber, or Box, built for the Emperor's perſon, in 
which he might cither fit privately, and fee through lattices or have 
the forepart of it open upon the Podium.. This was firſt cauſed to be 
made by Julius Ceſar, and is mentioned by Suetonius among, other 
exceſſive honours which he received, and which were thought roo 
great by ſome, that is, that he permitted his Statue to be fer up a- 
monegſt the Kings, and a Throne,to Le built for him in the chuet place 
ofthe Amphitheater, and when in Nero's time Ly the help of Ma- 
chines,they attempted to a& Zcarxs, the poor fellow that was to fly 
croſs the Amphitheater, fell down near the Emperors throne. and 1m- 
brued it with his blood : But 7rajan had the loweſt Seats of the Thea- 
ters, Amphitheaters, and Czrcas's made plain, and equal as at firſt , 
where the People © were highly pleaſed to ſee, 'not the Box, as 
' formerly, wherein Great Czſar ſat, but to ſee him in perſon ſitting e- 
-qually with the reſt of the Nobllity. | 
* © The ſeats of the Amphitheater are next to be conſidered, which in 
. this at Verona, at firſt, were five and forty ; but three of the loweſt 
"rows are now under ground. There remain viſible at preſent, all of

and Stools to fet upon the top of all, and in the F'or//cos and Gallerics 
avove.

{. I. I. are the Yemitoria, or ſquarc holes, or entrances, through 
which the Spectators came pouring, in, to take their places ; for con- 
ſidering that the Amphitheaters were Buildings capable of recciving 
vaſt numbers of People, (that of 7:tus at Kome being able to contain 
fourſcore thouſand perſons conveniently) it was neceſſary allo. that 
the Entrances ſhould be numerous, that the ſpeEtators might come in 
and out without confuſion, in this Amphitheater of Yerona in cvery 
ninth and tenth row of ſeats, there are rows of YVomiteria, every one 
at an equal diſtance from one another, cigitcen in a row, which make 
ſeventy two diſtinct en'rances,to every one of whici there is a peculi- 
ar Stair-caſe, coming, out from within the Arches, which ſupport the 
Amphithcater ; beſide all other Stairs,and Patlages within, and Aſcents 
from one ſtory to another, which alone is enough, to ſhow, that rhele 
were valt extraordinary Buildings. | 

L. L. L. are the rows of Arches within, built round the Ampli:- 
theater r9 ſupport the Scats and upper Buildings. 

M. M. is the Cenaculum, or upper Gallery,built for the Strength and 
ornament of the whole, into which they might retire, ' and walk, and 
refreſh themſelves. This part is found but in ſew Amphitheaters, and 
in thoſe only of the larger kind, and there 15 but little remaining of it 
at preſent in this, moſt of it being thrown down by a great Earth- 
quake in the ycareleven hundred eighty three,as the Annals of Verona 
declare. 


N. N. N. are the holes left in the building of the outward wall of 


the Amphitheater to ſtick maſts into, for the better faſtning of the 
Ropes, Sayls and Curtains to thade the SpeCtators ; tor the Romans 
not wearing hats with brims when they fate long in theſe open places, 
were often injured by the Sun, which forced ſome to make ule of 7heſ- 
ſalian Caps and Vmbre//a's, till that at length Q. Catu/lus brought in 
the Mode of uſing Sayl-cloths and Coverings of Linen to thadz 
the Seats, which Julius Ceſar, according to his ſplendid humour, 
cauſed to be made of Silk of various colours, 6f Yellow, Red, and 
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Crimſon, and yet was exceeded herein by the Emperor Nero, who or- 
dered his own picture to be embroidered in theſe coloured Silks, in the 
poſture of 4pollo driving the Chariot of the Sun,and round about him, 
the Stars, and Conſtellations in Gold ; avd Lucretius takes notice of 


the graceful, beautiful ſhades, which theſe coverings made ſomewhat 
aſter this manner. 


When purple Coverings, Yellow, or deep Red, 
Over the Amphitheater are ſpread, 

Which mighty Maſts, and ſturdy Pillars bear ; 
And the looſe Curtains wanton in the Air, 
Whole Streams of colours ſrom the top muſt flow, 
And with diffuſed beams ſtayn all below. 

The more the Curtains ſpread, the more the Dye 
Rides ore the Silver Air, and courts the Eye. 

Rich colours ſpread themſelves ocr every thing, 
Each man's as glorious as a purple King, 


But the outſide of the Amphitheater of Yerona, was as ſplendid 
as the inſide, though at preſent a Portion of it only remains, as much 
as berween, O, and P. By this ſmall part however th2 whole is 
eaſily known, eſpecially in ſo uniform a building as this. The out- 
ſide therefore being all of marble, abour a hundred and twenty 
foot high, conſiſted of three rows of Pillars and Arches, one over 
another, Which opened into large walks, and ſpacious Por/ico's with- 
in,» Quite round the Building ; and above theſe three rows of Ar- 
ches, there was a handſom wall with Windows over every Arch, and 
Pilaſters over every Pillar beneath ; each row conſiſted of ſeventy two 
Arches,and ſeventy two Pillars of a great height; the upper row moreover 
is faid to have been adorned with excellent Statues. But the outſide of 
the Amphitheater at Niſmes, being the moſt entire of any now ſtand- 
ing, I have alſo inſerted a Cut of it, that nothing might be wanting to 
the clear underſtanding of the manner of theſe buildings : and as that 
at Verona, hath three rows of Pillars, and a wall above them, this at 
N:ſmes hath only two rows of Pillars on the outſide, and the ſeats 
withinſide reach up to the top of it, and it hath no Galleries above. 
To ſupply this Amphitheater at Niſmes with water ſufficient to repre- 
ſent naval fights therein, the great Pon? du Gard was built, which 
ſupports an AquazeduCt paſſing from one Mountain to another, a Cur 
whereof is alſo inſerted, it being one of the moſt magnificent Romar 
Antiquities now ſtanding 1n Europe. 

Theſe wonderful Structures were firſt raiſed by the Romans, for the 
more convenient exhibiting of Shows and Fights to the People ; and 
theſe Fights were either between Beaſts and Beaſts, Men and Beaſts, or 
between Men and Men. The Fights between Beaſts and Beaſts are ſtill 
continued; for the Gentlemen of Yeroxa take that care of this Ancient 
Venerable Building, that there is not at preſent one Stone wanting of 
all the Seats within ; and when they would fee any ſtrange hunting, 
fighting,or baiting o. Beaſts, they preſently enter their own old Amphi- 
theater, where at this time, three or four and twenty thcuſand Per- 


ſons may ſit and ſee diſtinAly every Action, and paſs away part of the 
day in pleaſure and delight. 
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But theſe Sports were purſued with much more eagerneſs in the 
time of the old Romans, who brought ſtrange Beaſts from all Parts of 
the known World to fight before them, in thele publick places ; in con- 
ſideration whereof, upon the ſucceſsful Atchievements of Sy//ain A4fri- 
ca, the People of Rome were not ſo much pleaſed with his making their 
inveterate Enemy King Jagartha his Priſoner, as they were infinitely 
delighted with the thoughts of the great familiarity, that Sy/a had 
with Bocchus, King of Gztulia, whereby they hoped, that he might 
obtain moſt ſtrange unheard of African Monſters of Beaſts, to be 
ſhewn in their Amphitheaters ; and Fompey the Great moſt wonderfully 
oratified the inclinations of his fellow Citizens, when he firſt brought 
a great Khinoceros to Rowe ; After him Auga/tus Czſar brought another, 
and following Emperors the like. 'This Beaſt,as it ts reported, performed 
ſtrange things there ; and when irritated, would with his great ſtrong 
Horn, preſently throw up all other combatant Beaſts to the Skies, and 
a Bull could not toſs up a Ball higher than he would toſs up Bulls ai:d 
Bears together.

The Fights between Men and Beaſts were more unequal for the moſt 
part performed by Slaves, Captives, and Condemned Perſons , yet 
ſome of good quality have alſo polluted themſelves with theſe Brutiſh 
Sports, and acquired the true title of Be/tiarij. That which happened 
to Androdus a Dacian,upon this occaſion 1s wel! known now, but was 
ſurprizing at firſt, who ſtanding ready in th. Arena, and having a 
Lyon et out upon him, received no hurt ; for the Lyon came gently 
to him, careſſed and fawned upon him, and he likewiſe ſtroaked, and 
made much of the Lyon ; and after the loud ſhouts of the People, be- 
ing asked how this came to paſs, he let them know, That being with 
his Maſter in Afr:cazto get rid of his hard ſervice,he had fled into a Cave, 
whither this Lyon came with a Splinter in his Foot, and held up his 
wounded Paw to him to cure ; which having performed and free'd his 
Foot from the ſplinter and healed it, the Lyon kept him,and provided 
meat for him three years, and when he came away the Lyon followed 
him ſo far, that he was alſo taken and brought to Rome, and that BY the 
further cruelty of his old Maſter he was now condemned to the Beaſts, 
where they found him ; whereupon his liberty was granted him, and 
the Lyon given him for his pains, with which he afterwards gor his li- 
ving, every one being deſirous to ſee the Lyon that was the mans Hoſt, 
and the man that was the Lyons Surgeon. 

The Fights between Men and Men, were of divers kinds, for they 
ſometimes fought on Horſe-back, as the Anudabatz, ſometimes in Cha- 
riots, as the Eſſedarij, and ſometimes in Ships and Veſlels, and this ei- 
ther in the Amphitheaters, ( the Arena being filled with water ) or 
in a Building made on purpoſe, called a Naumachia ; or 1n artificial 
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Ponds, and cuts out of Rivers; and the Emperor C/audixs exhibited a 
Naval Fight upon the Fucine Lake,the L-go d: Celano,or lacus Fucinus, a 
days Journey from Rome, where at his firit appearance both Fleets ſalu- 
ted him with an Ave, Ceſar, morituri te ſalutant, 


But the greateſt number of their Fights was perſormed by Gladiators 


on foot, of which there were alſo divers forts; as firſt, the Rerarizs, 
who was armed with a Trident in one hand, and held a Net in the 
other, with which he entangled,and caught his Enemy ; or otherwile, 
if he miſſed of his foe, he then fled ſwiltly away ; 


Tota fugit agnoſcendus arena. 


Throvgh all the Amphitheater he flies 
Like lightning through the Azure skies. 


Until fuch time as he could gather up his Net again & prepare for ano- 
ther encounter.Ti.e whole habit and way of fight is exactly deſcribed by 


Juvnal, in the eighth Satyr, where he reprehends a noble Roman,one of 


the great Family of the Gracch;,for taking upon himſelf this kind of g/a- 
diatura.It was thought to be brought in tathion firſt,in imitation of P1z- 
tacus,one ofthe wiſe Men of Greece,who being cnallenged by Phryno,came 
into the fie!d like a fiſherman, and involving his Enemy in his Net,ſlew 
him with his Trident and Dagger; but fome were delighted to ſee 
theſe Gladiators ſlayn, for being that they fought without Armour, 
only ina ſhort coat and bare-faced, they might the better take no- 
tice of the laſt Motions of their Limbs, and the Alterations of their co- 
four, lineaments and features in their dying agonies : And Þ have ſeen the 
Statue of a dying Gladiator in Ladovif1o's Gardens at Rome, fo well re- 
preſented, and ſo exquiſitely carved that it may compare with the Fi- 
gures of the muſt famous Statuaries in any age ; ſince it is thought 


meet to be numbred in the firſt rank with the works of Phydias, and 


Praxiteles, and is not leſs eſteemed than the wondertul Statue of Py- 
ramus in the fame gardens, nor Farneſe's Hercules made by Glycon the 
famous Greek, nor the old Agyptian Terme ; Nay the beautiful ſtatues 
of Antinous, and Apollo Pythian, m Belvedere, the garden to the Ya- 
tican, are not at this day more to be admired. Nor the rare Figure 
of Venus her ſelf in Medic?'s Palace ; nay furthermore the Grecian Sta- 


tue of Peace, and the Greek Shepherdeſs that holds up her garments, to- 


ſhow her due proporticns, are no ways aſhamed to be ranked with him, 
who by good Artiſts is held in the fame eſteem with Farne/e's bull, 
and themever to be out-done Laocoon and his Sons, the joynt work 


of tif& rare 


ancient Maſters, Ageſander, Polydore, and Atheno-'orus. 


This whole order of the Retiarij was devoted to Neptune,and generally 
tought againſt a party, who were followers of Yulcan, fire and water 
not being like to agree. Theſe were called Secutore. 


Cum Graccho juſſus pugnare Secutor. 


The Secutor was guarded With a Shield, which he carried high, to 
hinder his head from being catched in the Net, and with a Spcar or 


long Sword. 


Altius 
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Aitins impreſſo dum palpitat enſe Secutor. 


Theſe ſought, and followed after the Retiari;, and other Gladiators, 
with fierceneſs and courage,and were favoured by divers Emperors, wlio 
Iked this way of fizhting; and when five Retiarij kad yielded to five 
Secatores, and thrown down their weapons, the Emper: r Cal;gula,com- 
manded the Secutores to kill them ; which they did to the laſt man, 
who becoming deſverate took up his fork again, and ſlew all the five 
conquering ſecutores, and this Joſs of his dear fricnds was emoaned by 
the Emperor in a publick Edit, with the excluſion of thoſe who cn- 
dured to ſee it, from being preſent, for the future at any facred rite. 
But the Emperor Commodus not only encouraged theſe Gladiators, but 
took their parts in his own perſon allo, and fought along with them 
in the Arera; and when the flattering Fomans cryed him up for a 
Hercules, a Mars, and ſhouted out that he fought like a God of war, 
he thought that they mocked and Jaugh'd at him,and immediately ca!- 
led to his marine Legion, that were tending the Ropes and Sayl cloths, 
come down, and kill the SpeCtators. 

Another order of Gladiators imitated the 7Thracians in their fights, 
and bearing a ſmall Parmula, or little plain Thracian ſhield,bur truſting 
chiefly to their broad ſtrong Swords with their points turning upward, 


like the preſent Zarki/h,or Perftan Cimitars.They were called Threces, Threc-. 


or Thraces,ans were terrible ſlaſhing cutting Swords-players, and de- 
rived this cuttom, manner, and occaſion of fight, from the old 7hra- 
cians ; even before the time of ZZercdotus, when they fought with the 
fame weapons for prizes and rewarts at the {uneral, and tombs of 
their great men in Thrace ; and theſe Fencers fought either againſt one 
another, or againſt other Gladiators.

A Myrmillo was a notable Sword-player and fought after the Gal- Myrmilluee: 


lick way, dopping, and ſquatting low and frisking about, and covering 
himſelt with his great oval ſhield, and had his head armed with a 
ſtrong Helmet, upon the Creſt of which was the Figure of a Fiſh ; 
and when his Enemy lay bare, or gave any occaſion of a thruſt, he 
would ieap up briskly of a ſudden, and run him through and through 
with his ſharp pointed Sword. Who could contraft with ſuch a cun- 
ning, ſtrong, and active combatant 2

The Thracian tighter would often engage with him, and the Retia- 
rius many a time,and would come up to him with his Net in his hand,

Another ſort of Gladiators were named $amnites, whoſe armour 15 
defcribed by Livy. Their ſhields were inlayed, engraven, and imbo\- 
{ed with Silver, and with Gold : One end of their ſhield, with which 
they guarded their breaſt,was flat,broad, ſtreight, and even ; the other 


end next their ſhoulder, was narrower, that it might be turned and 
mover 
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0 B18 moved with more eaſe ; beſides which, they had a long ſtrong Sword, 
'F a Breaſt-plate, a Helmet with Feathers upon the Creſt, and a Boot 
[ upon their leſt leg, Theſe Gladiators were 1n great requeſt in Campania, 
| from whence the Romans learned many of their Amphitheatrical ſports, 
and exerciſes ; and they fought againſt the Pinniraps, and the Prove-

dn Beſides theſe, there were others called Dimacheri who fought with 
Laqueari, FWo Swords, and others named Laqweariz,thele were dangerous fellows 
that fought with Sword and Halter, and had two ways with them to 
entangle, and deſtroygheir Enemies. 
Meridiani, The Meridiani w a bold deſperate Crew, who came ruſhing into 
the Amphitheater at Noon, when rhe Gladiators had concluded, and 
the SpeCtators were diſmiſſed, and with their drawn Swords ran at one 
another without Order, Art, or Armour, and ſcorning to make uſe of 
Head-pieces, Shields, and ſuch like Hindrances and Delays of Death, 
butchered one anorher preſently. 
But that which is ſtill more ſtrange, the tender lemale Sex was not 
exempted from theſe ſharp, rude exerciſes.

But Dom#ti12 the Emperor went {lill beyond this, when he ſet his 
Gladiators together in the night, and made his Dwarfs fight, thoſe lit- 
tle Pygmean Creatures : But we need ſay no more of them, for it may 
be thought by ſome that 


Whether they ſlew, or whether they were ſlain 
They'd both make but one Morſel for a Crane. 


And indeed it is high time to leave this omnium Demonum templum, 
as 7ertullian calls it altogether, and paſs forward to more pleaſing 
objects. Parting therefore from Yeroxa in the Morning, we travelled 
through a delightful plain Country 2.4 Miles, and came early in the 
Afternoon to Mantua. 

Mantua is pleaſantly ſeated in a Lake like ts the Deſcription of the anus 
ſituation of the great City Mexico. This Lake of about five Miles 
long, is made by the opening of the River Mincins, or Mentzo, a de- 
lightful ſtream, which runs ſlowly, ſpreads it ſelf wide, and bears its 
name high amongſt the noted Floods of this Region.

This River runs into the Po, and riſes out of the Lacus Bexacus, and 
1s fo full of Reeds in many places, eſpecially near Mantua, that I can- 
not omit YVirgil's proper elegant way of mentioning his own Country 
Rivers. |

The entrances into Mantua over the Jake are made good by ſtrons 
Cauſeys, of five or ſix hundred paces long, having Draw-bridges at 
each end ; and that over which we paſled, called Ponte di St. Giorgio, 
hath a covered Bridge jor a great ſpace together, arid a Tower in the 
middle. The Ponte de Molini hath twelve Mills in the Arches, called 
the twelve Apoſtles, which afford the Duke a conſiderable Reve- 
nue. 'TheStreets are large, ſtrait, and clean. Here are eight Gates, 
eighteen Pariſhes, and forty Monaſteries. The Domo or Cathedral is 
built after the deſign of Giu/io Komano, the Roof of which is painted 
with Azure and Gold ; in this Church they preferve the Body of St. 
Anſelm, Biſhop of Luca ; in the Church of St. Andrew,is the Body. of 
St. Longinus the Martyr, together with ſome drops of the Blood of 
our Saviour, which are ſaid to be brought hither by that holy man. 
The Duke's Palace is ſtately and magnificent, and was the beſt furniſh- 
ed of any in /zaly, till the Imperial Army plundered it, in the time of 
the Empercr Ferdinand the Second, in the year 1630. There are three 
Suburbs which appear like to ſo many ciltinCt little Towns, Porto 
Forteze, Borgo di St. Giorgio, and 71 Te. The Duke hath alſo divers 
Country Houles,as that of Marmirola, in the way to Yerona, which is 
nobly furniſhed, hath Royal Apartments, good Gardens, Fuuntains, 
and Water-works. La Favorita is upon the ſide of the Lake, and hath 
about a hundred Rooms in it. La Virgiliana is another pleaſant Coun- 
try Houſe with a Farm adjoyning to it, called thus, by reaſon that it is 
near to the Village of Petola, formerly called Andes where Yirgil was 
born. |

The Palazzo del Te, at no great diſtance irom one of the gates of 
the City, is well worth the ſeeing, where the hall 1s painted with the 
hiſtory of the Gyants ſtorming of heaven,and fo artificially rooted,and 


- vaulted, that it makes a double whiſpering place, where, at the oppo- 


ſite corners of the room, every little ſight and whiſpering is diſtinctly 
Heard, and in no other place ; and he that ſtands between hears no- 
thing of it. I had formerly been in whiſpering places at Padoa, Mont- 
pellier, and elſewhere; but thoſe were ſingle ones, made by the contri- 
vance of the roof,upon this rule, That the Angle of Incidence, is always 
equal to the Angle of RefleCtion, and the whole top of the room 1o 
proportioned as to refleCt all to one point, that comes from another 
oppoſite to it ; but theſe far exceed them all, being contrived with a 
double and croſs Arch, and make a large double croſs whiſpering 


place. | 
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Threeſcore years before the Trojan war Eteocles,and Polynices,fons to 
Oedipus, King of Thebes, contending for the Soveraignty,that City was 
invaded,beſieged,and ruined by the Greeks, when Marho,the great 7he- 
ban Sorcerels,ſeeing that her Country was deſtroyed, fled firſt into 4a, 
where ſhe built a Temple,and dedicated it to Apollo, then layled into 7- 
taly,and went to 7 yberiaus, King of the Txſcans,by whom ſhe had a Son 
named Ocnus,whoaitcrwards paſſed the 4pennines,& the Po, & built this 
City,and called it alter his Mothers name,according to the antiwar Poet. 


Ile etiam patriis agmen ciet: Ocnus ab 0ris, 
Patidice DManthus et Tufci filius amis, 
Qui muros matriſque dedit, tibi' Mantua nome. 


The Galli Cenomani afterwards beat out the 7uſcans, and made Reto 
fly into that part of the mountains ſince called the Rhetian Alpes. The 
Romans overthrew the Gazls, and Mantua followed the various Fortune 
of the Weſtern Empire till the Emperour 0/ho, the ſecond , 
gave it tO Tedaldo, Count of Canoſſa. Boniface ſucceeded, and Beatrix 
his Counteſs; then the Counteſs, Mathil/is, who made great wars 
in /raly, ſided with the Pope againſt the Emperor, and left 
large poſſeſſions, and revenues to the Church. The Family of the 
Bonacolfi ; in proceſs of time, obtuned the Lordſhip of this City, Paſſuvi- 
zo the laſt of that ſtock was fJain in the market place by the people 
in the year 1328 under the command of Lodovico di; Gonzaga, the 
firſt Lord of Mintua of this Family that reigns at preſent. Frederick, 
the ſecond of this line, was made Duke of Mantua, by Charles the 
fitth, and Vincent the firſt was afterwards created Duke of Montfer- 
rat, The preſent Duke is Carolus Ferdinandus Gonzaga, Duke of 
Mantua, and Montferrat, and of Niveronis, and Retelo:s in France, per- 
petual Prince and Vicar of the holy Empire, Marqueſs of Gonzaga, Viada- 
za, Gazolo,and Dozolo, Count of Rodiga,Lord of Luzara, and chict of the 
order of the Knights of the Blood of Chriſt, which order was inſtituted 
in the year 1608, by Vincent, Duke of Mantua , who had bcen three 
times in /ZZ«ngary, Auſtria, and Croatia, in the wars againſt the Z7urks. 


From Mintua we travelled to the great River Eridanus, Padus, Fridanus- 


or the Po,which ariſes from mount Yiſo,or Mons Veſulus,one of the high- 
eſt mountains of the Alpes towards France, and rowling down in di- 
vers branches at firſt, without any fixed channel unites at the foot of 
the mountain, and falls under ground, and aftera mile or two appears a- 
gain, and running with a ſwift courſe through Lombardy,after it hath re- 
ceived tiirty Rivers more which fall from the Alpes & Apennine,diſchar- 
pes it ſelf by divers mouths intothe Adriatick ſea, and this being by far 
the greateſt River in /zaly, it is mightily magnified by the Latin Poets 
who would have it no leſs than the Nile, and the Danube, and mention 
it by the name of the King of Rivers,and the greateſt in the world. And 
it muſt be confeſled,that it is a noble flood, and that it is the onlyRiver 
that hath a place in Heaven : or that hath the glory to be made a con- 
ſtellation, and placed in the Chambers of the South, near to the ſtormy, 
tempeſtuous Orion ; andlince that it is adorned with thirty eight ſtars, 
which ſhine viſibly in the Firmament, to be called Starry;and Celeſtial, 
are but its due Terms of honour : but ſure there are many Rivers upon 
earth in Europe, Afta, Africa, and America that far exceed it. 
The Po being very ſwift we Fg it by boat, 'not without ſome 
F pecu- 
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pecuſiar Contrivances, and Ergines , and the kind affiſtance the 
ſiſters of Phaeton, who mourn hcre for the diſmal fall of their Bro- 
ther, when Jupiter ſtruck him down from Heaven into the Po.

And having ſtood fo long by rhebanks of this River,they may be 
though to be more converſant with its Courſe and Paſſages. They tye 
ropes 1n this Country to the tops of high Poplars, one end on one fide 
of the River, and the other on tlie other, or build high Beacons, or 
Poſts like thoſe made uſe of in the S7rapado; on each fide of the River : 
and upon a line fixed to them, they put a running Pully, to which 
they fix another long rope, and to the further end of this rope 
the boat is tyed, and by ſteering the head of the boat obliquely croſs 
the River, the force of the Stream makes the pully run from one ſide 
to another ; by which means we paſled it without labour or trou- 
ble.

And a ſmall boat, without bread fayls and oars, 
Did gently waft us to the neighbouring ſhores. 


T had formerly paſſed the Po, as high as 7urin, and at another 
time went by boat through a cut made out of the Po into the 4- 
thefts, and once I travelled for ſome ſpace together on horſe-back at 
the bottom of a branch of this River, where the banks being broken 
down it had forſaken its channel- 

The next town we came to was Gaaſtala, belonging to a Soveraign 
Prince, the Duke of Guaifala ; a handſom ſmall Town at preſent, but 
formerly larger, and more conſiderable when there were two General 
Councils held here, one under Pope ©rbaz the ſecond, and another un- 
der Pope Paſcal the ſecond. 

From GuaFtala we travelled by Gualtea, to' Breſcello or Brixellum, a 
compact cloſe ſtrong Town, fortified after the modern way, upon the 
ſide of the Po: An old Romans place of habitation, where the Emperor 
Orho ſtaid in his journey againſt YVize/lius, when after the conflict at 
Labinta, then called Bebriacum, he took a reſolution of diſpatching 
himſelt, not out of any deſpair of overcoming all difficulties, bur 
rather out of his modeſty, as Sueronizs relates it, and unwilling- 
neſs to ſeize upon, and continue ſo great an Empire, with the ha- 
zard of ſo many brave mens lives that ſerved him, and therefore 
early in the morning after a draught of cold water he ſtabbed him- 
felt with a dagger under the leſt Pap,inthe ninety fitth day of his reign, 
'and the thirty eight year of his life. This town hath at preſent about 
three or four thouſand Inhabitants, and a good Garriſon belonging to 
the Duke of Modena, it being near to the ſtate of Milan, Mantua, and 
Parma. The Spaniſh Troops, under the command of the Margaiſs of 
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Carracena, attempted to ſurprize 1t 1n rhe year, 1655, Lut were repul- 
{ed by the Duke of Modena's forces. Having palled Briſce/lo we crol- 
ſed the River Nicia, now Lenza, and ſoon came to Parma. 


The Dukedom of Parma, is guarded by the 4pennine mountains and ?.um-, 


divers Rivers,and is a very fruittul Country,atfording plenty of excellent 
wines,and ſome good Muſcate/l:fruits of various ſorts,rich paſtures plen- 
ty of Cattel the beſt Cheeſe in /taly great ſtore of Cheſtnuts,and 7artufa- 
li Truffes, 'Tubera terre, Roots without Stems, or Plants growing 
from them, which they hunt alter with a pig which ſmells them our, 
and diſcovers where they are ; theſe are a great diſh in /za/y,and though 
they ſeem to have no great nouriſhment in them are eſtecmed to be 
provocative. And beſides theſe, this Country affords ſome mines 
of Copper and Silver, and very finz Wool.

The City of Parma is very ancient, inhabited long ſince by the 7#/- 
cans, then by the Boz, next by the Romans ; a Colony being ſent hi- 
ther from Rome about a hundred and eighty two years before the 
coming of our Saviour ; and another in the time of Augy/tus Czſar.But 
upon the declining of the Roman Empire it ran through divers fortunes, 
ſerved ſometimes Yenice, and ſometimes Milan, till it was conquered 
by Pope Julius, the ſecond, and given by Paul the third to his Son 
Petro Luigi Farneſe, about a hundred and thirty five years ſince, in 
whoſe Family it ſtil continues. 

It is a Delightful, Airy, well ſeated City, the Houſes being low, 
the Strecis broad, and the River Parma running between the City 
and the Suburbs, both of which are well fortified with good Baſtions 
and a broad Ditch. It hath three handſom bridges over the River. 
The Duke's Palace is ſplendid, his Coaches extremely rich, his Gar- 
dens worth the ſeeing with the Grot#o's, Fountains, Water-works, and 
Bows of Orange Trees. The lodgings are furniſhed with excellent 
pictures, vellels of Porphyry, A gath, and Jaſpis. 

The Cathedral is fair and ſtately ; In the Capucines Church is the 
tomb of Alexander Farneſe,Duke of Parma, one of the greateſt com- 
manders of his time, and of his Dutcheſs Maria of Portugal. The 
Church of St. John 1s large, and beautiful, and adorned with the 
paintings of thoſe great Maſters, Correg/o, and Parmegiano, and the Be- 
xediftin Convent adjoyning is one of the largeſt and faireſt of the or- 
der. This City was formerly beſieged for rwo years together by the 
Emperor Frederick Barbaroſſa, who in hopes to make himſelf Maſter 
of it built another Town near to it called Yiforia, but thoſe of Par- 
ma behaved themſelves fo ſtoutly,that they freed themſelves, and rui- 
ned his new Town of Ytory. 


From Parma we went to Fornovo ten miles from thence, ſeated Fornoua, 
_ upon the ſwift River Zaro, and rendred remarkable by the battel gain- 


ed here by Charles the eight, King of France, againſt the confederate 
Princes of/zaly in the year 1494 in hisre turn from the conqueſt of Na- 
ples.The River 7aro is a remarkable River, which runs and plays about 
the plains, before it falls into the Po, and is very ſwift, although it 
be nor {tre;ight, but notably winding and turning. At firſt ſight I con- 
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jedtured that it would prove a troulleſome River, when it was ſhut up 
between the Hills: and fo we found ir ; for as foon as we had letr 
the open ſpacious plain Country in which we had travelled with plea- 
ſure from Padoa hither, and had gor in between the fpurs of the 4- 
pennine, and entered the Val d; Taro, the valley in which this River 
runs, we were forced to travel many times inconventently upon the 
ſides of the hills, on the right hand, and on the leſt; and furthermore 
to croſs the River it ſelf above forty times, and in one paſſage, one 
Gentlemans Mule fell down with him in the middle of the River ; 
but after we came paſt Borgo di Valle the River was leſs, and ve 
tured more to the right hand, and climbed up the 4pennine Moun- 
tains. | 

Borgo, or Borgo di Valle is a walled Town at the upper end of this 
valley, upon the ſide of the hills, where we ſhew cur bills of health, 
and where the Duke of Parma keeps a Garriſon. The Ban iti appear- 
ing in theſe parts the day before, the Governor ſent a guard of Muſ- 
queteers with us to convoy us with faſcty over the hills into the State of 
Genoa. | 

The Apennine is a row of Mountains of many hundred miles long, 
beginning, at the Alpes, continued from one end of 7taly to the other, 
and ending by Reggio, or Rhegiuma upon the S1c217an Sea, and in ſome 
places are more than a hundred nules broad, and by this means take 
up the greateſt part of /taly, and render it a Mountainous Country, 
and though there be many valleys b.tween, yet the hills do really 
reach, and extend themſelves from the 7yrrhene to the Adriatich, 
from the lower to the upper ſea, conformable to the deſcription of them 
by Lucan.

And this makes the travelling in /taly to be generally on Horſe- 
back, or upon Mules ; whereas in France ore may travel five hun- 
dred miles together in . Coaches, and in Germazy all over the Coun: 
try ; and if it were not for Campania felix, and the great continued 
plain Country between the A4/pes and Apennine, Jtaly could ne.er 
make good the high Character it has. 

Ovid mentions the Airy Alpes, and cloudy Apennine, and moſt 
Mountains have clouds about them and in the evening the Clouds, 
floating in the Air after Sun ſet ſlip away towards the next high bills, 
and take up their reſt in the hollow ſpaces ot the Mountains, and 
when the Sun riſes next day, and warms the Air, the clouds dif- 
lodge again, riſe up,and wander through the Skies ; but the Aperni- 
ves are more cloudy generally than other hills, whether for having 
the Seas on both ſides of them, or for other reaſons, 1 leave to the 
more accurate ſearchers into nature to judge, and we have travelled 
lor many days together in the Countries of the 4pennine Mourtains 
with the Clouds continually about ys, either a little over us, undcr us, 
or paſſing through them, not without admirable variety of proſpe&t 
and from the top of a Mountain to ſee a valiey with Houſes; and 
Towns in it, and then the clouds creeping over the next hill to co- 
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ver the whole valley between them, and make it look like a lake, 
and the top of the clouds gently waving, and to deſcribe the Suns, 
riſing, and coming, to ſhine upon the upper parts of them, and to beau- 
tifie, and gild them all, is beyond the expreſſion of words. 

Virgil naming the Apeimines, ranks them. with Mount Erix in Sici- 
cz, and Mount A47hos in Greece. 


Great as Mount A4rhos, or high Frix crownd 

Vit thoic green Oakes, whoſe ſhaking boughs refound, 
Or Father {pemnine,who loves to riſe 

And lilt lis Snowy head up to the Skies. 


And indeed many of the Peaks of the Apennines are very high, and 
ſome of them covercd with ſnow ; and others arc rocky, but in gene- 
ral they are carthy, muddy, or full of clay ; whereby they ſtain and 
tincture the 7:/er and many other Rivers which flow through them, 
and give an umber, brown, or dirty yellow colour to thoſe ſtreams, 
which being allo for the molt part” very ſwitt, the Apernine Rivers 
hereby loſe much of their grace and beauty, and become allo leſs 
ſerviceable ; and to ſpeak the truth, not navigable with any pleaſure : 
And this tincture which 1s communicated to tiem is of ſo deep 
a Dye in many places, that 1t is not eaſily altered or diluted, and I have 
ſeen divers Rivers run down from the Apennire with that force into 
the Adriaticl, that the ftream or colour of them is pertetly diſtin- 
guiſhed a mile or two intro the Sea, as if the Gulf of Yence were 
painted in tlvle places with a itreight yellow ſtroke for two miles 
together. 

We werc told that the name of the hill which we here paſſed o- 
ver was called, The Mountain of the Floly Creſs, but the Mountain of 
the Croſs, 1.4 montage #e la croix, much ſpoken of in the South part 
ot Face is one of the great Hills in the maritime A/pes, in one of 
the paſſages from Provexce into /taly, The higheſt Mountain in the 
Apennine that I paſled over, between Rome, and Loretto, was Mount 
Soma in Umbra ; and the paſſage which pleaſed me moſt, was in the 
road from Turin, between Otag-o and Genoa ; where alter ſome difh- 
culty having got up to the topof the Mountains,we ſaw Genoa, and the 
beautiful ſuburbs of St. Pietro di Arena uniler-us at nine miles di- 
ſtance, and a vaſt tract of Sea before us, the Eaſtern Coaſt on the leſt 
hand, and the Weſtern on the right, and deſcended by a broad way, 
and by large Windings and Turnings, upon the bare marble rock, 
meeting great numbers of Mules, and Mulets toſſing up their Nets 
about their noſes, which all together afforded an extraordinary pro- 
ſpect. But this Mountain of rhe Holy Crols is not rocky but all 
green, and it being the latter end of April we deſcended with eaſe 
and pleafure, and a good part of the way upon the graſs, till we came 
to the Sea-ſide in the Evening, to Se/tri or SefFro called by Daute 
in his Purgatory , Si/teri , formerly Sege/ta, at preſent Seſtri 42 
Levante, to diſtinguiſh it from Seſtri d: ponente, between Genoa and 
Savona : for the whole Coaſt of Genoa being divided into the Eaſt 
and the Weſt, that which lyes between Genoa and Legorn is called 
La Kiviera di Levante, and that between Genoa, and Provence, La 
Riviera di Ponente. 

We 
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We hired a Felluca , at Se{lri , and with the help of our « Sayl 
and Oars, had a quick paſſage , Crofling firſt Porto Fin, and 
then keeping all along within halt a mile of the Shoar, we en- 
tered the noted Port of Genoa, between the new Mole, on the right 
hand, and the old Mole, and Fanale or watch tower on the left, 
and went on ſhoar not far from the foot of the new Mole.
